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Althou'OiI the capital of the Paujab could ncTer vie with thatmporiri] city 
af Dolhi, the Rotno uf Asia, io the V4»icty and profosion of its fttieicnt monu- 
nicota) cetnainB, or with the city of Akbar (AkbaiAbad, or Agra) in the splen¬ 
dour of its architecture, it, uovcrtlioIesB, poaScascB os many and os intoreatiDg 
historical sights and remiiiiseeaecs os any other famous city in India ; while no 
Indian city can boast of having been the scat of so many Imperial dynasties as 
Lahore. Its lofty houses, gilded minarets and balb-like domes, visible from 
afar, give It an imposing appearance, while its crowded streets, busy markets, 
and thriving industries, furnisU internal evidence of great prosperity and suc¬ 
cessful progress. 

It is situated in a region famous in history as the camping ground of the 
early Aryan migration and civilisation, as iho seat of the holy singers of the 
Vedio hymns—the fairer race, who, reducing to bondago, or driving back the 
black'Skiuncd servile recce, spread eastwards, and whose records, side by side 
'with the Egyptian records and the Chinese philosepliy, go back further than 
those of any other country. 

The PonjAb was the home of Northern Buddhism, which, Laving received 
a fresh impulse from the Gissco-Bactrian kingdoms of the PanjAb, and convert¬ 
ed the Scythian dynasties to its faith, found here n favorable soil for achiev¬ 
ing these triumphs in religion and literature which affected nearly half the 
human race. Up to this day the reniains of that Interesting period are «n* 
earthed on the Korth-Western frontier of the Provinee, once the theatre of 
the cult, cuid make us marvel at the architectural skill possessed by the 
nncients. 

The region calls attention from the intere^ attaching to it as the classic 
ground of Alexander's eenquests, which inatqrLaUy influenced Bralimanism in 
and gave the first impulse to sculptural art in I^orthern India, 
in short, the cradle of peoples and of religions, and appeals 
far-reaching of the faculties and sympathies of an culighteacd 

mind. 

Viewed from a political standpoint, nature has given the PanjAb a crown¬ 
ing portion in ttie groat Indian Peninsula. It is nptly termed the steel-head 
of the spear of this great otnpiro, the guard-room of Indin on tho north. 
Froita the ciirlieit times, tho PanjAb baa served as n bnluark of defence 
against foreign aggrcsslm, the outpost of the lino of battle ; and it' has 
proved one of the greatest recruiting grounds of armies in tho East 
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PREFACE* 


It if prc-cmipcntly the * aaWiei''B ipndf^ the *aiiroTd Iti hniul of Indiri/ whose 
wiirriorfl have feught bravelyp by aide with the ^uhliera of Greru Britiiln, 

lit regions from beyond the Khybcr to the conRaes of Chiii-a, from Boma and 
the Straits to the coast of Africa and distant Eg'ypt and Mongolia. Whether 
fighting with the Afghntij or the Moor^ tljo Bnrmcae or the SlnmcaOp they have 
upheld the honour of the Britbh name, and j>owerfnlIy contributed to those 
successes which have made it stand proudly fortli aiaoogsfc those of the 
nations of the world. 

But it is in its position as the chief city of this land of great traditions 
that its political interest chiefly consists, Lahore claims the attentiou of 
both the student of history and the general reader. It has been sua^easively 
the Beat of ancient Hindu and Muhainmadaii monarchies, and was* for upwards 
of two ccaturicB, the focus of those early struggles between Hinduism and ilu- 
hammadanisin, dating back to the time of Sabuktagin and Halimudj which re- 
suited in the establishment m India of n religion^ which, springing up from 
the deaerts of Arabia, materially ndected the political and social condition of 
more them one-fourth of the popdation of the glebe. Here, in his royal 
palace, did the politic Akbar hold his cabinet counciU. I’he place is aaso* 
elated with the loves of Jahilngir and Niir JabAn, and is me mornblo ns the 
birth-place of the magnificent Sbdh JahAn. 

When the reflecting mind of the pious Nanak conceived the araellomtion 
of man's social condition and the comblaatien of conflicting creeds Into one, 
enjoining the worship of one invisible God, the political position given tu 
Lahore contributed, in no small a degree, to the development of the religious 
order established by him, and supported by his aealouB successors j whilo it 
was chi'fly with reference to the policy here pramulgnted and pursued, and tho 
acta here done by Ehoao who repreaeuted the power of the house of Tytndr^ 
then on the wane, that the disciples of ihe Guru, from a act of qulc lbts, us they 
bad been left by their great leader, turned into ti'atriors, exchanging ploughs 
for arm?, inflamed with a new spirit of nationality by their last martini Gurii, 
the valorous Go™d. 

In more recent times we find it remarkable ns the capital of a kingdom 
founded by llanjlt Singh, the ILoii of the BnujAb; while at the present muincut 
it is dlslinguished as the chief city of a Pfovinee under the British, contain¬ 
ing within its boundaries races representing, perhaps, the best of Aryan 
chivaLrj', 

Ttio want of a hiatoTj of this Imperial city, devoted exclusively to an 
account of the cvetita which occurred in it In past agei=*and which s^ippH* either 
s^jufio ittifssiiig Link in the bbtory of the Province^ orarcot VMhio on 
aLrcSTint ol the Interest attuchiiig to them as incidents nf the lived of great 
nicn who once ployed a pictiuu?* p:u t In the [HjUticsof the contitrvt and to 
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n of nrehitecUiral remains and auticjuUie?, liad been long felt. 

WIjLIc Dtilhi, Aijra, L'lebnovv aud othur chbf citiiis of India hmi uU tlicU guide¬ 
books for the Lufonnation of,travellers, U ^vaa a souToe of rogrot that the criidtal 
of the Pai jdb should be without Bveo ouo such book. There is certainly 
much of interest to be aeon at L-ihore us lu any of the great cities of 
India, famous in past history, or ceutres of moiioi i eiviliiatiou, and visitors 
to the metropolis of tho Faajib uaturttlly nsked whether there was not 
a guide book to it, iiud were disappointed on being informed that theru 
was none. 

It is true, a w’prk of refereoce, called A Drkf Account of tktHistory and 
Antiqiiitiea of Lahort,” ivq$ publUhed in 1873, by Mr. T. U. Thomtod, laUs 
Secretary to Goveromenl, Panjiib, and aubsequontly a Judge of tbc Chief Court; 
Aitd a revised cdilioo ofic, the jeiat work of that gontleman and Mr. J. L, 
Kipling, the Principal of tho Mayo School of Arts, Luhore, a[ipeared in XhTG. 
Ii U a work of great merit, and does mugh credit to the industry of the loam- 
cd author*, but its scope is Umited, and there b much to tell which has been 
left untold. 

Moreover, the work is out of ^int, and so many changes have taken place 
sinco it was published, that a complete book of reference, of oopveuicnt shse, 
fur this itiipi*rtant city, had become a recognised necessity, 

To supply this want, then, the prG.mnt work was undertaken. It is 
hardly necessary to say that the difficulties in its campilntioa have been of a 
nature not easily to be surmoonted. There wns not a aingle book that treated 
ciiclustvely of the events of public interest which took pliico in Lahore during 
the JlnHumTnadan period—while of its pre-iluhaintnadnn history very little is 
known—, or that throw any light ou the old momimontai remaioa which it 
may slill claim to possess, or furnished any infcruiation regarding lU anti- 
(jiiitics. 


The local chronicles, such as, IChariaiA-wl’AutUt, Saktnfit-uhAsJiA, g-c,, 
treat of the lives of saints, of which very exaggerated accounts have been 
given, while the general histories of India, such as, Y'ntatae-i-Mikiri, fHal- 
ttama JahAn^in, Huaktkhib'^tl Taii'driih, ^-c., ate devoted to describing 
wars, bestowing high panegyrics on individual persona in power or authority, 
or deprecating the conduct of others less bivorod, and are, ia fact, a record of 
vile court intrigues, atrocious murders, and acts of violence and spoliation. 
Mutters of local detail are enveloped in hasy diction and tedious hyperbole, 
and the difficulty of glenning materiala scattered over inaumerablfi pnges of 
voluminous books written after tills fashion, with no index, and nothing to 
guide the reader to their contents, and, in not a few instances, without even 
Hcndiiigaof the subjeets treated of, can be better concrived than described, 
Vme verj' rare manuscripta had, therefore, to be procured for the purpose of 
J' fUccting materials for the hUtorioal portion of the work, and among these 
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rally bo montionea the Slidlt Jahdn Xdmrt, of Mulb Miihfimroiul SaIcJi, Latiori, 
tbo brother of Inayatulkb, author of the well-koo™ Persian-work, the BaAiM^r- 
: the KAuAisaf-wf-rdwariAA, of Siijaa Rai, A'diiun<ft» of Matala, who 
heW office mnicr Aurangsch j the JBotithdh AViiw, of MtiUa Abdul Hamid, 
/>rftot-f, compiled by order of Shah Jahdn ; the rau>drtA'A-i-MuJ<tiMiidia ; 
2’uA/<if-ii/-frd^iffn,of Sheikh Ahmwl Zaujani! the TtiJ-ul~xVa’asir, of Hassaa 
Nizami of Lrdiore ; the Tani'h-i-DdiUii of Abdullah t the raril A-i-/?<TOA»i« of 
Hyder Mirza Boghlatt the Tcjth'a-i-PAoiWT^Aaffat, of iluhommad Hadi, Dewon 
of Lahore, in the time of Bahitdor Shiih; Ta^kira Atuttid litim Mut/itis, com¬ 
piled in the time of Jluhaiumad Shdli; rtiriAAi A/iMiod 5/wiAi, &c. Superfluities 
which abounded in the original works have been carefully avoided io reducing 
into shape the proacat account, and it is hoped that the historical notes aro as 
full jis is compatible with precision for a work of reference like this, which 
lays no claims to completeness, or to any thing approaching an elaborate treat¬ 
ment of the subjects montioned in it, The writer’s ot^ect has been to give an 
idea of the state of thbgs at the seat of Provincial, and, at times, of Imperial, 
Government, as introductory to larger works on history touching lodijm 
politics; nod brevity had consequently to bo kept in view. 

As to the descriptive portion of the work, it should be remembered that 
Lahore, as regards its orchitoctural remains, is not to be judged from tbo 
monuments which, having survived the wreck of time, meet here and there 
the eye of the visitor. The ruthless hands of the Afghans and the Sikhs have, 
each in turn, laboured diligently to deprive it of its architectural einbeirish- 
ment. Many a monument of surpassing beauty and elegance has bwm totally 
destroyed, and not a vestige of it left, while many have been deprived of their 
ornamental and decorative details, BO that nothing is left of them but a mere ske¬ 
leton, These last had to be abandoned by the destroyers ub uaeloss objects, bocauao 
the amazing strength and solidity of the material defled tho utmost power of 
their blunt hammers, and stood quite unconcerned the test of their sharp chisels. 

Despite, however, the invisible effect of time—that mysterious, slow, and 
silent, but sure, worker, which has reared up, and, in turn, mingled with the 
dust so many powerful dynasties, ond of which tho Oermaa poet has tittiogly 
sold i —

mouumortls &f csuly nUMiaTCbies and civiUsAtion, survive to TCcnU to TOmd ages 
uf wLkh little is now known to ths cuTtons obMTVsr. 

It will be interesting to ascertain to whom these relics of past ages, these 
roonamenta of departed greatuesa, belonged; who the notables were whose 
ashes lie buried Ijoncath these undent domes and cenotaphs; who the men were 
who now rest helpless and neglected in these silent places, far removed from 
the noisy haunts of men. In Pneh solitudes mnn feels reel awe, and realkee 
more than ever, how unstable nnd trsdsitory are his works, how nulione 
rise and pass away, how the most eJfalted productions of human skill and 
invention sink into oblivion, and how time and death hurl away in one 
vast ruin the most triumphant and glorious wondors of the world. To 
collect information on such matters has, a^in, involved no small aroount 
of trouble. If you Jisk a neighbouring aemitidar, to whom an isolated dome 
in the midal ol cultivoted fields, or an old tower, at a disUnco from tho Grand 
Trunk road, belongs, he will only tell you: 'mMihaMn ikiutU Afli." 
that is : “it holoogB to the time of kings;” or a raore well-informed person may 
reply to your anxious eiiquir>': " Choughanian de xeeledahai." meaniog! "It 
belongs to tlmtimo ot the Choughattai kings.” With tliis piece of valuable 
information, the enquirer has to return hoaie, with little reason to hei grati¬ 
fied with tho result of his expedition. 

Tho only works extant on the old buildings of Lahore are Ihe Tahqi<jdt- 
i-ChUhti, of MauU'l Ahmad, and a book in Urdu, published by the la to 
Rui Buhddur Kauhia Lul. called tho Tarikh-i-Lakore, in the compilation of 
which the Bai professes to have been materially assisted by the lata Mufti 
Ghulam Sarwar, of Lahore. This last work contains little that is new, and 
' that of Chkhti is full of stories of supernatural powers aiippoaed to havm Iwen 

1 nossessod by local saints, whose tombs are still so numerous in tho ncigh- 

benrhood of Lahore. This work which, notwithstanding its shortcomings, 
Ls net altogether devoid of merit, was published by its author in IStif, 
since which many tombs and old monuments, mentioned in it, hare been com- 
' pletely doitreyed. Again, the work is full of diserepanciea and errors. With 
such scanty material at my disposal, and with a view to doing justice to 
the fluhjecl in which I had interested myself, I eoneeived that I could net do 
",v better than make personal enquiries from old residents of the city, men of 

^ letters and knowledge, and intelligent and aged men residing in the neigh- 

S hour hood. The information thus obtained was earofully compared with old 

^ mauuscript works on tho lives of Muhammadan saints and other eminent 

men who have flourished in tho country. Among such works which have

The work, which deals with its subject from both w biatorlcal and a des¬

Such 1 $ the Arabic saying; and so iattmctlve, so full of meaning is it, 
that it would bo wcU if alJ our young countrymen who have read the pages 
of this history, should tEike it to their hearts. It is a motto which should 
be inscribed in letters of gold on the frontispiece of every book on Inclmn 
hifltorj', for a great truth underlies it. No study better enables us to comparo 
the condition of ourselves and those who surround ns with that of our 
predecessors in ages gone by, than the study of history. No subject is Tnorn 
strikingly mtenesting, or truly instruc Live, than a rutroapect of the past. From 
what haa been said above, it will be manifest that, from the time of the earli* 
cst invaders from the north to that of Shah Zam^, the last of the invaders 
who indulged in dreams of Indian conquest^ Lahore has been treated as 
the bulwark of the Indian empire, and Its viceroy ns the sentinel on the real 
gateway of Hindustiln. How many ooiiquerors have fixed their eyes on this 
gliEtcriag priie, the very key to India! HercCnmo Maiuiiiid, who, winh hisTnr- 
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kist^L wartiorSp made thirty inroads in ta the miwarliko Land of Hlndiisldn. Hero 
< 3 ime die hordes of Chanscz KbiTkii^ the mighty lord of the pnatoral worldj wUm 
o&thbliEhed an empire greater in extent thnn that possessed by Alexander or 
Angiistusp an empiro that extended from Tartary to Poland and Germany, and 
even to the ahorea of the Baltic* Then followed onotLer world-wide con¬ 
queror* Tamerlitac* that hre-brand of the universe, who left twenty^even 
crowns bo his descendants and decked Samarkand with the spoil of u thou¬ 
sand cities of Asia. The adventurous Stdt^n Babar* with bis Turks ; the fierce 
Kii^lir Shuhj with his Persian soldiers; the Abdoll Ahmad Ghdh* with lib 
Afghrm warrioTS* each in his turn^ came and won this hb first prize. It was 
a prize well worthy of the trouble and toil they had uudergonei Mighty con¬ 
querors* powerful potentates, lords of millions of human bciugSj possessors 
of tncalculabk wealth and immenautable treasures* masters of thrones and 
diadems, they* doubtless* were. But what marks of their conquest did they 
leavQ behind them in the country they visited ? It is needless to say 
that fire and sxvord formed their vanguard ns they came, an<l that the wail¬ 
ings of thousands of mothers who had been rendered childless* of widows 
who had been bereft of husbands and of orphans who had been loft without 
protectors* followed their camp as they were leaving the ^uatry, Insa- 
tinfale avarice, pride of conquest and thirst for dominion, which had been 
the moving power of their inioads, filled the country with consternation 
and misery* It was these motivcB that Induced Mahmud to march his 
armies against India and enabled NMir to drench the streets of Delhi with 
the blood of ita citkcnS| and to bear away in triumph jewels whose 
splendour had dazzled the eyes of Ron and Bernier* and the magni¬ 
ficent peacock throne on which the Tichesb gems of Qclkanda had l^u 
lavished. 

But India was not destined to become a final prey to rapacious invaders 
from without* or tyrannical despots withia. There were better days in store 
for her. After centuries of mbmle and anarchy* the British* separated from India 
by fifteen thousand miles of sea* became the masters of the country. Tho real 
glory of that nation* the fame of their statesmen* does not lie in the snbvor- 
SLou of kingdoms* in the humbling of mighty poteatates, or in the ravaging of 
countriesj but in this, that they have sheltered God** people* saved ibem 
from the rapacity of the t^^rant* admuilstered equal laws to tbcuii and 
made them happy* prosperous* strong and united; that they have applied 
their whole thoughts and oucrgies to the patronage of arts, sdenccj letters* trade. 
agricuUnro ; have strived to make the nations committed to their care wiao* 
prosperous and contented ; and because they net on the motto that sovereigna 
arc the shadow of God on earth* oud that* as such* their duty ia to be the be¬ 
nefactors* not the destroyers* of the human race. 

The study of antiquities is a subject in which all enqoixing minds* 
which ore not wholly engrossed by come favorite occupation* must feel mure 
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or less inu>rest, Tlic invesdgatbit of the past is a source of curiosity and gra- 
tUication to all miftils ; hat it is upon the retleetmij iiuiid that the deepest im¬ 
press ions are produced by such Btudies, Such a niiud will review the past with 
care, weigh former events with the existing state of things, aud draw fiom 
the comparison deductions of the greatest valao and worth. And I wish to 
tell to my young countrymen that * Lahore was not over a garden aa it ia 
now/ Sarciv, to an eye accustomed to the crowded streets of Anarkalt, or 
the busy markets within the modem city, its thriving industries, its commer¬ 
cial activity and its speculative trade ; to an eye famUiar with the varied and 
bustling scenes of a station of the wondrous railways uniting the capital of 
the Paujfib with the groat centres of Indian qiviliaatioo, where may be seen 
men from the furthest north and the remotest east of the empire, all well-be¬ 
haved, peaceful and contented i to an eye habituated to the sight of treM and 
gardens ontsido the city gates, and to the fair canal which flowa by their side, 
the spectacle presented by Lahore two score and five years ago would have 
been most repulsive. Where have now sprung up in Donald Town and the 
old and new Malls, picturesque houses, and the establisbmeute of European 
and Native firms, replete with the choicest and richest commoditica of Europe 
and Asia, there wandered the jackal and the beast of prey. The imnicdiato 
outskirts of the city were studded with filthy ditches and deep hollows and ex¬ 
cavations. The Shahid Ganjt where the Path fins now bring horses from the 
cities of Asia for sale and exhibit their delicious Cabal fruit, and soft and 
smooth Persian carpets, was a nest of robber or "the Lmmoi- 

tala’* who defied even the power of Banjit Singh in its zenith. The dreary 
expanse of cninrbUng ruins and tottering walla and old mounds, the dcsolato 
and barren tracts, strewn for miles around with delrit, where there stood not a 
tree to give shelter to n weary traveller, have, ihrougli the magic wand of Bri¬ 
tish civilisation, been charmed into a scene of life again. 

What A marvcllaus change has the comparatively short period of British 
rule brought about ! It ia interesting to compare the present with tho 
past condition of things, for, if this is done impartiaUy. it is impossihlo 
not to be struck with admiration. An age of violence and rapine has 
given place to one of pence niid harmony ; an age of ignorance has been fol¬ 
lowed by one of eulightcnHiMit, It is an ago of exhibitions, of progress and 
of prosperity unprecedented in the annals of this great empire. The days may 
be within the recollection of many, when people travelling from Lahore to 
.\mritsnr used to embrace each other and shed tears, not being quite certain 
whether they would reach their dealinalion alive and return Jiomc in safety. 
And whftt do we find now', through iho infioenco of British rule aad civilLsa- 
lion f The tribes that once thirsted for one another’s blood, the warlike na¬ 
tions that spread havoc in tiie country and resisted the power of the once- 
dreaded Moghab, the people who could not meet together on the same plat¬ 
form but H'ith clrawit sivords, now take their seals like ftieuds under the some 
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roof of n foUway carriage, ami tmirel peaccfuUj' froin one end of tlie country 
to iiDotlier, The great victories of science and of poUticul wisdom have 
llnkctl together Unruly tribes and nations, bound them in one cominoa bond 
of subjection] and made them ail dread the Jaw and respect order and settled 
govemiuent- These important ends have been nchieved not by the use of wea¬ 
pons of war, threats or coercion, but by measures of conciliation, confidence 
and benevolence, which have inspired lawless tribes with a taste for arts and 
(dvilised life. 

The story has been told in the following pages of au iuipostor, in 
Akbar's time, who prctendE>cl that, if he called aloud to any one from one bank 
of the Ravi, he would be heard distinctly on the other. Contrast the preten¬ 
sions of the impostor of Akbar’s time with the wonder* accompUshcid by 
means of the telephone and electric wire, and you iviU sec how far science has 
progressed. 

I have, in these pages, giTcn you a full description of the railway work¬ 
shops. Consider the great works executed there by means of science, and 
compare them with the rude and unpolished works of your own smitJis, 
Bat for our knowledge that the ponderous works turned out there arc tlic 
results of science, wo should have though t they were the works of giants. 

It is not necessary to dwell, at any ooiisiderablo length, on the vast changes 
that have taken place, and the iiuproyemeiits that have been effected, iu the 
eoimtry since it became part aud parcel of the great Indian Empire. But 
what must bo deemed to bo the most valued prise of British rule is tlie liberty 
it has couferred on all its subjects, whatever ihcir creed or nationality. In the 
same royal mosque of Lahore from the high pulpit of which, in the tinie of 
the saintly king Shtlh .Uom, the successor of the crafty and ambitious Aurang- 
seb, had been seen rolling down the fioor tho bead of a Shiafi pontiff that 
bad boeti cut off by an infuriated Sunni congregation, for his daring to utter an 
offeustye expression, in the same royal mosque which Itargit desecrated, and 
where he kept his powder-magasiue, tho ^ussulnian community now peace¬ 
fully enjoy their ablutions, make tho call to prayers, and ofler their wor¬ 
ship without restraint to the Creator. In the same streets of Lahore where bloody 
feuds wore the ordor of the day, we see both iluhaimnadans and Hindus, 
holding friendly meetings lor tho furthorance of national causes, Haring 
forgotten thoir mutual broils in common subjcctioii tu the British, they vio 
with each other in loyalty to the Crowir which has given peace to all: nud they 
have been nttached to the British Crown hy a conquest over their minds, 
which is by far the. most durable, os well as the most rational, mode of dominion. 
In tho same streets we see now leaders of different religious sects preaebing 
tho doctrines of their respective religious, and holding discourses oa inmitner- 
ablo theological subjects. It has been said of Akbar’s lime that he held 
meetings at Lahore (where his religious ideas are heliovcd to have undergone 
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a mat^rrial change) in Avhich rcllgiaua questkoa irere freely discuasotl. But 
meetingg of tlie aorl, which the great Akbar held in hh Crtbinei: ehojiibcr, 
gUATcleil by soldiers clad in armoui- and steel, ami which he peraonaliy stipor- 
viaed and took good eare to see that dcx^ncy aiid order provaiJedj are now 
lield in the streets. The presenco only of a constable on duty, who has to 
patrol a limg baKar, h generally sufficient to secure the preaerration of order : 
atid that one petty officer of the lowncat grade on the mayor's staffs walking til 
the street in quite on oneuncemed w&y^, commancU more dread and awo than 
tho thousands of troo^ that hod usually to be deputed to keep oVder at reli¬ 
gious gatherings like those tvhich we now see as matters of daily cKeurrencc in 
the crowded streets of Lahore. The membera of these nssetubUcs dare not inter, 
fere with one another's action. They all have perfect liberty of action 
so long as they remain orderly and do not exceed the bgltitnate bounda of 
discossiun, but any infringement ot these rules is forthwith punished by the 
proper tribunals. 

Ranjit Singh, as the study of these pages must have shewm, converted 
all mosques and places of hluhammadan worship in the Slkli capital into 
powdcr'inagazines, or workshops for the manufacture of fire-arms and auiidu- 
nitions. The British Oovemment have most generously and justly restored 
all such places to their Muhammadan subjects, and thus won their heartfelt 
gratitude. The loyal subjects now offer up their prayers in these places of 
w'orship. Shrines and mausoleums of Hindu oad Muhamiuadan saints that 
hod to ba abandoned by the votaries of the Brahma, the disciples of the Ouni, 
or the followers of tho Prophet, through dread of the authorities and their 
oppressive and arlatrary proceedings, arc now thriving, and have become 
phiees of public resort. Streams of pious Mussalmans, with rosaries in their 
Jiands, multitudes of orthodox Hindus with the sacred saffron mark on tJioir 
firchoods, and crowds of Sikh devotees dressed in their peculiar attire, repair 
to these places to scatter a few flowers over a sacred shrine, or to offer up 
prayers, or do some other act enjoined by their respective religions. 

We have already referred to Akbar’s munificent rule and the liberality of 
his sentiments. But we may sny, without fear of contradietiou, that, in the 
most palmy days of India before the British rule, neither life not honour had 
ever been safe. To prove t^, wo need only refer the re^er to tho account 
<^iveti in these pages of a governor of Lahore in Akbar’s time, whose sou at 
one time buried alive in the ground, with tbs dead, a servant of his, for no 
offence of hU, but simply to enlighten Limeelf on the subject of what becomes 
of the dead after burial, while at anotber time the same worthy Imd the 
brutality to carry off, ia the streets of Lahore, the bride from a Hindu wedding 
party, who, when they laid their grievance before the father, in the hope of 
obtaining redress, were told that “ they ought to he glad that they were now 
rclatetl w the of Lahore/’ Such was the kind of justice administer. 
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«I in tlie capUnl of the Empire (.as Lohore hatl been in Aklar*# time), in the 
beet days of Indiaa mis. 

Deep must have been the unpreasion of all thinking meu> when, tbe other 
day, they wimessed the aivniidrsaty of a local JIohaininadaD Association cele¬ 
brated with pomp, in the well-known kavdi of Rnja Dhian Singh, in the city. 
The scene was truly striking. The halls (rf the same house which had been a 
hotbed of intrigues of the moat revolting charaeler but n short space of forty 
yeara ago, r«|Oiinded trith the orations of the leaders of the Muhammadau 
commanity, exhorting their co-rdigionista to provide means of higher educa¬ 
tion Among them, by which racana only they could expect to compete success- 
fully with the other races of ladia. some of whom had, by petMveratce and 
enorgv, qualities wanting in theraselvcs, loft them far behind in the field of 
competition that had sprung up in India for advancement iu life. Snch things 
could not even have been dreamt of in Lahore forty y'ears ago. 

Will not the young reader be convinced now of what I Imvo mnititaineJ 

before, namely, that * Lahore >vns not ever ei gurden as it is now ?’ And when 
it is seen that it is not Lflhoro alone, the anbjeet of the present record, tliat has 
thus been bonefiieii by the British rule, but that, of the hundreds of largo 
towns with which India teems, then? is not one in whioli the same st rooms ot 
wealth and happiness and the Bara0 fountains of prosperity and confcentnient 
have not floweit in as they have here, who can for a niomeot doubt tlio great¬ 
ness ofthe nation which under theall-wiso decree of Providence, is ruling over 
the destinies of this vast ompiro ? 

It is the protection aSbnled to all classes of its snlijects, whatever their 
nationality or religions persuasion, and the equal justice done to them all, 
great and siusill, that Ims imido the namo of the British nation glo¬ 
rious and great throughout the length and breadth of the earth. It 
1$ these high virtues, these liberal eentiments, that have enabled it, 
in less than one hundred yonrs from its fii-st arrival In ladia, to ex¬ 
tend its empire from C’apo Coniorin to the eterml snows of tho Hi¬ 
malayas, and, having united imtler iU beneficent laws 250 millions of sub¬ 
jects (more tlnm double the number which Gibbon estimated for the tto- 
man Empire in tho height of ltd glory),to carry its victorious anna far to 
tlie east of the Brnhmaputm, nad far to the west of Attook— that " forbidden 
river of tho aocients—to dictate terms of peace at the gates of Pekin, reduce 
to subjection Assam and Burma—where the amis of the greatest of the 
conqueror# on earth had never hofore reached,—sent its vassal on the 
throne of Cabal, become the arbiter of the empire of the Abdnli Alunail, 
and win with boaoar that peerless inestimable diamond the *' llountniii of 
Light” which the stem JJAdir had the hardihood to w'rcst from the Moghal em¬ 
peror, Mahamroad Shih, and which, later on, Hanjit i<ingh iiad the disgrace to 
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plunder from bis helplosB Afghan guest, tbo king Sbuja-ul-Mulk. Ifo ’pondurj 
then, if its &kiU'iii pioneers bavD surveyed the dreary defilos of Khyber^ its gid- 
bmt soldiers penetrated into intenniiiablo Indian Trastes and deserts and trn* 
versed, the highost passes of the snow-clad monntiuns, its engineers carried rail¬ 
ways to the aatreniities of the empire, throwing open conotries that had hi¬ 
therto been scaled, and its travellers, by their daring exploits andjnteUigeot re¬ 
searches, raised thair conntiy to a rank in scientific exploration nnequallea 
by the greatest of nations that claim to beat the palm of civilisation in tho 
world. 

Now, if 1 have saceoeded in proving to the young reader that ‘Lahore was 
not ever a garden as it is now,’ even in the days of its best pi'osperityt I trnet 
he will bear in mind my atlrice, gi ven at the outset of these remarks, that be 
will not behold with indifference, the vast changes that have been brought 
about in the city of his birth or suffer himself to bo an nnooneorted spectatof 
of the groat iinprovomonts that have been effected in it, but will leam sneh 
uaefnl lessons from them as wQl make him a better citizen and a better subject. 
And if this my object in compiling the present volume is gained, I ahull litivo 
reason to rejoice that the labour IwstovTcd on it has not been in vain.

that country waa first visited by the Mahooicdjm arms, Lahore 
formed ibe caiutal of an important Hindu principality wMcli exercised 
feudal power over other Slatea.f That there wete frequent changes 
of dynasty at Lahore, as iu most other Eastern countries, is only pro- 
b^lo. ilr.

Colonel Tod in his Annals of Eajistun^ assigns the tniddle of 
the second century as tlie date of the nugration of Prince Kenekson 
from Lahore. The learned author, who, from the earliest period of 
his official connection with BajisUln, applied lihnself diligently to 
collecting and imploring its oldest hUtorical records, hoses Ms in¬ 
formation on the sacred genealogy from the Purfinfis, thc Mahahh^- 
Tut, the poems of Cband, the vclnminous historical recvmls of Jes^ 
selmir, MArwAr and MewAr, the genealogical rolls of antiquity, ob- 
tainetl from the tribal bards and priests, biogniphicai aneedoEcs fnr- 
nisluhl by men of intellect in the country, and inscriplione calcu¬ 
lated to reconcile dates :—“ In short/" writes the author, " every 
corroborating circumstance w^as treasured up which could be ob¬ 
tained by incessant research ciarlng sixteen years.'' From at least 
ten genealogical Usls, derived from the most opposite sources, 
Colonel Tod finds Eanekson to be the founder of the Mew^ar dymisty, 
and assigns his emigration from Lr>h Kot (Lahore) to nivaiica in 
Siimvat 201, or A.D. 145. The country of AjmddMa (Oudh), of 
which Hiinift was the monarch, is, in tho ancient chronicles of 
the Hindus, called Khush^a, from the mother of RAai^ w hose name 
was Khushalia, The first royal emigrant from Lahore is styled in 
the archives of tho the Ritna of 3Iow^r, Khu^Jialu putrm, * son of 
Khushala.""* Prom Loh, the son of Him A, the RanaB of ilewfir 
claim their dcseent. He built Lahore, tho ancient Luh Kot, and 
^ his brandi, from w likh the kings of HewAr ate descended, resided 
there until Kaucksou emigrated to Dw'arica.^f Of the pDriod of this 
king's migration from Lahore tlicre can, therefore, be no doubt. 


The conclusions dra^vn by Colonel Totl, on the authority of the 
fincient scriptures of the Hindus^ receive further cortoboratlon from 
the classical writers of the E;ist* it was about the time referred

But its position, U» 
mUes from the bank of the Hydtaotes (Bari), precla^ the identity 

of its situation with that auggestod by the enterprising traveller. 

PnmiiDp Yet both Curtius and Arrian agree in stating that Alexander crossed 
the Hydraotes (Ravi) before advancing against Sanghalft to pumsti 
the insurgent Kathaeans, described as a '‘free ImUan uadoa. 
There can. therefore, be no doubt that the conqueror crossed tho 
Ravi in tho immediate neighbourhood of Lahore, which was 
most probably the position of his camp when he heard of the

Accordh^ to the Chinese trawller, Ti'iki, or A^nrdr (believed by 
General Cimninghain to be the PimparAma of Alexander), about two 
mUcs to the south of the high road between Lahore andPindi BhatiAa 
(or *5 miles from the former and 21 from the latter), was tho capital 
of the PanjA b in AP--f*S3. 

Now, the pilgrim, in hU itinerary,t makes no mention of Lahore, 
or any city anaweringits name or description, though he was in 
Chlna^tti (tho modern Patti in Kasur) tor I t- months, and Jalandhro 
(the Kvdindrine of Ptolemy) for four months, and hod travelled the 
whole country from Kashmir to Pragia, I^cn and Kannoj. He 
notes that he halted for » whole month (November G33 A.O.) at a 
large town on the eastern frontier of Tiiki. General Cunningham 
would identify this large town with Kasur, as the kingdom extended 
to the Bills riTCf oi» the cast, and the great city Bhould be looked 
for on the line of the Bifis, and not On ihe Bavi.

gin and his son Mahnuid. Owing to cliangc of dynraty, or its 
Thfl efty exposed situntioa on the road from Cdbul to India, the city of 
Lahore seems to have been deserted soinotimo before tlic invasion 
.'ffnhmdd, for, in contemporary irahomedan Mstorics. mention of 
Laliore exists as a Province. ITie maikatul .-lihriuii of Huitmsa 
Hiuain* expressly mentions the fact of the transfer of the se.it of 
government from Lahore to SirUkot, or Salwonpiir, built by RAja 
BAlwan in the time of Raja Vikramajit, whem the BhAtis'suhse* 
qqently established themselves. As stated before Al-Biruni men¬ 
tions hlandhokur (or Mamihokot) as the enpitoJ of Jjthoie, the Vro^ 
viflflf. Mr. Thornton identifles Jtandhokot, with Man kot* a place 
near Siatkot, and believes it to be the Ciipitnl of the last nnth^ dy¬ 
nasty. This belief is strengthened by the fact that Slier Bhdh, the 
Stir AfghAa, seriously contemplated the removal of the seat of gov¬ 
ernment from lAhoro to that very place. The date of the desertion 
of Lahore may bo approsiraatdy fixed at the tenth century.

The Gha^nhide —When ALaptagin* tho celebrated 

Turki slave and General of Abdul Malik, t be last of the Sirnam 
kings of BokhArdt who ruled over the destinies of Central Asia for 
120 years, died* in 911 A. D.j be was succeeded by Sabuktagfoi his 
Qenerd, also a filavUj who had married his daughter. Having sub* 
dued and unncired CnndahAr^ Sabuktcgin crossed the Indus, to 
invade the kingdom ofXahore^f then ruled by Jaypalj a Brahman 
prince, of andcnt lineage. A battle was fought near Lamghan, a 
^ city celebrated for its great strength* and abounding in iierdth/* 
at the mouth of the valley which e^ttends froui Peslinw^ar to C^bul* 
in Avhieh tho Hindus were defeated with great loss. The Hindu 
Raja surrendered fifry elephants^ and engaged to pay 1^000,000 
hatfts of royal stamp as the price of peace ; but^ uo sooner had 
the victor retraced his steps to Ghoani* than Jay pal refused to fob 
fil this part of the eugagemeut^ and even had the audacity to cast 
into prison tho messengers who had accompanied hini to Lahore to 
receive the stipulated ransom^ 

The perfidy of tho Eilja of Lahore brought Sabnktagfa a 
second time on to the soil of tho Panjiib, and a second battle was 
fokightp in which the confederate armies of the ludiem Bujas, nnm* 
boring in all 1(10,000 horse and a prodigious number of foot soL 
dierSjt were defeated with lireadful slaughter. The w*hole country 
up to the Indus was t^lken po&aeflaion of by the victors. 

On the death of Sabukti^m* la 097 A. L-^ his son,, the celebra¬ 
ted Mahmud* after a disputed succeasioup ascended the throne of 
Ghazni. From his very childhood, Mahiuid bcot on extirpat¬ 
ing idolatry* and egtablishmg the religion of the Prophet on the

He took tbe field ngainet Jaypdl^ kb fa- 
old advcTSAJj} aad a battle was fougkt near Peshawar on 2lth 
Kovember lOOl A- IX^in which the Indian anity wastotallj defeat* 
ed and pursued to Bhatinda, A great number of the Hlndiia were 
taken prifipaara^ among them being Ri^a JaypaL and a number of 
hb kbsmen. 'ITieae were eubeoquently released, m the BAja’s pay¬ 
ing a heav)' raaeomj nod renewing hla pfombes of tribute. Around 
hie neck were ten necklacee ot jeweta^ one of which done wan 
valued at eighty thousand pounds^ which all became the property of 
the victor. The UDfprtiUiatfl pHnoCi being under the superstitious 
belief that hb repeated disasters were due to some crime which 
might be expiated by aelf-aacrificet abdicated the tbrpue in favt>r of 
hb son Anangpdj and, mounliiig a funeral pUeg, w hich he had him- 
sdf caused to be conatriicted outside the Avails of hb capital, se^ it 
pn fire with his own hands, and thus met n death to which he had 
devoted liimself. Mahmud returned to Ghazni after establbhlng a 
Mahoruedaa gOA-ernor in the Pbnjab, 

During the next three years Mahmud captured the important 
city of Mnluixi^ the chief of which^ though a Mussahnait^ had 
formed a dose aIUanc?e with Aiiiaiigpil, reduced the whole of the 
Peshawar valley and the greater part of Gitaih, and made every 
sovereign from Kashmir to the mouth of the Indus hb tributary. 

In 1008, AnangpAb srimnlatcd by the remonstrances of the 
priests to make a great edbit to recover their lost independeiice and 
drive the foreigners out of the country of their birthj entered into a 
cpnff?deracy Ailth the Hindu BAjos of India ; and a great battle, 
which decided the fate of the Fanj^, was fought on the fields of 
Poshawar, betwcfcn the troops of Mohmdd and the allied Indian 
armies. The Hindus fought vvitb great valour and resolution, and 
the Mahomedans Avere ou tho point of being routed, 3^000 to 4,000 
of their auiabcr hnviog boon killed in the battle by the furioiu 
chaj^ of the Ghakkan, a wild mountain tribe, the aaoeators of 
the modem J^ts. But tho tide of wac suddenly turned. The 
dephant on which AnaogpU rode, and which had been iHrwted 
to profit by the confuaion, wae torrihed by the homing naphtha K='I{«f 
and arrows, and fled froiB the Held. Kie Hindua, believing they 
had been deserted by their sovereign, took to flight and diepetaed 
in every direction, being vigorously pursued by the MussaLmana, 
who put great numbers of them to the sword. 

The kingdom of Lahore, though closely contiguous to the 
Ghazni capital, had remained independent during the last fifty years 
that had ehipscd since the first invasion of the Xadiaii territor)-by 
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Snbuktngfii. waa sacc&Dded in the gowrunient of Lahore 

by his son Jaypal IJ- The young prince so ill-advised aa to 
oppose the march of the SultAn*^ army to Kannoj, This conduct 
on the part of the B:^j» of Lahorci oiSjitled Muhnukl a pretext for 
obtalDiDg possesion of this impOTtont key to India, Hastening 
from Kashmir, whither he had proceodeih he miirchcd towards the 
metropolis of tlie Ponj^ at the head of an immenee army. The 
young RAJa, finding himself unable to face the veteran army of the 
Sul ton, abandoned the city and the neighbouring territory, and fled 
helpless to Ajmcre. Lahore was sacked by the victors, and thence¬ 
forward permanently attached to the empire of Ghazni Thus was 
a permanent garrison for the first time establiehedeast of the Indus, 
the Hindu principality of Lahore for ever extinguisheil, and the 
foundation laid of the future Mahomedan empire in Indio* The 
event happened in 1002 A, IX 

During the reign of Maududp grandson of Mahmild, a coalition 
having been formed among the- Hindu Hdjas of Delhi and the sur¬ 
rounding countries, they overran the PanjAb and laid siege to 
Lahore, The city was defended, with desperation by the Mahomedon 
ganisom The Mahomedans sufieied greatly fot want of supplies^ 
famine prevailed, ^nd ua succour &oni without could be- obtained- 
^rha Mahomedans, disdaining to yield to a nation whom they had 
so often beaten in the field, at last made a. dc^acrato sar/ie, and the 
Hindus raised the siege and precipitately Tctired, 1045 A* D* 
This was, the last attempt of the Hindus to recover the sovereignty 
of Lahorc- 

Tho Seljukran Tartar^ under their great sovereigns, Toghral 
Beg and Alp Arslan, in the mcauwhUej estaWiahedr an empire o^-er 
all the country between the Euphrates and the Jnxartes, and tho 
Ghazmvide Sultons, having been deprived of theU angesttal posses- 
slonSj removed the seat of government to Lahore^ Daring the reign 
of Masud 11 (1098-1114 AhD.)^ l^ore became the real capital of tlie 
Ghaznavi dynasty, and their posseaeiona in the PanjAb became 
consolidated. 

During the teigii of Behtom Sulton, (tllS to 1152 A* D.). 
Balin,* the viceroy of Lahore, aimed at independent sovereignty. The 
Sult&n made two expeditions to chastise him, and was vktorioufl On 
both occasions. ** But Ood punished him/* writes the htsioriim 
Minhaj-us-Scrajj.^ for his ingratitude. He, with his ton sons and 
horses, fell into a quagmire on the day of battle, and, being thus 
engulphcd, was efijectually disposed of.^*

Afte? the CApttii'e of Qhiiizni by the OhoriATi Sultaa Alfi-tid* 
tliiii KhiAsrow SbiUip the &on of Seltau Behniin, reigned at Lnhote 
for two yciLrs+* He died at Liihore iji the year 1 \ and wns enc* 
ceefled by hia son Khnsrow MniUti aurDamed Taj-ud-dotila Sultda 
Jahan.t destined to be the last of the mighty raco of Saliuktagtn 
who waa to hold royal i#ower. 

Tiie Ohiizni Sultuns eeeiu to have been a tolerant race^ and 
they ruled the Panjab inilitly^ They etu ployed the Hmdns in their 
cavalrj^j and some of them even adopted Hindu tillcSp which they 
inscribed on their eoins. Lahore during the reign of &ultdn 
Maluniid, was ealled SlnhrijAdpur ; and this was the name inscribed 
on the coins stroek by Mahmud at Xiahore. 

27ie Ghorian and th£ Siav€ — Shahdb-ud-dliij ffiir- 

named Mahomed Ghori, generally considered the founder of the 
Mahomedan empire in tiidift^ was the brother of Enltsin OhiAS'Ud- 
dior the successor of Sef-ud'dlnj the son of Ala’^ud-diu, Snlhlnof 
Ghor. Being despatched to India hy his brother to annex the 
provinces which belonged to the subverted dynasty of Gha^nit ho 
eonquered Multan and the fort of Uch, celebrated in history os the 
scene of Alexander's memorable attack and wound. Having then 
conquered aU the provinces of the Indua^ he twice besieged KJmsrow 
Malik in his capital of Lahore ; but that prince offered such a deter¬ 
mined rcaiatance in his strong retreat that the inv^ulcr was on both 
occasions forced to retire- The crafty Ghorian SultfLn at length had 
reconree to a stratagem. Khusrow had sent his son Mahomed^ as a 
hostage for his onu good behavioUTp to the Court of Ohori Snlt^^ 
Having given out that he hod every confidence in the good faith of 
Khugrow, nnd, that hb object thencefonvard wag to turn his arms 
agmnst the Seljnksj he sent the prince bnekp with a gorgeous escort 
by easy marches to Lahore. Khusriiw Malik, being thus entirely 
thromi off his gnaid^ marched from Lahore to oinbrace his son ^ 
Mahomed^ ivho had in the meanwhile assembled an army of 20j000 
horse, as if for operations in KhormAn^ marched with celerity by a 
oirenitous and unfrequontol lontOj thus interposing himself between 
Khusrow and his capital. His camp having been surrounded, 
Khnsrow was comi>elled to surrender* The event happened La L186, 
A. D, Khusrow was confined in a strong criatle^ but, on the EUleged 
piedlclion of some astrologerp was, with all his family, put to death, 
and the dyusisty of the great llohmfid was thus for ever extinguish* 
cd- Lahore was eoon after occupied v^athout any resistance.

Hindu E^Ja, the representative! of tho Aryan chivalry, carry his aims 
to tho ver}' gates of Lahore^ huL ho was finally defeated and put to 
death by tbe Moslem king, 11B3 On his recovery from the 

wound teceLved at the battle of Naraiu, the SultAu disgraced those 
Omerahs who had fled from the battle-field, by compelling them to 
walk round the city of Ghor wbither he had returned, with the nose¬ 
bags of their chargers fastened round their necks, as if they were 
donkeys ; iu the meanwhile giving them the option of eatmg the fod^ 
der, or having thdr heads struck oflT with the sabre.

During the reign of Kfisir-ud-din MahmAd^t a younger son of 
Altamash (12+G to 1266 A^DOt the viceroyalty of the Panjsb was 
held by Sher Khan, a relation of Gbiy^ud-din Balban, the Sultan’s 
able Wazfr, who had been honoured with the hand of one of the fheKnjiK*^ 
daughters of Altamash. The Mogbals continiijed to make repeated 
excursions into the Panj&b, but were each time repulsed by the 
Lahore viceroy, who even once invaded tbdr territory and took 
possession of Ghazni.

ed him and was ultinmtely adopted by that Sovereign as his suc¬ 
cessor. BehloPs accession to the throne is reckoned from ] laO

Appointing 
then iMir Abdul Aziz, a near relation, to tho charge of Lahore, and 
Biihfi Khuahka, a veteran Moghal oBioeri to w'atch the proceedings 
of Suit^ Ala-ud-dm, he mEirched back to C£bul. 

Scarcely hod Baber rocTOsacd the Indus, when Dowlat Khan, 
Thfl dwtor- iseiiiug from his moimtaia retreat, advanced to Dip^llpdr, whero his 
troops defeated SultAa Ala-ud-din. BubA Khnshka repaired to Lahore, 
KhAn which became a hot bed of intrigtiea fomented by Dowlat 

Baber again arrived on the iccne. His officers had all formed a 
junction at Lahore, which they fitBl held Mahomed SultAn Slirzn, 
Adii Sultan and other Jloghal OmeraM proceeded from Lahore to 
Kalanor to pay their rcapecla to Hts Majesty. Tho enemy, to the 
number of -ID,000,1 wore encamped on the banka of the Han+ The 
Emperor sent a reconnoitring party to examine their position ; but

without entering Lahore. 

This was Baber"e fifth and liist expedition; and iho battle of 
Panipat, fought on 29th April, 1520, decided the fate of tlio 
empire. Ibrahim wag slain, hia nr my defeated with great slaughter 
and Delhi captured by tho victorious BabcTp who thus bud the foua- 
dations of tho Moghal empire in Hindustin. ' ' 

Baber died at Agra on Decomber iCthj 1530 A.D.* f * 

Pmoft—Fresh from a lovely and pictures4iuo Baber b 
countrj'p abounding in beautiful atreamg and rivulets, and ricli in tbo 

luxuriant vegetation and the waving foliage of trees, tho followers 
of Baber, that kuight errant of Asia, contemplated with dismay the ^ 
prospect of a prolonged stay m the iohospitable regions of India. 

The happy recollections of the vale of Parghanil and ita neighbour^ 
ing mountains made them anxious to return home ; t but Baber, in 
an eloC|uent: speech made by him before an assembly of his troops, 
dissuaded them from carrying out their dangerous and impolitic 
Tcsolutiou after the brUlmiit victories they had gained, impresamg 
upon them tho iacalculablo advantages of founding a new empiro 
in India. His words had the desLted effect I and an empire was 
founded in India whieh was destined to become one of the greatest 
that has ever ruled the dcstiniefl of nn A;5Utio country* 

The first town of importance that benefited by the establish* 
ment of the iioghal monarchy in the Paiijdb, was niiturolly Laliom^ 

During tho reigns of tho early Jloghal Emperors, justly regarded 

as the golden period of the history of Lahore, it became oneo more 

fl place of royal residence. Endowed by nature with a noble spirit 

of ehivohy, valour and enterprise, a lively imagination and a 

doUghtful humour, they proved to be the most enUghtened patrons 

of litcruture and the fine arts that ever flourbhed in the East* Under 

them Lahore soon became the seat of learning. It became the 

resort of learned men, poets^ authors, orators and men versed in the 

science of theology and philosophy, who fiocked to the Imperial 1-*" 

Court from Bokhdni, Samarkand, Slawarulnehr and other ooun* ^ 

tries of Asia, noted in those days for Uio cultivation of literature mle, 

and the arts of peace. Fine gardens were laid out, canals dug to 

improve the means of irrigation, spacious mosques built, caraiw^t

The ditof architecLural inonurments that ndorm 
Lahore at the present day, nre to be traced to the early Moghal 
periodt and to the same period are referable the biat praductiuna of 
lemming and literature in their eevomi bmuehes to which tho 
Panj&b may fairly lay a ckim. 

Three days after the death of the late Emperor^ 
Humayfin ascended the throne in the city of Agra+ on 2Sth Decem¬ 
ber^ 1530 A. D. No sooner did his brother, KiiJnr^, whq at that 
time hold CabuJ ajul CandabiiT, hear of thia event, than ho march- 
B^belUon of ^ fbf the Panjfib, oHten&ihly to oifbr his congratulations to his bro- 
PriB« Kam- (jjn ]|ia accession, but in reality to try his own fortune whether 
he might net be raised to the throne of Hindustan. As he drew 
near to Lahore^ he found that ^Hr Tunis AIS, who had been its 
He [ 0 1 ] i governor under Baber, tvas faithful to his trust; and adhered to the 
^ref lib^' can BO nf HuiuayAn. Averoe to having recourse to warlike ojiera- 
tions, he resorted to a stratagem. Affecting to bo dissatisfied with 
the conduct of Keracha Beg, one of his principal omerahs, he open¬ 
ly rebuked him in the Darbir. ThQ Beg, feigning oAence 
at this treatment, effected his escape the following night, with all 
his followers, and sought refuge in Lahore* Intrigue and defection 
were 90 common in thoae days thjit nothing appeared strange in 
tho Beg^s conduct^ Delighte<l tg have w'on over to his side a man 
of BO much coascq^uence, iHr Ynuis *41i went out of tho city, ivith n 
large processLoii, to meet tho Beg and bid him welcome to the capi¬ 
tal of the Panjdb. He was received with every demonstration of 
joy, treated a9 a personal friend, and conatantly invited to par toko 
of the hospitality of the Ticeroy's table; and several social enter¬ 
tainments were given for his nmuBcnient. KcTnchn Beg, bowever, 
coolly watched his opportunity^ and one night, on the occasion of 
The ^ entcitaLament, availing himself of the latcacss of the hour, 

oE KoracLa ^hen the soldiers had been allowed to return to their respective 
quarters, he pcrBdiously seised the person of the Slir, and placed him 
in conffuement. He then took possesrion of the gat^ of the 
citadel and iavited Jlirza Kdmi^u to the city. KAmrATi, who 
had been anxiously waiting tho result, no sooner heard of the suc¬ 
cess of hia nlljv ^tan he repaired to Lahore and entered the city 
with a strong force. No resistance was ofterctL The city was occu¬ 
pied by KibtiiAn who, haring relieved Mir Yunis Ali^ ullowod him 
to join Humayun. After this success, Kiinirdn took possession of the 
whole of the Panj^Lb a$ far as the Sutlq, and was acknowledged ns 
its ruler, Humayiin, naturally gf a mild dispoeitloiij, soon aftet-

Humij’fln, after aaoailo of fourteen yean, crossed the Indus, un¬ 
opposed. oa2ndofJimu[ir}-I535. SekandarShlih.thcAfghfiuGover- 
nor of Lahore, had carried away the army of the PanjUb to Delhi, so 
that the proidace was left without ony troops for its defence. 
Hum&yfin marched to Lahore, which was abandoned on his ap¬ 
proach, and, entering it on 24tli February, was received with every 
demonstration of joy by the inhabitaiits,* Having appointed Farhat 
Khan, Shikddr (Go'i’cmor) of Lahore, Bahhds Khan, Foujdar, 
Mima Shfih Sultda. Amir and Jlehtar, and Jouhar Treasurer for the 
Suha of the Panjfib, His Majesty marched for Sirhand.f 

jlifteri*.—On thedeothof his father at Delhi in iSuCA, D., 
Akbar, then only thirteea years and four mentbs old, ascended the 
throne at KalanorJ in the Ponjab, where ho was then encamped to 
prosecute a war with Sekandar ShAh S&r, imder the tutelage of the 
famous General and Minister Behrdm Kh&n. Here the A'^ufbd 
was proclaimed from the pulpit. Tha first event of importance 
w'htch took place at Lahore after the accession of the Emperor, was 
the capture of Sh&h Abul ^la'dli, □overror of Lahore, in the time of 
BumAyun, and an Amir of the first rank, who had shown a dia- 
positioQ to rebel§ He was seised and made over to Pahalwon 
Kalgas, the Kotwal, or chief Police officer, of Lahore, but ho maa- 
oged to effect bis escape from custody, and, collecting an army, in¬ 
vaded Kashmir. The Kotmalt feeling ashamed of the disgrace to 
which he was likely to be aubjected by the imperial government, 
conmutted suicide. 

The Emperor, having heard of the defeat of his General, 
Khirr Khdn, ivUhin twenty k<tse of the capital of the PanjAb, ar¬ 
rived at Lahore during the second year of his reign, and remained

After Behrdm Khdn had faUen into disfaTor, Shama-ud’dinf 
KbAQ AiJba^ Maliomed Kliatt Atka, who had distinguished himself in the wars 
V^r*y ome Sikitndar Sbjih Sur^ hariog received bis ihg and drum^ 

Piiajib. was sent as viceroy to the Fjinjilh* His Majesty fallowed him to 
Lahore, which lie visited in the fifth yesir of his reign. Tho title 
of Ehan4~A:im was conferred on Shams-ud-din^ and exteosivo 
were bestowed on him and bis family in thc Panjfib.t In tbo 
same year (961 A.H.) irniiam Makani^ the Queen Powagerj, with other 
ladles,§ joined the ImperiM camp from C^bul. It was also during 
this march thatp one of the EmpoTor's elephaots having by accident 
run into Bcbrfim Kbiin's tents^ ill-feeiing arose betw'een him and 
ShsmS'iid^iQ^ ivho W’as suspected by the miblgter of causing the 
accident. Tho govomorj with his soas^ went to Kh^n-bKhnnau^s 
tents and took aa oath on the Qoroa that the affair w'as a mere

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Otnerahf of tlie PaniH-b, such as Jlir Mahomed Kh^n-t-Kalanf 
Qutb-ud-din Mahomed lihllii and Sharif Khan, having heard 
of these proccodings, aasomtied in Lahore and BlTcnglheued the 
fortress. Several times the Jlirsa marshalled his forces and ad¬ 
vanced to the fH»t of the fortifications, but the 0 ;jieroAs repulsed 
him with the firo of their guns and muskets • The news of these 
hostilities, hartng rcoched the Emperor at Agra, His Majesty 
marched on tlio Panjfib by way of Sirhand, and Mahomed Hakim xtj 
Mirso, fcoiing incapablo of resistance, fled to Cahiil. The Emperor or^ i^hw 
heard the news of his flight after crossing the Jatnna, but continued 
his march to Lahore. Oa approaching the city, he was welcomed by 
the nobles, who received distinguished marks of royal favor for the 
loyalty devotion they Jiad exhibited. His Majesty entered 
Lahore, the Dar-tis-is’uf/onaf, at a propitious moment ia liajabt and 
put up in the house of Mahdi Q^sam Khtin, in the citadel. By the 
Emperor's command, Quth-ud-dsn Mahomed Khdn and Katiilil Kh^i 
the GhakVar Chief, pursued, Mahomed Hakim Mirxa bej’ond the 
IWgand of Bhera; hut the Mirza had already crossed the Indus. 

His Majesty, ” occordiug to Abul Fazl, “ while at Loliore, 
was engaged, greatly to his satisfaction, in arranging the atfairs of 
the people/' Tlio Zamindars of the country waited on the Impe¬ 
rial Court to lender their alicgianco and were gtadously received. 

Mahomed IMkl, the tutor uf Scind, sent his ambassador to the 
Court, and his offer to be recognized os a vassal of the Emperor was 
accepted. 

At the commenconieiit of the l2th year of hi^ Tcign {February TEi<i

Tseters. Todar Mai introduced the Pdreiaii characters, and bis 
oO-religionists were thug compelled to learn the Court i.aiigLiage of 
their Jlahouiedim rulersn In the twenty ^second year of Akbnr^s 
reign, Todar Hal was raised to the dignity of Waxir of the empire. 
It was duo to the liberal policy of iUebar that Hindus obtained the 
highest posts of honor under the Mussalman govcrnjuout of India- 
Thus, we sec Mhn Singh raised to the rank of seven thousand and 
made governor of the PanjAb, as his father Raja Bhagwan Das hud 
been before him. The Panjab, it would appear, hm always been treated 
as the most important Provinee, and the viceroyalty of that country 
was coneidcred of superior dignity to the Prinie-mmistenihip at the 
capital of India. The fact, therefore, of these EiRdug boldiiig tbo 
most important commands ahows the Uberality which impLrod 
Akbar'fi whole policy. 

Soon after the return of the imperial forces from Eusufxai, 
whither Todar Mai had been ordered to accompany RAja MAa 
Singh, the commnuder-in-chiert he applied for leave to go to 
the Ganges to die there in peace, os he had become on old man. 
The Emperor granted bis request, but recalled him from Haidu'fir,

But the Einperor'a partiiility was not confined to the followera 
of Brahma and of Zerdasht alone^ He listened with patieuce to 
the advocates of every religion and took the most geniduo interest 
in their disputations. He was oourteoua to the Christiaoj to such 
a degree that his plansibillty more than once led them to entertain 
the most sanguipe hopes of their being able to make Hia Majesty 
a convert to their faith. For the third time, at the eamost request 
of the Eraperorp the Portuguese government at Qoa sent him mia- 
sionaxiesp with all their books of law and gospeL The Court was 
then (15D5 A. D.) at Lahore, which is described by the Fathers m 
a delightful dty/^ In their journal they describe, in glowing terms, 
the Bplqndour of the king^s court nnd the greatness of hts army. 
“5,000 elephants, w^ith iron-plates on their heads and their trunks 
and tusks nnaed w ith sw'orda and daggers^ mzirched in the rear of the 
cavalcade.” The imperial residencie is described as being situated 
on an island in the rirer whither they wore conducted. His Zhlajes-

Jahangir, the son and successor of Akbar, was howavoT, more liber¬ 
al to the Portuguese Jesuits than his father. He allowed them to 
establish a mission and build a church and school at Lahore, and to 
presich where they pleased- Ho listened to the Fathers very atten¬ 
tively and even appointed stipends for the priests, Theso pensions 
were, however, withdrawn by Shdh Johin, a stricter ibhomedan, 
who demolished the church,* 


Lahore was also about thb period (A. D. 1534) yisitod by four 
Englishmen —Mefesra Newbury, Fitch, Storey and Leeds, membera

In 1586 A. D.# Mirzn Niifim-nd-din Ahmad, author of the 
Tabak^iA-Akb^iri, died at L^ihore, in the forty-fifth year of his age, 
and W'as buried in “ his gFirden at Eihoro*^' Among the gentry 
and the public of Luborc,^* W'rites there were few

The year 1595 is TnemomblQ in history for the death of Sheikh 
Faizi, the Poet Laiircato of Akbar^s court. He was a diplomatist# a 
poet and a writer# and was deir to the heart of his sovereign. He 
fell ill at Tjahore in the autumn of i595# his complaint developing 
into pulmonary apoplexy- A touching account of his lost moments 
is given by Al-Budd^ni :—” ^Vhen he wsia in bis last agonies/' 
writes the author^ the king went to him midnight# and, gently 
raising his head with his own hand, cried out many timesj 
" Sheikh Jio# I have brought Hakim AH with me# why don^t you 
speak to me! ^ The patient, having lo^t the power of speech, 
ictumcd no reply* Agsin did His Majesty put the same question ; 
bnt no reply caM& Upon this the Empsror# overpowered with 
grief# tore off his turban and threw it on the ground. Ho than 
went away, after speakiug some words of consolation to Sheikh

^ the forty-third year of hi& reign, after a residence qf four- 
pff rid d ol t^n y^ars,* and moved U> Agra on his way to the Deccan, he left 
irArQiga, royal seraglio with Prince Khnrratd fSbfih JahAnJ^ in Ijahore, 
in charge of Khwaja Shams-iid-din Khawdji, The Khwnja cent inn- 
od in this office until the forty-fourth year of the reign, w'hen Akbor's 
mother^ with tho Begams, returiKKl to Agra. Shaius-uJ-dia died 
at Lahore in ihcfollowi&g year and was buried in Uie fandly vault, 
in the quarter of the town which he bad buUt, and w^hich, in hia 
honor, was called Khawdfipura.t

The gorgeous entertainments given at Ijihor# bj^ Aait KbAn, the 
Prime Mmisler, to the Emperor and hia //Lire?/*, are described in ho„^ 
glowing tennSj and presents and curiosities val nod at lakhs of mpevn 
were eichonged on these occaahjiis* The garden of Diltiwer., aerws 
the Ravi, and the garden of Miria KAmtAn, in the suburbs of the 
town, were in high favor u-ith the Emperor, who passed many festive 
daya there in ttie company of bis //arem and the t^neraht. The 
Emperor was fond of sport and constantly visited JahaugirabAd, or 
Ilimn Mhtara, the modem Shekhupura. A royal anteloj«, called 
*' Maus Rrtj,”^ to which the Emperor had taken a fancy, died here ‘ 
in the fiecond year of the reign. Hie Etuperor ordered a haadsomo 
monument to be raised over its remains, on which a life-size sta* 
tufi of the animal, in stone, was placed, the following Persian 
inscriptioiv being engraved on a slab of stone affixed to the grave :

Out of regard 
for the memory of the deceased animal, the Eiu[ieror ordered that 
no Hindu or Mahomedon should hunt deer within the Umits of the 
place. 

The same year Sultfm Shdh, Afykan^ who bad a;s3istcd Khiw- 
TOW in offibeting bis escape from oonfmemeot^ was apprehended by 
Mir Moghul Karorif of Khizrabidf “id shot with arrows 
DU the parade ground of Laborcj by the oxdor of the Emperor. Kmiws. 

On the first day of Shawfil, the Emperor paid his respects to *ih^ Kia^ 
Maulfind Mahomed Amin, a holy man of Laboro. He wn tea the 
following intereatiog particulars of this tiait —

The Emperor then left Lahore for Agta+ after conferring a 4 ?^Aipf- 
foi of honor on Knlij Kbiln, the governor. Mar Kawam-ud-dio, tho 
Dewan, Sheikh Tttisuf, Bak/uhi, and Jamalullahj Ki}twaL 

The following Lahore incident is recorded ia the ninth year 
of the reign 

A^l^iiotti ** In these dap the news-writer of Lahore submitted the intel¬ 
ligence that, towards the dose of the month of ?7r^ ten persona 
left Lahore for the town of Emanabad^ twelve ko$ from the capital- 
A hot wind having begun to blow, they took shelter under the 
shade of a tree, when they were immediately overtaken by a wlurb 
wind 80 buraing and violent that they were sebed with trembling, 
and nine offhom died instontaneoualy on the spot. One, who sur* 
vivcdi remained ill for a long time, and it was only after going 
through great troubles that be recovi^. All the bircl^ that wen? 
qu tho tree fell dead- The weather became pestilential to such a 
degree in those parts that wild beasts threw tbemselves down in 
the ddde, and rolling qu thq grass, breathed their List. Numerous 
animals died in this way.” 


In tho tenth year of the reign, the Punjab was visited by a 
severe pestilence, of Which Lahore had Its share. The whole of 
Sirhand and theDofib, up to Delhi, was devastated by tho disease, and 
thousands of vdli^es were destroyed. Jahangir ascribes it to two 
years' drought with whicli the countiy had been visited, and to 
some kind of poison with which the air become infected* 


Alr<3by shady trees on both sidea of roads hud been planted 
from Agra to Lahore, under orders of Jahangir. His Kajeaty, m 
the fovirtcenth year of his reign, ordered a minaret to bo built from 
si wcilir^' Affra to Lahore at every A-w, to be called Aw i/mrti-, and n patca 
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\r<sll tn be constructed at 0 %"ery three ka oo the grand trunk roadi 
for the benefit of travellers * 

The Emperor^, bs^ing desirons of wa inlorvie^v with Sheikh 
Mahomed Jtir, the saint of Lahore, conimonlj colled Mian Mir* on s a i a t 
nccQunt of hb ieariiing and holiness^ and being unable himself tu ^ 

Visit Lahore nt the tiitie^ invited him to Agra in the fourteenth year 
of the reign- Tlie Dari^egh aceepted the invitfitton. The Emperor 
’\t as much pleased with the tcauU of the Interview and speaks high¬ 
ly in his memoirs of the spiritual power and vast learning of 
the mmt* He writes. Truly,, he is the beloved of God+ lu sane- Hinux^nat 
ttty and purity of aouL ho bos no equal in this nge. This huiu^ ^yj^cnplish- 
ble servant (nnmely the Emperor) nsed to go to the Darvcsfi^ who 
explained to him many minute points of theology* It w'as tny 
desire to make him an offer of money ; but as he was above world¬ 
ly things^ IdATcd not miike the offer* and contented myadf with the 
presentation of a skin of an antelope, to serve as a mat for reading 
prayers. Me than left immediately for Lahore."* 

After visiting Kashmir, the Emperor ^x.cd his Court at Lahore, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign. From Juhdngirabiid he visited 
Lahore, Ths l^mperor writes the following intercstiiig account of 
these places in the I'and* — 


"On the 25t.h of the month of royal camp wrvs pitch* 

od at Jah^ingirabAd. This wns my hunting place w hen 1 was a 
Prince. I founded here a vinage after my name, and^ having 
constnictcd here a fimaJl edifice, gave the management of it to 
Sikniidar Mobin, tiiy KemwaL After my acco^ion^ I converted it 
into a pargana, and bestowed it, as a on Bikandar* I then 

ordered a palace to be constructed there, with a tank and a tower. 
On Sikandar^s deaths the estate was given, in to Iradat KhEUip 

About this time 
the -construction of these edifices was completed. The tank laid out 
ia large and delightful. In the midst of it Is un edifice highly pieiis- 
Bing and attractive. The buildings have cost a total sum of One 
lakh and fifty thousand rupees. The hunting ground is truly 
worthy of kings. We stuld here on Friday and Saturday and 
ninuBcd oufsclves mth hunting of di fib rent kinds. Qtisom Rlian, 
ihc govemor of Lahore, paid his respects here and offered a 
present of fifty gold mobars. One stage from this place is the 
gnrdcn of Moinin, the on the hanks of the Lahore river, 

The royal camp was pitched at this spot. Theino ore in this garden

Ndr JaKAn by Ali Quli Beg Tiir^kniai%r thogrand-daughter ofFtiinad- 
ud-iiau1a Madar-ahilnlk, His jMnJcsty's Priiuo Mmiater. Tlie 
Emperor sent gifts and valuablos valued at a lakh of rupees, as 
S<inchak, or betrothal prsaent, Tiie Prime SOaistor gave a grand 
feast to the Imperial Omeraha la his new palaeo nt Lahore, The 
Emperor wrilca in high terms of this palace, which was furnished Tha Miait- 
with elegant auites of rooms and stately halls. Oia Majesty and ^^ * *^**^*' 
the royal Barem graced it with a viait, and were Bnmphionsly en¬ 
tertained by the old Miniiter, After theae eventa the Emperor 
marched to Agra. 

On the way, His Majesty was entertainetl neat Jidlnndur by 
Niir JahAiip m her new Serde, colled the Ndr SerAo Mahal/^ Tbef^rn^of

KhAn. Lahore continued to prosper under his enunifieent adminis- Lahore. 
ttatioHi and his tnste for architecture tended much to embdUlsh the 
towu itnd the citadel ; but the Emperor's own ond was near. His 
lost days were embittered by the treason of Kdr Mahal, his beloved 
consort, who, no longer guided hy the wholesome oounael of her 
good father and mother (who bad both died by thb tiinc)j begau to 
concoct pUms for usurping the empire, and advancing the interests 
of her own son-in-law, Shahr YAr, to the depriTation of ShAh 
Jahan, the rightful heir. ShAh JahAn*g bi Hissar and the 

Do Ah were confiscated and made over to Sbahr Yir, and the Prince 
was told to select equivalent eslatea 1n the Deccan and Gujrat.* 

This drove the Prince into revolt. The Emperor fell ill in Kashmir A- 1?^

Tha birth Shdh JaMn. —-Sultan Kborrani {ShAh Jah^) was bom at

the title of Shdh Jah^ from his father in IGlOy when he was nomi¬ 
nated successor of the Emperorj aa well as Comnmnder-in-chief of 
the army of the Deccan 4 When JahAngir diedp Shdh Jahdii was 
in The Deccan.

Here mme also the 
envoys of foreign nations, the bearers of friendly letters to the Emper- 
or^OTOf the curiosities of their respective countries for presentation 
to him, Lahore was at this time visited by the Envoya of the Amir of 
Balkhj the Tfdfi of Tur^, the Safavi King of Persia,* and Ali Pasba 
tho sovereign of Bussorah. The Emperor was profuse in his gifts and 
presents. From the highest to the lowest, all alike shared his mu¬ 
nificence and generosity. On each visit M> the naausolcum of his 
father, he diatributed not less than ten thousand rupees to the reli¬ 
gions people and other pious men attached to the institution^ 
Other occasions, such os the aanivoimry of the Prophet, the night 
of Miraj (when Mahomed is belieled to have gone to the highest 
heaven), the King^s anniversary, tho festival of iVawPW| or new 
year’s day, were not few when the poor were partakers of His Ma- 
jeaty’fl generosity,, and thousauds of rupees were distiibuted to them 
as alrnsn Ou each Miraj night, ten thousand rupees were tiistribut^ 
ted to the H^Ji^es and other pious and religious men of the city* 
The king wa? exceedingly kind to his ministers and noblos and 
honored them with v isits, During his stay at Lahore on this occa¬ 
sion, he was entertained successively by All Mimldn KhAn,

Oil his return to Lahore, the same roar (1631 A.D.), All Mai> 
dan Ehdn, now created Viceroy of Lahore and Kaabrair^ with a rank y iceroy of 
of 7,000 pqoonnel and 7,000 hoisc, with Hla Majestypermission, 
had the palfice gorgi^onsly illuminated on the night of L^lat-id- 
Banii {or ShaJ^i-haritl). The Khdn^s officials,” writes Mulla 
Abdul Hamfd, acting under hia instmetiona, illmnuiated the outer 
walls of the Halls of general and special audience, which arc very 
extensive, ftpm the foot to the top, by placing lamps on planks of 
wood arranged in various decorative forma. His Majesty, having 
taken his seat in the^Aoro.ta, had a fall view of these iUumf nations. 

Ali MarchiU Kh^n had curious fireworks made after the fashion of 
Persia. A display of these fireworks in all their variettcfs and ccr 
lours greatly pleased His JIajest)% As usual oa those occasions, ru- 
pees ten thonsand were distributed as alms to the poor/* On 
Mullah Abdul Hakim Stalkoti and Mulla Fixil 100 each

It having been represented by Ali MardAn Khan that one of 
his followers was an adept in the art of construirting canals, His Ma- Uin 
jcBtj' ordered a canal to he excavated, from the place whore tlie Ravi 
descends from the hills into the plains, irrigating the country 
through which it should pass.

A famino having broken ont in Kashmir, in IGJt A. D., otving R elEri of 
to the excessive rains during the spring han'est and the destruction 
of crops by the floods, thousaads of indigent people from that conn- (LV JiLh" 
try repaired to Lahore. A body of these destitute men, exceeding 
thirty thousand in number, having one morning made their appear¬ 
ance at the thurs/ton of thejAore^, the Emperor was pleased to 
grant a lakh of rupees for their relief, and it was ordered that, as long 
as they staid at the capita], food should be distributed to them daily. 

Fifty thousand rupees were also sent to Kashmir for the relief of the 
famiue-strichen people. Oa the 15th of Zilhlj, HU hlajcsty honoui- 
ed All Marddn Kbdu with a visit to his house, nnd the if h ^^ n pre¬ 
sented the Emperor with jewels and valuables to the amount of 
Rs, 180,000. On Rai ^lukaud Dfis, Dewan oJ the late Yamfn-ud^ tiaL'^*of 
daula, WBB conferred the rank of 500 personnel and 100 horse, and 
he was appointed Da/tairdiiT of Khatsa (or in charge of the State 
Office), while Bahfiri M^aT, the late Da/tardarf was appointed De» 
won of the Suha of the Panjfib. 

The Court remained at Lahore in 1635, when the nuptials Tha m a r- 
of the Emperor’s fourth son.

In all hia journDj-s he was occompanied by hia 
faithful daughtef, Jabitu Ara, the Badahdh Begam (‘^ Prinoesa 
Royal''J w'ho hod all the privilegoa and allowances of her deceased 
mother. She weis unnwrrictl, and is described by the hiatorians of 
Shfkh Jah^ ae * very baedsoine and acoompliahcd.' She waa not 
less famous for bet wit, generosity, and beauty , than for her devotion

Hia body was conveyed by boat to Lahore by his eon, Ibrahim 
KhAn. and interred there in the mans oleum of Lis mother. He 
held a rank of 2,000 pcreonnol and 300 horse, besides an imon of 
thirty lakhs of rupees. 'Iha Emperor wus much grieved at bis 
death. The deceased left four sons, Abdullah Beg, Ibrahim Khdn, 
Ismail and Ishat, who w'erc each amply provided for by the Em¬ 
peror. Their rank in the army was also raised. The deceased had 
an extenaive staff of officials in his employ, for whom suitable pro¬ 
vision was made by the Einperor. Mabomed Hokiin, his Dewan, 
Khwftja Ismiil. his house-steward, Loshkat Khan, and a host of Others, 
were taken into the Imperial service. The deceased left estates valu¬ 
ed at one Jtaror of rupees. Of these fifty lakhs were escheated to 
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iKe State^ in Uoti af the governmont demand^ and uf the re*t, thirty 
lakhjs were given to Ibrnhim KhAn^ the moat beloved of the sons of 
the deceased^ while the remaining twenty lakhs were dietribnted 
aniong the other three sons.* 

The following men of note flour Isbed at Lahore during the 
reign of ShAh JahAti — 

1. Skdkii Jfif*. comnionly kwowTi as Mian 3dir, a ssieiltii Ma- 

man of great fame, universally esteemed for hw piety and learning. 

Re entoTtiined an entire contempt for the world, devoted hia whole 
tiiao to prayers and meditation, and possessed great spiritiial power* 

Shah JrthAn paid him several visits, and he was the spiritunl guide 
of DArA Shekoh, the Emperor's eldest son. Aceordiog to the SMk 
he was buried in ** the village of Ghiaspur dose to 
A lam GiiriJ+ Lahore/* 

2. Bildwal QuadrI, a man of groat religions semetity sheikh Bl¬ 
and piety* He was ntiached to the Bervishes, and fed the poor and QmJrt* 
the needy. Ris spci^h was eloquent, and he preached morality 

and the science of reUgioo to the people. He established an alms¬ 
house at Lahore, in which imndreds of destitute persons were fed. 

He died in ShabAn 1016 A.H. (163G A. D.), and w'as buried at Lahore. 

3. Multa Shdhf a native of Eadakshin, mid a scholar of great 

meritH Ho came to Lahore in 1023 Hijra (1611) A* and became 
a dlseiplo of Mian Mir. He lived in seclusion and meditation^, and 
according to the nSAdA 4 faAffji following the example of his 

religious preceptor, never married. He used to go to Kashmir for the 
hot w eather, passing the cold weather at Lahore, but subsequently 
he abandoned the pmctice of journeying to Kashmir, aikK at tlio re* 
quest of bis preceptor, piisacd his w'hqlo timo in Lahore. He often 
compo^ poetrj', insisting on the mstability of this world, and exhort¬ 
ing people to walk in the path of righteousness, and acquire the 
knowledge of the Supreme Being. He died at Lahore in 1072 A^H. 

(ItMH A. D.), and was buried in the precincts of the mausoleuLin of 
his religious preceptor.

than his predecessors; hut in the public correspondence Lahore wai, 
sts usual, styled the Diirft Shekohj the eldest sou 

of Sh&h Jah&Uj vfas fond of Lahore, where he waa extremely popu¬ 
lar, and fixed his residence there. He took great interest in the 
welfare of the city, which ho adorned with beautiful buildings and 
fipacious cAaeiJts^ or market-places. Where the Sultan's ssm# now 
is, existed the chauki or square, of Dara Shekoh, with one laige gate* 
way on each ^ide. One of these gates on the north, decorated with 
Katm work, and in shape and style resembling the front gate of 
Warir KhAn^s mosque^ existed up to the commenocinent of the 
British period, hut w'as dismantled about 1854. Hie place now 
colled Shabidganj was the borse-msrket. The mosque to the south 
of fche w'as built bj Abdullah Khan,orpoUoe magistrate, 
of Lahore, in the time of Aurangxeb, who held his court at the Na- 
khaikkoina, or horse-market. 

Ddra Shekoh was a high-fipm ted,, generous, and amiable prmce * 
He had an air of regal dignity, and was frank and brave. He was 
A free- thinker and employed his leisure in the cultivation of letters. 
Theology was bis :bvorite theme, and he was the author of many 
books treating of that aubjcct, and narrating the lives of holy men. 
Among the w'ortg of Ddrd 8hekob are the Scyiito^-u^^wita, a work 
on the lim and doings of Sifahomedan saints, the 
on the Hfe of jltian Mir and his successors, Dewani Ikslri Axim, 
Bisalah-i-Moarif, the Shatbioti T>^ri and the Sm-4-Akbar or «Tlio 
Great Mystery*” He was the disciple of 3Ii]lU Shilh, the disciple of 
Mian Mir. He was {^urtlcubily fnendly to Ear Rae, the seventh 
Sikh G6ni, and when hamseed by bb brother, Aurangseb^ the Guru 
declared himself to be an adherent of the Prince- 

After his defeat near Agra by Aurang^jeb, DiiTa Sbekob march* 
ed rapidly to Lohore, took possession of the citadel, and s^bing on 
the royal treasury, began to raise an amy* He rewarded the ome* 
nihs munificently, tmd in a short rime succeeded in collecting aioimd 
him twenty thousand horsemen. Khanjur KhAn, thoPanjdar ofBhera 
Khushab, and Rsja RaSj Rup, the Chief of Jaminii, took hh side. Hte 
sent a detachment of five thousand cavalry to guard the passage of tho 
Sutlej, and another strong detachment, under Baud Ehin, to guard 
that of the Seas,* Ko sooner, however^ had Aurangzeb settled his 
affairs at Delhi, tWn he marched to the PanJAb in pursuit of bis 
brother.

a petition to the Emperor giving his grounds for supporting the 
Sunni doctrines.

The people coiKoalod their du- 
meslicatcd dogs during the day, andp curly in tho niorqing, they 
were sent ncruus the HavLf The Emperor died at Lahore on 2Sth Hi« deatk, 
February^ I Tl2 ASl, at the age of 70.1 He was a mild and munL 
ficent monarch. Oae of tho city galewaySp called the Shihrdiui 
gatew,iy, ia still known after his name^ thus bearing testimony to 
his popularity.§ 


Great confu‘§ion prevailed in t)ie city on the death of the Em- Com m 
paror, and, if contemporary' writers arc to be believctl^ anything ^ 
like order or diseiplinc quite unknown in the city of Lahore m 
those days. According to MahotULri Ha Ii. nuthor of the 7VirlM-t-

the street a wore so crowdetl that a ]iassage through them could be 
effected only with mu^h dilhcUity ; the Amira, leaving tlic king's 
camp, hiiatsn^d to the city with their families ; but no houses 
could be found to :u!co]niuodate them ; people sought shelter in 
email shops for want of accommodLiiton ; tljc soldiers clamoured 
for ihoir pay : and dtsturbanccs arose in the L>f the Princes^

enough to do to take care of himself, aud the sc^uo resembled tha

He brought with him several dctachtncnta 
of hia own warlike couatrymeu from Knshmir, of ivhich ho had 
been Governor, and, on the arrival of a train of artlttery from Delhi, 

he left Lahore, and, falling upon the Sikhs, ilgfeated them in a 

pitched battle at Gurdaspur, where tii<-y had built a strong fort, 
and put three or four thousand of their number to tite sword. 
Those who escaped with their lives were sent m chains to the Em* 
peroT.* Bftndii, their chief Guru, with hie son, seven or eight 
years old, hisDewfin and three or tour thousand iiiklia, were made 
Puijlihmcnt prisoners. Nearly two thousand hejids of the slain Sikha wars 

orthaaikb*. etuffed w-ith hay, and, having beea stuck upon speara, were 

sent to Delhi.t The Guru aud a large Dumber of his followers 
. were put to death, with terrible tortures, by order of the Emperor 
Fetukbsere. After JJindd’a death an active persecution of the 
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Sikbs woa kept up ; thDUsuudj of their nunibei: sought shelteif 
among the reeesstii ortbehUia: and thoao who remained either 
had to reiioimee their religlen and abandon the outward form of 
their belief, or were seized unci put to death,* * 

Abdul Samad was succeeded in the goveroorihip of the 
Panjdb hy hh§ son Zakaria Khdn^ sumamed "Az-ud-daula Kbiln Ba- Yfooniy 0 i 
haduTj whose nnclej Qomr-tid^dia Kbiln, held the office of Prime 
Minister at Bclb I, For twenty-one years (ITlT-—1T38 A, DkJ the 
PanjAb enjoyed an interval of peace. The Viceroy, being lit Lie inter* 
fered with by the weak Court at Dolhij esicreised absolute autho¬ 
rity over the Uvea and property of the people ; but he used hU 
power with prudence and moderation and for the good of liis gov¬ 
ernment .f 

Invasion 0 / £fAtiA,“At length. In I73S^ the citizens of 

L'ihore w ere T 0 use<l from their long lethargy by a new dnngeT 
which threatened India from the west. It was the approach of 
Kfidir Kuli, otherwise kno^ra as Naldit ShAh, the groat Asiatic con¬ 
queror^ One of the most remarkable characters of Eastern his¬ 
tory, who, with Tymiir and Chinges Khan, must ba numbered 
among the most fuinous of the princes of the sword4 Having 
crossed the Indus on iSth November 173S, at the head of an army 
of two hundred and seventy thousand Pets bus, Geoi-giana and Ipaait 1733- 
Qazal Bishea, he laid waste the whole country betweea PeahAwari 
Wazirabad and EniauAbad. ^4z-ud-daul^ Nawitb Zakaria Khda, 
with bb army of twenty thousand horEemen, pitched Ids camp on VivaaSSr 
the banka of the Ruvi and strong then ed kls posit ion by planting 
cannon in the best positions and throwing np entrenchments 
round the camp. The Shdh, however, leaving the artillery of the 
governor far to the left ou the opposite bank, forded tlie river w'ith 
bis army and advanced to the gardens of Slidlimfir, where he 
pitched his camp. After two days’ skirenisbing the governor of 
Lahoie, seeing that any attempt at resisting go rormldjvble nn ene¬ 
my would be fruitless, sued tbe Peraian Emperor for peace. On fiaiilly

Majesty,** writes a conteni|M>Tary historian, '' was full of kindness 
to the Nasim ( As'ud'duula Zakciria Khfln), took his second son 
HnyfIt'ulJah Khtin BiihaduLT into his service, and appointed him to 
He leaves conamand of five hundred horse."* On the 2ytb of December 
Leiisrv, tho Sbdh's army loft Lahore for Delhi. 

During the vigorous rule of *Abdul Sumad Khiin and his Bon, 
Zuhoria Kh^n, the Sikhs behaved thcmselvce as peaceful subjects 
and lived in harmony in their villages, or lurked in woods and 
The Riklw Tfllleyfl with the view of obtaining a Uvelihood by robbery. But 
distractions of the Mahomedan ciuplro at Delhi and the in¬ 
trigues and imbecilities of the Viceregal court at Lahore, were fa¬ 
vorable to them, and, assuming an organised martial appearance, 
they now attacked vilinges and plundetEid towns. A bofly of insur- 
geot Sikhs, after devastating the country round EniaRabdd, north 
_ V • h y S ot Lalioro, proceeded to levy contributions. Tlie Governor Yahyfi 
Kbfin, son and successor of Zukaria Khan, Khftu Bahadur, sent a 
detachment of troops under the command of his Dowell, Jaspat R^e, 
brother of the Prime Minister, Irxkhpat Riie. The Sikhs dafeated 
the governor’s troops, and their leader was slain. The Goveraor 
sent a large force under Lakhpat Jliie, who avenged his brother’s 
death by putting a large number of the marauders to the sw'ord, 
Ths Rikhi Many were brought in chaitis to Lihore, where they were mercU 
■ve cscvutctl. executed at a place called Ghoi-a Aakhat, or the hor«c-mar- 
ket, since called by tbe Sikhs Sfiahid fJo/y, or place of martyrs, in 
laemor}- of the event. The site of the execution is further indicat- 
Ihe Shahid ed by a SamOilhf or toiqb, erected in honor of Bbtii Tdrd Singh, tho 
chief martyr, an old companion of Gurfi Gobind, who, though 
offered fi pardon if be would give up the outward symbol of bis 
religion and renounce his faith, preferred death to a humiliatin'' 
expedient.

latter^ w 1 ] 0 ’HVEi;fi govemof of having defeated hb elder bro¬ 

ther Tahyil Khi'uij had assumed the viceroyalty of the Panjdk Tlie 
fourt at Delhi wag either too wtraki or too mdiShrent, to mterfere. 
In vain did Sh^h NawAr lOt^u aek the luiperia] Court for help 
agabst the mvadin^ army of Ahmad Sh^hn His expectations of sue- 
eour from Delhi being dleappoLnted, Shiili Jfawfii Kh^n guarded all 
the gates and streets of the cit>\ and sent a force under Sirddr ZiiJa 
Khdn^ of Kasur, to oppose theCfibnl army. The Pathiiii chief went 
over with his whole force to the enemy, Ahmad Shfth sent his do¬ 
mestic priestj Sdbir Shuli^ to the Iiahore goveTnor* to persuade him 
by negotiations, to desist from opposing his progress. Shdh Na- 
%viz Xh4n received the priest in open Datbar with due courtesy, 
but| finding him inso lent, had iiU head cut oif hy the executioner 
Hword.f The insult thus ofiered to the Durrani Ahmad Shdb so 
much exasperated that monarchy that he Instantly crossed the 
RjWI and appeared before the ’^vaUs of LxUiore at the head of his 
anny. The Lahore governor took up an entrenched position under 
the walla of the city* but the resistance offered by him was slight^ 
and the redoubts being quickly reduced by the DurriSni warriors^ 
ShAh Kawids Kh&u fied to Dclhij leaving Inhere and It^ people at 
the mercy of the invader. The city was immediately occupied by 
Ahmad Shfih, w'ho levied a heavy contribution from the tovras- 
people. 
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Ahmad EhAh advanced to Delhip but, having eustained a 
check cit Sirhind from the army of the heir-apparenL assisted by 
the bravery and skill of Mir Moin-ul'mulk, surnamed Mir Mannu^ 
son of the late Wozir Q i r-nd-din^ was coinpelled to retreat with 
precipitation. Mir iloiu-ul^AlLLlk was rewarded with the viceroval- 
ty of Lahore.

Lahore. Mir Mannu, whose spirit and mteliigence hxwJ rolled back 
the first DurrAni mvasLon, having moved out of Lahore, intrenched

the active governor of the Jullundur l>o^b^ and RAja Konra Mai, 
the Dewiin of Multdn, and formed an intrenched camp at ShAhdord 
on the KAvi ; hut^ as the Dnrrdni troopSj breaking up their quar¬ 
ters suddenly, moved eastward, the viceroy >vithdrcw to Lahore, 
barricaded all the streets, strengthened the interior defences and 
took up an intrenched pesitien before the wdIIb of the city. The 
Lohare laid Dnndoi army laid siege to Tjahore, the Bh^h n camp being fixed in 
pclghbonrhood of the Blifilimfir garde na. For fonr months the 
ni ftnny* gallant Mir Mannu resolutely maintamed his position, remaining 
strictly on the defensive and avoMing a general action.. There 
were continued akinuisheg anil firing with guns and matchlocks on 
both e^idcs^ But tho blockade maintained by the enemy was strict, 
andj provisions fflUing, the Lahore army eailied out early on the 
morning cif 12 th April L752, and took up its poeition on an elevated 
brick-kiln near the village of Mahmfid Buti, The ShAh'a army forth¬ 
with advanced with the regularity of a parade movement^ and his 
artiller}' opened fire on the Lahore troops. But the fire was answered 
with such energy and precision that, by noon of the enniG day, the 
ranks of the besiegiiig army were tlirown into confuBion. ITie 
6h Ah, observing this, ordered afresh charge of a select body of 
DurrAni Horse, and it was so impetuous that the scale of viefcOTy 
was nt once turned. !SIir Mnnnfi was compelled to fall back on hb 
intreDchment&. There he still held hia ground ; but ineidents be* 
yond his control now happened which indueed him tg yield to cir- 
cumatances. Adina Beg Kb An suddenly irithdrew his troops from 
the field, whilo the elephant on which RAja Koura Mai was seated, 
having caught its foot in the hollow of an old grave, the RAja waa 
Mk M jui- overtaken by a DurrAni horseman and slain, iiir Maundy finding 
position unteuablc, submitted to tlie ShAb. The Viceroy ob- 
bWii taiped nn audience of the Shrdi through Jahitn KhAn, the Wnasir^ 

and was received with due honor and courtesy Hb Majesty ex- 
pio&acd hb admiration of the courage, rosolullop and tact diapLiyed 
by Mir Mannii on all occasions, called him Rustam-i-Hiud, or the 
champion of India, honored him with a valuable khiiat and the. 
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title of Khan^ and, l aving citaeied a heavy ransom from 

himj reinstated hini in the office of viceroy of the Panj^b under the 
rhurfuii goyeTaroent of CdbuL 

Mir Manad did not long survive to enjoy hia new honors^ He 
was, the aatne year (1752 A. D*), killed by a fall from his horse^ 
leaving an infant son, Amfn-ud-din Kh^, and a widow, Mordd 
Begani, a spirited and talented lady. Such hEid been the respect 
excited in the AbdilPs mind towards thb officer that he carried out 
hifl policy of leaving the provinces of Lahore and Multin in chnrge 
of the family, even after hig death, and confirmed his infant spa ia 
the government under the tutelage of his mother. Tlie infant dy¬ 
ing ten months afEer, the Begam who had interest enough amongst 
the chiefs of the prOAuace^ proclaimed herself viceroy of the Fan* 
and despntchcKl agents to the CLurts of both Cdbul and Delhi 
to secure her acknowledgment. 

Her duplicity being soon discoveredj^ Ghibi-iul-din Tmad-ul^ 
the Delhi Wazfr^ marched to Lahore at the head of an army, 
taking with him the hoir-apparent, Mirzn '^Ali GnuhaTj eldest son 
of ^Alatngir II, who had succeeded Ahmad Sh£h on the throne of 
Delhi. Lahore was seized by a oowj? d€ mabij and the lady Regent 
taken prisoner in her own bed- The young Wazlr secured the hand 
of the widoW'^H daughter, to whom he had been pre^ioufily affionc* 
ed, and, appointing Adina Beg Khfin to the government of the city, 
on his promising to remit a tribute of thirty lakhs of rupees to the 
imperial treasury, marched back to Delhi. The distressed Begum 
burst into invectives against the treachery of her son-in-law, and 
prophesied the fail of the empire of Delhi, the nun of the city, and 
the disgrace of its nobles.* 

No sooner had the Abdfili Ahmstl Shfih heard of the siggies- 
ftiooL of the Delhi Wazlr, than ho left CandahAr, crossed the Indus 
(A.D. 175o-5G), and occupied Lahore without opposition, Adina 
Beg Kbfio, being unable to resist, fle<l to Hissar, After tavogiiig 
Delhi and Mathra, Ahmad Sbdh rctumed to Lahore, aud| leaving 
bis son Tjmifir ShAb, to govern the provmco east of the Indus* un* 
der the guardianship of hia iliniater, Sirddr JaMn Khdn, retiml to 
Candahar with the bulk of his army. 

The Sikhs had, in the meantime, increased in number and nu- 
dacity, and their armed bands dev:istated various districts of the 
Paojib. To take vengeance on the Sikhs for aU their excesses, 
Tymdr Shilh marched to Amritsar, their capital, which he destroyed' 
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dctUiD" their fncreil tank and poUiRing others of tlieir |jtji«es of 
worship. ThU roused the fury of the Sikhs, and they euaTmed 
round Lahore and divided the revenues of the touma and viUo^ea 
around it. Tymdr Shfih mode repeated attacks on them with ttio 
TfiinnanU of his army, but was co'natantly defeated. He was at 
last compelled to evacuate the town and retire beyond the Indus,

the north and westward of the river Sutlej, It is to the credit of Ban- 
jit that he obsen'cd this treaty with absolute fidelity as long as ho 
lived. The same year he aegnired Ivfmgra from SansAr Cliand; in 
1813 J]is army, under Dewfin ilolikam ChanJ, having defeated the 
CAbul WaKir, Fatteh Khiin, and his brothers Bost Mahomed Khdn^ 
took pKteses^sioti of Attoefc; in 1813-1]-, he wrested the famous 
Kohd-Xur diamond from Shull Shuja, cx-king of CAbul ; in ISlSp 
he esaptured Multyii; towards the end of the same year, he crassed

R^injit Singh died at T.»ahoTe on 27 th June 1830, aged fifty- 
SKiven, He died as like the old Lion as he had lived. In the course 
of forty years of bis career, he had not only reduced to subjeeUoii the 
proud and high spirited chiefs of hJs nationp but he had created an 
army of SOfiOO of all arms, in a high sEato of dbdpllne^ with 300 
admirable guns. He left a country which extended froni the 
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ronfiaes of Tbibet t^o the great Sulem^m rangfc, aud from beyond (he 
lodua to the extreme limits of Multan.

CHAPTER IL 

DfiaCBlPTlVE, 

(Tfti jdticwjii Period,) 

Lahore 1b a Mumcipnl cit^, tbe capital of the Paitj£b, and the 
BdministratLvo licad-quaTtcra of a Division and DUtfiet of the same 
name. It la situated one mile to the south of the river Hdvi, and 
some 23 miles from the eastern bonier of the districti in latitude 
31* 3+' 5* N., longitude 71 21'E, being 706 feet above the sea level. 
The city is built in the fonn of a parallelogram, the area within the 
walls, exclusive of the citadel, being about 461 acteB. It stands on 
the alluvial plain traversed by the river Ravi. The city is alightly 
elevated above the pkiti, and has a high ridge within it, mnniog 
east and west on its nor them side. The whole of this elevated 
ground is composed of the accumulated detria of ni:uiy centuries. 
'I’he river, which niahca a very circuitous bend from the East, passes 
in a semi-circle to the north of Lahore. At one time it flowed by 
the city walls; but, its encroachmeutg having caused ulnrm in 16(j2, 
the Erapetot Autangseb had a massivo cnibauhiBent of bricks and 
mortar coastraeted along its bunk for a dishuiee of about four 
miles, which saved the city from destruction. Portions of this

Thfl Mofittl 8. The Mbchi gate. The name is the corruption of 

a pearl. It was called so after the name of Aloti Ram* an officer 
of Akbar* who resided hero at that time. 

ThflShflh The vHnri gate, named after Mohomed Mo^azmm 

Alnii gitfl. Bahadur Shdh (the son and succcflsor of Aurungzeb), 

a mild and munificent Emperor* who died at Lahore on the 25th 
Februarj' 1712. 

TTifl Lahflri 10 k The iluAorE ^te* caUed also the Lohai^i gate, ^fhe gato 
was named after the city of Lahore. It is said that when Malik 
Ayar rebuilt the town* in the time of Mahmud* the quarter of the 
city first populated was about this gate, which, together with the 
Lahari or the Laliore market, was named after the 

city.

giving, when ho bestowed his head in charity, and identified by 
General Cunningham with the ruins of Shalt-ki^dheirij in Hawaii 
piiuIL However, thb may be, it is clear that the name must hava 
been derived from the Tal-ka»^ who were oneo the undisputed mas¬ 
ters of the Panjflbj and who still exist in cowffiderablo numbers in 
the hills bctw'cen the Jhelum and thoRliri. 

Jlodem Lahore is situatefl among the debris and mins of the Town mb- 
ancient capitiih which exLeml from east to west for a distance of 
five Of six miles. That the eity at one time covered a much 
larger area than ii does at presentj is at once manifest from 
the many eld mesquos, domes, to tubs, end gardens that Rurromicl 
it. Earing the period of the Sikh asccndencjj numbers of these 
buildiRgs, the reliL*^ of past grandeur, were dcmolisbed, for the 
construction of cactonments and parade grounds for the troops 
drilled by French officers, u'hlie many wero pulled down for the 
Hake of the bricks and building matoriab. Inmien&e change have - 

abo taken plice since the annexation of the country in 1S49, 
and great quantities of old bricks have been removed, to be used 
ns materials for modem works, and rhe regions oneo waste and 
desolate, or covered with crumbling remains ef old tomba and 
gateways, have been now^ transforincHl into fine gardenfl, grassy 
plains, metelbd loails, linetl on either side with s^hndy trees, caualsj 
public oifices and picturesque Enropenn houses k So far, howover, as 
the population of the city is conceriietl, there b reason to believe 
that Lahore hiis never regained its past splendour and mngulfi- a( 

ceuce. Some idea of the siio and extent of Lahore may be formed 
from the fact noticed by Mr. Thoniton in hb excellent work ou that 
?jity, that of the thirty-six grwr-rjfra or quarters into which it wna for^ 
nierly divided, only nine are included within the area of the modem 
city, The same authority thinks it probable that ** in it? best

dan Maariquop a Spapish monk, who visited Lahore in 16 J-L 

" On tbe twenty-first day from our departure from Agra, at 
siLurbe, we came in the sight of the city of Lahore, which is largo 
and capacious l but, large ns it appeared, there were not houses 
enough for the accommodation of the people, who wore encamped 
for half a league outside the city. It ia a handsome and wcU^ 
ordered city, with large gateways and paviLiops of various colours, 

I entered Lbe city, a very difficult undertaking on account of the 
number of people who filled the strcctSp some on foot, soma on 
camelSp some on elephantSp and others in small carts, Jolting one 
against the other aa they went along. Those who best couldp passed 
cn first. This being the receiving hour at Court, many of the 
gentry were proceeding there, aecompauied by as many os five bun- 
dred followers on horseback.

Finilmg ii difliciuk ten proceed on account of the conccmrsc of 
the people^ vfi: decideJ to change our rouLe^ and returned about q 
zuiidkct^e shot from tJie crowds aad took our stand under 6ome 
trees outiide the citYp where were a number of people selling and 
preparing food for the multitude who w'^ere moTing about—some 
eatings some eeUing;, and others looking on. I waa one among 
the Intteri and my curiosity prompted me to proceed still further^ 
>uitil, at lastp I arrived ut the principal bazar^ where the odour 
from without prepared you for what you were to see malde^—a 
great many shops^ or* more properly speakings kitchens^ in which 
were sold meats of various kiudsp animals, domestic and wild- 
In place of the pig, which is never tiseih horse flesh is flupplied 
you instead. Some shops contained fowls of all kluds ; m ochcri^ 
might be seen thiiigs of all descriptions enlted to the taste of aU 
classeSi such ns butter, oil, geenta, hrinjalH, mangoes, plan twins, &o. 
Neither was there wanting in this baniar the most simple commodi¬ 
ty, such as rice, herbs end vegetablcB. Tho common bread Ib 
made of a mixture of all kinds of flour baked on sheets of iron and 
in earthen pota, and is known by the name of Apd^. People who 
travelin catarans use a second kind of bread, named Karn^^ha* 
which is made of white flour* This bread is also nRod by the 
better dnsses* A third bread, named Is a liner bread, 

made of the best flour and purified butter* Besides what 1 havfi 
idready enumerated, there is a great deal more to be seen in the 
bazars ; but, I think, I have mentioned enough to satisfy the curi¬ 
ous reader. But what I most admired was the modonite price at 
which these things might be hud. A man might eat abundantly 
and Toy oily for two silver reals (five pence) per day, Tho abun¬ 
dance of the provisions and the cleanliness of the streets surprised 
me much ; alao, the peace and quietness with which every thing 
was conducted, as well as the justness and rectitude of the people 
towards each other ■ so that merchant and merchandise remain 
perfectly secure from thieves. 

The city of Lahore is beautifully sUnated, commanding agree¬ 
able viawB, havbg on one side a river with crystal waters which 
descends from the mountains of Kashmir, and continueg its course, 
moistening and fertilissiug tho ground, till it arrives at the city of 
MuliAn, where it pays its tribute to the famous Indus. Lahore, 
the second city of the Moghnl Empire (as well on atsroimt of riches

(known as the EAmr Del Chaco*) if shown to advantage^ would 
equal the richest European mart/^ 

It would appear from the above* that Lahore reached the 
height of Its prosperity^ in the time of Sbdh Jabdin It fell otf 
in wealth and importance during the time of bis successor, Auraag* 
leb Alningir, though the Court was hold at l 4 ibore on the occasion 
of the Emperor’s march to Kashmir, and Hia Mnjesty took appa¬ 
rent Interest in the welfare of the city, which he embeilisbed by 
the oonstruetion of the Jd%nd or the Mahoinedan cathe¬ 

dral, OPO of the chief oruaTnents of Lahore^ the e-stabUshmcnt of a 
college in connection with the mosquep and the building of the cele¬ 
brated ur quay* known after hla name lo this diiy* which 

saved the city from being swept away by the curreat of the stream. 

John Baptlsta Tavernier, the eminent French jewel merchant, 
who travelled by the land route from Isphih^n to Agra and Dclbi^ 
uri Caiidahar, CAbuJ* and Lahore* between the years lGy-6S (the 
period of ShAh Jah&u and Aurangzeb)* makes the following men¬ 
tion of Lahore in bia " Travels^ :■—“ Lahore is the capital of a 
kingdonip and is built on one of the five rivers which descend from 
the niountains of the north to go to swell the Indus and give the 
name of PanjAb to all the region which tliey water. The rlv^er* at 
tha present day* hows at a quarter of a league distant from the 
town, being Hnble to change its bed* and the neighbouring fields 
often austciln much damage from Ita great ovcrflowdngs. Tho 
town b large, and extends more than a kos in length, but the 
greater part of the houses, which are higher than those of Agra 
and Delhi* are fatLing into ruins* the cxce&ai^^ rains having over¬ 
thrown a large number* Tlie palace of the king is rather fine, and 
is no longer,, ns it was formerly, on the margin of ihe liver, which 
has withdrawn* as I have said, about a quarter of a league» One 
can obtain wine at Laliore.'''t

But the city was already showing sigas of decay and the 
TbflveDet’a traveller Thcvciiot, who saw it a y ear later, notices the dilapidated 
•ccooDt, letiS. condition of its suburbs, though he mentions that, a abort Uoie be¬ 
fore his visit, the city and its aeighbourbood extended to a length 
of three leagues.t 


The civil wars at Delhi, which followed the death of Aurang- 
t B^r 2 *b, and tho eommotions in the provinces under the Imperial gov- 
ti ,4 death of eriimont, engrossed tho attention of the reigning aovereigns to suoh 
AnransMb. ^ neglected the nffaira of tho Panjib, or proved m- 

capabJo of exercising proper control over the Nii«im of Lahore, 
who, receiving no aid from tho seat of government in tuDdo of 
emergency, nud being freed from all control, acted in a spirit of 
independence. Tho feebleness of the Viceroys encouraged the 
Sikhs to commit acts of depredation and spoliation ; 
and the suburbs of Lahore, once moat populoua and riob, were, 
from their exposed positiont aufler. There were nu¬ 

merous thickly inhabited quarters outsido the city walls, which, it 
is believed, were connected with tho modem city gates by “ long 
baaars,” aotleed by Bernier, tho intervals being filled up with gar¬ 
dens, aqueducts, mosques, baths and caravan-tofaes. There was 
the J/oti MaJmt, or “ Regent Street*' of Lahore, in the vicinity of 
The Mott present District Court and the icc-pits, where old coins and re* 
•♦Slitth '*11 a- mains of jewellery were, until lately, picked up after heavy rains. 

The foundations of tho Shhh Mahal, or “ palace of mirrors,’* are 
etill to be traced between tho umusoleum of DdUl Ganj Bukhsb and 
the Skia Imdm BArd. According to the TahMkati Chishti, a mar¬ 
ket was held at this placo ; but no trace of it now exists. The royal 
gardens, studded with elegant buildings and superb pavilions, ex* 
tended from tho tomb of Anurknli to the Toksali gate, along tho 
bank of the rivet, which flowed bdow the city walls. 


The wealthiest quarter of the city was Moghalpdrii, on the site 
of the modem Begarapiri, about half way between I.Ahore and 
*Tli*Mo 1»1 Shalimtir, It w-as the place where the Moghal nobles and grandees

MohaliiA Laa^ tf KhAn ,—This extetieivo quarter of the city j^ohiillB 
was situated on the site of the present Chief Court itod the Ac- L^u Khin. 
countcutt (jeneral’a Office. The tomb of SliAh Cberagh was, in sub¬ 
sequent times, built in this ^uhnlln. When, in 1326 A. D., 

Uuscin ArghAa, ruler of Sciudh, captured Multan in the onme of 
the Emperor Efibcr, the latter bestowed that province upon his 
son, Mirza Askert, mid sent him to Multiiu, accompanied by Lau- 
gar Khtin, one of the chief nobles of the Court of Sult^ Mahindd 
Lang a, the last eovercign of that race ia Mnlldn. On Bdber's 
death, Hmnfirun gave up Multdu, with the whole of the Panjdb, 
to hia brother Kdmruti Mtrzn. *' That prineo sent hie own ser¬ 
vants to take charge of Multan and recalled Langar Khda to Isihoro, 
where he was well received ; and the Mlrzd assigned him u resi¬ 
dence near tile city, which afterwards became a part ef it, and was 
called the £>di)vzA 0 /Lanier A'^Mn, from his palace."• This ac¬ 
count receives full corroboration from the Jf'arht/a Seiadh, the 
Khulasat-ul-Tawarikh and the Tubakati -Jit&nrf of Niz<im-ud*Din 
Ahmad, and leaves no doubt that I>dit'ah Lttn^ar Xhdn, in after 
times, becaiue actually part a/tA^ city 0 / Lahore, 

Mohalla, Pir .ilri*, the modern Moznrtg, built by Pir Aziz,t 
an Afghiin ol Mosaag Got, wbenca the name Morang, giveu to the fir * 

village. Towards the dose of the Mahoincdrin rulo, the Moghala 
of this Mohalla were plundered by the rebel elans. In the Sikb 
time they were supplautcd by the Boloehea and the Moghals, and 
the Ard/ns became their subjects. During the time of MobArfijah 
R.anjit Singh, the Bdloches of this place were men of much iu- 
fiuence. The tomb of Abdulla Sbdh jBeloch is held in great rever¬ 
ence here. 

MMla Abdnlla Fdri.—The (omb of Hiji Mahomed Said, Abdallih 
Lahort, is situated to the south of the mausoleum of Cheragh Shih 
and close to the new Government Telegraph Office. This was the 
site of a Mohalla known ns Abdulla Wdri. We find the name 
of ^[abomed Said mentioned in books as “ of Abdulla Wfiri 
Mohalla, ’ showing that he lircd in the quarters of that name.

From that time Mahomed Suid came to be revered as a saint, and to 
this dav some of the Cdbul Sirdara entertain a great respect for bm 
memory-. When SinUr Sultdu Mahomed Khftn, brother of Amir 
Dost Mahomed Kliiln, was at Lahore, as a guest of MahArtija Ran- 
jit Singh, ho paid regular visits to this tomb and made opirtngs. 
Mahomed Said had no malo issue, but. two daughters, Bm Salub 
JiQ and R.ahmat Bid, whose dosoendnuts

wim buried in this quarter • Gujar Singh, of the Bbangi plun¬ 

dered the Mohallannd razed the buildings to the ground. 

TJte Luhhi itohidla. flourished at the spot where now exists 
the house kaown as Colonel Hall's Kothi, behind Rajan Chmid'a 
gardens. Tlic quarter wns so named from jewcllara, moDcy- 
dealers Khojas and Prachas, the masters of great wealth and for¬ 
tune, Uving there. Oa the decline of the Mahomedan power 
wh™ desol^n-r hordes devastated the sabnrba of ihc city, most 
of the wealthy people migrated to Jammu, while others went to 
reside within the city wulU. During the time of Mahariija Ranjit 
Singh, the brick-sellers pnlled down the biiildinga to their founda¬ 
tion, and not a vestige was left of tho Mohalla.f 

J7m jl/oWia Dai Lddo, otherwise known as Mohalla Talln. 
D^LWo. ^ This was on the site of the garden of Raian Chand, Darhhiala, and 
was the largest of thcMohnUas outside tlie city walls, extend-

A bath nnd a iaJikhdna, or aub- 
torrEmean room, belonging to Zen KhAn's palace, remained until the 
period of Banjit GLogb ; but no trace even of iheac now exist. 

In the 3Iatdan of Zen Kb^Sn, find south of the road leading 
from Batan Chand's serjieto the Panjab and N. W, Badway sta- 
tion, there ia n weJled enclosure^ containing the tomb of llahomed it,* tomh 
Siddik Chishth Lah<^ri^ who died on the 8th Zilhij 900 A, H. (1582 Ci^l^ 
A. D,) during the time of Akbar. The bereditary guardian of this 
shrine, a very old mao, says that, outside tho walled enclosure, was 
the garden of Zen Khdn, and that, within his recollection, the 
gateway of this garden was iu existence^ 

rAfl Mohidior S^d Tliis w-as a Mohalla of tho Svads, Mo hall* 

clcKBo to the village of Garhi Shahn, on the road to Jlian Jlir* An 
nueient tank existed here, the w^atcr of w*bicli was believed to poa- 
flcss healing qualities. Persona, ailing from any disease who bathed 
here, are said to have been completely cured. The nnme of this 
tank was originally Sed Sar.* It was founded by Synd Abdul Kha- 
Uq, sou of Byad Abdul Wasl^ w^bo came and settled here during the 
reign of Sekandar ShAh 5ifr* He opened hero a school in which 
theology w^as mught. Q'hetank, which is said to have possessed the 
mysterious quality of healing ulcers, no longer exists ; but its dust 
is held sacred^ and to this moment mothers apply it to the seres of 
their childjen, and it id said the aflected ports are beuletL 

ThehTohoUa was repeatedly attacked by hmds of robbers, 
but the Syada propitiated them with suitable offerings, and they 
rerired. At length, the Sirchira of the Bhaogi il/isf having been 
informed that the inJiabitimts were in the habit of slaughteTing 
cowg, the ]iIohalla was sacked by tho Sikhs and degtroyed. Of tho 
reaidcntsii some fled to the village of Jabbo, and some to the w^alled 
city of Lahore, while others dispersed in different vilbigcH* 

The Oaiy was situated on the site of Mian Jilir Cuij M e- 

Kail way station, on the Amritsar line. All traces of the Mohalla 
are now gone ■ but the village of that name still exists to the east

Ciuuk UoriL flig gjte of I^uda Ba^ar and SuMu^a S€ra€. 

The CAaMi'j or square, of DAra, was a pleturesquo spot, entered by 
a Io% gateway of cnaiucUcd tilcs^ On cither bIJo of thia giito 
- were rows of two-storeyed shops^ ia which merchaaIs an<l t raders 
transacted their buBiness. This was a very thriving market, and 
was the most frequented by the people. Here also were the 
beautiful palaces of D4ir4 Shekoh and handsomo buildings for the 
acQOmmodaLion of bis extousive e^tabliBbments. The Nakha»^ or 
horse-market, was in tins qaarter.* People also called it /oicAct- 
ri BarmV or the jewellers" qnaricrs, on account of the jewcllerB" 
shopa here. The market flourished till the close of the Chougbat- 
tai reign, but was plundered aud d<^troye<l by the Sikh free¬ 
booters, when the iuhabitnnts fled in all direct ions. Some of the 
buildingB of this Chmk existed during the reign of MahdrAia Ranjlt 
Singh 3 but the Eashmfri brick’-icUeTS pulled them dcwu to tha 
very foundations^ Duriug the BritiBh period^ the extcnslva ruins 
of this onco cdebrnted CA^*Il^: were sold to Mobnmed Sultin, the 
great contractor for Public Works, and they proved a quarry or mine 
of bricks to him. Prom the materials thus obtained, he bmlt the 
great Scrfli, known after his name, laid out the Landa Ba^ar, and 
coDfitructed many other buildings. A very handsome two fitoreyed 
mosque east of the Serai, built by BdrA Shekoh, was pulled down 
by SukAa ; and his death followed immediately after, in consa^ 
quence, it la beliovedj of bis having destroyed ** the house of God*^' 

M^b&ns Bird Shekoh^ in his SaJimi-ul-Aidiyai mentions Mohalla 
Kti*w4iipiir*. Ehawfifipura, iu the city of Lahore, as the place of the death of 
lliin Mir, bU apiritual guide, and the vLUngo of Hashampuia as 
the place of his iuterment- He wrifcet ;—

the saint's burial, was treated ^ part of the cnvironB of the city. 

The Tillage of Haabampnra was depopulated during the reign of 
Mahomed ShAh, and the descendants of Hasham went then to live 
across the Bavi, where they founded the villages of Jabbo and 
Jbuggian. 

In the works of Jahangir, wo find mention of his mosque of Tht Trine 
Lahore which ho built in “ tho Tripolia Basar of the city." This ®»“r' 
mosciue, a spacious and magnificent building, known in later times 
as Idtjah, esisted on the right hand side of tfie Amritsar 
road, close to the station of the North-Western State Railway, 
but it has boon recently domolisbod for the Bake of tho bricks! 

According to the Wikaint.i-JaUiig{ri, twenty lakhs of rupees worn 
sauctioped by His Majesty for the construction of the mosqua and 
the Tripolia street attached to it. « The Masjid was buiU under , 
the supci-intondence of Kliwilja Ajan. and throe bazars weio laid 
out to the cast, north, and south. Each street comprised two' 
hundred and seventy shops, furnished with upper storeys. His 
Majesty was in the of Agra, when a petition H as 

received, iiiforinbg him of the complGtion of this Masjid and the 
street, the meomg from tho rent of shops amounting to Es, SoOO 
a month." Wc arc informed that, on the recommendation uf Nili 
JahAii Begani, the king’s favourite wife, Maulvi Inayot Husein was 
nppoLnted teacher, and Hafiz Habib Imam to the mosque, besides 
fitly fcAorfims. or servants, who were permanently attacked to it.

the linuita of the modem city, and that the ym-ars, or quarters, 
noticed by the Mabomedan ^vriters rf the time of Akbar and hiJ 
two immediate suc^sore as the most populous, were the suburbs th" 
or portioua of the inhabited city boyond tie ipalk. That thefi© ^ ^ ® mwierfl

Such of it as stiJi remnitis within iho walb 
is apparently very populous. Tho streets were crow'ded to an ex*

In our evening rambles at 
Lahore, we had many opportunities of viewing this city* Tha an¬ 
cient capital extended from east to w'est for a distance of five milee, 
and an average breadth of threc^ as may bo yet traced by tha 
mins. Tlie mosques and tomb$^ wbieb have been more etably 
built than the houses, remain in the raidst of delds and cultivation

** 28tA Marc?t .—Left Lahore, passing under the walls of tho 
to^Ti^ end marched ten miles^ chiefly through mine of the ancient 
capital, which, in the time of the iloghal Emperors, must have ri¬ 
valled Delhi and Agra themselvea in extent. Lahore was f^mietly 
the capital of India, prenous to the MahomEdan conquerors set- 
iling themselves at Agra and Delhi ; and in those times was cola^ 
brated for Its great size and niagnihcencej beth now departed from 
it. Its modern grandeur (of which the mins of some few fine 
buildings still remain to show that it once csisted) it owes to tho 
Emperor DunruTOn-f- who established hU capitil here for some 
years, and made it his fav^orita residence."'! 


The traveller Alosson writing of Lahore in 1838, or one year Maj^od 'i 
before Kanjit^s death and seven year^ before annexation, says :— 


** Lahore, the capital of tho PanjSb and of tho territories of 
Ranjit Singh, is a city of undoubtecl antiquity, and has been long 
eelebrnCed Jor its extent and m.ignlfi.cciico« The extravagant 
praises bestowed upon it by the historians of HindustAii, must, how* 
ever, bo iindorstood ns applicable to n former city, of which now 
only the rtdos are seen. To it must also be refer rod the current 
proverb which asserte that * laphlhAg and ShiiAg unij^d wi^ iild 
Laho^ / The present city nGverthcloss very 
iSeusive, and comprises many elegant and important builclinga, 
. * . Without tho walU are scattered on all sides tho ruina of 
the ancient city which are still wonderful, and convey vast 
idE^as of the extent of qjicieut Lalioren Nmnerous tombs, and other 
atructurcs are still standing, some of them nearly entire * and such 
b their solidity that they seem, if not absolutely to foil old Time 
to yield to him almost imperceptibly/'§

At length/' w^rites Mr, Thornton, *•' tho inha¬ 
bited portion of the city was confined to the area surrounded by

Happily this state of tilings has now entirely changed.

the HLndn period at Lahore^ a eircninstaiice easily accounted for 
by the abamc^a of stone for building in the place or its winity. 

The ruthless hand, of the destroyer nuty possibly have some' 
thing to do with itj judging from the nunicrotis destructive 
invasions to which Lahore lias been subjected; but LahoiUt 
unlike Multdn^ the seat for many centuries of the worship of the 
great " Sun-Qod^ ” hns never been known to history as a place 
in w^bich the Hindu dcvat<is rejoiced, or which was held sacred 
by the followers of Brahma^ as being associated with their my- 
thology—causes w'hich in other towns, like Benares and nathum 
among others, have led to the conatmedon of religious edifices 
of mons or less importance and bcaut)\ Nor has it ever been, 
at any period, a place of attraction to pilgrims from other parts 
of India : but it has rather been a place which furnished sup' 
plies to the multitude who La all ages have looked to the mysterious 
flamea of Jw ala Mukhi, or the shrine of Thanesar, or the aacred bills 
of Amor Nath for the benefit of their own souls, and to tlie mnaing 
waters of the Ganges for the deliveraaoe of those of their dead. 

Moreoverp the impuUo given to the architectuml and sepulchral 
nrt of the country, by the Greek and Scythian conquest and civiJi' 
satiou, seems to have been limited to the countries west of the 
Indus, the cradle for so many ceuturies of Northern Budbism ; and 
the oouutriea east of the river do not appear to have come within 
the area of that influence. The Brahmans, unlike the Turanian 
Hindus, those patient and devoted tcmple^buildors/' whom they 
conquered, were not known as a race given to temple building, and 
these facts may sufBciently ejtplain the absence of old Hindu ar- 
chitectur^al renvains at Lahore. 

The Bhait'cyn-i'a-TTuitt .ind the Ch&nd-rdt in the viciiilty of ihe Btuilroii-ki 
village Ichrm throe miles west of Lahore, the temple of Lob in the 
Fort, and a Diuirmsdla aeai the Tahsil, descent to whidi from the i^h " 
level of the boitai is obtained by flights of steps, gjc the only 
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reiuainjj of any importaticse, of old Hindu poriod in Lahore, 
though we find little or nothing in th^n worthy of notice from an 
architootnral point of view« According to tradition^ tho neigh* 
bourhood of Jchra was the aiteof old Zjahore. Tbo vLUaga wa^ oaUed 
zind tbo name appeard on old dociimB^te^ and occa~ 
eionaUy on HundUi or natiTo bHIa of exchange^ on Lahore,

The Fathdn Period . — Thifl period extendiiMj from A. D_ 
1030 to 1526. The most distincti?e characteristics of Its architec* 
tuie are the use of overlapping arches and the great slope and ex- 
tenflive thickness of the wdJs. The only relics of this period wor¬ 
thy of note ate the Mwin Ata^jid and Skeron WdU m the 

citj^ both works of great solidity* with massive sloping waUa. 
Tho absence of PathAn architecture remams of importance leads 
to the inference that Lahore^ though a city of much importaaoe 
from a political point of vieWj had no architectural pretensions to 
boast of at that period. Indeed, as remarked by Mr. Thornton, 
Lahore, from an architcct^iral view, is easentially a Moghal city. 
It was not unlil the Mogkalg had become masters of the country 
that the taste for architectiuo sprung np. To their keen sensi¬ 
bility to the beautle-a of nature, to the vivid nesa and vigour of their 
imagination, and to their hrx=k and lively temper, do we ow'e the 
first impulse to the arts of architecture and horticulture in the 
country. 


Being born and brought up in a delightful and charming 
cenutry* country (the vale of Farghana) abouadiug in natural scenery 
hills* rivulets, a waving denaa foliage and green mcadowa, aud 
coming freeh from a country, the beauty of which he himself par¬ 
lays in the %vords, * Drbk wine in the citadel of Cibul and scud 
* round the cup w ithout stopping ; for it is at once mouataia and 
stream, town and deaerfc/ Baber looked oa the barren and treeless 
plains of the PaajAb with feelings of disgust and dismay, lu his 
unrivalled ^ irvjtnoirfi/ he complains veheuiontly of the ugly eights 
of Indian towns and the disagreeable character of the country ge* 
nerally. The country mid the iawm of HindusLftn,'^ writes the 
Choughdiiai Prince, are eKtrcmely ngly. Its towns and lands 
ail have a uniform appearance 1 its gardens have no waUfl ; the 
greater part of it is a level pluiu* , , , In Hindustan* if you 

except the rivers, there is little running water/^ Spealdng of the 
people, the Emperor says further on, Hindustan ia a country that 
has few pleasures to recommend it. The people are not hand* 
some. fFhey have no idea of tho charms of frieudlj society, of 
free coii“^®nation, or of familiar intercourse. They have no genius 
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no ^otnpffihenaion of mind, no poHtenea^* of nmimerj no kmdnesfl 
or foliow-feoling, no ingennity ot mechanical inventLon in planning 
or executing their hLEindicraft, no skill or knowledge in design or 
atcbitecture ; they have no good hotse^^ no good flesh, no graped 
or mnsk'^melonsp no good fruits, no ice or cold water, no good 
food or bread in their bazars, no baths or colleger, no candles, no 
torches, not eyen a candlestLck/'* And what Baber said with rea- 
pect to India and the Indians, was no more than truth, for be was 
no supgificial observer, but saw wlmt was to be fieen.f 

37nf Moffhal Period .—It fo, then, to the Moghal period that 
W 0 owe die stately and majestic monuments which not only furoi 
the chief ornaments of X^hoire, but to this day are the just 
pride of the more favored Mogbu! cnpitals—Dcllii and Agra. The 
chief characteristic of the architecture of the early Aloghai period 
is thq ornnmeDtation, consisting of tesselated er patterns^ 

in Various coloured stones^ or in glazed tiles. The flnest specimen 
of this is to be found in the mausoleum of Jahaugir, in ShAh. Dura, 
Labored The distinctivo features of the late Moghal period (by 
which term we mean the time of Shdh Jabdn and his sucoc^sorsj 
is the lavish use of glazed tiles, extensively employed for inside and 
outside decoratioD- It is to be regretted that the art of omamen- 
tation in glazed tiles of various colours has been totally lost to 
Ind in. Coloured tiles are manufactured in Lahore and MuLtdo, but th e 
color is faint, and the style poor; the process of covering tiles with 
a layer of glittering plaster and painting ia Evely and vi^id colours 
is now altogether unknomi. Tho ambdlishmeiits of this period 
also consist of colorings employespecially iu stucco medallions 
and arabcsq^uc traceriefl. 

The essential peculiarities of the Moghal architecture of nil 
periods are the overlapping arches^ high Persian doiues> tall minarete 
mid substantial vaulted roofs. The minarets, in most ceacs, tower 
high above the front arches and tho mnin domes. Thedomes them¬ 
selves invariably ctotm the mass of the building, giving it a bold¬ 
ness and dignity which testify to the genius of the architect^ wldlo 
the elaborate and intricate panelliugB and paintings inside impart to 
it a rich and most agreeable appearance.

Judging from the remoini of the MogHol period now exiating 
at Lfthorc, it could novor have rivalled Delhi in either the apleudour 
or the variety of ite ardutfsetare, yet the tomb of Jahangir, the 
Budahdhi Slagid, Waaij KhAn’e mosque, thl ShfUimor Gardena, 
andtheShish Mahal iu the palace, are not insignificant apeciiaens 
of arcbitecture, while, if wss coxild conceivo the front of the cittidol, 

With enamelled frescos and decorations, fresh and vivid, the ri^-er 

dotting at its base, the spoco intervening between the suburbs 
and the edge of lio river studded with beantifid gardens, the 
superb palace and gardens of Mirza IKmriln, exteuOing from 
Kowlaklia to the EAvi, the handsome mausoleums and pktui^ 
esqne gateways and parilious glittering with poreelmn in the midst 
of a luxuriant plantation outside the city walls, tho palace of 
Asif Khdn which had cost twenty lakhs of rupees, the atateiy 
edifices of WnairKhln in the heart of the city, and the Ti'ipoUct 
iSflcar* and its mosque, mentioned by Jahangir, wo should form an 
idea of what we have reason to believe liohore really was during its 
palmy days. 


We now proceed to give a description of such architeetural 
monuments and rcmainB of Lahore belonging to the period pre¬ 
ceding British rule,* os desert'o notice on account either of his¬ 
torical associations, or some other peculiarity attaching to them. 


1*—Tha At Shilh Dara, on the opfKysite bank of flavi, the Hydra- 

teum ^ of Greeks, three miles north-west of tbo town, on 

Jahauglr, Gie grand imperial road to Peshawar, is the mausoleum of Ja¬ 
hangir, the son and the successor of the groat Akbar, a mo¬ 
nument of surpassing beauty^ the finest ornament of Ltihoro, 
and the most ningnificent edifice iu India after the Taj and 
the Kutb, The entrance to this superb building is through two 
massive gateways of stone and masoniy opposite each other to the 
north and south. These lead to a square enclosure, or caravan 
serae, five hundred paces in length, with an interior court of four 
hundred paces, lined with ceils, which were intended for the ac¬ 
commodation of tiaveUers and mendicants who resorted to the 
momimcnt. From this enclosure is reached another, on a larger 
scale, giving a full view of the garden in front, about elx hundred 
yards square, which Is traversed by four-bricked canals proceeding 
from the centre, and in which innumerable fountains were intro¬ 
duced, but these are now in ruins. By a straight a n d brood path 
through the garden, we corns to a square platform of a reddish 
free stone. The entrance to this spacious quadrangle is gained by

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a handsome gateway of marble atid eiuimelp the whole structure 
being suTTOUuded with a or corridor, with celk lor the ac¬ 

commodation of the visitor?. The corridor is adorned with a pro¬ 
fusion of marble oroameota, arranged in a most elegant mosaic, re¬ 
presenting flowers and tenets from the Koran. The rosettes and 
arabesques over the niehea^ which arc executed with extraordinary 
skill and tnatc, and ajra in a perfect state of presenation, are parti¬ 
cular ly striking. Tho walls are decorated with paintings and in- 
ecriptions in mosaic of most chaste workmanship. A covered atair- 
cose of twenty-five steps on each side of the quadrangle leads to an 
imposing and splendid platform of tcsselatcd pavementj at each 
comer of which is a minaret four storeys high, inlaid with zigzag 
bands of variegated marbles and magniBcent blocks of yellow 
stone, and capped with a cupola of white marble rising to the 
height of ninety-five feet, and a winding staircase with sixty steps. 
The platform la 211 feet, 5 inches, square, and is most Imposing^ 
Prom the summit of these beautiflil towers, the most prominent 
features of the structure, a Ml view of the surrounding country Is 
obtained. The parapets of marble round the roof, and the elegant 
marble fret*work aurrounding the galleries of the minarets, which 
imparted a lightness to the structure, were removed by Eanjit 
Singh, who replaced them vrith masonry work. The marble fret¬ 
work of the uppermost storey has been recently restored by the 
British Government. 

In the interior of the mausoleum is an elevated sarcophagus 
of white marble, enahrining the remains of thn Einjwror, the aides 
of which are wrought with flowers of mosaic In the samo style of 
clogancc as the tombs in the Taj at Agm, On two sides ore most 
bcAndfully carved the ninety-nine attributes of God ; on the top is 
the following extract from the Koran

In tho sides of the body of the stmetttre are four large arehoa^ 
three of them elosed in with perforated marble screens^ tte fourth 
beini^ kept open for ingress and egress^ The pedestal on which the 
tomb stone stands^ is covered with beautiful atones let into the 
Hides. Even the shading of some of the roses and gther flowers is 
preserved by the different <5olors of tho stone* The floor and walifl 
of the chamber are of the purest marble. 

Jahangir, on his death at Rajiiouri, in KoshmiTj in 1627^ A. D.* 
expressed a wish to bo buried in the garden of his lovely and ac- 

Tht m kn- oomplisbEsd wife, Nut Jahan, at Lahore, colled the Bil-kmha^ thus 
ibt garden, the lost tribute of affection. He was accordingly bu¬ 

ried hcrc^ and this superb edifice was raised to his memory by his 
son and snc®ssorp Sb&b Jahan. 

Mahomed Sdleh^ in his Shah Jahun NanUM^ fiirnishea the fol¬ 
lowing particulars relating to the construction of the mausoleuia of 
Jahangir 
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" lib Miijcaty vaSj st hia owti desire, buried iu otte of the 
gardens across the Rdvi. Followtng the teaeta of thtf tSwlrri faith, 
and the example laid by his illiiBtrious ancestor Babar,* Hb Ha* 
jesty further willed that his tomb should be erected in the open air, 
so that the rain and dew of beaTCo might fall on it. In pursuance 
of thb will, the Emperor Shfih Johan, hb son and successor, built 
o lofty mausoleum of red sand'stone, measuring one hundred 
yards in length, round the tomb of hb father, the tomb itself 
having been built on a raised and open platform of white marble 
inlaid with precious stones and wrought with works of peculiar 
beauty. Notwithstanding the unpretending nature of the edifice. Cost ol 
the mausoleum took ten years to build, and cost ten lakhs of 
rupees. ”t

the cruel hands of Lahna Singh, one of the three Sirdars who gov*

by the ruthless vandalism of UelUiriya Ronjit Singh, who stripped 
it of most of its choicest ornaments to decorate the Sikh temple at 
I Amritsar. The Mahfiraja gave it as a residence to a French officer,

^ officer died soon afterwards. The apartments were subsog^uently 
given to Sultdn Muhammad Kb fin, brother of Dost Muhammad Khfin,

To tbe west of the 
i^'rae is a lati mosque, with three splendid domiw, wpported by 
arehtts, the m^dlo arch being lofty and decorated with flow ert of 
marble stone beautifully set in red sand-stone. The reservoir of 
water to the cast of the mosque is now fllled. up with earth. The 
gate to the cast leads to the innusaleum of Jahangir. 

The seivtfl was lately used as the manufacturing depot of tUe 
North-Western Railway, but has been now abandoned as such. It 
is unquestionably a handsome and spacious buildingp and might 
still be turned to good account. 

2.—T b o Opposite the tomb of Jahangir, to the west, on a detached 

piece of ground, enclosed by high wails of solid masonry’, is the 
tomb of ilirza Abul Hasan An/ Jah, the brother of Ndr Jahan, 
and Warir of the Emperor, It is built of brick, in the form 
of an octagon, and supports a bulb dome of the same mate- " 
rial. An/ Jah died on the 17th ShaMa, 1051 A. H. (1^34 
A, D.), or four years before his sister. According to MuUa Abdul 
Hamid, ioAori, author of the JSadsAoA A'amcr, who saw the com¬ 
mencement and the completion of thU edifice, it was biull by 
Shfih Jahan in four years, at a cost of three lakhs of rupi^. It 
is well-knoWD for the beautiful encaustic or glazed tiles which de¬ 
corate its arched entrances ; but of these decorations little is now 
left. The whole of the interior, with the floor, was covered with 
white marble, iuloid with costly stones, and the walls outside were 
embellished with a variety of stones, which were all removed by 
Benjit Singh to decorate the temple at Amritsar, and used portly in 
building the marble summer-house in the Hasflri Bagh of Lahore. 
Tlie edifice stands on a plotform, the side walls of which were co¬ 
vered with the red limestone. At each of the four COToera of this 
square is a reservoir of water, now, however, in ruins. The whole 
of this beautiful structure waa in the midst of u spadous garden 
with fountains of water and beautiful walks, traces of which are 
still to be seen. Like the Kivte of Jahangir's mausoleum, the high 
and majestic gate of the tomb is towards the south. The mosque 
attached to it has been converted into a private European resi¬ 
dence. 

The sarcophagus of the tomb is of pure marble, and the 
Arabic inscriptions on It are in the same style as ihoae on the tomb 
of the Emperor. 

Hi> path ^sty /oA, or Asif Khfin, was the father of Aijumand Bfino 
CmtiT* Begam, Queen of Shiib Jahan, comuioniy called the Taj Hahal, the 
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UJy ofthe Taj at Agi-a. He wa& oanmiMidcr of 9,000 personnel 
nnJ 9,000 horse^ and received from Shdh Jahnn tte title of 
ml-tiaida, KhAn-i Khdnan, SipahsaUr. His itakry, ea Ck>mjiiander- 
in-Cbiefi was sixteen crores, twenty lakbs of sici^ws. Or Rs, 40,50,000, 
and he hzid besides jagir^ yielding a revenue of five millions of ru- 
pees. He died at Lahore on the lOth NevembeTp l&tL tis se* i ^ 

venty-sacond year^ leaving a colossal fortune. His property at his Huiwedltb. 
death was valued at twenty-five milliopa of rupecSj and consisted of 
thirty lakhs of jewels, forty-two lakhs of rupees in gold mohaTS» 
twenty-five lakhs of rupees in aUver, thirty lakhs of plate, &€■> and 
twenty-three lakha of other property. His palaces, which he had 
built at Lahore, at a coat of twenty lakhs, were givtn to Shi- 

kob. This was the house in which he waa visited by Father Man¬ 
que, the Augustiniao. who had been entrusted by the Portugueae 

™meat of (Joa with the office of procuring the release of the 
^ , prisoners. ** Hhn he found,” writes Mr. Keene in his hiato* 

J‘jf Hmdustdn, quoting a work published at Rome by the Father 
' 1653^ " in a magnificent palace, gorgeously decomited w'ith 
paintings among which was a series illustrative of scenes in the 
life of St. John the Baptist. The Minister received Maarique most 
graciously, and promised that the Prior should be etdarged from 
confinement at once, if not liberated.'* 

A^f Jah left three sons and five daughEeni, among whom 
the fium of twenty lakhs of rupees in cash and valuables was distri* 
buted; the rest was escheated to the Crown, though the will of 
the deceased was that the whole of hia property on hia death should 
lapse to the Crown. 

Kear the mausoleum of Jahangir is the tomb of Niir Jahan S.—Tbe 
(i.e., light of the world), the consort of Jahangir, whose life 
is equally romantic and eventful. She died on the 29th Sha* bkn^ 
wal, 1055 A. H. (1638 A.D ), at the age of seventy^wo, and waa 
buried iu the structure which she had herself caused to be erect¬ 
ed* The marblo sarcophagus was of moat cbaite workmanship, 
being of the same size and quality as those of Jahangir and 
A^/ Jiih at the same locality, with the names of Qod in their 
various significations engraved on it. It bas^ however^ been re¬ 
moved, The vaulted rooms were all covered with marble and 
wrought with flowers of mosaic, but these were removed by Ranjit 
Singh.* It is now a plain buildiug of one storey, with four main 
arches, and eight obloug opeuings m the centre, with three rows of 
arches beyond, the whole diameter being liiS feet.

When Raojit Sbgh i^ippod the building of 
its cofitly omamontai atouea^ he had the barbmty to cause the sub- 
terranean room to be opened. What was discoYered was two cof- 
tins suspended to iron swings. The swings wore ruthloesly taken 
away, and the coffins biuriod under ground. The cdl was left open 
to bo desecrated by wild beasts. 

TJae hbtory The origmai njuxie of Nur Jahan, a heroine in the Moore^s 
■^f^drishAUi celebrated liUla Rukht Melir*iiii-Nisa {the sun of women). 

Jahangir called her Nar Slnhal (light of the Harem)j and she was 
also known by the mme Nur Johan (light of the world). She W'i±a 
the daughter of Ghios Beg, son of Khw^ja Muhammad Sharif^ a 
noble of Teheran. Adverse circumstances compelled QhiE^ Begr 
after the death of his fathePi to emigrate wlt^ his two sons and on 
daughter to India. Ho was plundered on the way^ and had or 
two mules Icft^ upoo which the members of the family altematc^^ 
rode. On hig arrival at CaudoMr^ hh wife gave birth to the cojlc- 
brated Nur Jahan. iu thdr destitution^ the porentSj despairing of 
being able to bring up the Infant, exposed it on the roadside. Malik 
Masudj the leader of a caravan which happened to be travelling by 
the same route^ saw the abandoned child ; and full of compassion, 
and struck by iu beauty, ho took it up and employed its own mo¬ 
ther as its nurse. He was known to Akbaij and through him 
GMas Beg was introduced to His hlajesty at the Court in Fatebpor 
Bilal Kur Jahan^s mother had free access to the Harem of the 
Emperor, and her daughter was her constant companiom As Ndr 
Jahan grew up/her exquisite beauty, grace, and loveliness created 
a groat Eoosatioa at Court, Priuc# Salem, afterwards Juhangir, 
then in the prime of his youthi was duzxlcd with her chamia^ The 
passion was mutuolp but she had already been belrothed to a brave 
young Turkoman, named All KuU Beg. The matter having reach¬ 
ed the ear of Akbar, Ndr Mahal was married to her betrothed and 
sent to Bengal- Jahangir had, however, been scarcely a year on the 
throne when be commkaioned hm foster-brother, Qulb-ud-dLa, tg 
procure for him the object of his bve. Ho went as viceroy to 
Bengal, and mooted tho matter to Ali Kuli Bcgi then known by the 
title or sobriquet of Sher Afgm, or the ^ lion quelier/* to whom 
Akbar had given a large estate in Burdwan. Sher deeply mor¬ 
tified at the haughtiness of the demand, drew hu dagger, stabbed 
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thfl viceroy to the heart, and wm hlmfielf cut to pieces by the 
guards. Nur Jahas was sent to Agta, where she remumed four 
years, in chaste Gecltision, in the fipoitreenta of Sultdoa Hukia Be- 
gam, daughter of Mina Hindal, Akbar's chief widow. It was on a 
new year’s day festival tha«^ the Emperor happening to cast hia 
eye* upon her, bis passion for her was rekindled. She becamo the 
Queen of the Eas t, and her influence was paramount. The Emperor H«r Influ- 
writes of her ; “ Before 1 married her, 1 never knew what mar- the 

riage realty meant.” Her fascinating beauty and her virtues went 
hand in hand with her talent* and ^visdom, and her lasting influ¬ 
ence over the Em|)cror, and his counsellor* was beneficial alike to 
tlie interests of the State, and the Court which she embeUished by 
her taste. Her name was associated on the coin with that of the 
Emperor, in the graceful terms,

She was the Queen Regent, and, with the exception of the 
ATiaffei (prayer for the reigning monarch), she enjoyed all the pri¬ 
vileges of royalty. Her fathor, who was made Prime Minifitcr, re¬ 
ceived a flag and drum, which he was allowed to beat at Court, a 
rnropriiidlcge. Her eldest brother, Mirza Abu Talib, surnaraed 
Shaista Kh6n, was made governor of Bengal, and, as such, is often 
TOentioacd in the early history of the East Indio Company. Her 
other brother, Mirza Abul Hasan Ati/ Jah, was raised to the com- 
nmiid of 9,000. Her nurse, Dilir^m, held the post of sarfr of women 
[Sadr-ttn-iiisa). She gave the tone to fashion, and possessed much 
taste in adorning apartments and arranging feasts. She had no 
children by Jahangir, and, on his death and the capture of Shahr- 
yar, fifth son of the Emperor by his Hindu wife, to whom abo had 
given her daughter (by Sher Afghan), Ladli Begam, iu marrisgc 
her influence ceased, fihilh Jahau allowed her a pension of two 
lakhs of rupees per annum. She oceasionolly composed Persian h„ 
poems, and, like Salema Sultfin Begum, second wife of Akhar and 
Zebun-Kisa Bcgam, the accomplished daughter of Aurmigzeb, ’’ 
wrote under the OMumed aamo of Makbji. fiho was the epedal 
patroness of orphan girls, and marriod not less than five hundred of 
Buch girls with her own funds. She made many invenUons in fe¬ 
male dress, and designed new patterns for jewelry. 
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HcT EkibiBT, Mina Ghias Beg, surnamed died at KtiagrAi 

GhJIiw ^ Kaahmlr, in 1622 , and was buried ia a fine 

leum built by hia imperial daughter at Agra, The Mina fell ill 
while Jahangir and Nir Johan were on their way to Kasbrair. Th.e 
Aq««i4oi«, imperial couple were recalled from a Tifit to Kangra fort, and 

rived in rime to find the Mirza dying. Pointing to her impe^ 
huslond, Ndr Jahan a&ked her father whether he rccogniied him. 
The dying tnan cited in answer the following verse of Anwari,

He died a few hours afterwards. Jahangir writes in the Ta:aJt 
that the Mlrza died of a broken heart, as he had lost hifl affcC' 
tionate wife throe monlha and twenty days before.

For more than half a century hi^ the impetuous 
Kamran. aneiort Rdvi struggled to annihilate its wall", 

whose feet it waahw, but. with the eiception of a ^ition wash* 
ed away at n time boyond the memory of the living genera* 
tion, the edifice stands quite unaffected by the ebb and flow of 
the maiestic river, 'He building is made of solid m^oary, and 
its appearance on the banks of tbe river is impoaitig and picturesque. 
The founder knightly Batar an 

brother of the adventurous Hutiiaj dn, both founders of the JloghiJ 
Empire in HindustAn. It was aituated in the mi^t of a 
garden, which was one of the earliest laid out lu India ^ ® 

ghnls, coming fresh from a iuiimant country nbounding m ver* 
3flnt vcfietaticn and rich and green gardens. The Bivi then 
flowed at a diatance of two milta from its present bed. inasmuch as 
it washed the city walls. In the time of Muhammad Shiih, the 
river having changed its cmirse, most of the gardens laid out by 
the Moghal OmcraKs were swept away, and the garden of Hirza 
{^WLifin shored the same fate.

The inscription i>hDWS that tlie mosque was built in 1673 A. D. FW££ KhU, 
for Aurangzrb, by Fidai Khfiu. tho fo&tei>bn)thcr of the Empeiw, 
mentioned by Bernier, as the gnat Moghol'a Master of Ordnauce! tS» 

According to Khiddi<iU-ul-T(iitfdrilch,f tbe mosque was built at n *"^‘*^*' 
cost " excectllng sii kkhsof tupcea, ” and the roveaueg of Mult^u 
vrere assigued for its support. 


The facmlo of the archway measures CG feet, 10 inches long. 
The arched entionco opens on a large quadrangle, or court^yard 530 
feet Lmg, N. and S,, and oU" feet long, E. and W., paved with solid 
bricks, each seat for prayer being decorated with a njirom- Kli»^h 
marble border. The floor le, however, much out of repair. In the 
centre is a reservoir of water for the ablutbus of the faithful. To 
the west of the square is the mosque itself, the roof of which is 
surmounted by three superb cupol is, or domes, of white marble, 
crowned with pinnacles, or spires, of brass, riebly guilt and placed 
upon drums out of which they emeige in a curve, presenting an 
appearance resembling the form of a balloon. Under the domes of 
the mosque ia the priaeipal hall, with several arched entrances, 
facing the east; beyond this ia another linll with arched entrances:

Th« pulpit Towards the wefitem extremityj in the compartment beneath 
the central dume^ is a hanckoina niche, or recess, luoking towards 
Mecca. The spot hare ia expressly Bet apart for preaching and 
prayer, nnd on the pul[iit close by was read by the high priest, on 

Th rri every Friday, the litany for the house of Tymdr. On this are now 
«n fai oflered, with a ferrent heart, prayers for the long life of Her* Most 
prwi^^ ^ Gracious Imperial Majesty the Qaecn-Empress of iDdlit. 

Tki] yilaxk^ Each comer of the q^uadimgk has a minaret of red Band'Stonc, 
tall and majcfiiic^ towering iibove every qthef'object, and seen for 
many caiJes. Although simple ia their design,, ancl plain in their 
appearance* tho towers stand conspicuous for their magnitude, 
solidity and Blze, and can not fail to impress tho ob^r^^er with their 
o>losfia1 and solemn grandeur^ The height of each minaret is Md 
feet, 6 inches; its circumferoncaouUido G7 feet, and insido SJ feet. 
'Fhe mlnareta have lost onestoreyj and were surmounted with eupolos 
which were dangerously shaken by an earthquake in I34fl, and 
consequently had to be removed* Access to their summit is gained 
by a flight of narrow Steps of red saud-stoue in the interior, and 
from the top an interesting idcw of the surrounding country is 
ubtained. Upon these towers Sher Siugbe during hb celebrated 
siege of the citadelj in January 1S41| posted his niatchlcN:k men, 
who, with their fiery weaponSp spread destruction in the ranks of 
the besieged Dogras, the aupporten of Maharanl Cband Hour, 
widow of the imWik Khsrak Singhi The bombaTtlmenti resulted 
in the defeat of the Rilni and the eoronation of Sher Singh* 
When Blm Singh, on the murder of Bher Singh and Dhian 
Singh, besieged fhe SindKiatiwIil^. be placed or 

light guns, used in the mountain warfare of Kashmir, on the 
summit of the miu^rA w^bich overlook the fort. Him Singb, 
as we know, triumphed and became mjir in the place of bin 
kthft. 

Arciidfid q^he iiorlh ami BOuih ot the quadraugk are overshadowed by 
rows of fine tree* of the Indka species^ and lined with arcaded 
rooms, originally in tended for the accomiuodarion of the students 
belonging to the mosque. Similar rcoma exktod along tho oaxtern 
boundary of the edifice ; but theao were demolished by tho British 

anthoritica. 

A recent distingutshed tfnvelkr (Lord Connemaml thus des¬ 
cribes the t'fket of the red ftand-stone JWid white marblw in tlie 
ipiiadranglc vf thifi superb and elm sic mosque The effect of the 
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red flatid-£teiie and white marble, relievt-d by ii<>rhiiig but gr^en 
traes within the 3qiuire if ?ery fimplc:, atid I thtnk very impresfive. 

The wingf of the jay fiuppLied the only other bit of colourp and 
the creaceut mooUj just visible iti the daylight, looked down upon 
its not unworthy temple.'' 

It U related that the nmterhila of this njoeque were originally 
collected by D£rfi Sbekoh for the construction of a Hpacious mau 
soleiim over the remaUi of illan Mir, hie fpirkvial gaide t but, be¬ 
fore he could nccoiupUfb his design, lie met his death at the hands 
of Ids crafty brother, Aurang^ebj who^ on aseeudiug the thronct 
coniifcatod the materinls^ and used them in building the mosque 
bearing his name. 

The mosque waf used as a maga^sine and place for keeping 
military stores by Mnhardja Ranjit Singh, but was rcitored to the 
Mahomedans by tho British Governmeiit in tS56. 

TAe relics o/ th€ Prophet aiul his su^essors^ In the up- Th« nlifii 
per storey of the splendid Mchway of the mosque are kept^ In gJasa 
coses^ the relics of the Prophet Mahomed and of some of his sue* 
cessoTS and the loaders of the faith of Isltiiti. They eompriso a 
green turbau worn by Mahomedp with a cap^ round which it was 
tied j a green coat worn by him ^ n dawk or wadded countarpsime^ 
with white and red stripes, used by him ; bk white trousers ja 
slipper of Mahomed ; the mark of his foot impres;^ on a sandal 
coloured stone^ and his white banner^ with verses of Kur^u embroi¬ 
dered on it. 

There are also the first chapter of the Kur^, in the hand-writing 
of 'All. in Kufi cbnraclers^ on a white paper ; bis cap with a turban 
tied round it, and a Ttiwdr (TalUman) belonging to hinij written on 
an old paper. 

There are the embroidorod handkerchiefs of Patimai daughter o( 
of Mahomed^ aud her embroidered carpet ; fcjiirabs Fasin. and 
lVms<i/ai, in Kufi characters, written by Huscin i his aandal co- of HiuDia, 
lored folded turbau, cap and banner, and hia handkerchief, sprin¬ 
kled with bloiDd ; a turban worn by Gbaus-ul-Azam, hla qnilt and of Ghaui- 
his prayer carpet; some red earth from Kcrbek ; a decayed tooth, 
believed to be of Uwaig Kami ; a cover of the PropheFs tomb, and 
tho <sovers of the tombs of Hasan, Husein, and Ghaus-ul-Azam. The 
Mahomedans pay the highest respect to these mlka of the leaders of 
their faith. They were kept in the Palace of Miftors in the fort, but 
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were subsequently made over to the ^tuliomedan^ and axe now 
kept at this place/

The fort* or citadel of Lahore* occupies the north-weat angle ^ ^ 

of the city* It is surrounded by a high bridt wait of considerable ^ 
strength* with loopholes for musketry^ and was built by Akbar on 
the site of the old citadel* The entrance to tho fort is by an outer 
gate on the west, which is guarded by English soidieri. On the 
loft, in a space of about fifty yards betweeti the outer walb and 
the palace front are o^ceedingly curious and interesting decora- 
tions^ of a kind of porcelain enamel* representing ptocesalons and 
combats of men and animals depictured on tho fnjnt wall of the 
palace. Sir Thomas Herbert, Bt,| w^ho saw Lahore in 1626* or ^ 
one year previous to Johangir^a death* gives the folio wing account 
of the palace in bis * Traveb into Africa and The ac¬ 

count is iutereating, as giving an idea of the great Moghnl^s Court 
at Lahore and the condition of the citadel more than 250 years ago. 

Within the castle is a palace entered by two gates* giving 
passage into two courts, the last of which points out two ways* Awunt&f 
one to the king^s Darbar and where* according to cus- 

tom, he daily shows himself to his people* the other to the Dewan 
Kh<iAf where every evening from eight to eleven he dbcouises with 
the OnieroAs.

ghats with long coats, lloghals sword In hand, horsomcn throwing 
the spear, processions of oflicJViAs on elephants, with horsemen and 
foot soldiers in their train, representations of camel fights, ele¬ 
phant 6ghts, lions hnnting the deer, Moghals carrying banners and 
waving cAccurts, buglers and inaco-bearers. On the arches are re* 
presentations of fairies with wings. These representations, as also 
the Hindu character of the details of ccrtwn buildings in the fort, 
such as the red-stone consoles, supporting the entablature of the 
quadrangle of Jah&nglr, which are of elephants and other conven¬ 
tional animals, prove that the precepts of Islam, which forbid the 
making an<l painting of the f^ures of living creatures, were not 
too rigidly enforced. The w'orship of the sun by Akbar, Jahangir 
and Shdh Jahfin, the construction of two stone B^jputa mounted 
on two stone elephants by Shdh JahAn at Delhi, as representative 
of Patta and Jaymal, who sacrificed their lives to save Chittor 
from Akbar, and finally the peacock throne of Sh&b Jat&n, were 
all indications of a Hindu propensity. Shah Jehdn revived the 
Hindu custom of laying the foundation of public buildings in 
human blood. Several criminals were slaughtered at new Delhi, 
and their blood shed on the foundadons of the city. A stair-case 
in the Shalimfir gardens of Lahore is pointed out where a boy 
had been sacrificed, by order of the Emperor, on the occasion of 
the laying of the foundations. 

The fort and palace extend from east to west for about 300 j 
feet. They were the work of four Emperora On the extreme 
east are the foundations of the palace of Akbar ; next comes the 
quadrangle of Jahangir, flanked by two tower-likc abutments, and | 
lastly, there is a curtain wall between two hcxagoual towers, said I 
to have been built by Shdh Jah^n, with additions by Aurangzeb and ’ 
the Sikha. 

.After the first gateway, guarded by English soldiers, comes an- 
other La the same direction, called the “ HAtht Pdon,” or Elc- way. 
phant’s Foot Gate/' because the ladies of the Harem, when going 
out for an airing, passed through it on their elephants. It consists 
of a large and lofty gothic arch, and is decorated with enamelled 
tiles, or porcelain work. Over the on trance is the following in¬

Th^ tower was commeaceci in the aineteoath year of Jtdianglr^s 
rei^ ; but the forru biiving beoii disapproved of^ it wa^ built anew 
according to the plans famished by Yamiii-mi-daulm n^sif KMn 
and other englneera. The lofty tower and the palAcee attaobed to 
it now no longer exiat^ but the g^teway^ with the inaeriptioP on it^ 
ptill stands. 

Towards the north-west of the fort was an old gale which The 
is now closed. The barracks close to it are used os Commis- 
sariat godowua. To the north of those godowns^ in a deep boU 
low* enclosed by wolls^ is a small of lioh, the son of 

HainiL, $St^r whose namoj according to the tradition, Lahore was 
founded. The surface of this taaruf^ is on thesatuo level with 
the ground outside the citadel^ and this fact plainly indicates the 
ancient origin of the Tn/ander^ which must have existed here long 
before the citadel was built by Akbar. Towards the north of the 
7}>an{£i^ of Loh were the apartments of the royal ladies, the sub¬ 
terraneous rooms of which aliU exists and are a^ed as godowua for 
wines. 

The fort presents the aspect of an ordinary barrack squara^ Tas IM- 
contiinlng aooommodation for detachments of European troops, wMa-'Ana, 
Artillery and Infantry, extensive magaiiincs and stores^ The bar¬ 
rack in the centre was formerly the Throne Room of ShAh JahAu 
The Z)iitfaa-i-^nb or general HeJI of Andiencej is a long apartment 
gupported by many piUars. According to the Sdtdi, of Maho¬ 

med Sfileh, idAort, when the ooustruction of this edifice was com¬ 
pleted^ His Majestyj after consulting the astrologen, entered it in a 
propitious hour and took his royal seat in it.

H The D^wa7l-i~Khas^ ot private AudLc&co HaHp ia a suite of 
epncious cbambcrs, now, bowever. converted into aoldiors' quartcre. 
In the hall of Public Audience the Emperor daily presoiited Limflelf 
in atate. As he took hia royal scat, the great State kettlcf-dnnns 
struck up the martial strain from tbe yatkarkhnnd, or music 
gallery opposite. A glittering pageant of aoldieia, clad in armour, 
and steel-capariaoncd horses and elephants, passed in review before 
him. " But meanwhile,” writes Mr. Thornton, " there issued from 
an empty tomb immediately m front, which has now disappeared 
the voice of a HuUfi reminding the Shdh-in-Shdb from time to 
timo that he too must die like Other men.” Aecordiag to Bernier, 
on intelligeut and thoughtful Iravellet, who applied himself dili¬ 
gently to invoatigate the state of the Moghal Government and em¬ 
pire, the daily procession lasted for upwards of an hour ; but oot- 
witbstaiidlng the time wasted on those displays, a largo amount of 
business was got through, and the Emperor, with all his love of 
ease and pleasure, applied himself closely to public business, and 
never remitted his vigilance over bis internal government. Haro 
the princes, ambassadors, grandees and nobles, the great Khins, 
Kairabs, Rajas, and Mahtirajas, prostrated themselves before the 
great Moghal. Tberc was a fimt rail which separated the common¬ 
alty from the nobility, whero the visitor mode his first raveronco. 
Thence he was ted,through the assembled nobles, to the rod rail 
where he made his socoud roverencic. Then he ascended three 
steps to the platform and paid his third reTcrence, the herald each 
lime repeating with a loud voice : “ Lo, the ornament of the world ' 
Lo, the asylum of the tinttoue I Kiog of Kings, Bhdh Jah&n Bad- 
8h4h SofoBifft 1 just, fortunate and victorious!" Hero he found 
himself amongst princes, ministers and lords of great fortune and 
wealth. His eyes dazzled with the splendour and magnificence of 
the court. 
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I El the endastire fronting the pultiiie thfjr^ 10 a mined building 
on Rircheg, immediately beneath a marble paTilion w'ith perfomted 
lattice-work. This was the place where the grandedfl of ihc court 
assembled each morDlog to receh^e the Emperor's eommands, 
through the Arz Begi, or usher. The parilios of marble arches over 
it IS the Khu^ab^dk of Shdh Jah&n. Here he retired to sleep among Ttie KliTrub- 
his Harem, guarded by the Tartar guards. On rising in the mom-^ 
itigy he showed himself at the marble wLndowa to the graudeea^ who 
gathered below to do him homage; they stood at distances according 
to their respective rank* He place was at one time used as a gaxrisoo. 

Church, but now serves military purposes* The greater iChwab^dh Tbfl 
or sleeping palace, is a specimen of the architecture of Jahnoglr. 


Beyond the Throna-roomi and westward of the barrack b, is the ms 
Moti Masjidp or Pearl Mosque^ tho work of Johaugfr, now used as 
the Gove to meat Treasury, This was the Cftapd H&^al for the 
ladies of the rmperial Harem. The structure ia chagtep simple, and 
majestic, and the finely swellmg domes, of pure white marble^ 
make it iha nearest approach to the lustre of a pearl. The court 
for worshippers measures 50 feet, from north to south, and 33 feet 
from east to west. The following Persian injcriptiou ig recorded 
over the arched entrance leading to the outer court

The 
tower is a most spacious edifice, which, to refined elegance and 
taalc of design, unites exquisite beauty and grnee. This handsome 
reUc of departed greatness has been most conaidera^y allowed to 
remain unafiected by the modern necessities of military life, and, 
though tlie costly marble parilion ascribed to the time of Aiirang* 
zeb, known as the Naulakhfi, ot the edifice which cost nine lakhs, 
has lost much of the inlaid work of its cundlmear roof, an d is out 
of repair, it slUl attracts by its purity of design and delicacy of 
structure. It is tastefully decorated with flowers wrought in pr^ 
cious stones, and the eaitreme minutencsa of the inlaid work of the 
roof and the finish of ita execution commands the admiration of the 
The Slihh visitor. The SAisA Mahal, or palace of mirrom, the work partly of 
MsJml. JahAn aud partly of Aurangiceb, is elaborately decorated with 

sparkling mosaica of glass, or small convex mirrors of different co¬ 
lors. set in arabesque patterns of white cement, presenting a most 
brilliant and gorgeous spectacle. The woodco panelled ceilings of 
the rooms leading to the upper tower are richly painted siud gilt, 
la the court-yard is a beautiful reservoir of water, with [a platform 
in the midst, having Jets rfeau at each comer. A view of the ex¬ 
tensive parade ground is obtained through an exquisite latticed 
sereeD of white marble at the northern end of the haU, and an ori¬ 
fice in mosaic pavement gives free admission to the delicious cool 
air from the river side, which, in the time of Jahsnihr and his two 
immediate successoia. flowed under the fort walls. Underneath 
the Burj building ore extensive Bubterraneous rooms, now 

used os a store-house for wine. 

„ Itob, From the lofty vantage point of the Regal Tower a beautiful 
the Iteesl .yievf it obtained of the varied bustle and life of the city, its wind* 
ing streets, its ^ded minarete and domed palac&A On the north 
the river winds its amuous course, like a streak of sUvor. A wide 
expanse to the west jHresents to the view the waving foliage of 
trees, luxuriaut vegetation, green gardens and extensive cultivated 
tracts, while in the distance to the cast are picturesque turrets^ 
steeples, andent monuments and domes, standing in awful eolittide, 
a strange contrast to the busy markets of the town in the imme¬ 
diate outskirts. 

The chambers of this toy el edifice hare witnessed many an 
important changes.

Here did th^ pompoua Sh^h lahdn and the politic Aurang^ob, in their 
turns, convene their State councLla, and here did the complaisant 
Bahadur Sh&b hold bis neUgions dzscourses with the Mullahs of 
Laliore. It w&a the fa’S'orite reaidence of sncccsaive Mahomedan 
Viceroya of Laborci ftom the time of Bahadur Shdh to that of the 
Sikh asoendeocyi The thTcc Sikb lords of Lahore did here, in their 
timo, thinking themselves free from the vexatious of the werldjK retire 
to become immersed in barbarouB pleasure ; and here did Ranjit, of 
modem fame, form hia plans of conquest and nggrandisement and 
hold state receptions, finally, the Shi^h Mahal ia celebrated as the 
place where the sovercighty of the Panjab ^vaa formally ceded by 
the successors of Ranjit to the representathes of the English Queen. 

Opposite the hall of mirrors b an arcade closed in with glased T h a A r- 
wrindows and doors. This b the armoury, which contains a most 
interesting collection of arms and weapons of meduevnl and modem 
times, formerly belonging to the Sikh government. There are 
murderoui maces, ponderous battle^xea, musketSj rifles and a 
flail called the morning star,” a kind of whip, oE, handle, lash 
HQd terminal knot alike, of iron. There are also silver-plated hel¬ 
mets and cuiraises, or breast-plated, of the French and Italian offi¬ 
cers in the employ of the Sikh government, iron dubs and caps 
wora by the Sikhs, steel diielda exhibiting tha rays of the sun, 
and moequitoone* or bell-mouthed pbtols, called ' tigor's whelps.*

The knobs repreaenting the queens^ arc crownedi while plain knobs 
mark the sacrificea of the equally devoted but less I^^l wives, the 
slave girls* Two more knobs are in honor of two pigeons who^ 
being accidentally enveloped in the great mass of dameSj were 
burnt, and are given the honor of i, or self-^criflce. A few 
drops of ram fell when the Mahir&ja^s body was in the course of 
bumingt and the credulous bolieved that even the sky could noti^ 
strain shedding tears on the death of the much beloved Mabdri^ja. 


The marble Bdrddari of Devi in one of the chambers, was the 
property of MahArdni Jind&n, mother of Dalip Singh^ who, on her 
removal from Lahore, made a gift of it to the mmadA. In the 
small niches of the side waUs are placed the marble mmges of the 
Hindu gods, which are worshipped by the disciples of the Guril.

The building was commenced by Kharak Singh, but his un¬ 
timely death provontod him from ccmploting it, Sher Singh ese^ 
cuted part of the work, but it could not be finiahed until the latter 
period of Dalip Singh "e reign. The marble arches of the interior 
were once in a dangerous state, but were damped with iron, and 
strengthened with fresh materials, by order of Sir Donald Macleod^ 
late Lieutenant-Governor, Within the enclosure of the s^madh 
long bearded Sikh priests will be found reading the Graiiih, or the Tbs r«d. 
Sikh acripturesi over which is revereatinlly wavod a t^hauri, or fan 
of peacock-feathers, an emblem of sanctity. The Eiiar, so fondly 
heard by Nannk from his faithful diadple Marddna, is played, and 
Sacred hymns, describing the doods of their valorous GunSj, aio 
sung with fervor and enthusiasm. Ihe whole thing is done in a 
most orderly way ; the dmatings are heard with absorbing atten¬ 
tion, and solemn silunce is observed throughout the proocedings. 

The redtah over, the voluminous books are carefully wrapped up 
in casiss of rich silk doth, and the assembly departfl, favourably im¬ 
pressed with^the sacri^d ^scene, but stm more thankful to their 
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rulers, luidei" wbom^ without fear of outward oppres^ioiip they 
the valued privilege of observing their reli^omi ritca.

forme the principal part of the Sikh scriptures. He gave ^he 
Bikha fixed rules of religious and moral conduct, and during his 
ministry the principles of Naimk took a firm hold on the minds of 
his followers. Be made Amritsar the reude^ous of the faiihfulp 
the central point which shonld attract all the disciples of the 
Gurd to a bond of union, and the little hamkt^ with its pool, be¬ 
came one of the most populous cities of the East. Arjen had a 
quarrel with Chandii Shah, Jahangir's Hnmce Minister at Lahorfip 
whohmi offered his daughter in mairii^e to the Guru's son, by 
whom, however, the alliance had been rejoeted The Guru waa 
represented as favoring the party of Khusrow, the Emperor's rebel¬ 
lious son, who had obtained temporary poBsession of tho PanjAb.

A ihd»ii<ind, or awnings of rich silk dotht is stretched over 
the main part of the structure, which stands on a marble platform, 
surrounded by ndlings of the same material. The ceUing is richly 
decorated with tracery ia stucco^ inlaid wtb fragments of looking- 
glas:3. In a large cup of stone^ affixed to the ground^ Bhanff, or 
hemp-leaves, are pouaded, to supply intoxicating liquid to the

It k aitq at- 11-—The 
ed close to the fifaati Gate of the city, opposite the eaetem walla 
of the fort. As the inscription on the northern gateway ahows^p 
it was bidlt in 1023 A-H. (1614 A. B.), during the reign of Jahan- manL 
gir, by his mother, Manam Zamaai. According to the Ain-i-Ak- 
hari^ she was the daughter of Raja Behari Mai, and sister of Raja 
Bbifgwan Das. The style of the building Is tramsltioaal betiveen 
the Pafchan and Moghat. Its massive domes, one large and two 
side one^* and bulky lurebes, are in the old Pathan style, but the 
gatewayii, the bnlcooies and the aide-rooms are more Mogbal in their 
cooatructlon than Pathan. The uio^no k sunnaiuited with four 
arched towers, one at each corner- ft is built of bricks, cemented 
by cbunaia of the best quality, so esceUent, indeed, that the 
strength of the building seems to depend entirely on its adheaiva 
properties. Id the centre of the court-yard of the mosque Ls a foun¬ 
tain of water for the ablutions of tho faithfii]. The ilasjid was 
used by Raujit Singh as a gnu and powder manufactory, and on 
that account came to be called the B^^rtU^kham iVaii Ma^id* 

The establishment was under the superintendenco of Jawahar Mal^ 

Mistri. The mosque was restored to the Mdiomcdans by Major 
McGregor, Deputy Commissioner of Lahore, in 1850, together with 
the shops and houses attached to it. It has recently been repaired 
from subscriptions raised by the Mahomedairs.

Subsequently^ he became a mzmtifachirer of 
spectacles. Having then become the disciple of Rahman ShAb^ a 
iVau^AaAi Faqift he becirme a tnctel faqir. Raja Hina NAth had 
Tory great reverence for him. The Bsja used to come to him daily, 
and reposed the most implicit confidence in his fqiiritual aid. He 
used to offer him thousands of rupees, but the fnqir squandered 
the money, and was quite indifferent to what waa given him. In 
his fits ho often hit the Raja with stonca and abused him, but the 
bttei, instead of being annoycd^ ascribed it to good will on hU 
part. He died in 1854 , and waa buried in the grave which Reja 
Dina KAth had built for him during the faqir's life^ticne.

The tomb of Sharf-un-Nisa Began, commonly known as tho 15 —Tho

tween that garden and the city. The tomb is peculiarly situated gain, 
on an elevated aquam, about a storey in height, and is decorated 
with enamelled fresco design.

She was in 
the habit of reading the Koran for one hour daily in this tower, 
which she asoended by means of a wooden stoir^case. After per¬ 
forming her devotions, she deposited the Koran hero with a jewel¬ 
led sword. This practice was repeated by her every day until her 
death. Before death sho expressed a desire to be buried in this 
tower, and her wUl was carried out, the Koran and the sword being 
placed on the soreophsgus, u eipressly desired by her, and the

Ea&t of Begampnra is an old building of octagonal form, called 
the Eagga Gmnbaz, or the “ white tower/' The dome, or tower, 
has been destroyed, hut the walls which eupported it, stand on a 
raised platform* in the midst of which is the tomb oi Tabya Ehdn* 
eon and sucoesoor of Nawdb Zakaris Khdn, Khdn Bahadur^ 
Even the grave haa been dtig tip by the briick-»cllerS| and* on my 
visit to the spot,* I saw only a hollow with a jal tree growa in it. 
The tomb is situated in the cultivated lands now belonging to 
Ilahi Bakhsh, Lambardar of Begampura, which are irrigated by an 
old and large well south of the tomk Between this and the tomb 
of Sharf-un-Hisa (the pS^rtp-^ahi Maqbara) la an old Bdrddari in 

which the cattle of the zemindars are now tothoted.f 

When, after the tragedy which ended in the murder of Chand 
Koui, widow of AfaLirdja Kharok Singh, fiber Gingh came to 
Lahore at the Invitation of Dhian Singh, he first alighted in this 
Oumbnz, and from this place weat to where he 

was saluted^ hlahilTija of PanjAb by the soldiery- fiber Smgfa re- 
garddl this Gumbaz as fortunate^ and was in the habit of coming 
hero.

On enquiry from the people of adYswccjd 
age 03 to the reason of the saint ^ing so 6tyied| I was informed 
that Ranjit Singh had located a portion of bit troops about this 
quarter. Tho nien of the corps acted indiscreetlyi and some of 
them were bitten by snakes and diE^d- The troopers were terrified, 
and the locality was nbandoned under the belief that the saint's 
displeasure on account of the injudicious use of it was the cause of 
the calamity, and thenceforward people called him Pir Stby>ow-» 
ivalfX. The place is now under cultivation onallsidcs^ the platforui 
gtanding in the midst of green fields.

Sbaliiwor^ to the northj is the village Begampura. The place 
abounds with architectural monuments of the ^loghal periodj and xnalns of 
is of much antiquarian interest. Ha\ing been founded by Bcgam B egam^ 
Jan, mother of Zokaria Khfm, sumamed Khan BahMur Khdnj P^im 
Viceroy of the Punjab during the reign of tluhammad Sh4h, it iSj 
after her namCp called Begampura. The place wa?5 in the height of 
its splendour in tho time of Khdn Ealiil Jur^ who livecl here with 
his family* and adorned it with sumptuous palucesj elegant gardens^ 
nioaques^ tanks, aqueducts, baths and taverns. Some conception 
of its mngnlficcnce may be formed from the fact that the Viceroy 
of Lahore, availing himself of tho weakness of the Court of 
Delhi, had aseumed tho power of a satrap, and the whole wealth 
of tho Panjiib flowed into the palaces of Begampura for the 
period of twenty-one yeara (1717-1738 A. D,), during which the 
PanjAb was peacofuL ‘*Safc fora tlmCp^' observes Hr Thornton, 
in hia palace of Begampura, ho viewed with complacency the fail¬ 
ing powers of the house of Tymiir, and the rise of the Mahmilag/* 
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The placc^ diiTin^ the reign of Ranjit Siiighj wii$ in the pos- 
seeRigii af Otibb Singh ^ Pobowemdia. The Sithi loTcUed! irmny of 
its buildlai^ ^Itb the ground, both before the afioendancy of Em^ 
jit Singh and in his time. For a long time atibaequontly^ and dur¬ 
ing the British period, it formed a mine for the iupply of 
bricks of the best quality for public and prif'ate buildings 
in Lahore end its suburha^ What renniine of it now affords ample 
proof of its former groatnees.

charge itself m the middle terrace into a large marble basia : from 
this basin and from tho canal rise 45Q fountains which throw up 
water that is snbaeq^uently received into marble tankS| the profuse 
discharge of water in this way serviDg to render tho atmosphero 
dcUcionaly cool and pleasant. On the upper terrace a aubatautifll 
pillared marble kiosks or nrcodctl pavilion (Baradari)* open on aU 
sides^ and rendered delightful by a string of jets d' crtw in front^ 
and some on the lower terraoes, which play over a cistern crossed by 
nnrrow marble bridges in miniature, lu tho Centro is a roservoir, 
bordered by an elaborate copiagpi and a cascade falls into it over a TbdciucAJo, 
slope of white marble screen corrugaled in an ornameutal carved 
diaper. Down this tho water ripples into a pond baIow% whonco^ 
falling into another reservoir, it passes to the e^ctremity of the 
garden. The fountains* when playing, not only aihl to the pic¬ 
turesqueness of tho scene* but have the efieci of sensibly diminish¬ 
ing the heat. Pavilions and other buildings mo scattered about 
in various places* Tho alcoves and sunimeT^hoiLses are of marble 
and rod atone,and tastefully designed* 

The garden is well stocked with magni ficent fruit trees and Fniit 
flowering shrubs. There aro beautiful groves of lemon ami porno- 
granate trees* Tho avenues of oranges am laden with such an 
abuudance of large fruit, in their season* that tho branches seem 
ready to break under tlio weight. The lino toll mango trees are in

S«a« In garden has become the favourite resort of the European 

the gudeii. community of Lahore and Ilian Jlir lor /etts, picnica aud other 
parties of various kinds. The gtotiads are, on such occasions, ar* 
.tistically laid ont with walks, flower beds and premenadGS i the 
fountains play i the branches me tastefully formed into gracefui 
arches over the walks. The illuminations have a most admimblo 
effect on the luxuriant foliage of the mango and orange trees, and 
ihetr bright reflections in the watery sheets below spread like so 
many tnmapaient minoris, constitute a nuiglc scene. The ehaleau 
glittering with colored lamps, ficems like a fairy palace—the trees, 
the lakes, tbo paths, tbo roofs of the marble slructures, ail stiim- 
tnering with variegated lights. The fireworks, diffused in most 
singular lights and colors, float the garden in an ocean of flame. 

The garden has five splendid cupolas of rod sand-stone at the 
angles, from which a fine view of the surrouDiiing country is 
obtained, especially to the south-east, in which direction are the 
village Baghbanpura and the old ruins.

The gardens, or the royal pleasure grounds of Bhalimfir, were 
laid out in the aiith year of 8b(ih Jah*n’s reign, or in 1634 A.D.,’* 
after the plan of the royal gardens in Kashmir, by orders of tho 
Emperor, under the nvanageiuout of Khalilulla Khan. The Canal, 
or Hosli. to irrigate the gardens was brefight from Madhupur, at 
the expense of two lakhs of rupcea. It was the combined work of 
All !^ardfin Khfin, the groat canal engineer, and Mulla Ala-ul-

la an underground chamber. The platform is surrounded by a ^aln. 
wall with a gateway to the south. Between the platform and the 
surrounding wall is a space left for the devotees to gO round, the 
platform being lined on at! sides with lattice M'prk of red sand¬ 
stone, North of the enclosure is a tower In which is reverentially 
kept the impression of the Prophet^s foot f and to 

the west is a mosque.* According to Pir Mahomed, author of the 
I/aqiqai-ul-Fuqara^ Lai Husain flourished in the time of Akbar. 

He became cnamourod of a Brahman boy, named Modhop of the 
village of ShikhdarOf across the Bavi, and his namoj to this day, 
forms the preflx to that of the saints as a mark of the strong at¬ 
tachment be had for him. Modho became a convert to Mahome- 
danism^ and hia tom,b is situated close to that of his religious pre- 
ceptoT^t 

Many stories are told of the Tiiiraclcs performed by Lai Hu¬ 
sain, It is said be spent his nights in repenting the Konin by 
heart in a standing posture in the Mvl Be died in 1008 A.H. 

(1599 A.D,), and was buried at Sh^hdurm A few years after, as 
predicted by the saintj the grave was swept away by the overflow 
of the R&vi. Mndbo esthumed the corpse, and, w'ith duo fonuali-

The people still retain a recol¬ 
lection of the festivities and gaieties that look place at this spot 
during the time of Ranjit Singhs in honor of the Bit’tant, which 
simply meauB spring, when the luxurious MahAr^ja^ all his chiefs 
and troops and every body else were dressed in yellow attire. The 
hlfth^ rfijn, when paying his respefCts to the shrine, made on offer 
of Rs. 1,100 and a pair of shawls of yellow colour.

K^iail^ ^ family resided at Cbiniat (whero the picturesque moaque of 
Sa'adullah KbAn is the object of greatest iute^rest to tlietravelkra)^ 
and as that part of the eonntry aboundB in black stone, that 
stone is eicteusiTely used in both the msusoleum of Mian KbAn^ 
and the buildings of the garden attacked to it. These fine edifices 
of Miau KhAn at Lahore cost lakbs of mpeea^ and they were in a 
fiourishiiig condition to the end of the Hoghid period, Ranjit 
Singh divested them of all their valiiable stones. The garden was 
made 0 %’er to Suchet Slngh^ and oimo to be e^ed after his name. 
He built the walled enclosure which now flurroundB it. For a time 
it was in possession of Shaikh Imam-ud-dinj who carried away as 
much stone as he could to build his haveli in the city. During the 
British period it was sold to NawAb Ali Ba^a KhAn^ who has 
made additions to it 

Among the old buildings of this garden are a fine gateway with 
many beautiful arched diiunbers^ a lai^e tank with a waterfall or 
cascade, a spadons summer-house (Bdrddarl)^ with vaulted roof of 
solid masonry work^ and two mosques opposite each other with 
graceful domes^ long reservoirs of water running between both the 
mosques. The mosque to the cast was presumably intended for 
the ladies, and that to the west for the nobles of State. The tomb 
Thc! tomb of Mijm Khia is dtuated in a of black stone^ surrounded 

^ ^ ^ by a high platform of the same materialj which is reached by a 
flight of steps. The sarcophagus of marble was destroyed by 
RAja Sudiet Singh, but the mark of the tomb still exists. 

The place is up to this time eaUed by the people Mtishki de 
Mmhal, or the black palaces, from the black marble stone with 
which the edifices w'ere built The place ia of great interest, not 
only on account of its architectural beauty, but also on account 
of its locality in a country with attractive scenery. 

2g^_TIie villflge Bhogiwal, and north-east of 

Gurobaz Chilln ShAh Badr DiwAn, Is a dome supported by a building of 
Shahfa^^ octagonal form. The dome itself now looks block with age, 
but above the arches the glazed pottery work atiU exists. ITie 
dome stood originally on a raised platfonn, of which traces can be 
ptlU seen. Beneath this platform is an undergroiind chamber 
where were interred the remains of the personage in whose honor 
the edifice is raised- His name cannot be ascertained^ but the 
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diimt k i^alled the Itmitt ka Af<{qb<;^m, because of the 

follgwera of that sect haviug located themseke? there duriag the 
tbae of the Sikhs. 

There la a dooie m the com pound of the North" Wea tern 29*—K^- 
Bailway station, north of the station itsclfp on a rallied epot of dai^ Ea* 
gp^ound. Here was kept what waa believed to be the impression of 
a foot of tho Prophet Mahomed^ and the place was consequently 
called Kadam Ra^ult and held in great reverence by the Mohome-^ 
dan community. The domep together with n tank and well (since 
destroyed), adjoining it, was constructed by a tnenchont named 
Ghnlnm j^sub at a cost of RSiTpOOOp in 1030 A.H, (1620 AD.), or 
during the reign of Jah^gLr. OutBide the dome waa the tomb of 
HajL Jamiat^ the hereditary gUEu-dian of the place, whose dkciple 
Qhnlam Rasiil was. The tombs of Haji Jamiat and GhuLun Rasiii 
and others in the vicini ty of the place have been all demolished, 
and the dome having been sold to the anthoritiea of the Hoilway 
Department, the sacred stcae bearing the impreBsion of loot hoa 
been removed by the descendants of the hereditary guardians, 

The dome was originally surrounded by a walled enclosure, 
south of whichi over the gateway, was inscribed in letters of en^ 
arncUed pottery work tho following Arabic passage:—

The iibove inscriptioas are given in the work of Chi«hti> who 
saw them+* They show thai the sacred stone was originally 
brought from Uccca by Masud, and that the heredltaTy guardinn of 
it at the tmie of the corLStructlon of the dome wm Haji Jamdlp a 
descendant of Maeud. This JamAl had performed the pilgrimage 
to MeOca seven timcs^ and had shown the saered temple to his dis^ 
eiple, Ghnlam Easiih in n dream which led the latter to become n 
faqir hLfliself, and from the money received from a debtor of kLe* 
he niiecd tho present manso]enni.t 

This sacred place of Bikh worship is situated south of the 
Lunatic Asylum^ dose to the station of the North-WoBiern Hall¬ 
way * In a walled enclosure ate a number of sacred buildiagiap 
Bv fat tho most important ia tho Sum,adh of Bawa Sri Chondj son 
of Bawa Nanak, the founder of the Sikh religion and sect. His 
deseendants are called Nanak Sbahia, and ho founded a aect called 
tho I7ii<3«Wp The followers of thia persuasion wear a or n 

sheet of cloth^ between their tegfl;p bind their hair tntban^wbe 
round their heads and put a blanket on fheir fihoulderB. The Sa- 
madh is of eu octagonal shape, and surmounted by s dome. South 
of it U fixed a Sag twelve yards long, covered tfiroughout with a 
cloth. Tho StiflWKiA was originally amali, but it was enlarged and 
bcaatified by Jamna DAa, a Afahaai, in 1890 Sambat ((SJ}!- A. D,). 
Kext to it is the Satnadh of Nag Deqta, or the aerpent deity, 
which is ako worshipped, lu ono of the rooms the Gi'anth, or holy 
book, is kept. There ia also the Samadh of Diwdn Bhawjlni Dda 
Peshawmia, conunoiiiy knowa as the .fftiifrfl. I)iv.’dn, or Diwan the 
hump'baeked. Ho was the first man who, having come from Pe- 
Bhawair nrrnnged the Persian Office of Mahfiriija Sanjit Singh, and 
introduced a regular eyalem of public accounts. The place is call¬ 
ed Tahli Sahib, because of the existence here of an old sAk^iarfi, or 
Tabli tree, believed to have belonged to the time of Bawa Bri 
Chand. It is also an object of worship by the pious, being associat¬ 
ed with the memory of no less a personage than the son of the 
founder of the Sikh sect. 

The lofty brlcVklln of Buddbd, known as Buddha ka Avd, 
01 Pasdvaj is situated about three miles from lAhore, to the south 
of the road to ShoUmfir. Bdddhfi, son of Sfiddhu, was a potter of 
the time of Shah Jahdn. Suddhd, who fiourUhed in tho time

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a number of kiias, in tbe vicinity of Lahore, to supply burnt 
bricks for tbo Royal edifices, as well bsa the palaces of the Omerali^, 
at Lahore^ the priucipiil of these beln^ the palace of Abul Uossan 
^l#i>V<iA, brother of Nfir Juhiu, which cost twenty-two lakhs of 
rupees. It is said tbot the fire in this klliif known after the oanie 
of Buddhn, was extlngiuahed, in consequence of the ennse of a 
ffiqir^ named Abdul Haq, a disciple of Mian Stir, who, on a cold, 
wet day» when it was raining heavily, came to the kiln to warm 
himself and was refused the indulgence by Ruddhu s servants, ivho 
had the insolence to turn out the holy man from the spot. The 
incensed/o^lr cursed Rdddhdj who afterwards espreesed penitencOj 
but the offence was too grave to bo forgiven, and the kiln remained 
unserviceable ever after. 

On the top of this kiln Octieral Avitabile, the French QflSct^r 
of Mahdriija Ranjit Singh^ built a beautiful aummcT'housCs, but no 
trace of it is now left. It way ftLso here that MiahAralJa Sher 
Singh and R4jn Hira Singh, each in his turn, collected the Khnisa 
troops to Idj siege on Lahore. 

Tho dome oi Khau-i^Dourda is to the aonth of tho BAddht} 
ka Am, QT Fazamf quite close to the kiln, and on the ^onth of the 
road loadiag from the Delhi gate to the Shalimiif. The dome, 
which stand# oa a platform of masonry, ia of peculiar con* 
Btruetion, the building itself being of quadrangular form, with an 
arched entrance on caeh side* Above the quadrnngle is an octa¬ 
gon. from the top of ivhich springs n dome covering the whole 
structure* The dome b partially covered with blue glazed pottery 
work, and the urchea are decorated with paintings of different 
coloUTB, but only faint traces of ibese derarations are now visible. 

The outer comers of the quadrangle, as w'dl na matk^ of pillars 
round the platform (six of such being still vbiblo on each side), 
show that there were vaulted chambers round the mausoleum^ 
which roust have been of much greater size than at prusout- 

The dome was constructed by Kbfi- l-Daurftu as a burial place 
for hb wife, and, he himaolf dying afterwards, hla son buried him

The dome wrs embeUiahed with glazed pottery work, and Btood 
on four arches. According Xq^q Khxdamtrul-T&wari^h^M&Midum^ 
Begam was a woman of literary attainmentB and a poetical turn of 
mind She was the wife of Abul Hasan Khdn.f whose fme manso^ 
lenm, said to hare cost ten lakhs of rupoesp, was dead by. It was 
partially destroyed by lightning during the reign of Mahii^ja 
Sber Singhp but bos been quite recently cemplctoly detnoliahod 
for the sake of the bricks. The mausoleum in which Miikhduma 
Begam rested was huilt by her during her own life-time. Out of res¬ 
pect for the memory of her husband^ she built it smaller than tha 
magnificent edifice which she raised to his memory, ll is said that 
the lady, acting under the edvica of her sOUp Shaiata KhAa, had 
appointed one thousand" Bafiies' of the Kur^n to repeat the sacred 
text at the tomb of her husband. Aecording to the 
ChiAhti, Hafizes used to attend the tomb until the time of Kbin 
Bahddurp Viceroy of Lahore, who hiroEelf furniHhed them with food, 
la the tinia of Mahomed Shihp S&mid Karif was the manager of the 
olniB-house attached to this maufioleum.

istoae, but the nithlesa hBnda of the SikhM deprived it of rtll its 
omameatatloa. The tomb stood in the midst of a luxuriant gaV 
den, furnished with bjundsome buildings, hut not a vostigo of these 
now remainfl, except a dilapidated gatovly. Beneath the central 
dome is an nndcrgrotind room* wherein fc the ashes of the deaigner 
of the Versailles of the Panjiib, as the SHalkiir gardens are called. 
During the reign of Ranjit Singh the tomb was use^l as a military 
magiwine by Qnlab Siagh^ Pahwandia^ a General of the MaharAjd's 
anil?, and the gateway of the gartlen os the private residence of 
Gurdit Singlj, Clnlonel of the battalions known as MUdrmi^dlL 
The gateway is spacious, nikd decorated wilh gliKcd pottery work 
of beautiful colors as the entrance to iJjb GyJabi Bagh. The facade 
has alHCOvea, painted red and white. Above tLe alcoves the colors 
are deep blue and white, with yellow paintings, all tivih and vivid- 

According to the author of Mirmt-ul-IIind, All ManMn KhiAn 
was son of Gmij All Khan, an Oni^ra of the Court of Shih Tha- 
mnsp, the Safvi King of Persia. Having sairienderod Candah/ir to 
the Emperor of Hiudustda in 1637* he joined tho Court at Lahore 
where he was received with great dbtiuetioap and made a grandee 
of the first ckss^ In 1639, Ali MartMu Kbrin was made Viceroy 
of the Paujfib. Ho wa& employed in various wan and other duties. 

He excited, ** says Elphinstoao “ uoivcraal admiration at the 
court by the skill and judgment of hia public works, of which the 
catiaL ^vhich bears his name at Delhi, stLEJ aSbrcls a proof, and by 
the taste and elegance ha dLsplayod on all occasions of show and

On Sbdhii^e death, the place was again taken pcsiaessioii of by the 
Mahomedans, but it was ever after called Shdhii-ki-Garhi 
from the name of the robber who bad taken forcible possession of 
it. Tbo place is mtereating for its aneient biuLdtnge, the high 
walk which snrtonmd them and the £ae mosque attached to it. It 
is situated on the bank of the road, and was for a long time the 
seat of a flourishing Mahomedan institutioia.

It stands about 15 feet abore the surface of the sur- Khan, 
rounding country, and is aitnated in the midst of the cultivated 
lands. Acce^^Blo the tomb la obtained by a flight of stepa, nine of 
which still exist to the south, where the entrance of the upper sto¬ 
rey isp the lower two or three steps haring fallett down. It is, con¬ 
sequently, not without some difficulty that one cm reach the lop of 
the building. The walls to the north and cast fell down from the 
eliect of heavy ram during the reign of MahAr^ja Shor Singhs The 
adjoining lands being low, the tomb was raised one storey above 
them, to prevent the floods damaging It. 

The large arch to the west is decorated with paintings of dif¬ 
ferent colours, still fresh and vivid. On each side of this arch at 
well at to the north and south of the building, are arehesp over the 
comers on each aide of which are circles in which the Kaliitta is 
beautifully inscribed in raised letters. Over the middle of the 
western arch is the folio wiug inscriptiou iu the Arabic charac¬

According to the Shdh J^h^nr^nut of Mahomed SAlehp, Sadiq AJi 
was a tutor of the duuily of KawAb Jaffar Ehda and Kbalil-ullah 
EhiDf and the preBent building was DouBtructed to hli memory 
by the NawAb. 

The dame known as Bangla (or Bungalow from iti resem* 
blance to n thatched house) ii aitnated north of Bhura or the tomb 
iM ot Maulri Badtq All* and oast of the Muliin Railway line. The 

lower portion of it Is octagonal in form* but the dome supported 
by the walls is lougitudiiml and sloping on eitbei- side^ gi^g 
the form of a Bungalow* According to the SMA Ihb 

is the tomb of MotiA BegmE* the daughter o£ Hawib Kiialil^ullah 
Kb&n* Governor of Lahore during the reign of Anrangzeb* She was a 
learned lady, and, Bhe having died a Tirgin, her father erected a mo- 
numeul over her remains to commemorate the memoiy of bis able 
daughter. No trace of the grave now existe^ and the mausoleum is 
used by the setnindata for agricultural purpose* 

This old mosque is situated south of the dome of Kusmt 
KbAUj and on the bank of the Delhi Railway line. The high arch* 
Jld of Ka- es covered with a lofty dome* lathe tune of Eanjit Siogb* the 
sab Kha- inoaque was used mb m powder-magazinei and was in the occupatioa 
of Gfloeml Gulab Singh, who divestod it of ite beautiful tank and 
other buildings. In the time of Akbar a very populous moAalia 
called the butchers* quartern exited here# The mosque waa built 
by the moAnfia people in 1060 A H. (1649 A. D.), whan Sh&h 
JnMu sent Prince Auxangith to recovof €andiihat| wbidi had been 
retaken by the Pcrsiaius. The year is also memorable in history, 
sa that in which Prinoe Aurangieb professed to he defliroufl of retir¬ 
ing from the world to a life of religious contemplation* The

An old well exists to the east of the mosque^ which hasj how- 
ever, been abandoned now at a place of worship^ 

'ThiK impodng mausoleodi is iitoatod tiOrth of the Amritsar 
Railway line, dose no ir^c wAucolemD. of Kusmt KhAuf about three 
mile* east of Lahore^ oo the Railway iron bridge. The arches are 
enrmouDted l>y a lofty dome, which stands in the centre of a wide 
platform of octagonal form, iixteeo yards long on each side. The 
building is one of the old edifioet of Lahore, and, when a Canton¬ 
ment was established at Mian Mir, it was used by military oncers 
as a theatre. It is now utilixed as a store-bouse of the R^Lway de¬ 
partment. The exterior of the dome was embelUshed with mar- 
ble, which wat, however, removed by BaojLt Singh. Two dif¬ 
ferent filghta of steps lead to the upper storey, from which a 
very fine view of the surrounding country is obtained. The edifice 
has recently been repaired at tbe cost of Government 

According to the MirtU^^Sind^ Nawdb B&hidnr Khfin was 
an oi^ieroA of Akbar's Court, end, having died io 1010 A-B, f;i60l 
A* Dd» or the year of the conquest of KhaDdesh by Akbar, was 
buried hare. Huballa Ganj, of the old city of Lahore, flourisheti at 
the place where the tomb now is. 

The building is of octagonal form, with high archee on each 
side, and turmounted by turrets with oupoiae. Theplntfom, which 
is spacious, is in perfect preservation. Some nddttians have been 
made to the mauioleUEii to the east, where the old arched entrance 
is still to be seen. 

The dome of Sheikh Abdul Haq^ the/aJtir whoee ewae ie tiiid 
to have led to the extineticra of the kilo of Bhddhd, the potter,* » 
situated to the eouth of the maosoleum of Bahadur It teats 

on a quadranj^r itructoto, with oo arched eatnuitt on each side. 
The dome was built by Biddhd on the demUe of the/oHr, the 
date of which is not j^own, and on that account some people eir<H 
neously ascribe the tom b to Bdddbft himadf.

N ft’s t Railway Iko. It a a doable-atoreyed building, and stands in 

Khan. the centre of a platform of octagonal siae. The upper storey has a 
lofty dome supported by beautiful arches. In the time of SlahSrdjU 
Ranjit Singh, tbo mausoleum was used as a private residonoe by 
General Court, who added to it many rooms which have, however, 
beeu since destroyed, eacept three arches in the upper storey to the 
west. It has recently been put in thorough repair by the British 
Oovemmeat, 

According to the author of the Kiiwaja Babir, 

clkii NawAb Nusrat Kh4u (vtdg-rly caUedNastar Khfin), belonged 
to a distinguished family of omemUs and received the Utlo of 
KKdn-i-Dattrdn from the Emperor ShAh Jahin. Ho died at 
Lahore in 1070 A. H. (1659 A. D.J. the year in which DAti Sbekeh 
WAS defeated and pnt to death by Lis brother Auraagreb. The pre¬ 
sent mausoleum was raised to his memory by Autangseb. 

The mausolenm is now vulgarly called by the people 6am- 
tmr Bijiar^waUt, from people of the B^ar tribe having lived in it 
after the collaise of the Silth Government. 

The building is of octagonal form and is sarrouiided by turrets 
of much elegance and beauty. The interior Is decorated with psint- 
ings of different oolow, which are still virid and fresh. The plat¬ 
form is now partly dilapidated. 

South of this mausoleum is an old mosque, with a spacious 
floor, and iheio is a small well to the north. Over the middb arch 
inside is recorded In krgo Arabic letters the BlahomeJau confession 
offaith. The mosque waa hmlt simultaueously with the mausoloum, 
und is now used by the Mahomedana of the neighbourhood ns h 
placo of woT^ip. 

This is a much respected tomb outside the Delhi Gate, 
fi8.~The Municipal Gardens, by the side of the cir- 

sSi cular road. The endosure b aurrounded by a masonry wait and 
bammad contains many picturesque buildings for the accommodaGon of vi- 
Ghaus. among them being a wUMjid built by Ghulam Nabi. Shdh 

Mahomed Ghaus, the son of Sayd Hasan, was a native of Feshairar, 
who settled in Lahore during the reign of Empeior Mahomed 
Shidi. The mausoleum of his father at Peshawar ia much respect¬ 
ed by iho people. He had travelled through the whole of India, 
and, after settling in Lahore, attracted a great number of followers. 
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Th^ memory of tluB soint^ ae a Uneid dewndant of Hazi^ai Qhaus^ 
ul Azam Plran-UPir lyastgiTf^ hold in great esteem by the Maho- 
modons from Delhi to Peahawm. Whoio tbe tomb of the salat now 
ia^ there cxiitedi in the time of Auiaagzebp the apadoas house of 
Fidai KhdOj His Majesty’s foater^brother^ tho bnUdor of the BM- xbn dte of 
ohlbl mosque^ opposite the fort. The hy Shdh 

Mahomed Gbaua, in which he has writtca au accouat of the sahit 
Mina Mir and other holy men, is a work of great merit. The fol¬ 
lowing account of tho miraculous power of thb saiot Is aarrated 
hy the people of Lahore^ (md has been recorded by both Maulvi Kut 
Ahmad Chkhti and Mufti QhuLim Sarwar in their respective worLi. 

It b said that Kanwar K&ualbal Singhs on coming to powoTji orders 

od a wholosalo dearonco of tho subiirbs o<f the city. hL Allard dH- 

was entrusted with the duty, aud every house or building around ^hi^SnL 

the city walb had, in pursuance of the orders pasaod, to be demo- 

Ibbed. The work of clearance was commeneed in earnest, and 

many buildings were destroyed. According to the plan adopted, the 

shrine of Mahomed Ohaus was obo to bn levelled with the ground. 

The Mahomedao population of Lahore felt the greatest anxiety on 
the Bubjeetj hut no heed ivaa paid to their earnest appeals to tho 
Sikh Court. It happeoed that, during the course of the night, the 
momiog of which was to witness the demolition of the shrine, 

Kharak Singh died^ and, bb hb son, Nauixihal Singh, wm rotuming^ 
after performing the father^s funeral ceremonies, from the river side, 
he, too, met a violent death through his head being smashed by the 
accidental fall of a portion of the ponderous gate of tho 
Hazuri Bagh upon it Mian Udham Siogh, hb companion, 
son of Enja Guliib Singh, waa also crushed to death at the 
same time by tho same accident. The sudden death of tho would- 
be destroyer at such a moment saved the shrine from destruclion, 
aud the people alirihutcd the accident to the curse of thesaintj for, 
according to the belief of Ike Mahoniedans, holy men are ever 
alive.

During the lime cf the British, he became a contractor for Public

became a nym of much We&lth^ and from Sufriu,lhe Kashmiri^ cawifl 
to be called Mahomed SaltAn, the c^ntmctoi. Bo wo# the des¬ 
troyer of uunictoiifi old huildiogs and mau^oIeuiQS, md the 
builder of edifices as nuinerous ae those he dt+niolishetL Among 
hifl works of destruction may be raentiouGd a great portion of the 
palaces of Pari Mahal and Rang Mahal in the city, and the magni- 

ficeat mosque of Sitara &gani, aitas KudsU Begumj, the CoofiorC 

of Prince IMrS Bhekoh, opposite hb «r<w to the eaet Thb majea- 
tic mosque, a perfect triuinpli of architectural art, wsie two- 
atoTcyed. The chambers of the lower storey, which were intended 
for die icconiiaodatiou of students and learned mea, were works of 
great solidity, combined with elcganec and beauty. The mosque 
mtis converted into an EagUsh house, and was for a lung time 
the rcriiideace of Mr, O. Welby, the iiplauager of tho old Laft&rd 
It then bceamii the property of some railway offidaf, from 
whom it was jMrehased by SultAUp who, however, demolished it fur 
the sake of its brick a* The Musdnlumus main tain that Suite's »ub* 
sequent miifortuncs date from his destruction of the ^ house of 
God, ^ for he became reduced in circumstanees and died soou afrer. 

At the place whoire Sultan^a smae now is, stood, in the time 
Tht Ciumk of AuraogEeb, the palaces of Dura Shekoh^ and the great mnt* 
ket called Chriuk Ddra.

The dome over the tomb is supported by a quadrangular tower 
rising from a ^laige platform of marble, reached by a flight 
of steps of the same material. The courtyard is Epacious and 
paved with red sand-stone. To the west of the dome, in the same 
courtyard, is a beautiful mosque, and to the south and east are 
chambers for the accoinEiiodalioa of the Darveeh^^ and travellers.

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1Ht& SheLoh, wbo wmtiucted a apaclous mausoleum over tbo ro 
maina of tia Pir, Mullah Skuhj and hod Commenced biiildicg a more 
superb shrine over the remoing of Mian Mir, when he was mmdor- 
cd at IteUii by his crafty brother, Aurangaeb, The costly stones 
which covered the tomb of MuUa Sbi,b, were all removed by Rsm- 
jit Biugb,* The lower portion of the tomb of Mian Mir and of the 
mosque attached to it, covered with nmrb!o, is the work of 
Shekoh. The upper portion, built of masonry, is the work of 
Aurangzeb, who, with the niatoriak collected by Bird for tbo tomb 
of Mlau Mir, and the conatructiou of a road from Chauk Ddra to 
Mian Mir, built the Badahihi mosque at Lahore, boaring hia name. 
Accerding to Bird Sbekob, the saint was buried in the suburbs of 
'Alum Ganj aud Bdrdpur, described aa half a kos distant from tbo 
town, but no vestige of urban habitation now remains boro. Mulla 
Abdul Hamid Lah^ri writes in hia BabshdhnAma : _

In these the/ai:i> is asked for Bpi- 
ritual aid and for prayers in hia behalf fot the eucee^a of his arms in 
Kandab&r. 

The author of the Uddafttimifna Bays : ” Hia Majesty (ShAh sh4b J** 
JAbAn) used to say tbat^ in his whole life, he Jiad come across two 
fakirs ha’i'ing the knowledge of God—one Mian Mir and the other 
Bhekh Mahomed Fozlnlla of BurhAnpur. His Majesty felt the 
greatest roTerence for both these saints Wo have stated in 
the historical chapter of this work that Shfih JAbAn, while 
Emperor of HindustAnj twice paid a Yisil to Mian Mir, on his 
march to Koahiulr and book.

This old Bdrddari is situated towards the east of the mauso- ^ 
leum of Mian Mir, and built by DArA Shekoh in memory of hia Earad a r 1 
own aister Ifadint Begam, who lies burled here. She died in 1042 Of Nadir® 
A-H-(1632 A. D.), aged devea years. Prom the age of eleven 
yeaiBp she is said to have attended tbe saint Mian Mir with a pitch¬ 
er of water, to assist the holy man in m/ddug his ablutiona, prepor 
ratory to odering prayers. At the age of elev™ ehe was onro at^ 
landing the Pir with the pitcher of wator for the afternoen pray¬ 
ers, when the smut, looking at her, said, ** chUd, you arc now 
growing into womanhoodj you bad better not appear before the 
public now/* Tho girl felt very much abashed at the obaen^ation 
made bythePiV, and prayed God that her esdsleiice might he 
brought to a dose. Her prayeri bo die ston^ goes, wo^ accepted 
auU sho died tho same night. 
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The Bdradari stood ijnginally m the midfit of a largo tank, 
and WS3M reached by a bridge of nmflonryj supported by arches^ 
thirty-one of which exist to thia day to the east of the main baUdo 
ing. There were hue gateways to the north and south, and a pavi¬ 
lion on each corner of the tank, traces of which still oxistp 

Mulla SLShf himself a disciple of hlian Mtrj was the spiritual 
Shib. ^ of Prince DAr^ Shekoh. He was the son of Mulla Ahdi, 
and hifl original name was Shdh Mahomed^ He was a native of 
Badakhshaii, and had a great reputation for learning and sanctity^ 
At an early nga he visited KashTufr, and after staying there for 
three yearsj went to Agra. Having heard there the fame of the 
piety and the gre^it attmnmonts of Mian Mir, he travelled to Lahore ^ 
and became his disciple. He, like his Kr, Mian Mir, was unmar¬ 
ried, and never lighted a lamp in. his house^ His whole time was 
devoted to prayers 5 ho slept but little^ and practised i/a5e danh 
that ia, he had accustomed himself to hold his breath for hours 
together. 

His tomb is situated in a ccotrol position of the present village 
of Mian Mir, west of the Multan Bail way line. Lira Shekoh embel¬ 
lished the tomb of bis Fir wdth marble stones and other precious 
matoriab^ the arches being of marble latUee work ; but these were 
oil removed by Ranjit Singh to decorate the Rim BAgh at Amritsar. 
The village, which L* surrounded by high avails of BoUd masonry^ 
was originally the garden aitachod to this tomb, with a splen¬ 
did gateway to the north, whkb still exists. The quarters were 
known in old times as ^AJnmganj. The garden was converted Into 
a viUugc by Mchdl ShuJi| of Mian Mir, about 125 

years ogo* 

Mulla Shdh died ia 1071 AH* (1661 A.D.), tho year when Au* 
rang 2 cb had his brother, the unhappy Morad, executed in priaoiu* 

KiiwAJa BehAri was a disciple of Mian Mir. The dome of his 
roansolonm is situated to the west of that of Mian Mir, on a high 
Bibiri. platform of bricks. The lattice work of this mausolenni, wkieb was 
put up on ail four sides, ond was of red sand stone, as well as other 
costly itonesj, were removed by Ocneral Avitabiicp the French 
officer in the employ of Mahd.rdja Hanjit Singh, and nsE^d to adorn 
his residence in Lahore. At the cammencemont of the British 
rule it was used as a residence of an officer of the Public Works De¬ 
portment, but is now in poasession of the Sa^i^ia Nishin of tho 
mausoleum of Mian Mir. West of it is an old mosque, recently put 
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in rcpaira by th^ itibabitanta of the neighboiuhocHl, with the remaina 
of an old regerroir to tho wiat, which had been used for the ablution 
of the Totariea in old timofl * 

This ia situated west of the Cantanmcat and Church of Mmzt 64,—Tho 
Mir. east of the Parade Ground, and south of the road leadbg from 
Miau ^lir Railway station to the Cantonniont, The dome of the shall Am" 
tomb ia in the oeafae of a platform of solid masonry. The walla rl. 
were originally decorated with beautiful onamellad f pottery work 
but are now only covered with whitewiish. The tomb is in the centre 
of the door^ Tbo ori^Lual name of Miskln ShAh was Mir Inayetullah. 

He was a disciple of the eaiut M^ian Mir* He was a man of retired 
habits aud lived in scclnsiou^ atid his i^iV gave him the stirnatne 
kin Shdh. Subsequently, he came to be called Amri, because none 
knew how he supported himself. When people asked hLs Ptr 
what was the source of his maintenance, he replied that hia disci« 
pie was Miikin Arnri^ namely, a poor man who was supported 
by the autat* ^ or will of God, and that he stood in no need of 
help from men. He died in 1057 A. H. (lOfT A. D.), and the pre¬ 
sent mausoleum was raised to his memory by Prince DirA 
Shokoh. 

Outside the Bhati Gate of the city, to the west, is the eelebrat-

Hts father's name w'm Uaman, son of Ali JalaLi Qhaznavi, and he ^ 

was a disciple of Sboikh Abul Pnzl bin Hossan Khntbi. He followed 

the arms of Masdd, the son and succeasor^of Mahmud, to Lahore 

where he settled in 431 A. H- (lOS?) A.D.J. Elaving lived thirty-fbur 

years in Lahore, during which time he conferred great benefits on the 

people by his learning and piety, he died in 4C5 AhH* (1072 A. D.), 

and was buried close to a mosque which he had himself built. 

The maiisoloum was constructed by SultAn Ibrahim, a successor of 
3Iusiid. Ali Makhdum was an eminent scholar, and was the au¬ 
thor of many books on theology and religiom Khwiija Moin-ud- 
din, Chhhii, the celebrated saint of Ajmere, passed forty days of 
seclusion and meditation at the tomb of Ali Makhdtim, and alter

DiUdid processLOOf before its arrival at this pIocSp paasea through 
the erowded streets of the town amidst great lamentations, and 
the haaars are filled on that day with man and women of all classes 
and craedf. 

This sacred pkco of worship is situated on a high mound, 6S-—The 
west of the Distriet Court, It is a place where Mwfi Farid Shak- Chliia of 
kar Ganjp the celebrated PIfc Pntan saint, passed forty days of se- 
elusion and maditation.

Khwfija Farid wm a di&dplc of KhwAja Kutb-ud-din, the 
saint of Delhi, (whe liea buried close to the Kurb Minar) the db^ 
ciple of the celebrated saint Moin-ud-dln of Ajmer. After wander¬ 
ing at many pbees^^e chose Ajuddan, the modern PAk Patnn, sm 
the place of his rejidencej and on his death bo was interred thercH 

Skatar Ga%J in Persian means, ” Mine of Siveot/' The ie* Cngin a 
gend goes that, once upon a ticne, the saint, BawA Farid, asked a 
certain merchant, who was carrying bale^ of ffugar on the backs of ca- 
mcls, for a small quantity of that orride. The merchant replied that 
what was being eswried was salt, not sugar. Tho merchant, on reach¬ 
ing hia destination, found, to hia great perplexity, that the sugar m 
the boles had been converted into salt He lamented bis perfidious 
bchaviotur towards the/oHr, repaired to him forth wilh and implored 
forgivencaa. The Bdwfi, taking compo^^sien on the merchaixt, said 
** let it be sugar," nnd the article forthwith became sugar. From 
that moment people colled him Farid Sk<ihir Gmj^ or Farid " the 
mine of sugar."

gg _The Anarkali (the ponii^Taiiate blossom^, by which name the Civil 
tomb of Station is called, wa# the title given to Nadira Bcgam, or Bhaif- 
AnarkalL mi.Kisa, one of the favorites of the harem of the Emperor Akbur. 

One day, while the Ehnperor was seated in an Bpartment lined with 
looking glassea, with the youthful ^arkali attending him, be saw 
from her redwtion in the mirror that she returned Prince Sdom 
(afterwards Jahangir) a smile. Sojspectmg her of a criminal in¬ 
trigue with his son, the Emperor ordered her to be buried alive. 
She was accordingly pUeed in on upright position at the appoint¬ 
ed place, and was built round with bricks. Salem felt intense 
romOTSC at her death, and, on assuming sovereign authority, had an 
imiaenK! supcrstruetuic roisod over her sepukhic. The sarcophagus 
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is made of a Uoefc of marble of e^traordiiwiTy beauty and exqui¬ 

site workmoaebip. It is, occoidmg to Mr, Eusttvkikf " one of the 
finest piecec of carving in the world/^ On the top are intcribed 
the dd attributes of Ood^ and on the sides is engraved the following 
Persian, couplet, composed by Jahangir, her toyal pammutit;—

The iuBcriptioii shows how passionately fond Salem had been 
of Anarkali, and how deeply her death bad grieved him- It is the 
apontaueous <Hitcomfr of a melancholic mind, the impressible out¬ 
burst of an affectionate heart. The buHding was until lately used 
ns the Protestant Church, and known aa St. Jameses Church, Auar- 
kalL When it was about to be utilized as n Church| the body was 
exhumed and buried under one of its turrets. The marble sarco* 
phagusj which covered it beneath the central dome, wm at tbe ^ ^ ^ 

same time remoTcd, and is now kept locked up in a side chamber, 

The date given in letters and in %ure$ is 1008 A. H. (1590 A. Dj, 
which refers to the death of Annrkali. On the west side of tho 
sarcophagus above tbe words “ In Lahore, ** is another, date 1024, 

A- H. (1015 A. D.), whkh is the date of the building of the tomb. 

Akbai died on tbe i8th October 1605, and thus the building was 
completed ten years niter bis death. 

The building is circular in shape and roofed with a vast and 
lofty doTne, supported inside by eight maiaive arches, 12 feet, 3 
inches thick. It b a mnstcrpiece of solid masonry work of early 
Moghal period, and is neatly and prettUy fitted Up. It measures 
75 leet, 6 inches from E. to W. 

la the time of the Mogha! Emperors, extensive gardens sur-^ 
rounded this imposing mausoleum, and several beautiful buildings 
were attached to it, but not a veatige of them now remains. The 
Ravi then flowed under its walls. In the time of MnhAiAja Eanjit 
Singh it Avtis occupied by Eharak Singh^ the heir-apparent, but 
was aubsoquontly given to IL Ventura, the Italian ofScer of 
the Sikh gOTCtacnmt, w ho converted it into a private residence. 
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Ad.ja«cst to it was the haodseinc houfieof M, Allatd, and in front of 
it, a parade ground iutervcning, wore the lino of the Sikh rcgunents 
luid baltalioafl under the orders of the French officera proriously 
named.

W a z i r **10 AHni-kali gardens, etuuds near the Central Museuin and the 
Khan General Post Office. It is pictuTes(|ue, elegant, and refined in its 
style, and bears indubitable testimony to the good architectural 
taste which prevailed among the Omerahs ia tho time of ShAh 
Jalidn. As the name implies, it bos twelve arefaeSj throe on each 
side of the square plan, Tho BaradaH was built by Hakim lira -nd- 
dfn, alma Wazir Khdn, the founder of the splendid mosque of that 
name in the town, and one of the ablest minirtcro of the Emperor 
SMh JahAiu According to the Sh&h Jsh&ti-ndym of Mahomed 
Siileh, ZoAon, when ’Waalr KhAn had finisherl the building of hi» 
mosque in ibo town, he turned his attention to the laying out of a 
fine gorderj at this spot which he adorned with the present build- 
mg. It was caUed the NskUia garden of Wazir Khfia, from its 
contaimag a large number of date trees, eoveral of these troea 

are still prominent objects iq the neighbourhood and ofiord a 
most ngTCO&bid sight

Three towera of this picturesque building have Burvit^d the 
wreck of timcp but the fourth, to the north-west^ with a portion of 
the waU on that side, has ^en down. On either »ido of the arches 
north and south of the middle archj la inscribed the word ^ I 
Qodj* in blue Arabio lettorsj enclosed by a circle. Thera has been 
n doiue^ but a great portion of U has disappeared, 

MiAn Bfii was a favoiita female atteudant of Zebinda Begam^ B£h 
and when the garden was complete, the royal lady bestowed it oa 
her. Aeoording to the Sheih JoJidn-niji^Xf t he gift of the garden was 
made to Midn Bdi under the following drcumitancea. The garden 
was laid out under the orders of Zebinda Beganii her Ikvotite femaie 
attendantp Mian Bdh haTing superintended the eonstructioa of it. 

One day* as the garden wm appmahing coinpletloD* the Princeae was on 
her way to it when she heard the people saying that the royal lady 
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DTOs to ^co AriAn BAi's garden. Seeing ttiiit the gntden wna 
already known after the nam e of her slaro girl, afae resolved then 
and there to make her a present of it As sho teoebed the 
garden and stepped into the gateway, Jfiin Bii canic forward 
to receive her, made her obeisaaOe, welcomed her and prayed for her 
long life. The prayer wae a sign for the gift of the garden, and 
the PrinceBS, as ie had indeed already resolved, forthwith made a gift 
of it to MiAn BAi. The fact of tho gift ia recorded in the Persian 
T^aea on the gateway. After this, the Princess oocaiaeoced laying 
out her own garden on the site of the modem ^awAn I^ot, which^ 
after her name, came to be called the garden of Zebinda Begam. 

Ths ttenua On the same road to the extreme north south of the Civil station la 

the spacioufl house built by Lord Lawrence in i 849. It became sub¬ 
sequently the property of Charles Boolnois, Esq., first Barrister 
Judge of the Chief Court of the PlaojAbwho made large addition s 
to it, and then of Sir Meredith PLowden, Chief Judge of the same 
Court. 

<^2—The According to the Shdh .foAdn-nawki of Sargham-nd-dauta, 
garden ^hen Zeb-un-Nisa, the learned daughter of AumngEcb, made a gift 
of her garden at Chnubugi to ^Uill Bai, her favorite femald at* 
un-Nisa. she laid out an extensive goidea at the spot where the 

village HaivAn Kot is now Bitumted. This garden she fumiahed with 
handsome buildings and sumnier*houses> In the midst of it sbo 
eonatructed a mausoleum for herself, and in this she was interred on 
her d eti*!* at Lahore. It was one of the most beautiful e^fices of 
l^horc, decorated with costly atones, and furnished with pavilions, 
fountains, and reservoirs. The floor was of marble, and the latticed 
windows were of the same material ; but Ranjit Siegh divested the 
building of all its valuable materials, to construct bbsurnmer-houseof 
Basuri Eogh, and nothing of this once picturesque building now re¬ 
mains but tbe skeleton j while no traces of the garden and the build¬ 
ings attached to it exist, except the old gateway to the east of the 
walled inhabited quarters and a dome on the north end south comers 
of it Kevertbcles^ tbe magnitude and vostnese gf the dome^ its 
high archesi, and the marble floor immediately adjoiniug tbo tomb, 
bear ample testimony to ita former greatnesB and richnesa of style, 
and the place is remarkable for the historical interest it poasessa. 

Zeb-un-Bisa, whose assumed name was JftiAA/f (concealed), 
was the eldest daughter of Auraagaeb. She never mariied. Her 
diwian, or collection of poems, b a work of great merit, 
She died in 10&9 A. H. (1669 A.0.). Her chronogram was thua

The entrance to Kawin Kot is fp?m n gateway to the north, eblsififi 
which lead* to a long bazar. Bnt the old priacipai gateway of the 
garden, with vaulted ehambers, balconies and windows, alill in per¬ 
fect preservation^ is to the east. This exceedingly handsome gateway 
13 an excellent spocimen of the art of enarttel taling, stone carving 
and painting of the modem Moghal period, and proves to what pei^ 
feotiou the art of architecture^ in all its detojls, had then reached. 

The gateway has tour elegant towers, one On each side, with a cupola 
and twelve arched coluniiis supporting it. The floor of these 
towers La lined aU round with latticed stouerwork, portions of which 
still exist. There is also a tower to the north and south of tho 
gi4iden, covered with work of enaraelled pottery of exquidte beauty. 

All is now in the occupation of the zemindars who have made im¬ 
proper use of these handsome edifiees-f 


The yillago of Kaw&n Kot (otherwise known as the garden of 
Zebioda Begam) reached the height of its power during the ascen-^ 
dancy of the triumvir governors of Lahore—Sobha Singh, Lehna 
Bingh and Gujar Singh, Bhangis. In ISIO Sam vat, Hahar Moh- 
kam Din, of the villiigo of GhuUan^ in Hujra Shih Muktuit son of 
Mabai 'AamatuUah, camo and settled here with hia brothers,^Mahar 
Sh^'Ji and Abdul Bahim» At the division of Lahore among the 
triunivirato govemorSj Nawin Kot, IcU to the share of Subha 
Singh w'Uh whose penniasLon, Elahat Mohkam Din, iu 1S2Q 
Bamvat^ built the present maBcnry wall apound the Tillage and 
the gateway to the north, which now servefl as its enuanee.

To the west of ilauiah Kawdn Kot* n anmll distance from the 
toinb o f tomb of Zeb^nn-Nisa^ is a high monndj on which ia situated the 
Sbah Rus- tomb of Bh£h Rustam Oh^zL He was a kamod scholar and the 
Um Glxa Zeb*tiii-Nifia- He died in lOfrl^ A* 0.(1653 A. D.), or 

during the reign of Sh£h JaMn, the eame year in which Wazir SaV 
duila died- The mausoleum was built by Zeb-iin-Niaa, of r€?d sand- 
atone, which was, however, all removed by Eanjit Singh. There 
are two underground chambers beneath the solid platfom of zna- 
eonry work (now^ however, in a decayed condition*) One of those 
underground roomfl has recently been repaired by the secniudars* 
It contains two tumbSj one of Rustam Qb&zip and the other of his 
son. The other reoin also contniaB two tombs, One of Rustam (Jh^i'a 
mother, and the Other of bis wife. 


An old tauk, now in ruins, etUl eidste immediately to the east 
of the platform of the graves. 

The NUfl Gumbazp or the blue tower, is a lofty and spacioua 
Nila dome aurmountod by a cupola of porcelain. It is aituated on the 
Gumboz. crossroad leading from AnurknU to the Senate Hall. Beneath the 
roof of the vault ore enshrined the remains of a Ghiztiivide saint, 
named Abdul Rozzak Makai, of Shabzwir, who, coming from 
Qbazni, settled in Lahore, in the tiiuu of HumAyuu, Tha mauio* 
loam was erected to his memory by his disciples, who also coa* 
atructed the largo mosque attimhed to it* The name of the archi¬ 
tect, who was a pious maUi is preserved- touring tbo Sikh, period 
the DIa'sjid was used as artillery quarters, and m the coinmenco- 
meut ot the British period as a Meaa house- But it wasiestoxcd to 
the Stahomedans in 1S5G, and has been kept in good repair by the 
Mohomedan merchants of AoarkaU, though tho mausobum itadf 
has been very much neglected- The dome is situated in the 
of the late Sheikh Rahim B^khsh, merchant.

Baatffir. Sh4h Chixiigh flourished in the days of Shdh Jahfln, and 
died in 10C8 A, H. (1657 A. D ), The present mausoleum won 
raised to his memory by the orders of the Emperor Aurangzeb. 

Where the shrine now is, there osisted in the time of the Hlaho- 
nicdan Emperors, a mohatia, or quarters, of the old city of Lahore, 
called the Langar EhAn quarters. This Langar Khfui was a Be- 
loch ami a follower of Shflh Chirfigh. The nio^id to the west of 
the tomb, now occupied by the Accountant Genefal’a Office, was 
built by NawAb Khan Bahfldur Khfln, viceroy of Lahore, during the 
reign of Mahomed Shrth, It was built with tho money obtained 
by the sale of the ornaments belonging to the Naurflb's mother, 
who had made a will to that edcct. A fair is annually held at 
the tomb of Shah Chlidgh, 

This tomb is situated in a walled eactosure opposite the KHa 70._The 

Qumbaz, to the east. KliwAja Muhammad Sat'd was a great tra- tomb of 
veller and a roan of vast learning, Li the course of his travels he 
reached Cflbul and staid there for sometime, Ahmad Shah, the madSard, 
DurrAni King, became acqumnted with him, and held him in great LaborU 
esteem. When that king made his third dcseeut into the Panjflb, 

Lahore is said to have been saved from plunder, mainly through 
the influence which the Sheikh exercised over him. He wrote a 
short letter to theltiog, asking him not to molest God's people. 

Ahmad Shdh refrained from plundering the city, and persoimlly 
went to the/oiiV to pay him hU respects. He flourished during 
the reign of All Qnubar Shah Alam II, and died on the iith Habl-

ul-Awnll tSl A. H. (ITGT A. D.) two dniiglitei^^ whose 

Issue exist to this day. An annual fair Is held at this tomb^ which 
is held in great esteeni by the Cfibul SnrdAts. A branch of the 
family of this aaint lives in Jal&lfibid (Afgbaniat^a), whiie onother 
branch lives in Lahore. When Sarckr Sultan Muhamcaad EhAn, 
brother of Amir Dost Muhammad Xh^p lived in Lahore^ in the 
time of Rnnjit Singh^ he used frcq^uently to como to this mauso¬ 
leum to pay hifi respects. 

The icmb North of Khwdja hluhammod Sm'd^a tomb ia the tomb of 
Tttf; ^ ^ * Sbih Sborafp ia a walled eudoenro. He was a man of profound 
leamlngp and the fame of his piety reached far and wide. Ho 
flourished during the reign of 'Akmgjr and died in 1104 A.H. (1692 
A, D.) Bis splendid mauaoieum wag built opposite the Taxali Gate 
north of the present English cemetei^, ^tb the mausoleum of 
Shfih Sharaf and the mosque attached to it were edifices of great 
architectural beauty^ and old men who have recollection of them 
assert that, in magnlficeace and taste, they were reckoned among 
the most perfect buildings of Ltohore. The walls insido were co¬ 
vered with marble^ while the exterior was covered with tod sand¬ 
stone and glazed pottery work. 

’When Ranjil Singh began to excavate a ditch round the city 
wall, and added to it an exterior waU, both the mansoleum and the 
mosque happened to come within their circuity By order of flan- 
jit Singh they were razed to the ground, and their valuable stone 
was sent to Amritsar to decorate the Sikh temple. The coffin con* 
taining the remains of Shfih Sharaf waa taken out the grave and 
buried in the present spot through Fakir Ndr*ud-diii, the Pbysi* 
ebn of the Mah^irAja. 

The tomb is situated close to the Anarkali Pchco Court and 
tie ir«ri Bdffh, ox Ahlumralia bouse, formeriy the reeideiioe of 
S a 1 y i d General Yentuta.

Saiyid Muhammad Sbib was a mideot of Uch in Babfiwal- 
pur, Tho protracted aiege of Cbittor had emsed much anxiety to Akbar’^A ra¬ 
the Emperor Akbar^ who vfaa advised by the royal astrologers to ^ 

implore the spiritual aid of this saint. Akbar went barefooted to 
the fakir, whose prayers in behalf of Hb Majesty were believed to 
have had the effect of rctiticiug the hitherto impregnable fortress. 

The faklrt at the kiiig^s earnest solicitations^ madeXdliore hia resi* 
dcncot and Akbar himself made it hh head-quarters. Akbar grant¬ 
ed him 3 .Jaffir of one lakh of rupecB in Bntala^ and alnis^honsesp on 
a large scale^ were maintained from this munificent income at La- 
here and BatAfa. The Baiyid died in 1013 A. U. (16(H A. D.), and was 
buried in the present mausoleum. Hie shrine is held in great re- 
vercDce by the Mahomedans^ and bis descendants are to this day 
hold in much respect by the people. 

Mah£rAja Rnnjit Singh entertained a great respeet for thin 
shrmej and paid an aLlowanoe of forty rupees a month for its main^ 
tenance besides making other presents,

Ral. newly fouodfid Tillage Bhoti. It is a large tank of masoary. 
Close to It was the tank of hb brotherp Jaspnt ; but this has 
been demolished^ Tlie tank of the third brotherJ^ Karpat Ril, is to 
the oast of terae Gol^ IVala, or the Central Jail; but it h out of 
repair, and is no longer used by the people,* The legend runs 
that, when these three tanks ware completed, a certain fakir bi^an 
to wash his dirty rags In that builc by Karpat, whose men 
did not allow him to clean hia tattered dross there. Mo then wont 
to Jatpatb tank, with the aamo object ; but his sori'ants, toOj pro- 
Tented him from washing his clothes at that place. The disap¬ 
pointed/aArfr then wont to ;he third tank of I^hpst, whose men 
also ohjeoted to tho/aA:i>*s poUutlag the water with the dirt of 
his rags. Lakhpat, however, who was bathing in the tank at the 
time, observing this, reproved his sonants for interfering with 
the /dirtr, and permitted hini to w aah his clothes at the spot. 
Gratified by this treatment, th^ fakir prophesied that Lakh pat's 
tank would remain in a fiourishiug condition for ever, but the 
other two tanks would dry np. His prophecy was realized, and 
Lakhpatb tank eontmnes to benefit the people to this day. 

Lakhpat Rai was the DewSn. or Prime Minister, of Tahya 
KhAn, Governor of Lahore, during the reign of the Emperor Maho* 
med Shah. Jsspat Rii, his brother, WJts slain in an action against 
the insu^eni Sikhs at Eman^bad, north of Lahore. Lakhpat R£i 
hastened from Lahore to avenge his brotherb death, and the in¬ 
surgents retreated before him. Dalpat Rjii, son of Lakhpat E£i, 
afterwards settled in Jammu.f

Uoran, the miatress of ^lahdrAJa Ranjit Singh, being 
affected by the shadow of a demon, or evil spiritj Jawala liTith, 
the MahatU of the aacred Maitdur, the successor of VmIi Ram, 
worked an iDcantation or chann upon hor, and she was cured 
She supplied the Hahant with a hundred cart loads of bricks, 
and moxiBy which enabled him to build many beautiful chaiu* 
bers and rooms at this place. The present the seat of 

th e Bei% was constructed by Raun Chand, brother of San wan 
Mai, the N^im of Multan, and the large arched gateway, with 
other edifices, by Rfija lAl Singh, the lover of UahiliAni Jiji- 
dan, the mother of Du lip Singh. The place abounds with impos¬ 
ing buildings. There arc a Ltin^ar if A ana* or alms-house, rtjoms 
for the Fujari^, cetk for/oAiV#, housoB for the MahaM, houses for 
grinding com, and other miscellaneous buildings. In the 
of iJAairon Ji a lamp is lighted day and night, and a largo copper 
bell ifl suspended fjfom the ontor roof, and is rung by eveiy derotee 
when he paye his respects to the goddess. The ,SAii^ Ji injage, 
which is placed on a platform, is also worshipped. In the month 
of Bhad^n a great fair is held at this place, and is attended by 
thousands of Hindus.

Jjahoro governor^ Hence the mosque cume to be called the/Va- 
irf&rin ITdif It has three fine domca and three stately 

archcfi. On the top of tlie mitldlc arch arc inscribed eou- 
tences from fho Kordu. The court yard of the moeque is built of 
solid masonry, and contains an old Lank and a woiL In the time 
of the Sikhs the mosque was used as n powder-mfigas^i no. It waa 
restored to the Mahomedan^ by the buuaty of the firititih Govem- 
meut. 

Shoikh Mahomed WilsLl, the foondcr of the mosque, was a na¬ 
tive of Sahfiranpur. Having eome to I. 4 ihnrc in the time of the 
Emperor fiahddur filidh, he settled in the Lakhi H^lohalla, by 
which name the present quarters were thenkmiwii. After residing 
at Lahore for some years, ilahoinod Wasii tetumed to Sali^ranpur.

u in o 1 dome is graceful and picturesque, and is decorated with enamelled 
Sheikh jujttary work of a green colour. The walla inside are eovcml with 
passages from the Koriin, written in Tuffkm characters, in miacd 
letters, of solid masonry, perfect to thia day. 

The tomb 13 enclused with a wall of solid maaonTy. The saint 
flourished during the reign of the AfghAo (Sdr) Emperors, and waa 
held in great esteem by the Oitteraha of the Court, According to 
gheikb Abu Bokr, author of the Sheikh 

MusA waa liman of great sanctity and piety, and was umversally 
respected. His occupation, ivaa that of a blacksmith, and all men 
following that profession at Lahore respect the tomb, and celebrate 
bis anniversary with great tcjoidnga. The author of the Tojiara 
has related many of his mirados : but the following ia told by the 
people to this day. It is said that, once, a Hiadn woman of great 
beauty brought him a spindle, to get it stTEUgbleaed, Th e Sh eikh 
put it on tho fire to work it out, but was so much struck by her 
beauty, that, forgetting tho spindlo which ho had placed in his 
furnace, he flicd his eyes upon her face. The woman, sus¬ 
pecting the Sheikh of being actuated by ill motives towards 
her, tauntingly obaorved : What is there in my face that you 
are looking at T Ton seem to have quite forgotten your work/’ 
The Sheikh replied; " 1 am only contemplating tho Maker’s 
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flkUl, who TOodcUetl so bcAUlifiil a shapo fta yourt, and if I am 
actuatod by any ill motivaj here is the fed hot spindlej 1 wiU 
put it ill my eyes- If I have looked on you in bod faithf let them 
be toasted/* Saying this he passed the burning spindle over both 
bis eyes. They were quite unhurt, while the iron spindle, by com¬ 
ing in contact with the saint’s eyes, was changed into pure gold. 
The woman, on seeing this miracle, was convinced of the inno¬ 
cence of the Sheikh’s intention, and, was. moreover, so deeply im¬ 
pressed with the truth ol the Mnhomeduu faith that she forthwith 
became a convert to that rdigien. Her tomb is situated dose by. 
Sheikh Musd, died in 925 A. H- (1519 A,D,). 

The Ain-i-Aklari has the following mention of Sheikh Musi: 

“ He was a smith {abanftfir) and performed many miracles. 
He died in the begboing of Akbar’s reign, aud was buried nt Lsr 
tore.”*

Dai L/ido was the wet nurse of the Emperor Jnh&ngir. Ac¬ 
cording to the 8M/i Jahdnndma, she was a very pious'"woman, 
and she owed her piety to the benefidal ioflnonce of Salem Cliishti" 
the celebrated saint of Fatehpiiri Sikri. afier whose name Akbar 
named hU son Salem (afterwards Jaluingfrk She performed n pil. 
grimage to Mecca, in the fourth ya^r of ShAh JahAn^s reign. She’ 
died on Wednesday. theStli of Moliarmin. during the first year of 
'Alntngfr's reign, and was buried in this moaque. The grave wliicb 
she had herself made during her life time still exists, in the court¬ 
yard of this mosque. Her husband, Muhnmmad Ismail, dieil 
montha before her. His tomb is bv the aide of tliat of his w ife i,, 
the court yard of the M.sjid. The place, where ihe mosque now ia 
was known m those times as TaUa Muliidla, mwl LAdo'a extensive 
property and gallons flourished there. She established a school 
there, which was presided over by Mauivi AsiiiatuIIa, a learned scholar 
of Lahore. Mahomed Shakir, the son of Dat lAdo, having died 
childless, the whole of her extensive pr.>petty became waqf. and 
the school and the mosque continued to do much good work until 
the collapse of the Moglial sovereignty in the PimjAb.

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Ktifiiit the eldest son of the deceased NawAb, who was euppoirted by 
the fkLitdpvtrai, havinjr expelled the younger brotbcr^ ascended 
the masnad of Chiefahip, and Sa*adat Kh&i was hioaght to 
labore, and placed under arrest in the fort. He died while in cua- 
totly in the Sarntnan BwrJ, in 1862, and was buried here. The 
present mausolctun was built to his taeraoiy at a cost of Rs, 

1,5000 by his widows, who had accompanied him te Lahore.

Mahomed Din is a pioiija man of abouL^^yj and is much res¬ 
pected by the hlnbomedan community of Lahore as the head of 
this important mstitution. Bis grandrather, Sharf-ud-din, was a 
venerable man of great piety. MAhAraJa Banjit Singhj who 
was fond of fakirs^ paid him visits and oifered nazmna. Ma¬ 
homed Din is in the habit of sitting daily in his intended gravcp 
where he devotes hours to reading the KorAn and coutomplating 
death. 


Behind the weU*known itsausokum of Bibl PAk IHmani south¬ 
east of Lahore^ ie a grand mosquOj, now in a dilapidated condition* 
It has three domes^ one large and one email on either Eide of it. 
Over the arched entronees are Arabic and Persian inscriptions in 
enamelled blue letters on yellow glazed pottery work of great ele¬ 
gance and beauty. The upper storey is reached by stairs of so¬ 
lid masonry work, on the north and south. The floor of the 
mosque is of brick, but is now much damaged. Over the northern 
arch is the inscription : —

The mosque was built by Mahomed Amin Beg, a Moghal^ an 
Orn€ra of the Court of Zakaria KhAn^ KhAp Bnhaduri Yiceroy of 
Lahore, about the time when the Naw^Ab built his mosque of 
Begampiira. The desceudants of Mahomed Amfn flourish at 
L^ore in Mok^tla Choubntta^ Mochi Gate quarters.^ The style 
of building and the enamelled pottery work exactly resemble those 
of the mosque of Nawdb KhAsn Bahadur in Begampurn. 

East of the Mas] id was the garden of Mahomed Amin Beg, 
but the land is now under cultivation. 

Beyond tho Government House, at a distance of three hundred 
yards from the main road, b the tomb of B(M Pdk Ddmant or the 
chaste lady, the most venerated old monument in Lahore and ita 
vicinity. The name of this lady was Bukia, ai4iu Bibt Hdj. She is 
said to have been n near roktion of 'Ali, the son-in-law of Mahomed^ 
and the fourth Khalifoflslilm. She, with £re other ladies, ia believed 
to have migrated to India after the battle of Karbala, when Buaein 
met his martyrdam^ and died in 110 A. H. (728 A. B.), nt the ago 
of 90. It is said^ a certain EindiTi BAja, who then ruled LuhorO:, on 
hearing the news of their arrival sent for them^ but aa they were 
most unwilling to go into his presence, they prayed God for 
death. The earth theronpon opened up and buried them. The heir* 
apparent to the Rdjo, who had been sent by his father to receive 
lhcni| seeing the miraciOp became a convert to Mahomedanism, and 
ho was the first nmjausar^ or attendant of the IcAdngdht that was 
subsequently raised over their remnine. The present mujawar^ are 
believed to be his descendants* The beautiful rooms and chatn-^ 
bers around the tomb were built by Mahmud of Ghazni and hia 
successors.

Me^ld of Lahorej is an architectuml monument of earpassing beauty arid 
W a I F glogance. It is entirely covered with arabesque painting and lao- 
quered tiles, and the inlaid pottery decorations and panelling of 
^c walla qre as vivid and glowing, as bright and perfect, as ever^ 
l*he panels of pottery are set in hard mortar^ and the leaves and 
flowers, trees and goblets, which decorate the exterior of the walk, 
are detached pieces of pots or tile, so fitted together rs to repre- 
sent painted work, though they are strictly inky. The decora^ 
tiona are mastorpieces of the art ot pamtbg. They nre true frea* 
joo painting, and, as observed by ilr. Thornton, the bmno fr&co of 
the Italknsp Students of the art of painting are often seen copy¬ 
ing these decorations on the spot, as a sort of exercise, which is

The style of the building is Perso-Mogbah though the foun¬ 
der was a native of the PanjAb. The mosque is aituatod on a 
raised platform, and is reached by a flight of steps to the east. It 
is divided into five compartments each oponing upon a epacions 
conrt-yard, and surmoinited by a dome, the centre one, like the 
middle archway, being much larger and higher than the two 
on either ^de of it. At each comer of the quadrangle is a minu- 
Tct of great height, with a gallery round it^ from which n magnifi¬ 
cent view of the city and suburbs is oblaincd- A reservoir in 
the middle of the court-yard of the cathedral suppli^ water for 
the ablutions of the faithful who re sort to it. 

The mosque was founded in I04 t A- H. or 1634 A. D., by 
Ghcikh Tlm-ud-diu An&ari, son of Sheikh Abdul Latjf,Bonof 
Sheikh His^im-ud-din, a native of Chmiot, in the Jhang district, 
who rose to the rank of Hinkter in the reign of ShAh JAhAn, re¬ 
ceiving the command of 7000 and the title of TVazir Khan. Ac¬ 
cording to the JJatffl/tdft-jidmct of Mull a Abdul Hamtd| 
'Ilm-ud-din, after learning Arabic, became the pupil of Hakim Diwt 
in medicine. He entered the service of Prince Khutram (ShAh 
Jab An), while the latter was still a prince, and became his house¬ 
hold Diwan. Subsequently, he became Superintendent of the ro-^ 
yal kitchen (MCr Sdfiian}* and was afterwards created a DiwAn 
under the Prince. The Prince was so much pleased with the Ha- 
devotion to duty and his supeiuor qualification a, that, soon 
after ascending the throne, he raised him to the dignity of 
Viceroy of the PeajfiK He was the physicLaii royal, and treated 
the members of the royal household with a success which tended 
to raise him greatly in the eetimation of his royal master.f

There are two wells in the mosque^ into which 
the rain and surplus water is drained. 

The mosque was built by ZulfiqAr Eh An, an Omera during the The founder 
time of the Lodf dymisty* Ho was head of ofEco under Haibat 
Khdo, the viceroy of Lahore. The mosque is very popular with 
the Hahomedans. There is no doubt that the surface of tlie street 
was once on tbe same level with the floor of the mosquej and that 
the abiidi has since reached its present elevation.* 

This old raosquo was built by NawAb Wazir KhaUt governor of 108 —The

He was a native of Bokhara, and came to f^thoro about 72A A. IL 
(I'^3 A. D.) during the reign of Mahomed Tughbk, the most 
eloquent and accomplished prince of his tiine^ whose letters m 
Arabic and PeraLon are, to this day, regarded as the most perfect 
nsodeL of diplomatic coireapondenco. Siraj-nd^lm w^as once 
deputed on State busmess to the court of Lohore by the viceroy of 
Multfin, and became a favorite of the Emperor on account of his 
great learning aud scholarly attainments. His Majesty desired to 
create him Qhzi of Lahore^ but SirAj-^ud-dm, who was a man of 
independent eharacter, declined the offer. The king was displeas¬ 
ed with liifl behaviour^ and from that time he abandoned worldly 
affoirSp iimlj retiring into PiccluvioiL died In his residencoj where 
til IK nnprotenlious tomb w^os built.

When the Tartara, 
under the great mercenary Leader Change* Xli4nt conquered Khwa- 
mzniand reduced tosubjewtioa the Kbwaraznini prince, iamAl-ud-din 
sought protection with Prince Jalul-ud-tlin at Ghazni. Changez 
Khan reduced the last montiyiied place, and JamAl-ud-dln, with 
his patron, Julid'Ud-din, migrated to ladia, and took up his reti- 
denee at Lahoro, BeLag of a religious turn of mind, Jamfil-nd'dm 
made many disciples in the city, and was much respeeted by thn 
people. On hi^ death, his son lluia-ud-dm, succeeded him in the office 
of spiritual guide. He became a greater man thaa hia predecessor^, 
and his fame for pietyp devotion and leariung spread for and wide* 

He was a great orator, and for bis eloquence, address and mild 
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bcIiaviouT gained universal steem. He died in GGl A, H, (1202 
A. D.), and his tomb is held in great res|>cct by the people,

body being utterred in u Tatveia close by. ilcoco two tombs have 
been built for this smnt. According to the !>#A/ifri-iif’Trasiitii, 
the saint was murdered in a war against the Moghala, in one of 
their invasions of the PanjAb. He was then Uvidg in this gate¬ 
way. When the Moghals laid sit^c to the eily, he was appointed 
to guard the gate, with the help of troops. He fought the enctny 
boldly, but at Last fell in the con diet. According to the author, 
the saint continued to dght for some time, after his had been severe 
cd from hib body, and Icillcd many with his sword. The trunk at 
last also fell down, and life became extinct. The story is to this 
day current among the people.* 

Notable Houses in the Citt. 

The ancient citv of Lahore abounds in splendid, elegant and 
Notable bouses, and the following is a brief account of some of the 
houses in meet important edifices, noted either for excellence of arebitecture 
the City, richnes! of style, or for the interest attaching to them as ancient 

buildings which once belonged to emmeut persons in oonuection 
with the history of this important Province. 

This house, of once nnrivailed architectural grandeur, is 
v«h situated in the midst of the city. It w'aa originally built by 

Kawfib Sa'duUah Khfin of Chiniot, the Prime Minister of Shdh 
Juhlin, but he died before it was eomplete. His sun and successor 
Nawftb Jlian Khin finished it, and hence the Jluwii come to be 
called after his name. It waa the highest house in the city, 
furnished with ten wells, numerous hails and arched chambers, 
supported by pillarB of stone, reservoirs and fountains of water, 
underground chambers, balconies and upper storeys. The 
was divided into three parts, the J/nAuf SeraOt w the female 
quarters, the Court-house, known as the Mahal, and the 

Kalai Khana. The female apartments arc now used as places 
for working the grinding mills, of which about two hundred, 
with four hundr^ houses, exist at this time. The Eun^ 
Mahal has been utilised os the Mission School, and the buildidgs 
of the Kalai Khaita have been con vetted into private bouses. 




N(yrABLF. BOSSES IN Tilt CITY. 
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Most of the old works have been destroyed or flihered, yet wliat 
remains bBfirs abundptnt testimotiy to the past greatoesa of these 
palaces^ During the Sikh tlmo the houses were given to Ghause 
Kht^iij cotoiieJt and SuUAn Mahmndi the ooniman-dant of the 
airtlUory+ The garden and mausoleum of Nuw/ib Mi jin Khdn »je 
situated west of the Tillage Baghbatipurd.^ 

This extensive h^ivdi is situated in the Mochi Gate quarters^ 
and is now the residenoe of Knwib Nasir ^Ali Khdn. It was bnilt 
in the time of the Emperor Mahomed Sbdh, by Mirg Bahddur 'Ali,

its ciompLetion^ when the OincraA occupied it^ Msr Bahadur ^AIJ^ 
the eldest member of the familyt was blessed ivith a sou. To ootn- 
mgmornte this happy event he called the house M^ibarak Ilaveit^ 
or the fortunate house, and from that time the house enme to be 
calleii by present uaine. It is famous as the place where 
the Btero Hanjit Singh kept under anrveillance the unfortunate Shah 
Bhujdh-ul-Mulk of Cubul, vrith his Aarenit and forced him to sur- 
ronder the celehml^ Koh-i*Nur diamomL The pcifB-ecuted Sh6h at 
last effected his escape by a hole wKkh he made in a ivnll at night, 
and sought the asylum of the British authorities at Ludhiana^ who 
treated him with consideration. Many alterations and improve¬ 
ments have been made in the by the present occupaute.

Ho also held his court hero^ It was 
furuitjhed ^^vith tiiaguihcent haJIsj gardens, betits and other elegant 
buildings; hut the three governors of Lahore, and, after them, 

Ranjit Singh, stripped it of its costly matenals. The shops attach¬ 
ed to the ^avdi, together with certuLu other building, still exist, 
aud are suhiftaiitiiil works ef architecturn] beauty'. 

This vast edifice is sitnatad at the TakM Gate, and is 4 ria- 
commonly known as the Akluwalia IfavelL It was buiU by Nawilb ^ 

Zakaria Kh&n, suruamed iChan BahaduTi viceroy of Lahoi^ for 
the residence of hb mistress, uumed Kallo Bal, a professional 
singer. Being a woman of low origin, she could not be admitted 
into the Nawfib^s Aamu, and he built for her a separate bouse 
at great cost. Nuwih Qhdbi Khan, a descendant of Nawdb 
Zakaria Kh^n, sold a great portion of it to private persons,

dence. It contains numerouB Bpaoious chaniberSj halls and balco- 
nieg. The roofs are decorated with paintings rmd mirrorSj and are 
worked in gold. The walls are richly and tastefully oinamciited 
with glasaes and artificial fiowers. It is now Government property 
and is used as the or female school. 


This very extensive and largo house is situated in CAttm

house the appearance of a citadel rather than a private residence, gingb."

Tlse palaces, 
from their magnificenoo and grandeur, are worthy of the fame of 
the founder, as the Prime Sllnister of the groat Mithdraja of the 
Punjab. 

This picturesque Aai/cJi, with its lofty upper storeys» stately 12 .—T h o 
Tooma and majeBtic gateways^ is situated in the Delhi Qato 
quarters. It is in the occupation of Kao war Ifiranjan Mth, aon 
of the late Rnja. Diiifi Nfith'a other Aaifd^i is opposite the havdi of 
Diwfin Baij KAth, and is in the poasesaioa of his grandson, DiwAu 
Ram Nfitbp aon of Diwivu Amar Nath. Amar Niitli was a profound 
Arabic and Persian scholar, a traveller and a poet. His iNDetical 
name was Akbari. The history of the Khalsa wntteu by hi in in 
Persian is a work of great merite 


This magnificent haudi is situated in the Lahoii Gate 13,»T b * 
quarters.

There are nninerous or Hindu. Temples, in the city, 

hut the following is a brief account of some of the most important 
of them. 

1 —T h fi ^ ® Epleadid #Aita£i?rt, to the north of the moeque of 

SKLwK^ft of Wazfr Khan. The gate to the south opens on to a spacious court* 

karipr, jArd^ 10 the midst of which is a lofty nianefurp of solid masonryp 

with a domed roof. This dome is sumiounted by a golden pinna¬ 
cle^ which gives the temple a picturesque appearance. The door* 
way of the mandar is to the west. The door inside is pared with 
marblO;, and in the midst of on a raised platform^ ia placed the 
image of Shib Jl MtiharqJ, the object of woi^hip^ A lai^e 
vessel, filled with water, is kept close by, to purify the place. The 

walls inside are dcooratecL The courtly ard is lined with rooms for 
theacoommodatiou of the \d$itots^ and ceUs for the sndAsj OT^ujdrL^* 

The site of the 6hiufala originally belonged to thn mosque df 
Waiir Khdn, but^ during the supr^nTflacy of the triple rulers of 
Lahore^ a certaiu Bawa, uanied ’^Tbakmgir, built n small katc:hc^ 
temple here, which was oalarged and rebuiU with mBaonry, at 
great outlay^ by Rdja Dinfi Kfith, the head of the Sikh State Office. 

2.—T h handsome edifice is situated Co the north of the 

Koltmtif or Police Court. It is a two-atorcyed buiid- 
lifttli. with beautiful windows and balconies fronting the street^ which 

IS the most frequented part of the city, the population here being 
very dense- The shops below are occupied by tenants^ who are 
mostly traders and artisans, Tho walls fronting the street are 
tastefully decorated with pHiintings of and Avatars. The 

entrance into the fltuiidar is through the northern gateway, with 
the frame of red sand-&tone and stairs of the same material. The 
gateway opens on to a nddecourt-yaidT around which are handsome 
rooms, chambers and cells with domed roofs. In the western outer 
hall are placed the big kettlenlrum, trumpets, shells and bells to 
lummou the congregation to worship, at the appointed hours of ser ■ 
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vice and ot other times. In th^ midst of the court-yard, oa a 
raised platforia of stone, is the atcimliii'f in whicli is kept a beauti¬ 
ful intake of Shib Ji MaAaraJ, The inside walls are decorated 
with piuntings of deities and gods. The ehiuing golden pinnacle 
on the top of the dotno contributes much to the attraction and grace 
of this most popular place of Hindu >s'Orship, Drops of water are 
allowed to fall on the S/tiv Ji from a perforatol basin, filled with 
water, and placed over the imago, according to the prescribed UHjtle 
of worship. The floor inside the niaadai* on which the Shiv Ji 
takes his Beat on an eminence, ia of pure marbia When the time 
of service arrives, tho musical iuBtruraents that aro blown and beat¬ 
en create a deafening noise, which, however, is indispeiiaablc^for 
the service. The temple is the favorite resort of worship of the 
Kashmiri Pandits, the founder, Itdja Dind Khth, having belonged 
to that class. 

This is one of the most splendid and popular places of 3 ._t b « 

Hindu worship in the city. ITie launder was Bakhshi Bhagat ot 

Bilro, Adjutant General of the armies of Mdhariija Ranjit Singh, 
who built it in Samvat 1900 (]&hl. A. D.) It in situated behind the 
Kottaali, in the kiicha known after tho Bakhshi’s name. The 
building is two-storeyed. The first storey is reached by a flight 
of six steps. On tho top of the outer doorway are two stone 
images of the sacred bull, an imago of on elephant, and of an alli¬ 
gator. On entering the door are to be seen the stone idols of gods 
tfanesA (elephant),//rtaujjiaa (monkey) apdBAtiiro Jf. The floor 
ia of stone, and there arc marble platforms of Jufjitwhan, sur¬ 
rounded with railings of the same tnatorial. “nio nuifidur is a lofty 
tower, in which the SAiV Ji tukee his scat, on a marble platform. 

The tower has several pinnacles of gold, of various sise6,faccording 
to their respective positions, the central ono being the bighcat. 

^e mandar contains a large number of beautifnUy chiselled stone 
idols of difierent sizes, which are worshipped by the votaries. The 
mattdar is furnished wrthyV^ iFeau and cascades, or water-falls, and 
has luxurious underground rooms for the comfort of the pujaris 
during the hot weather. The marble square, two yards long, and 
two yards broad, on which the founder sat while distributing dma 
to the BnihminSj is still presetTOl. 

The sAiioflla abounds with imposing edifices aud bears testi¬ 
mony to the cuormouB wealth possessed by the officials of State 
during the reign of MAhdraja Ranjit Singh. 

The Gurdwara is situated in the C&uni Mar,di Bajur, towards 
ho touthem end of the street. Itis held in high estoent by the Sikh g 
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Gum Him commiiiiitVp. being the birtt-placo of Rdm D&^t tlieir fourth GlirU 
ill sticcossioii from Nanak. The parents of R^tm iMs livod h^te, 
atitl he was himself bom and brought up at this plate^ from whjdi 
he was taken ta Goviiidwal, where he was married to the daughtor 
of Amar DiiSt the third Giirti- The Gunhimra was built towards 
the dose of Mahiraja Eonjit Singh's reign, in the eoursc of a ymv. 
It is biult on the model of the /hirtar at Aniritaar- The 

Granth, or the holy book of the Sikhs, is kept at thU place, md 
the muiiclanfi aing the sacred BongHj accompanied by harpers 
on their inatnimenU, Each Sunday a large gathering of men and 
women is hold; and members of tUo Singh Sabha hold their meet* 
ingBj in which questions of social and moral progress jiro diseuBsed, 

5. —T b 0 This is fl wdl-knoTiTi Sikh temple in the CAuhi iJorar, The 

founder was one Ja^wont Binghj w ho, on hcconiing a change 

a* iiis name to Khuda Singhj meaning a Sikh who worshippe<l one 

God. He was a great traveller and lived for a long time at Cfibul, 
where he was well treated by the Amir Dost Mahomed Khau. Ho 
died twenty years ago, and now his cli^la, Prem Singh, has succeeded 
to his ^a^ichV The Dharanu^l^ is of masonry. The gateway to

In the mid^t ot this court’-yard, 
on a raisetl platfonn, is the matulart which is lofty and majestic. 
In front of the doorway ia a ehasto gallery of stone, of great beauty^ 
Tlie walls inaide arc decorated with stone carvings, and in a nicho 
of marble are gracefully placed the images of Si^i KrUh^Ki Jt Mahu- 
rdjmidSadkik^ Ji, dresaed in rich cloths and adorned with precious 
OTuaments.

ns the dty itself. The SAiv Ji AIahdr£j takes bis seat in the 
mandaf, oa a raised platform. The iwindar is surrounded by a 
number of spacious buildings, some of them tvo-storeyed, for the 
accommodation of Jo^ig and Pitjartt^ The institution is most 
flourishing, and is a popular plaoe of froiship rrith Hindus of all 
denomiDatious, who hold It m great sanctity on account of the length 
of time it ban survived. Bilwn Prom Kilth Ja^i was for a long tim^ 
in charge of the temple, which, after bis name, is called Prem jV«/A 
ka Maadar. 

Behind the golden mosque of BhikaK Khlin is a Bihli, ii.-Th* 
or largo well, with steps deacendlug to the edge of the water. The Sahib, 
well was dug by Atjan, the tifth Sikh Gui'u, iu the time of Jahan¬ 
gir, and had a large attus-houso attochfxl to it. In the time of his 
successor, Gtiru Har Gobind, owing to a qu.nrrel between the Guru 
aud the Qazi of Lahore, the BdoU, with All the buildings attached 
to it, was oonflaented to the State, and in the plnco of Lsngar 
Kh:lna a mosque was built in JSiJO, Sumvat (I 33 IA. D.). The 
KLihArajn, having fallen dangerously ill, was advised by his atro- 
logcre to le-opon the Bdoli and bathe with its water, which would 
cure him.

It was built forty years ago, with VeSmuIJevL 
money raised by public subscriptions. The entrance to the wiatv* 
dur is through a gateway to the west. The image of Bet/i Ji, 
made of stone, is placed b a ricUy decorated recess of the wall. 

It is dressed and Ornamented with jewels. The Devi Ji was origi¬ 
nally kept in the Qurdwdrd of Chauk Malla Singh, in the dty of 
Amritsar, and was brought to Lahore by Bhnggu Bhogat, It in 
now universally worshipped by the Hindus. 


This siii’wdfd is in the Mofialla Talwara, It wa$ built by 
Dilbagh Rai. the Dlwda of Biija Dhiaa Singh, Prime Minister of 
Mahdraja Ranjit Singh. Outside the gate of the temple is a large 
■well, of very ancient date. It is now treated as part of the t/dwala 
premises. Origbally, the site of the ahiwala belonged to this 
well; but, the wioAwHfl people dispudng about the ownership of 
that site, Dilbagh Rai built the present temple on it. The mandat' 
is built of stone, and is surmounted by a large dome. Within 
the temple, on a raised platform, the Sfi iv is gracefully seated and 
is worshipped by the congregation. There are rooms for the Pujdria 
and the sAioafa arc extensively resorted to by the Hindu public.

Last is the maif^ar of Chetu Mah- 
rotra, built by him la February 1875^ as appears from an inserip* 
tion on the gateway. The Pei^l Ji which graces this temple^ was 
found in the course of digging on the spot The joy of tho 
people on the sudden appearance of tho goddess was unbgundedj 
and crowds woot daily to pay it respect. At last a public-spirited 
and pious maji;, named Chetu, reaolved to build a temple for the

'^e Mandar of Kali Maia, or Kali Mother, is situated in «7.-T b a 
Buiar, It is small, but handsome, tuid stands on a placfonti K.lL j^cvl, 
of stone, on which is placed the image of Kali ifata, laaile of 
black stone. She is seated beneath a dome of estjuisito beauty. 

Two richly ortiamciitcd umbrellas are placed here. The smaller 
one, with a golden fringe, spreads over ihc image, and the larger 
ofte, which is eqeally costly, covers the dome. Both these um¬ 
brellas contribute largely to the plcturesqaeuess of the scetio 
which the temple preseate to the view. The Kali Mata, which la 
said to have the gift of making people happy, U worshipped daily 
by crowihE of men aad women. Duriag the Nmeatra, a fair is 
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held hem for nine days, and the income from ofTetinga is laTgo. 
Every Hindii who passes along the lane is bound to bend hia fore¬ 
head before the propitious goddesa.

Of the thirteen rooms situated in this court-yard, 
three are attached to tho wi^miar of SAiy^yi, while the remain¬ 
ing teu ate iet apart for the use of travellers^ A well is provided 
in front of the »iaxw?tir for the use of the worshippers and tra-

To tho main building a Jubilee GAdt and a Jubilee tank arc j^bPra QMt 
attached for bathing purposes, the former being intended for JnhUisu 
males, and tbe latter for females. The Jubilee GAa^j^ 12^1 feet in 
ieugthp and IC feet Is made of stone. Two rooms are

is largely resorted to by femaleay is walled up all round, and is prer 
vided with a bath-room or Aantairt- Three large rooms are attach¬ 
ed to it for the comfort of female bathers during summer. 

The public-spirited founder has dedicated the income of seven 
t wo-storeyed bouses and flfteen shops below' them for tho maintE!- 
nince of this msCitution. A portion of the income is spent in fci^d- 
ing pilgrims and destitute persona. The average mcomc is Rs. 120 
U- mouth. 

The buildings were constructed at a cost of upwards of a lokh 
of rupees, of w'hich Ra. 15,000 wore spent on the Jubilee GhM and 
Jubilee tank.

they seem to comprise one even aurfaco of ground encircled by 
the same walls, though iuternaVIy they are divided into three 
tenacea, each being higher than the other by tbe height of two- 
men.

for both ; although, curiously enough, the second lerracc is 
situated at a height compared ulth the third. 

Tho second point is thus csplainedt—It is said that, where 
the 'gardens now are, flowed in olden times tho Hydroates, or 
Bavi. When Mahmud invaded Lahore, the site of the gardens 
and their neighhourhoed formed the hed of the river. The upper, 
portion of the garden site comprised tho (or high) laud 

and tho lower the Bela (or loi*- hod of the river.) The laud 
being fertile auJ the ficeociy around attractive, Shdh Jahfin detei- 
mined on laying out the Royal Gardens in this locality. 

The visitor will observe that there a^e three rows of fouu- 
tains in tho middle cistern of the third terrace from north to south, 
while there is only one row of them in the middle dstern of the first 
terrace in the satna direction. A stronger current of water was 
also required to fill the large tank in the second terrace and the four 
remaining cisterna in the third In order that tho water might 
flow with sufficient force into the second and third terraces, two 
largo wells called Bdran Iluiia (or the twelve-wheeled) were con¬ 
structed in conocctiou with the uppermost toiroce, one to the west, 
and the other to the coat. Tho western woU is, at present, in 
working order. The eastern is in nitus. To convey the water of 
the western well, an aqueduct wm constructed on the top of the 
garden wall in that direction, which conducted it to the second 
and third terraces; and a similar arrangement wns made to convoy 
the w'ator of the eastern well to the Barnc terraces. These aqueduct* 
vsist to the present day on the garden walla to the west and east. 

As to the priacipal changes that have taken place in the 
gardens since they were laid out, it is to be noted that tho sum- 
luer-honse towards tho northern end of the first terrace, overlook¬ 
ing the marble water-fall and the large tank in the second terrace, 
was originally a structure of pure marblo, covered externally and 
internally with that material from base to summit, but Maharaja 
Bnrijit Singh removed the stone and sent it for the embellishment 
of the Sikh temple at Amritsar. 

The summer-houses to the east and west of tho large tank in 
the middle terrace were also of raarblci which was removed by tho 
triumvir governors of L^ore, and sold offi before the ascendancy 
of Batijit Singh.

chauco to fall into the well* This grating, which uiuat have 
been of considerable dimensions^ d«>es not now exist ; but the 
iron hookSi by which it was suspended, can still be seen at inter¬ 
vals all round the well inside, a little below the surfueo of water.

The king gave audience in the second and third terrace, and Th« F y > 
here the Omerahs and princes of the royal blood essembled to pay 
homage to KIs Majesty, and take part in the festivities of the 
day. 

As has been oarmted in the Second Chapter, the garden aufioi- 
ed much at the hands of rapacious invaders and Sikh free-hooters, Hujit Sitnah 
aa well as the Sikh rulers. It was reduced to such a ruiuous con- * 

dition at the commencement of Banjit Singh's reign, that the 
reservoiiu were all filled up with earth, and, the whole land having 
been ploughed up, cultivation was carried on at the place. The 
hlfihkrajs, although he divested it of much of its marble and 
other valuable atone, restored the garden. 

The royal Bath-rooms were thoroughly repaired and put into B*th. 

order by Mfihiraja Sher Singh. rwnw. 

A good idea of the former magnificence and picturesquenass of 
the Sbalim^r may be formed from the fact, that it was situated in 
the midst of thriving and luxurlaut gardens, the properly of the i n & y at 
Court nobility. Thus, to the south, across the Amritsar grand trunk g « , i 
road, was the /ndyat Sagh, and further south of it was the A^iguri Bach, 

BaQh. Bemuants of these gardens stil I exist. 

To the north was the MoiUdbl BAgh, which, has been sold Mahtahi 
by auction by the Goveromeut and become the property of Mian ^ ‘ 

CbJvnan Din, of the Baghblinpura Mian family. A Bdrddarf and a 
tank of thi« garden still exist, and traces of fountains of water and 
water courses are visibSe to this day.

To thoeaator the garden was the garden of Prince DAri Shekob 
called the Bagh-i^Dtlrd. It was embellished with a Bdrdd^iri^ 
a tank and fountains of water, but these hnYo all disappeared now, 
Mah^ja Sher Siagh gave this garden to DiAl Singh 
a Sirdar of his Court* Hta son, Sirdiir Dial Siugh^ demolUhed 
the buildings, and sold tho bricks. Ten acres of the laiul of this 
garden are now held in proprietory right by ^TnuLvi Znhur-ud- 
din, Pleader, ChieJ Court, Pnnj^b, aiuember of Bughbdnpura 
family. 

Of the other gardens of the Mogha! period may be mention^ 
ed the garden of Nur Jabibp across the Ravi, noticed in the works 
of Jahingir's period as the garden of or Dilkiitiftaf where 

e^tbts tho mauoolenm of that Emperor; the garden of ^lirza 
Kaiuran, on the banks of the Ravi^ now in ruins, of which only tho 
summer-house; known as Turgahj remains^ the garden of *Ali 
Mard&n Kh&n, called the Nau Lakha^ and the gardens of hLahaba t 
Rban, south of the Shalirn£r, Of the numerous other gaideus of the 
time of the Moghals, many of which have been noticed in Chapter 
I of this Work, no trace now exists. 

The Sikh Fenod. 

The environs of Lahore were, daring the Sikh time, noted for 
the fertility of their gardens, but few belonging to that period are 
now lefl, and of these feu^r still are properly looked after by their 
present owners. The buildings of the A^hluwctUei garden, near 
Nau Lakh a, were destroyed by the heavy rains of 1875 , and the 
gardeti; whicb was treated m part of ihe Nau Likba garden of 
"AH Mardmi Khrm, is now neglected. The land attached to it is 
under cultivation, and few of the fruit trees remain* 

The garden of Jamadar Khushal Singh is in tolerably good 
condition. The Santadh of Ham Singh, son of Khushal Singh, 
Is situated In this garden* 


The gartlen of KajA Teja Sing^^ the Tillage Khui Mimn, 
a mile and a half from Lahore, b ^^kndid garden with a sum¬ 
mer-house, numeroua fniit trees nnd^Pcanal. It has been Tfdl 
looked after by Riga Enrbaus Singh*

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The garden of R;iJ& Dind NAth, on the old rood to Slialintdr, 
dose to the tomb of Ghoro Shdb, was ones uniiv/dled for its Kith* 
beauty, fertility, and elegance. It was the old phioo for Hindu and 
Mohaniedan garden parties, and the popular resort of all cloasos of 
people for enjoying the corapany of friends, It is furnished with 
reservoirs of water, tanks, splendid fluiaracr-housM and build¬ 
ings for the acoommodation of visitors, Being, however, negloct- 
ed bv the present owner, it bos ceased to bo the rendezvous of the 
people. 

The garden of Diwaa Ratan Chand, outaida the Shah ‘Alini Tbs prden 
gate, is ft place of great interett. It is furnished with pictur- RatanChmitL 
cstjuc buildings, elegant reservoirs and fountains of water and luxu¬ 
riant w'alks. There are numeroiis fruit trees, and the girden is in 
a moat flourishing condition. The credit for keeping the garden in 
such ft thriving condi^on is due to Ldla Bhagwin Dos, son of the 
deceased. 


The garden of Bhai Msiha Singh, outside the dty, was thc^Tha^rico 
most luxuriant of its kind in the time of the 8ikbs. People griugii. 
took great pleasmo in visitiiig it, and the founder was obliging, and 
received all comers courteously. It was f urnished udth fountains of 
Water which were kept in full play, and the walks of the garden, 
combined with the fl.mpk foliage of the trees, jendered It a place of 
great attractiom Sawsya Singh, the descendant of Staha Singh, 
sold the garden to the Christian Missionaries, who have kept 
it in good order, and established a College here,* 

The Bitdtljiu Bifitfh, to the north of the fort, waa the old pub¬ 
lic garden of the station at the commencement of the Britbh pe¬ 
riod, and English gentlemen and ladies resorted to it for pur¬ 
poses of refreshment and recreation in afrenioou-time. A band 
played and eDtortainineuts were held at the place. The guidon was 
under the management of Mr. Henry Cope, Editor of old ioAow 
ChronicU newspaper. In subsequent times it lost its importance, 
and the public gardens on tho old mall became the place of re¬ 
creation. These were, again, superseded by the Lawrouce Gardens, 
which are, now the place public of recreation.

CHAPTER III. 


Descriptive. 

(The Modern Ftriod) 

That Lahort? ia quite difierent tt>-day from 'v^hat it was thirty G«wTij ac- 
yoar» ago* eride^t to eTqu the most er^perficiEd obaerver. For 
a long time af^r cunexation in nothing was observable to the 
aouth-eact bur a vast esLpanco of uneven ground, etuddod with 
cnunbliDg moaqneTj domea^ and gatowaya; huge mouods of old 
brick-kOnj, and Ebapeleas nmasea of ruiiia. The invasions of Nadir 
Shfih and Ahmed Shih, rcBnIting in the dlsmenibeTinent of the 
Mohamedan cot*ereignty in the Panjdb, the pereoention by the 
local Governors of the Hindu Bubjocts (particularly the Sikhe) and 
the retaiiatery measuras adopted, in their turn^ by the latter, com¬ 
pleted the work of destruction and devastation everywhere in the 
Fanjdbj and the capital was no exception to thia mle+* 

Sir (afterwards Lord) John Idwrence, writing rs Chief Com- 
nuasionev of the Fanj&b in 1852^ said of the suburbs of Lahore: — iJi!4cHptioEi of 
Few Bubturban localities could be found in any province present- 
ing such peculiar sanitary difficnlties as the vicinity of lAhorn 
The station of Anarkuli, with its adjimctst is scattered over on 
area of aeveral square miles^ ever which extend the ruins of not 
one but of several anccessive cities of variotis eras aed various 
dynasties. The surface of this extraordinary plain is diversified by 
moundsj hllnsi bricksp stones, broken mas^^es of .masonryj decaying 
structures, hoIEowS; excavations and aU the debru of habitations 
that have posted nway^ Tho soil is sterilep and impregnated with 
saltpetre, but the ground is interspersed with rank vegetation, and 
rhough generally arid^ yet from its undulating nature, poasasB^ an 
unfortunute aptitude for the accumulation of stagnant ’^vater.'^f

FortunaEcIf for the countTj and ita peoploj times now 
cIlaILgE^d. Wher* desalutioc and rum mai-ked the eurfbcG of the 
Iwid, luxuriant vegetation thrives^ pictureaque, public and private 
edifices havD nsen, and gardens and plmns, interBected by canak snd 
metalled roads lined with shady trees, nfiord indubitable testimony 
at each etepi to the beneficent Infiuencn of a settled Qovemment 
and good order, to the progress made in the works of art and to 
the peace end prosperity enjoyed by the inhabitants. New works 
have taken the place of old ones ; but such of the latter have been 
generously preserved os deseryed protectiou on public grounda. 

The whole of the eastern portion of the ctatioiit extending for 
three miles, to the Lawrence gardens and GoTernment House, is 
now known as Donald Towo, from Sir Donald McLeod^ late laento* 
nant-Govemor of the Panj4bi The shops! of hlnropcan merchantSj 
and traders flourish here. This growing suburb is connected 
with Anarkali by a broad road called the Sfall, north of which, 
fiepaTatc?d by a desolate tract, is the Tanjdb North-VVeatern Railway 
Statiun, surrounded by a colony of houses, chlcdy belonging to 
Railway empto^ei. The quarter in which this colony is situat¬ 
ed, is known as Nowkkhjw The whole of this loailityp together with 
the DonnldTown, as far OB theShnlimlr and the Mian Mir, formed 
portion of the ancient city, and it affords still a viiid idea of the for¬ 
mer sisie of the capital of the Faiy fik South of the Ug the 
suburbs of Moznng, w'berc tbeio are many European residences. 

To the south of the city, connected with the Lah&n Oaie by a 
wide fitroct, is the station of Afiarksdi, ivhich derives its name from 
a tomb • BO adied, dose to the PanjAb Dover nm eat Secretariat 
office, formeTly the Residency. lu the time of Alahfirujft Raujit 
Siagh, the place was used as the lines of regiments and battalions 
under the orders of the French officers in tho employ of the Sikh 
Government, When, in 1799, RanJIt Singh first entetlained the 
idea of milking himself muster of Lahore, and with that object 
came to the suburbs of the city, at the head of a force, bringing 
with him his enterprizmg mothci>m-kw. Sack Knur, he located his 
troops in Annrkali.t After the annexation, the British troops occu¬ 
pied Auarkali i but* in 1 So 1^52, the place woe abandoned as a wi~ 
toumeut, being considered unhonlthy for the location of troops.

At a distnnfra of tlweo lailea to tks cast of iho Civil Station* fint] 

Seven milus f™n the tort of J^hore, are the oaxitonmeab of Mia^ 

Mij*^ tlio Milit'irj heaiL-qnaTten of the Lahore Divitiioa. The plain 
was originally treelesa and dreary ^ hot it now looks greon* inooimo- 
<fdetioo of the canals that interact it^ and the trees pJmited along tlio 
nvonties. Mian [Rlir has twoiljiilway atations, ope to the ftoat^ on tli^ 

Lahore and Delhi line and the other to the west^ on the Ij<iliore 
and Moltmi line. The garrison of Mian Mir coEsists generally of 
Batteries of Hoyal AxtiHery, a Regiment of Britigh Infantiy* one of 
Bengul trivalry and Nativo Infantry' and Panjib PioneLirs. 

The detachments of Royal Artillery and European and Native Fort, 
Infanin* arc supplied to tho Fort of Lahore from Mian Mir* 

The Catholic Chapol, considered the moat heantiful in the THe Almd 
Panjib, is in Mian Mir. Chapi. 

About five miles from Lahore and midway between the C?in- HodU 

tonment and the citji flows the llatli canah oonstmeted by AU 
Murddn Khdn, the famous engineer* by command of the Emperor 
ShAh Juhjin* in 1533 A. D. The ounol formerly supplied water to 
the fountains and gardens of the Royal pleasoro grounds at Shtdi’^ 
miLr and the coDsen'atories neiLr Lahore, The Omemfu and more 
inflncniiui jiersons, whose lands and gardens were situated along its 
course, were aUow'ed to irrigate them from this chamieL The righ^ 
of miming water and of the dense foliage of treeSj the rich and luxj^ 
riant vegetation and the many pleasure grouDds and gardens inter¬ 
vening between the Shalimdr and the Imperial oityi enabled the 
old Moghal nobility of Lahore to retain tlioiie improssioiis of tlie 
pictnres^jue which tho followers of Baber had brought from the 
fertile valley of tho Osns, When die Sikhs acquired the sove- 
reignty of tlio Panjih* n branch of the I/iuli vras corTi<.id on to 
Amritsur* to supply water to the sacred tank of tlic Sikhs at that 
place. Ifcg width varied from fifty to fifteen feet and its depth 
from seven to two feet. Tlio channel w-aa wideneil and the hunk 
strengthen CM I in ld5l“52. The HtuU now feeds tho groat Bari 
Douh Canal, and is under tho same management m that useful 
work.

The cUtnate of Lahore is considered superior to that of the 
average of Indian towns. The country is sitonted in a uicdinm 
degree of latitude, in the same parallel with Northoru Africa and 
the American Siat^ and possesses every variety of clinmle, both of 
the tropical and temperate zones, and capabilities of growing every 
doscriptioa of produce- For four months of the year the heat is 
excesrive, the thenuonietar ranging np to 105" in the shade. As 
in almost all other parts of the FanjAb, the moit unhealthy sea- 
Bous of tho year are Septeinhcr and October* From Novetaber to 
March, the climate is healthy and delightfnh Decemher, Junn^ 
arj* and Febniary are pleasantly cold. Euin falls more frequently 
now than duriug the Sikh period, in consequence of the increase of 
vegetation. The periodical rains fall in July and August, but a 
largo proportion of rain also falls in the cold w'enther. The dust 
storms befOro the rainy season are not so oppressive as in the 
desert districts to the south, bordering Bikaji^r, 


The only mineml production of any value in the district of 
Lahore, is or limo^one gravel, osed for metalling roads 

und mannfactnring lime* JTcil/ar, Itm^i is collected from old sites and 
19 carried to the fields by carts, to serve os a top-dreadng for wheat 
crops. Saltpetre is obtained from the soil collected from the sites 
of old villages, called Tkfih, which is boiled in water m largo Iron- 
pMks made for the purpose. 

The indigenous trees of the distriot are Tho Kikar^ or Babul 
(^Acacior OrieRtalis otAjiarta Arabitii)^ a hard wood, planted generally

The Zamindars use it for making their 
stacks and thatching their mnd-boasos, wbiJo the Kakart and 
iKtotmen use the twigs for making basket I}ab, a fibrous grass 
(%)4a Aupusti/plia or Poacjfwtarides}, tho sacred Kmka grass of 
the Hindus, grown on tbe banks of the rivers, is used for manu¬ 
facturing coarao mattiog. Mvnj (Sdetharam M«nj}, a reiy usc- 
lul plant, grows in nahi#, or natural water-cearses, or on tho river 
hanks, in sandy soil, and is extensively used in manafacturing 
ropes, chicks, mats, cliaira and sofas. All its different parts, from the 
lus "to 0 reed, or hana, are used for varioos requirements of daily 
hfe, I)Oth in towns and villages. The Am (Croiolaria Juncm), tho 
5aw)ir« {//ibitau Cattmbinm) and Paitca (Ilibitms Sabdarifa}, 
are also fibrous plants, brgoly osed for mnnufoctoring cots, chicks, &c. 

The Poitni, or Abas (.dndrepoyon d/«r/ea<w»i), is a grass grown 
principally on the laiuks of tie Degh, The root has a pleasant 
smell and is extensively used for making tatu's ,* a scent much used 
hj the people is also extracted from iL La&na is a plant for clean¬ 
ing cloths, out of which Sajfi is manufactnred ; Tomba, the pro¬ 
duct of saline lands, la a creeper-liko melon and prxjduces a fruit 
resembling the orange. The plant called Itaa predaoes a berry 
or froit, of purple color, kuo^vn as PUa, The taste is sweet, but 
tho smell rather disagreeable. The frnit, seed and all, is eiiten by 
the poorer classes, in seasons of famine, when it servos them as a 
means of Bobsistence. Tlie or Pinpt, is the froit af Karil 
plant. It is preserved in a solution of salt and water, and hrgely 
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oonsTiiiK^. Kolcan. n kind of vHId plain, wluch^ on ripening, 
becomes OKi. It b aweot imd renjonililoj a smtiU poaeh* The fruit 
of tho Jaml tree is known 43 SoJiffri and b used na a vegetable. 
The Jaml nml Karil troca produce a croeiwr, called ^sed 

Ai a vegetnble. Thera nroulao varigng kindii of maahroonu ; and 
]»tiopI« eat tliem largely fresh and dry. The Tttmarhk trw? produces 
n berry of a tlark color, called J/oZiia, which w used as a 
dye of & browuisb color. Lne h the product of the B^r tree, ami 
Ratuf, the bark of the Kihir tree, osoJ for fermenting before dis¬ 
tilling liquors } also for tanning-

The woods re-echo with the lively chattering of parrots, 
stallings, oightingales, turtltMloves, sparrows and various other 
biixls couiinon to In Jin. Eaglca and falcons are found in some 
luculitb-s ; kites, vultures nud crows are uuenerous. Bcfos swurni 
in many pineos, making hives m hollows of trees, of which they nne 
plundered by nwn who cau.ie the swarm, sometimes by merely 
nil slug u shout, to leave their sweet treasura unprotiurteil. 


Of insect lift, the mosquitoes are a terrible infliction j wasjH 
infest the nooks ami comers of houses, and, if pot looked after. 
Cause no small degroo ot iiiconvenienco atid aimoyunoe ^ locusts are 
unwelcome guests during the hot weather find rainy season, passing 
ill vast domU over the eoantry, anti, whera they alight, utterly eon^ 
suniing oven- green thing.

The Fakin in the bruiars of Lahore are nnmerona* It is hanlly p^iqtn 
possible to ]hiS !1 from one istreet to another without meeting two or 
tbret‘ Fah'ri begging iiiuis. The Jophy a eki^s of lieggftrSj travel to 
distant farts of Hindnstin and eonio l>ack to Lahore* in many iuh- 
tunee* with coBsidorable fortnoeSi Not a few of them are men of 
property in Ijsdiore. Begging* witli the fakir class* liiis [Ksjome 
a regnlnr profession- Boys and able-bo<UcKl people are seen roving 
about the streets, soliciting alms* nnd it is a misfortune to tho 
country that they can not lie induced to cam a livelihood by honest 
labooT. 

The are a class of Mohamedan tmvellirg merchants ThtSddhu 

who deal in English-niatle articles and in native meslicines* iH'rfn- 
inery and drtigii. They are originally residents of KiiL'^hinf r* anc4 like 
the Jo^iSy travel to Torious part$ of Eiuda^tau and Afghunj^bin, 
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tbe city of Labore* They are eicepdonally &m'irt and can 
well itiany bingmigo^. 

There are also the Kajum($^ or fortune-tollers^ bat the das^ 
Eads little faY-oar with tbe younger generation with the advantage 
of Western eduotitioii. The who follow the I W/e of 

medicine, are found in small numbers, but tlie Jlakim^j who deri\"0 
their knowiedge of medicine from the GreelcB, are largely neiorteti 
to by the people, though the profession h gnjidimlly giving way 
before the improved system of English medieine. They follow the 
old methods of treating diseases imd show little indination to tnr 
esjieriinents, or to improve their knowledge of the principles of 
medicine. 

The same rule applies to the purBoIts of arts and inflnstry^ and 
the old meUio^b of manurDCturing articles of daily use and houso- 
hohl roquirement are mvariably follow'ed^ A broder, or tinker, 
msites his utensils in the same fashieu, and with the same rudo 
tooLs^ aB his forefathers used Eve hundred yeoTB ago, Tho black- 
ami til can not do without his leathern bellow's and proiUgious huni- 
tnens or the gohhiuilth without lib biovf-pip* The winnowing 
basket Is the same m it was in tho time of Jlikar^tajit of ancient 
fame,, the pan the same, the huge candelabra (with dull light, 
gisdng out quantities of disgusting smoke), the stand for the lamp 
the same. Thu ^ame bedsteads with stout lep are used to this 
day, on the like of which Ale^sander^s Mneedunmn followers pro¬ 
bably slept after crossing tbe ancient Hydtaotes. An old woman 
to this moment plica the Banie ugly fashioned spinning mnchlne 
which the nieuibers of her sex used centuries befoni the birth of 
Christ. 


The people of India are pecnliarlj'^ conserrativo* Tlioy see on 
every side brilliant e^Emples of improvement efiecte*! hy moilern 
Rcieoces^ lint will not take n lesson from them ; tlicy wiLtncsa iljs 
great advantage*^ of the pursuit of useful arts introdnwd by Euro- 
perm ciniizotioD, but show no disposition to follow' iL By the side of 
on express tmin, travelling through the WTiste at the rate of thirty 
or forty mUes un hour, we see the same old cart which wus used 
before the periuil of Poms, driven by the process of twisting the 
bnllock^B biiL Under tiio electrio wire, conveying a tuossage from 
one end of India to the otlier in the twinkling of an eye, w'e see tho 
running ffarkaru carrying his inaU-biig at the extreme rate of four 
niiloB an honr j toiling after the steamer, w^o behold the same un- 
nieot boat, plied by long bamboo^ that wws used by iho ATfsvrbii 
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Qoe«tip celoBrateJ in aticioDt hiatoiy^ to cany her artificial deptaiita 
ibh siJe of tho Indiiii beforo India wag bj tho Greeks. 

Little taste or discrimination i? displayed in the fnmishinfj of Funiiiure, 
the house^ A carpet or cotton mattrass is spread on the groimdt 
and the family sit on it. The hulk of oar cxjimtrymon do not jot 
seem to have abandoned tbe ideas of piiuntive life. The educated 
classesj however, arc an exception to this rxdo^ and they display 
better taste and discriinlnxition in their household jurangemontii. 

Glass bangles ore made at Lahore j bat the color h not hril- Indnatriw 
tianL The most important glass-work consists of Kerosine oil 
lamps and chimneys, which arc 9 C]]>planting tho old oii ehamaJmi Oil larapi 
of brass and the earthen cAartiyA, and far which there is an hicreas- 
ing demandj both for the rail ways and fqr domeatic use. 

Vegetable oils ore manufactured by steam-driven mnebinery, StMm flour 
and stcam-fionr and oil-mills have recently bocn established. Fine 
linseed oil is made in ^team-mills ; turfmen tine oil Is distilled from 
Gandti Biraza, or tho resin of the de^r; the painters make the 
common rai, or rasin rarni^ih- There are laboratories for the pro¬ 
duction of salphnrio and nitric acidi A trade in tallow candles has Cuidlei. 
sprang up and is flourhihing, and a snjierior quality of soap^ manu- Soap, 
fttctnred in tho city^ is nsed in large quantities for washing wool* 

The art of letter-press printing is improringt and so is that of bsjok- f*tter-pr«m 
binding, though both are lacking in finish. The leather-work has l^atheif- 
decidefily improveih ag ia cTident from the large quantity of sad¬ 
dlery and shoes that are annc-nlly manoiactared. The native shoos 31 idoi. 
of Lahore are of superior make, and are profusely wrought in gold 
aiul silver thread or embroidery work. 

Cotton-printing is done by means of raised blocks, cut in hard C o 11 u o- 
dark-colonred wockI. Geometrical designs and decorative forms 
of men, aniraals, horses^ the chase, &c., are statn}>ed^ in black 
chcN:!olatc and soft groon^ on pioeqg of cloLh soitod for decorating 
walk, or for carpeting. A peculiar mode of printing luuglins is car¬ 
ried on at Lahore by stomping them in regular jMittem in pide 
yellow of the old gold ” t}"pe, and the pieces thus decorated are 
aged for ladies’ dresses. 

Of tho cotton fabrieg^ the city producoii only Ehaddarf or Cotiou f*. 
coarse white cloth, and dun colored bat the trade iu silk labrlci 

manaihcturcs is relatively large and prosporous* The i^aryoi of 
Lahore Ls a lack-lustre silk fabric, of narrow width, and the Gul- 
hatian, a thinner sort of striped fabric, of great width. Both were 
largely in use for male and female tronserg in the time of the Sikhg, 
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iiiid all cbisses, from a Snnlar to fi common soklioTt dcligiiteJ m 
wearing tlicm ; bot tbty are still in high favor with tho Sanlar 
clu^« and the i]p]>cjr clfiS 5 fl 3 of the Zoniiiia. Tho I^hup Chaon^ of 
shot ffilk, with o lustre of two colors when cix> 02 ?ed to light, is also

The Fuioli, or liahxhamUf work of Xahore, thongli of little com" 
merciiil importiirsce, is noted for the tasto and ingenuity displayed 
bv the workers ill rnnking fiincy articles of silk that are not loom- 
fahrics. Beaiitifal silk strings or girdles of drawoi^, with the Jong 
cntLs knotted off, and ending in orniunental tose^'b?^ ornamepteiLl and 
with gold thread and beads, ic,, hed-conis, silk fringes, e^lgitigs, 
braids, Ac., are nnule and brgely used by the people for Drnaineutd 
and decomtive purposes. The FatoUa fit [wncock’s feather and 
yak tails with handles seenroJ by ua einbroideml knot, to ^erve as 
CAaFPrij to keep off flies- They algo nioko silk tassels, nsdl for horse 
trappings ; s^ilk tlire^als for necklaces and ehorms wom mniid the 
neck ; bead ornaments of gold nnd silver and threat!, for plaiting in 
the hair ; loops and buttons for cloaks and coats» 

Carpentry and metal work has received an im|)etns from the 
Railway "Workshopa, and the lilayo School of ludustnal Arts^ 
Lahore. Lahore is not noted tor its brass and copper work vrhioli 
is mostly ioiporteil from Delhi, Lucknow, &c. There b nothing 
characteristic in tho goldainith^a work^ 

Seal engraving ia carried on with niuch nofttaoss in tho DitM 
Bazar ; but the work is not so good aa in KashTnlr^ or Delln, where 
the art bos reacbed perfoctiau. There is nothing |j«cuiiar to be 
noted La connection with [Kstlery, except glared earthen Mlaras, 
drinking Ixiw^U and large earttea jurii which are both 

gooi) and in large demand. 

L'lhoTfi, like Delhi, is also known ics a centre of gold wire 
drawing {TatkoiM), iagol-iiiaking onrl gilding (AiUwi/ct KiMfii)^ 
and tinsel making, and the work turned out there is considered 
chaster than that done iit Delhi, though very iatcrior to it in ele¬ 
gance.

Tho foU-owiiig Eure tho principal fairs helJ In IaLofo or its 
vicinity *— 

The most important by for of all in point of gaiety, naatness, 
pleasant Bcenery and tlie number and variety of the assembled mub 
tituiie, is the iff* or fair of Lamps, held in Sbalimdr 

on tho last Saturday of March and the following Sunday. The fair 
was origmally held for one day only (Simday), in the month of 
April; but the timo was considered too short, and tho season too 
far advanced, for a spring gathering like this, and the present 
arrangements were ^opted- On Sunday^ at dusk, lamps are 
lighted in the premises of the tomb SiL^d ho Lnl Husain* in Bagh- 
banpnra* distant about a quarter of a mile from tha ShalimAr^ 
The fair originiiliy coufiiatatl in lighting Limps at this tomb. People 
staid at the saint'a JT/inn^nA for the rnght, and used to walk to tho 
gnnien of ShflUmiir the next morning for the sake of recreation- 
In couTBG of time, however, the gathering at the Shnlimfir quite 
eclipsed that of the mother-place, and, although lamps are lighted 
ftt the Khamjahf the fair itself is held in the ShalimaT, and, after 
the original name, is knonn as The scene in 

the gulden on the days of the festival is charming and pictur¬ 
esque. The tanks and reservoirs are filled with water, tho foun¬ 
tains play* and* it being tbe time of spring, the g;iirdens are seen 
to the bf^st advantage. To the loveliness of tbe scene^ the pleasant 
sight of tho wntena flowing on the marble water-tails, the green 
foliage of the trees and the richness of the gi^rdeiip add the diver¬ 
sified colours of the costmes of the people, the going and 
coming of friendly groups of gay visitors* the knots of companions 
sitting on the green, some eating, some drinking, some listening 
to mnsic, or watching various performunce.. and the pleasant grounds 
of Sfuih JitAun look like fairy land, and arc invested with a charm 
wiiich can be better conceived than described^ Large numbers 
of people nUend tho lair from the neighbouring districts of Amrit¬ 
sar, {iujrauwfda* rerozpnr and HulUin, and ft showoi horses tiikes 
place^ at which prices are given by the GovL-mment for the best 
brood mare and young stock. The Eittendance at the fair is estimaiod 
at 50*000 persons^ 

Tlie fair of Biziant U held in January, in the precincts of tbo 
inaa'*iolcum of Mudho Lai Bu^'tiu* near the Sballmar garden. 
.A bout ten tliou&ind people from the city and the neighbonring 
villages nssembie. The JLahomedans asserablc to pay their bnadic* 
rions to tha shrine ol Lu.1 Husain, the Hindus to ndore the 
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ScLmofth of HEikikat dose by ; bat tho fair itself h a combina¬ 
tion of the people of both aecCs. The fair waa held wiUi great mag- 
nificence in the time of MAMrfija Eanjlt Singh^ T?hea viBitors were 
enjoined to wear yellow deth^j, the M^UidrAja and hia courtiers 
being themselves attired in dresaea of the same color* The fields on 
either side of iho road from the city to BhaliiuAr were cultivated with 
mustard, the yellow flowers of which waved beantifuUy for milns^ 

When added to this were the yellow costumes of the troops and the 
rich dresses of the Sirdars^ it will be understood that the whole

The Tssion The 2*ari<»« &« Mela is held on the lOth day of the month of 
to Mete. Jfbftarrain, when Joriiw, or effigies of the tomb of Hasan and 
Hussain, the sons of Aii, the fourth Kliali/a of Islam, and the son- 
in-law of Muhamed, arc esthibited, to commemorate the bloody 
events of the Karbala. The J/oAamoft fesrival is observed with 
unusual pomp and splendour at Lahore, and there are some pecu- 
lianti&s attacheilto it, which it would be in viilii to «oek in the 
larger cities of Delhi and Lucknow, wcU-known in India for tho 
magoificence of their J/oArtt‘ram. The momoing majfisrs, or 
^ *" meetings, are nuniDrous, where elegies, describing the mourjafut 
events that took place at Karbala, are read, and eulogiumi sung 
aabflii. with great fenour. The gabiU (vulgarly called cfMe,} or 
Stalls for distributing water and fbarbat (syrup) to the pas- 
scri by, arc established in lanes and streets, and decorated 
with gl<^s«, pictures, garlands and bunches of dowers nnd rich 
cloths. They are profusely lighted with lamps of various colors 
and diandeUers at night, and the owners rie with each other in 
the splendour of the decorations and embeUichmentg. The SaUtt 
of Lahore stand unrivalled for their beauty and magnificeoca 
among works of a similar nature ia the towns of Hindustfia, On 
Ths Mibdl the Tth of Moharmm is celebrated the MaJuli, ivhkk ceremony 
consists in a display of beautiful doths, chitfl)'sheets, or veils, 
worn by females, sAoiris, cte., which arc carried about the streets 
Lu solemn processions on the backs of camels and horses, followed 
by crowds of mournets who recite the degics, bands of musk. 
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pUiy Lii^ fit intermla a moumfiil tun e.* The night of 10 th Moharmin 
is caU^ the Shaf>-i-Qatl, or the night of murden, and the Taitat 
make the louuds of the ptincipal etrccts with lighted tofches and 
Pfirifhit carried in the hand. The piocesaion consists ofreciteTS 
and singers of elegies^'bands of musLCi and players with the 

torch lighted at both ends and whirled round so as to forni a 
double circle of firs)j spearst swords, etc. Early the ne^t morning, 
the Pttldid (or imitation of the horse of Husain), call»>d also the ^ Jlw P " I- 
SSulJUah, is brought out with great pomp. The streats It has to 
pass, on its way to the Karbala, are crowded with people to such an 
entent that it ts diScult to make one’s way through them. From 
mid-day the again appear in tho streeU, on their way to the 

Kut'fmta, or place of their burial, each followed by drutniuers and 
mnsiciaus and bonds of singers, and readers of elegies and a largo 
concourse of people. All the Pazias from the city have to pass 
through the Luhori Gate and go to the Karbala by the way of Data ^ Kn r- 
Ganj Bakhsli, being joined during their passage by the from 

Anarkall and Mian Mir. There is a great crush of people from 
the Lahori gate to the Karltcda, and the Tazim continue to pass 
in splendid procMsion until dusk, when the festival ends. 

The ThriiM of Lahore are noted for their beauty and de* Th* TntiM. 
gance. They are made of wood, covered with pictures, glasses 
of different colors and other decorations, or of the bark of bam¬ 
boos, covered outside w'ith colored or painted paper. They are 
divided into several storeys, but not ordinarily more than three 
storeys. The J/eAurram was observed during the time of the Sildis 
also, and until lately a Tazia of tho tiiuo ofMihUnija Slier Tiriu et 
Singh was exhibited each year. Costly Ttizitis, it should be noterl, 
are preserved from year to yearj but ordinary ones are broken 
and buried in the grounds, styled Karl’ait, on the bank of the 
old Ravi. Although the festiv,!! is not new, and it was observed 
more or less during the Sikh time, yet it has vastly increased 
in splendour and magnideenoo during the British perto<l, Tho 
rasifflS are made by common people, each being called after the trt^ 

aaino of the class to which it belongs, such as the Tutzia of Dar- XMi!5f ” 
jtt!

miles Dom Lahore in honor of the goddess Dcut, in the month of 

June. It is a merely religious meeting, and about SOjOOU people 
assemble from Lahore^ Amritsar, and the neighbouring villages* 
The boat during the day is intense, but a tank and a shady garden, 
with some rows of shops and buildings, afibrd relief to the visi¬ 
tors. 

Tb© itrHebi The streets of Lahore are narrow and winding ; the houses 
are almost invariably three, or four, or even more storeys high. 
Tho ground-floor is generally a ehop l in the neit floor arc windows, 
or balconies of wood, handsomely carved, nnd coloured, projeeting 
from the facade of the bouse, and resting on peacock buttresses* 
The fronts of the houses and the awnings over the facades of the 
shops are, in general, profusely pamted and ornamented. But the 
style of the modern buildings has decidedly changed, and they 
have been constructed with far more regard to ventilation and 
good taste. 

CottMimacy. Groat improvomeut in the health of the town has been effect¬

To these were added specimens of the antiqnitiea of tho re¬ 
gion, among which the Grffico-Buddbist sculptures of the Yusafzai 
vallev take the first pbcc from tbeir great numbers os well a^a 
from their high artistic and historical value* More recent re¬ 
search has brought to light nmnercuis Mahotnedan, Jaina, and 
Brahminical remains, while the collections of arts and mannfae- 
tnres as well as agricultural products Imvc been largely increased. 

Aa the Mn&eura has grown, ita popukrity haa ateadlly in- 
creased, and the average daily attendance of the visitors^ (about 
600 diem) testifies to the intorost with which it is regarded* 

During the laat few years a desire on the part of the people 
for special instruction in technical Bcience has been urgently ex¬ 
pressed, and it was resolved on tho celebration of Her Mujestyk 
Jul>ileo that tho fund collected for that purpose^ ameuuting to 
Rs. 1,62,000, should bo devoted to the erection of a building to 
contain a Museum and a Teclmical Institntop 

Tho new bdilding inclndcs a Technical Ldeturo Elall and 
class roonis as well as a Museum with mi area of 2T,350 feet* Tlie 
larger area is roofed in On iron ooinmns and spedal care has been 
taken to secure an abunilauce of lights whUu there wUl be spaco 
for the advantageous arrangement of the collections. 

On the coinpIelJon of the new building, the old Museum 
will be made over to the Municipal Committee to serve as a pnb* 
lie morket, tho want of which has long been felt.

The Mayo School of Art adjoins the Mnseum anJ Toobnical 
Institute, and is iinlced part of tho same arcbitoctunil conipo^itioa, 
the whole group having been designed by the Principal of the School 
m^iatcd by Bhai Ham Singh, and erected under tbo iiitpcrvlaion of 
Bai Bahadur Gonga Haul, £XE-, Eiccutivo Engineer, of Laliorc, 

This institute owes iti origin to a stibacription raiiseJ in 
honor of the late LorJ Mayo, Vicero}' and Govemor-Gcueral, in 
18fi9—1872, nod was cstabiished in 18(5, for tlie purpose ot 
instruction iu design especially for the dcvelopnieut tind iuoprot-e- 
ment of the iLdogiuonfi arts of tho Paujnb, Mr. J, LockwocMl 
Kipliug, C.I.E., being the first PriueipaL The courses of instruc¬ 
tion bear El goneral resemblance to those followed in European 
scbools with tlio esception that all tho esainples of arcbilecturo, 
decoration, &c., are oriental in charaefccr, and the principles of tho 
ladinn desiga nro considered of the first iinportsncc. 

At present no fees are chnrgetl for tuition, whiio a limited 
numlior of scholarships are nt the disposal of the Principal, and are 
awanled to the most promising students. 

The studies include Elementary, Free-hand Drawing, Geo- 
metrv, and perspective, painting modelling, and arigiunl design. 
The ’staff consists of a Principal nud Vicc-Principal with five 
Assistant Teachers, and a Hegistmr. 

A class for elementary instruction in engineering, maintained 
by the PnnjAb University is also attached to School of Art. 

V The Victoria Jubilee Tovm Hall, which was declared Open by 
Hb Royal llighiicss Prince Albert Victor, widi great ceremony on 
3rd Februiiiy, 18&0, is ii lofty hnildiug from the mof of which an 
extensive, bnl not very diversified, view is oblaiaed of the surround¬ 
ing country, the ascent hchig by a spind stoir-casc. The chief 
feature of the Hall is its lofty room on the second fioor. The Hall, 
which has lieen built on tho Oricntid principle, is 80 feet in length, 
and 40 feet in breadth. The general colouring is in shades of 
green and sage. The centres of the arches ore beautifully decorat¬ 
ed with stucco work bi white plaster on a yellow gronmJ, The 
iloral paiutings arc ia Venetian red, The floor is laid with teak 
planks, nicely ptaned and polisbEjd in the usual way. The Hall is 
a place where the ** wiso and quiet debates, ” s|)okeu of by His 
Royal Highness at the opening ccreinoiiy, take place. Tho oscel- 
leiit floor also iidmils of its bciag used for thincmg. 
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Outride the buildiiig', the fountam presented bj- RiSjA Har- 
bans Singh oonfltitiitea a great attraction* The fountain is paint¬ 
ed grrcn, ia imitation of bronsce^ and the Tofur cupids ob the pedi^s- 
taJ are white. It is beaatifully slttiated in the endosare in front 
of the building, is aniroauded with plants, and is intended to throw 
out jets ia several designs. 


This haoibome buildiag was begun in the year 1887, the 
foandation stone being laid by Sir Charles Aitchbone late LienEe- 
naat-Governor of the Fanjab, The buililiiig ti dedicated to the joy¬ 
ful memory of the fiftieth year of the reign of Her Host Gracious 
Majesty the QuecB-Empress^ aad is tised ns a Towa Hall and Local 
Fund Office. It has been buHt by the Municipal Eogineeri Mr* BuH^ 
after elegaiit designs furnished by Mr, FogaoBi a Madras Arclntect* 
aad has cost Hs* 60,000 in const ractioa, Mr. Pogson woa awarded 
a prize of Rs. 500 for the best design out of many submitted. 


The Lahore Oriental CoUega owes its origin to a Hindu Sana- 
«it Pdihihdl^^ established in the city of Lahore in 1863, in the pro- 
laiaes of the Shikw Sabka, and maiataiaed by the private subscrip- 
ti<uis of Native gentlemen^ to a which monthly grant-in-aid 
subsequently made by the Government* The charge of the school 
was afterwards taken over by tho Anjuif^nri-P^njdb^ which added 
to it the Arabic and Persian Departments, On the establishment 
of the Panjdb TJaiversity Cdllege, it was taken over by the Senate, 
and constituted into a Collegei, in August, 1870, II^ declared objects 
were two-foid^ (1) to give a high dnssical Oriental education, toge¬ 
ther with instmetion in branches of general knowledge; oed (3) 
to impart a practical direction to every study.

These objects it has faithfully kept ia view since tbe date of 
its foundation, and it is now the only matitution existing in tho 
Fauj&b which trains students for Oriental degrees and title e:Eami- 
nations. Its aims are the revival of ancient Oriental leomlDg, and 
the imparting of instruction in Western ecienccs and general 
knowledge through the standard Vemacukrs of tbe Province* 

The institution is divided into two departments—the School T w o D*- 
Departmentj and the College Department* in the School Depart- Sititu-

The want of a suitable 
building ia much felt at present ; but the institutign is doing 
very good work. A Board irtg-bouse has been reeently added to 
the ColHcgep The fees arc low, and the attendance is large. 

The new bnildings of the T^ore Jliasion College face the ..P*® 
plams^ not far from the Telegraph Office. The atnieture is a haDd,- jggp, 
some addition to the many Sue buildings which are gradually ris¬ 
ing in this part of Ijahore^ As a Collegej the building seems to 
have been specially wcU desigaed. In November, lS49j or forty- 
two years ago, the Revd. Messrs. Newton and Forman^ Members Dew^ 

of the Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian Church in 
the United States of America, arrived in LahorCp and opened 
the first Englbb School, in the building known as ** Rang Mahal/** 
in the newly acquirisd cily. At finst there was a great aversion 
to the study of English, partly owing to religious considerations, q | ^ 

and partly because the people were not sure how long the English ^ ^ " 

occupation would last. At the time of the Mutiny the school was 
on the point of dissolution, os tho people thought the moment had 
oomc when the English would have to depart But, thanks to the 
pBraevernuce and zeal of its supporters, the school began to grow 
and the number of boys rapidly increased. The benefits cooferrod 
by it on the people of the Panjab have been simply incstirdablo. 

Thousands received their education in the old Mission School 
which, in subsequent years, waa raised to the status of a High 
School. In June," ISSG, the College was opened in tho Rang 
MaharV; but, the necommodatioa being insufficient, the preaent m. 

buildingfl were completed m 1839, at a cost of Rs. 56,000. Tho ^ 

grant of the alto upon which the buildings stand, estimated to be 
worth Rs. 20,000, together with a buLLding grant of Ra. 20,000^ 
were mode by the Qoverument of the PanjAb. 

The aims of the promoters of the College arc to give to obj^vta. 
studeutg a thorough mental training, and, together with rhia, to 
impress upon their minds, those truths which they believe are 
ilesigncd to further their highest good, as subjects of God*s moral 
Goverament.** 

A certain portion of every day is devoted to moral and rg. Namier 
ligions instruction.

October 1889; and gymnastic exercises hn^ been regularly 
practised by the board era, Bomo of whom ha'^^e abown con^ 
aidemble interest in the game of cricket. The College abo main* 
tains reading clnbs and debating societieaj a Libniiy* and a Dls* 
ptjnsary under tbc charge of a Chriatian Doetorp 

The Pwajib Near the Accountant Generara Office and in frnnt of the Ca- 
CbiafOouxt thedrah in the Upper Mall, is the spnebas new building of the 
Chief Court of the PanjAb, in IndoSaraceaie style- It harmonisefi 
admirably with the ancient monuments, history, and atmoflphere of 
Lahore The details of the superstructure were designed by Mr. 
Brossington, a skilful architect, and the work was executed under 
the supervision of Mr. J E. Biltonp Execativ'e Engineer, who com¬ 
pleted it in March, 1889, the total cost bebg Bs. 3,21,837, 

The whole stmeture, which ifl in the form of a quadrangle 
h built of solid bricks, in lime mortar, with all mouldings, cornices 
and projections of specially moulded bricks and the arch dllingfl of 
terra cotta trellis work. One groat peculiarity of the work was that 
no ebippiug of bricks wa^ allowed» 

The front arches of the Judges^ verandah and the porch out 
side, and portions of the main towers, are built of Nowshera 
nuirble, with marble trellis work. Tlia roof of the msia court" 
rooms is of double Allahabad tiling, and that of the rest fiat tiled 
and terraced. The floor of the Central Halts of marble, and that of 
the rest of hoxagnnal tiles. The roof timbers are ot deodar wood and 
the doors of teak wtK)d, with carved devices on the stiles as well 
as on the frames. The waiting'hnli, court-rooms and judges' cham¬ 
bers are flaishetl uith a dado of encaustic tiles of various pat* 
terns, laid in Poitland Cement, 

The front row of rooms, to the north, consists of a central 
hall,S5^ X 35', approached through a laiige porch by a broad flight 
of marble steps. To the right and left of this hall arc spacious 
Bench rooms, each 55' x W, and in the wings beyond four smaller 
chambers for four judges, with retmng-rooms and bath-rooms, a 
private passage leading direct to the Bench rooms from the 
chambers. 

On the west, focing the Accountant General^s Office, rooms 
are provided for the Jurj', the Bar, Ear library. Deputy Registrar, 
the Translating Dupartmentj Readers' Room, and the Superintendent 
of the Vernacular Office^ 
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In the block opposite, on the east aide, there are tho Regis* 
rar'a Ruotn, Comraitteo Room, the Court Libraryj the Eaglisb 
Office, and rooms for the Head Assiatant and aubordmate clerka. 

On the southj large rooma^ 35'x 25V fnr the English ami 
Persian Recortla^ form the txvo wings, with rooma for the Bocord' 
keepers and tho Treasurer, leaving n gateway in the centre, fomi* 
ing the carriage entrance to Ihe quadrangle. 

On all four sides, both inside the qua droagle and round th# 
outside of tho entire buildings are spacious verandahs, bringing 
the whole of the courts aud officc$ into direct cominun icatlon with 
one another. 

Tho two tewers„ which form the central feature, are carried 
up squpj-e for one-half the height, above which, they are fiutcd 
aud have bold cones thrown out, somewhat after the model uf 
those of the Kutab Mindr at Delhi The total height of the 
cent ml towers to tha vano b95 feet, and that of the tvvo at the 
end 72 feet. The end towers contain circular staircosea leading 
to the top. 

The verandahs are^ in all coses, carried up to the full height 
of the inner walla, the arches being nearly two-thirds filled in 
with trellis, or tracer}^ work in terra cotta, to keep out the glare. 

All the verandahs of the principal front are surrotpided by a 
massive comice of the old Arabic bouey'^mh pattern. 

A marble fountain in the midst of the courbyord, laid out 
with green shrubs, coatributea materially to the picturesqucncss of 
the whole structure. 

This magnificent and i mposing buildings situatixl on the Upper 
Mall, to the right of the road to the Railway Station^ was consecrated 
on 25th January, 1887. It is a large rcd-brick structure, the style 
being that commonly known as “ Decorated Early English.** The 
design is due to Mr. 0. Scott, son of the late Sir G ilbert Scott. 
The resised estimate w as drawn up by General Pollard, and the 
work was undertaken by Messrs. Bnm ^ Co^ of Calcutta, the 
contractors, under the able management of Mr. Atifield, C. E^, 
their agent. Messrs. Bum & Co- generously carried ont the 
stone carvitig at their own expense, in conformity with the origi¬ 
nal designs. The structure is made of fine red^hrick work and 
grey stone from the Taraki quarries beyond the Jhelum, and is 
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fumiihed with a library, diaptet-bouscj It is called the Cathe- 
dml Ohareh of Rti&iirnicdoa/^ 

The etructute^ ub it strode, uicloding the fomtufe^ cost 
Rs* 4^08,000, and it took 1S months to build it* 

Gi^at praise ia due to Messrs. Bum & Co, for the moat satm- 
factory manner in which they executed this gigantic work| nnd to 
their mdefatignblo ageot^ Mr* Attficld^ for the able and efficient 
way in which he discharged his onerous duties. 

The internal arroDgcinents are such that the building TcmainA 
cool in the hot weather ; there is plenty of light m it during the 
day, and lU acoustic properties ore ndmirable* 

Before the completiob of the present huildltig, the tomb of 
Anarkali, near the Panj^b Govermoeot Secretariat, was used as the 
Station Church; but it wae of insuffident ske and mconveiuently 
situated. The want of a Cathedra^ worthy the name of the Panjdh 
capital, was thus keenly felt. The congregation thereupon re¬ 
solved to build a church of moderate size on the present site, and 
the work had advanced to some extent, when, in December, l&fiT 
tho PanjAb was conetitutEid a separate diocese, and it was resolTE^d 
to enlarge the building into a church fitted as a Cathedral* It U 
now a tuutter for congratulatioji that the present building, hand* 
some and picturesque, has not only removed that want, but hf 
the elegance of its stylo and the beauty of the slrueturc, proved an 
ornament of which the metropolis of the North-West Irontier of 
tho Empire may well be proud. 

The Rml- Tho Railway Station resembles, in appearance* one of the 
Wily EAtion. country* end kp in fact, a fortified position* provided 

with the means of defenco in case of emergency. All the stations on 
the line, wherelt approaches the frontier, have been built more or less. 
itM defen-the sumo style. The defendve arrangeuients congkt of bastiona 
angles with keepe " or towers, above them; which com¬ 
mand the several appronches ind provide for a fianktng defence 
of the curtains or outsides of the atatkfl* which also are loop-holed 
for musketry fire over the stirroonding neighbourhood. This fire 
can he further strengthened from the several towers and turrets 
which overlook and command all surronudings in the immediate 
vicinity of the station. These arrangements appear to be all that 
is necessary to secure the statiou against an attack with smair 
arms or against a sudden rush, and further to provide for the re- 
foge of the Eailway Btotf and others in any time of tlangct 
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Duiiog the late Afg-han War, os many aa 75 trains passed in 
and oat of the Lahore Railway Station in the short apace of 
24 hours. The buildiag was designed by Mr. "W. Burton, C. E,, and 
constructed by the late Mahomed Sultan, the great contractor to the 
Departtueui of Public Works. The fouDdatioit stone was laid by Sir 
(afterwards Lord> John Lawrence, late Lieutenant-povemor of the 
Paujilb, in 11^59, and in 1860 the first traiu from L ahore to Amiit- 
aar was run tor public traffic. The whole building ie a castellated 
structure, and ia one of the fluost, as well as the most subetuatial 
apecimena of modern brick-work ia the country. The total cost was 
nearly five lak hs of rupees. 

Lahore being the head-quarters of the North-Western Railway 
system, there are oKtensive worbEiopa, which, together with the sta¬ 
tion, caver about 126 acres of ground. Upwards of 4,000 workmen 
am employed daily. These include a number of European foremen, 
Eurasian and Paret Mechanics, hut the bulk of the workmen are 
nativea of the Punjab, The factory, which has been in use since 
1874, is capable of maintaining in repair 60 locomotive engines; 
a goods and passenger stock of over 200 vehicle*, and several 
other kinds of machines and wood-work at a time. The cost of the 
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buildings was upwards of Rs, 16,00,000, ia additioa to raacbiiieiy„ 
on which Rs. 10,000,000 more wa* spent. Constant additioas are 
made to the machinery by the importation of the latest and most 
improved patterns from Europe^ 

Entering the gate, we find the Saw-mills provided w ith circular c» r ri. g e 
Baws, which can divide a log of timber^SO feat long and 3 feet in 
diameter, in the short space of 5 minutes, board planing, drilling 
and boring iron ptmching, machifles, all worked by a ahuft under the 
fioor, driven by a Station ary Engine and Boiler 


Totho south of the Saw-mill is the Carriage Workshop, in 
which all Railway carriages, wagons, ordinary carnages, and all kinds 
of furniture are built and repaired. At the west end of this shop 
arc a painting shop and carriage shed, and at east s smith shop 
where iron work for carriages and wagons is eiecnted. 

Near the entrance to tho right, is the tinkera' shop, in which 
all kinds of lamps and Other tin work are manufactored, repairedi 
sjilvQied and electroplated. 


Ou entering the gate of the ^motive shop, the first thing that Lccmieiit^ 

moots tho view is the Locarnotive and Cairkgo Superintendent's 
•Office, with a big clock tower in iu centre ; ncit to it is a largo 
building in the centre of which there are four gigantic stattonaTy 
steam-boilers and two enginsa far innchLie shops, suitable for both 
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heavy and li;Efht tuniing. T« the eorth of this is the heavy, and 
to the south ihii light, turnbg shop. In tho heavy turoiug shop 
aTetuTiiod and repaired locomotive engines and carriage wheels, 
axlesuod cylinder!!; and here is to be seen also the tire-boring 
laacliiue, working with amazirig speed. In the light-tool shop 
all kinds of iron and brass work are pn-pated. 

In the niachiae shops are worked vertical and horizontal slotting 
machines Jbr furnishing all sorts of iron and brass work; screwcut¬ 
ting maclnnes and turning lathes; plainiog mochiuea for plaining iron 
and brass orUoies and sharpeniog machines for sharpening tools. 

To the east of this is the erecting shop, in which engines are 
repaired and 6ttcd. It is provided with a hydraulic crane, tested 
to 20 tons sling, chain, inch. This is the most ponderous ma¬ 
chine in tho workshop. 

In the same directiou are the heavy and light smith ■<th ops, where 
all kinds of iron work are forged and prepared, 'flie heavy shop 
is divided into three divisions | the first for making springs, engines, 
and carriages a socoud for manufacturing leather-belts for 
machines ; and the third for heavy smith work. We find here steam 
haminere, lifting g ranca aad bolt-ond nut-making mac hiues. I n the 
heavy tool-shops wo see also fagobing and plate furnaces, which arc 
worked with wonderful expedition. 

We see at the fnclory a shearing maehino for cutting old steel 
and iron tires, which, iu a moment, can divide a bar of cold motal 
five inches square; and an hydraulic rivetters whichareabie to effect 
at one stroke the work which it would taka throe men five miuutes 
to perform, The whoel-barrow, quite unknowu in any other 
part of Indio, except Bengal and Bombay, is in use here. 

In the light smith shops are smith hearths, steam hammers 
and liftiDg cranes. 

To the east is the boiler shop, in which boilers are repaired and 
put together, also a pottorn shop, in which cast iron and bmss pat¬ 
terns arc mode. South of this is a foundry for casting cylinders, axle 
boxes, blocks, biackcts, &c, Cylinders aro also manufactured lu the 
shop. ’The punching and shearing machines are in the boiler shopv 

^tween the boiler shoiss and the erectiagshop is n long, shal¬ 
low pit in the ground, in which a traverser machine is placed,for the 
purpose of couveying enginea in and out of the shop which is also 
worked by a steam engine, 

In the south-east of tho Locomotive Shop, there is a Running 
Shed capable of holding about lOO engines, available for traffic pur¬ 
pose*. Close by there are tivo reservoirs of water, which are fed by 
tbe Bfiri Doab Canal, and hold at least 14 month’s supply of warer. 
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There is alip a eentrifugiil pump iiiiel a boiler by means of 
’which the water is pumped up from tlio reservoir into a high Heniee 
tank which supplier water to tha shed, as well ae the workebops and 
the eUtioD for all othrf riiilway purpoaea. 

The factory is one of the most complete in Inals, and, from 
castinjgf^ of proJij^oua weight and mm to the miuutedt fittings^ tJiera 
13 nothing reqaired for a rxiilwuj which caimot l>tj eitccutcdp 
A six bruijh electrie hght machine is ’worked to hglit o part of the 
niachinery sLopj anil by this nioans work cmi Ijo earned on as 
eaiiilj at night, as during the day. Attached! to the establUhtnent 
is a printiisg-officej worked with Bteam-pres^s* There h an oiJ 
mill* eapablo of turning out from two to three tons of perfectly 
pure clarifierl c;istor-oiJ in a tlay^ at cou^iJorably leiis cost than that - 
to bo bad m the ba^ar* Tho Hitilway WorkdiOjiS bavo coustracted 
hand-^me carriages for His Excellency tho Commiintler-'in-t^hicf, 
HLs Honor thi Lientenjint-Qovernor of the Panj4h^ and HU Honor 
tho Liontencint-Govemorof the North-Wostera Provinces^ and their 
reactive staff and servantSj and fitted np a largo qoantity of roll“ 
iag-stock* Sjjecial carriages have also l)ccn made for tbo Managcri 
I^orth-Weatcni Railway, Traffic Manager, or Traffic Soperinten- 
dent* liocomotivB Soperinkiideiit, Snperintondorit of Ways and 
Works, for all District Officers of tho Iiocoinotivo and Traffic do* 
partmentia, and for Military Officers- 

From the variety of the applianeos ased^ and of tho work done, 
as well as from the order and method foUo’wed, tliLs busy factory 
fireseiits one of tho liveliest and most interciding and snggestivo 
spectacles that can l>e seen in Nor them India, and it has acted 
most heneticially on tho emfts of tho Frovinco, 

In the vicituty of the statioiL north and south of the line, 
quarters have been built for the Railway community ; and in 
them foremen, firenaen^ drivers, guards and mechanics are com¬ 
fortably Ichlgcd, w'itb their fiAruUieii. There are a good Swimtuing- 
bidh, a Riiiiv^'ay Institute, Library, Billiard Rooiu, RcereatioiL 
Ground, Tlieutre and Co-operative Storos. Tho Theatre is com* 
modiouf^, and a coinpany furiiiod frciiii nienibcrs of all mnks of tho 
railway staff, gives enterrainments to tlio jiuhlic, whicli are highly 
inte res ting* Tho Co-operntive bmndi, liesides supplying groceries 
and oilinaa^B stores, a]^ fnrni.^hes EnglUh clothing and other com- 
and nmke,^ mm bread and soda-water,* Tltti Hailw^ay 
quarters are supplied with crinal-warer for [oipjiosea of irrig;itioii»

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ifi “ Ttalbn ;** tbo baildio" bas been constractcd on tlio moi^t ap¬ 
proved solitary principle^ ninl forms the hospital for tbo Ulioto 
Medical Sthflof. It is a two-itoreyed structure, measurinff 408 feet 
long, by 514 broad, niid 4(5 feot high, with a central tower of four 
stowys,* 120 feet high, snrmonnted by a dome, ami four comer 
towers, of three storeys, 60 feet higb, 

Tbe main building coiisisM of a centre, facing north and south 
and of two wings, placed parallel to tho centre. 

Each wing is noenpied by twTi large wards, one on tho upper 
storey, and the other on the lower floor, each of which is construct¬ 
ed for 24 patients, or 12 on each side. 

Each ward measures 1134 feet long, by 2 2^ fert wide, and is 
18 feet higb ; BO that its total cnbic contents are 46,177 cubic feet, 
and its superficial area is 3,5 US feet. 

The arrangements for ventiLition are most CKCcUent. Each 
ward has seven doors on each side, and one at each end ; each door 
measures 4 feet, 2 inches, in wulth, and 7 feet, U inebes, in height j 
so that the opening of each ^wssesseB an area of 32 square feet, 3 
inches - Mid, as thero are 16 doors in every large ward, the total 
amount of spee for the admission of fresh air is 416 square feet. 

Access to the upper floor of the building is offonled by a stair¬ 
case, 12 icet in width, and quite straight, to faciUtuta tho carriage 
of beds ap dowB^ 

The lower wards are nllott«l to male patients, that on the west 
side to the Mahomedaus, and that on the east to other sects. 

The centre of the building is divided lielow into the Dispensary 
and medical store-room ; abo the rooms forthe esunifnations of ont- 
palicntoj of which there nro three, one for iiiwILcal cases, one for 
surcical and one for opihalmie cases. Them is also a reem for 
the private e^tamination of ptients and the mieroscopicnl and 
chemical esaminations of the products of disease. 

In the uppr floor of the main building are contoined the 
genend Btorc-ruoms and tho wards for eye-ptients the windows 
of which are darhened with blue ppr ; abo niartments for the 
resident chemieal clerks; whUe the north verauduh ia rendered 
available for an oprating room by the insertion into oac of the 
arches of a piece of plate glass, tne.'isnring 3 feet, by 7 feet, Mdiich 
allords a clear oppr light nt all times of the year. 

There is also a ward for eontogitins diseases, separated from 
the main hospital by a wall ; .ind consUting of a largo room ven¬ 
tilated by four doom and a skylight above. This b used for

trilJilting R^, ^d+GUTp TLo ktc Vicvroyi Earl Mayo, visited tlio 
IlospUai in October 1871, and carefully iasiKwted every iviwi of it ; 
bo w;l^ pk-n&ed to approve of the ariniigemeabs and to consent to 
Si'S being colled ** tlie iliiyo Hospital.” 

Tbo noces^ityt for enlarging and improving tbe ftcconmioilfttioi^ 
for patients in the Mayo Iio&|>itul, laid licon long felL It was ap- 
parcut that in Lfthoro, tlie capital of the Ejinjiib, there was no 
suitable bospital for tho poorer cbisses of Europeans suid Eurasians, 
while tbe exiting Hospital was inadeijuaiDO to meet the increasing 
wants of tbe native oommiiiiity^ The present lLo.s[ntd^ named in 
honor of one of Indb^B most illastrions Viceroys, is not merely a 
local institution, treating as it docs tbe sick from all parts of the 
Province, but also the centre of Mctlicsd oilocaitiou in Korthem 
India. The gooil work of furnishing this aeoommodation was ini¬ 
tiated bv the Hononible Sir iTamcs Ljuil, IdeiitenankGovornor of 
tbe Panjdih, vrbo ut a public meeting, held on the 2kb January, 
in tbo Eawrence Hall, appealed to the mbabi tants of the 
Panjab to show their gense of loyalty to Her Majesty the Queen- 
Empress by niising some fitting monioiial, to cemmemomto, in a 
poruimient form, tlie then a|:iproacbing ids it of His Royal HtgbneBS 
Prince Albert Victor of Vales to Lahore^ It was .suggested by 
nis Honor, and conliiilly assented to hy all present, tjuit no memo¬ 
rial would bo more aocephible to His Royal Highness hiin!?elf, or 
more pleasing to Her Most Gmeions Majesty the Queen-Empreas, 
who took so great an interoat in any thing which tcmls to help tlie 
condition of Uie sick, tlian one wluuli should have for iki object the 
relief of human suffering and prove a real cdiurity to many |ioor and 
finflhring people* It was, tlierctorc, resdveti to comnieinorato the 
roval visit by adding a new wdng to the Hoi^pitah to be named ufter 
His llopiJ Highness, which would put the space in the Hospital 
now occupied by Euro|i>eans entirely at tbe disiKisiLl of native 
patients, and at the same time, provide suitable a^omujodauan for 
tbe poorer classes of Enropeaiis and Earasiaos- 

The foundation stone of tho IlD^pital wiis laid by Hk Honor Sir 
jntnes Lyall, lieutenant-Governor of the PanjilK on 14 th Jlay 
18110. The uccomnioiilation consists of three separate buildings, 
constrncted on the oi>cii s|)ace adjobimg the Mayo Hospital selected 
by the Govenunent. The main block is a doubb^^torejed stnictnEe 
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for 28 patients, 10 bemg nccomntoilnted in each, of the two large* 
or geaeralt wartli on ilm gronnd^iJcNQrr Anti eight on the upper fiooTp 
witli m mai\y separate rooios uJapl^d either for Europeans or 
Natives. 


The second blocks consisting of cletnched doBblMfcorejcjd bnihl^ 
ing, is intemlcfl solely for the treatment of coses of infectioiis and 
contagious di^eases^ sneb ub simiH-poy, measles, kc^ simi provides 
accommo^liitlon for eight patients,, tbe rooms being largo end airy* 

The tliini block ia occqpieJ us seimrate ijuarters for the 
nursing staff of tho ITospitaL 

Tbo total expenditure on tbe bnilding, meluding cost of fumi- 
ttire and gonertil equipment, wm Us. 1*08,580. 


The Albr-rt Victor Memorial Hoapita! was fortnally oponoil by 
the Honorable ^ir Jumea Lyall, on Friday* the 1st of January^ 
1892, being tbe anoivor^ry of the assniiiption of the title of the 
Empress by Her Majesty the Qnoen-Emprasa, the day being 
thonght appropriate for holding the ceremony of tlie o|jening of 
an wiHtitiition founded as a mark of loyalty of the Produce to the 
Crown. Alljobed with fervonr in wishing Her ALijosty many 
happy returns of tho day. His Honor, in the coorse of mi eloquent 
apocch dolivored on tho occasion:* ailaJe<l to the lab auspicious inci^ 
tleijt in the life of HLt Royal Highness Avith whose name the Hos* 
pitnl hna been associated, that is* His hi^trothfll to the Princess 
Victoria Mary of Teck* ami the iissembly took the occasion of 
devoutly wbhing Hi& Royal Highuesa and His botrothed many 
huppj returns of the day, and a long and happy luairried life."" 


This new building, bearing the name of Lady Lyall, is sihint^ 
ed close to tho Lady Ajtohison Hospihd and ttie Ijuhore Medical 
College, It was constructed in oonneetion. with the Panjalh Branch 
ol Iho Conntoss of Hufiforin As^ciation for sappl^dug Female Medi¬ 
cal aid to the women of India^ In oulor to effect, inoro permanent 
guo<l uiij to help indejindent institations* this Bonnling House 
was established, where aecomniCHlntioii might bo provided for fcinalo 
students during their trainingt and their wcints supplied and studies 
suporvLsetb Tbe InstituHon promises to confer inestimable aJ%‘an- 
tages on the female students, and is enJeuiated to remove the 
objections tbnE h arc raised to women entering on n mLdical career^ 
The site of the houiMJ was given by the PanJAb Govcmmeitt, while

is commoilious, and answers all sanitary re<|uiteinGnt 9 « Efficient 
medical instruction is given to the feaiales in the Lahore hledii^ 
College, and proper arrangements are made for thoir training- 
Tlio proximity of the Boarding Houso for female students, is a 
source of conveniodco and strength to the iiiftitutioD, with which 
the name of ono of tbe ablest of tho Governors of the Province b 
associated- 

Tbo L&ber« TIio ItfuboTo Teterinarv School is situated cibao to the Mayo 
HospiUd- Tlie hiiildlngs connected with the s<jhool were constmeted 
at different pcriotls between 1881 and 18S9* OrigiuaUy, a tem¬ 
porary ehed and haiUings were erected in 1881-83, consisting of 
a horse bospitah a hospital for cattle, an operating i^hcd, and a dis- 
weting room- The straotenss were of Jhainp ** walling, with 
thatched roofs, and cost tbe Government Rs. 4,494* 

Ailditional outdiouses were built in 1882-83, at a cost of 
Rs. l,G17,iLnLl aeompound wall, gateway* &c.* at a coat of Rs- 2;,4ti9 
during tho same year.

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In 1888, new qujirtei^, consisting of four blocks of j>erm[iiiont 
gtiiblesj witli mx stalls enub, and ono block of stiiin-|>oriimneiife 
st4ibles, wdth twelve stalls^ together with o pnilion, wore constreeted, 
as well as a new^ Forge, Post Morteiii and Dlssoctiiig Tlioatro 
anil aervsmts^ houses. la addition to tlu' buililings miine«l, the 
ConinuttiHv assembled in 1887, suggested the advbiiihility of con- 
Btmotiug a block of qaattera for 12 pupils am] i«i'!scd studenti*, and 
this was provided for in tbo budget. TbcsJO buildings W'ere com- 
pteied at n cost of Rs. 18,li29. 

The design for the forge provides fonr stalls for horses^ eon-

Tlio Lahore Veterinary School was established in 1882, to 
educate and turn out a class of Kativo Vetcriaari-ins correspond¬ 
ing to the class of Xativs Hospital Assistants.” Beforo its 
establishment, the only Veterinary College existing was at Poona, 
and this was not conveniently situated to be of practical bene¬ 
fit in Northern Indio, nor were the few EurO[}ean Veterinary 
Stirgoons in the Mijiniry Dqsartiuent of Government in a position 
to render efficient hoJp towurds allcviatmg tho cruel anti waste¬ 
ful loss of animal life in the country- In 18Tli tbo Cattle Pliiguo 
Commissioners iirgml upon the Government of India the cxpinlieiicy 
of affording the nati ves of Inilia the of Veterinary iii-Htrac- 

duo, and. In 1876* the Stud Commission brought the panic subject to 
prominent notice. Luring the Afghan War of 1878-80* iimch 
mortality occurred among Transport Eunmals, and Veterinary Sur¬ 
geons, with a staff of StJutrli, were placed on the main ruads in the 
Panjuh leading to the Khyher and Knrram A school for 

training saUHris w:l^ liegun at HajKlar by the Geneittl Su|ierin- 
t^ndent of Morse Breeding Operations, hut was transferred to Lihoro 
in 1881- The present school, or college, was opened on the Srd of 
Maj^, 1882, with 50 students. 

The course of study in this school embraces Anatomy and Phy¬ 
siology, Fleuieutary Olieiiiistry, and ilateria Medica, Boviuc Pa¬ 
thology auj the study of other animal disjeases* Btiuine surgery anil 
tnediciiio and [practical Veterinary Surgeiy, iis applicable to all 
domestic animals, and some lechukal training in the principles and 
praedceof shm^ing and minor opemtiens and the mode of hamiling 
aniiunLs, also s|»ecial teaching on tho subject ol soundness und uu- 
soundness Ln horses^ and fonn and action* There is im increas^ing 
demnnd for the services of Veterinaiy Assistants, both in the Civil 
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und Militaiy Departments, and tte Local Bodies are beginning to 
appreciate tlieir yalne. 

Tho institation is of great benefit to the residents of Lahore 
and its vicinit}', and it ia specially sutisfautory to see tiiat the Cattle 
Hospital is largely resorted to. The reputation \vLich the school 
has attained is more than proTinoial, niid frequent enqnirics aro 
made of the Principal regarding the terinfl of ailmission from the 
North-Western and Contml Prenrinces and from Native Stales* 

Government House has boon built around the tomb of Ma¬ 
homed Kasim Khan, (a condn on tho niolhor's side of Akbar) 
who died atLaUjorO during the reign of Sli^ Jahan, and was bnried 
here. Kasim KliAn was a great |)atran of wrestle and to the 
west of tho present tomb he inhabited a IliffiatlUj or city qnariers, 
and built an estensiTo mosque. Of the hnildings of this only 

the mosrjue bad snrvived tho wreck of time during the reign of 
Eonjit Singh, who converted it into a magazine for maunfaeturing 
powder anti into soldiers* quarters. During the British period tho 
Ma*JId becanio I^azul property, but it wa^^ subsequently released on 
the application of Sinlur Khan, Lambardiir of Moznng^ who dis¬ 
mantled it and sold the bricks at a great profit* The largo well 
attached to the niCKsqneii which was filleil with powder, e^splodeil 
by accident, killing two zumindara and sevonii bullocks on the 
spot 

Up to the time of MabAmja Hanjit Singb^ the ground close to 
the tomb, was nsed for WTestltug pur|¥)ses, and tho tomb was called 
the Gumiaz Kushti U n/n, or tho wrestlers" dome* 

Towards the close of tho DildhilrajVs reign, Jamadar Khushal 
Singh* ancle of Baja Teja Singh, built around it a nice house, of 
octangular form, which was n^ed by himself and the officers of bis 
contingent* The house was surrotinded by a garden, dose to which 
were the barracks of troops uuder ihc eommand of Khusbal Singh, 
On the annexation of the Panjilx, tlie house was first oceupied by Major 
Macregor, Deputy Commissioner, and then by Sir Heniy Lawrence. 
The Government, having given tho eoiifigcatcHl houi±e of Diwftn 
H&kim llai, at Sialkot, to fiija Teja Singh, successor to die estates 
of Janiodar Khushal Singh, in exehfinge for this house, aoqnircJ 
a proprietary right in it, and the hoilding was ntilizcd as Govcni* 
ment House, when Sir Hohert Montgoniery nssumod the reln$ of 
Government, No part of Jainadar KJinshal Siiigh"s honso now re¬ 
mains i but the old tomb can stUl be Eseen in a portion of the 
lower storey of the house. The interior of the dome ia now used 
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a.^ thp dining-rMiii^ anti a very adiiurnble dining-^room it mtiki's. 
The arclios uroupJ it jia re‘oei^ea for aide-bpardB^ the room 

Unag lighie^l tlirougli slits in the Tlie walb are decorated 

with enamelled pottery-vi'ot’k, and tlio idoores of tho coiitnd bull 
are embellisbed with fresco de^igris* Some very fine trees grow 
in the grauuds and there b a niee ^wimming-hatb. 


The Panjdb Chiefs" College, named after Sir Charles Aitebison, 
late Lieutenant-Governor of the Ponjab, is the ontcorno of a move- 
iiient wkicli, originating in the suggestions miide in by Cap¬ 

tain Walter, Politjcal Agent at Bburtpnr, took sbnpo in the for* 
Illation, of the Mayo College at Ajmere, and tlis Rajknmar College, 
^ at K ithlwar* But its true origin is dne to the Wards* School 
at Umbalta, established in inti 4, by Sir Donald JIoLcodt Lieaie- 
nant-Goveruor of the Panjab* at the suggestion made by Captain 
Tighe, then Deputy ComuiLsgiDner of UuibalJa, widcli wae wnrniJy 
supimrted by Colonel Lake, then Finauiilal ComrEUSSioner. After 
long discussion, the coustitation of the Panjib Chiefs" College was 
definitely settleth and sfciitntes have been franuid in accordance with 
the concinsious approved by the Committee of Ciiiefs imd gentle- 
men who have been tyikon into counsel. The objects of the insti* 
tution are the education of the relatives of the Ruling Chiefs of 
the Paojab^ youihs of good family^ and the minors under the 
gunnJiaiiship of the Court of Wards^ if eligible under the ^mtuLes.

The mam block pro^des the following acoominotlatioB :— 
General ward for eight patients; spare ward for four palients ; 
out-patients’, or occasional, ward for eight beds ; waiting-room ; 
examining-room ; disponsaty i drug store ; nurses’ room ; Fro* 
fossors’ room, with bath-room ; matron’s quarter. 

Two blocks of special wards have beon coo structed under the 
same roof, and connocted with the main block by a short passage, 
the accommodatioo in each special case wmd being for six patients, 
makiog a total of 32 beds for occaMonal gcneml cases and special 
cases. The special iivards have, attached to each, a dining'-room, 
the entrance to which, fmoi the outside, is close to two cook-houses, 
provided in the rear of each block—(me for Uahomedans and the 
ether for Hindus, 

A range of quarters for nurses and pupils has been provided in 
the north-west corner of the enclosure, boEcdes a range of servants' 
bouses. 

The hnilrling is enclosed by a wall, 64 feet high, on the south 
and west side, with one principal gateway, 14 feet wide, on tho 
south side, immediately in front of the central entrance to the main 
block, and one door-way, five feet wide, for foot-passengere, at the 
north-west comer, for entrance from the city side. 

The Lady Aitchison Hospital for women was formally openi.**! 
by Her Excellency the Marchioness of Dufferiu and Ava on 15tU 
Xovember, 1888. The Hospital was established to give mid-wives 
and Dait practical medical training, and to provide them with 
good hoard and lodging. The institution is doing really good 
work under the able superintendence of Dr. Bielby, and the daily 
average attendance has considerably increased. 

T c La- Before the introduction of tbe.scheme for a water-supply, the in¬ 
here W»ttf. jjabitanU of the aodent walled city of Lahore depended on a supply 
Wort*. ofwaterfrom wells within the city; but, owing to the denaenesa 
of the population and the eolire disregard of all sanitary procau* 
tions and furrangcmcnts, the accumulated filth of ages had bo 
impregnated the ground that the water in the welU was utterly 
unfit for use, and to this cause the inedical authoiittea, in a great 
mo^ure, attributed the high death-rate of Lahore. To retiiovo this 
great drawback, mid to supply the towns-peopk with fresh, whole¬ 
some water, it waa proposed to introduce a system of water-supply 
from wells sunk in the bed of the river, or in ground constantly 
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aurclmrgeil with water. The site chosen for sinking the wells was 
on the plain, on the north side of the city, which, not many yearn 
ago, was the bed of the rirer Ravi, The ground was practically 
virgin soil, free from all organic impurLtka, and there was, moreover, 
no chance of the plain ever being required for building purposes, 
as in heavy freshets it is flooded by the river. It was, therefore, 
decided to place the supply wells on this plain, os near to the dty 
as was consistent with every precaulLon for preventing contaminn- 
t ion by percolation through the fllthy soil iu and about it. Six 
wells were accordingly conitructed. Prom these supply wells, 
which, practically speaking, have been sunk in the bed of the 
river Ravi, the water is lifted by pumps into a service reservoir, 
placed at such a height that every part of the city and suburbs 
can be supplied with water under a head of pressure, the distribu¬ 
tion being by cast-iron mains and service pipes. 

llie pump well and pumping station are situated close to 
each other, near the supply wells. The engine-house is dose to 
the pump well, ou its west side, the distance from, the centre of 
the well to the outer wdl of the engine-house being 22 feet; the 
engine-boilers and store-rooms are under one roof, separated by 
walls, with door communications. It ifl a brick structure, 
feet long, and 40 feet wide, having a mought-iron bussed roof, 
battened and covered with corrugated iron- 

The smoke stack ia on the east side of the engine-house^ 
about 20 feet distant from the walls, and la founded on four 
wells, filled with concrete, placed dose to each other, and resting 
on the same bed of oonglomorate as the engine foundations; on 
the top of the wells, at water level, a solid masonry platform, 
ld'2 feet square and four feet thick, has bec-n built, upon which 
the smoke stack, 94 feet high, hits been erected. It is octagonal 
in design, and the dues are lined with fire bricks. 

The masonry reservoir, or receptacle for water from the wells 
outside the city, which were constructed in 1881, collapsed and 
became unserviceable soon after water w'os admitted into it. The 
masonry reservoir having been dismantled in 1883, tho new one, 
consisting of four iron tanks, was constructed in its place, in 
1883-84. The iron tariks (each capable of holding 2,$3,ToO gal¬ 
lons of water) arc linked tegether by means of iron pipe.s, three to 
each, and axe provided with ovor-fiow pipes towards the north, 
whicli discharge themsatres into the drainage pipe on that side. 

The tanks are connected with the wells outside by means of 
delivery pipes and valves on the south-side, where the valve house 
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situ«tc:1. The tanks are painted inside (both on the slilea and 
on the top) with siUcato paintj of a chocolate color, and the out* 
side Is tarred, The roof is coated with two coats of tar, laid on 
j>of, 80 as to fill in any intoraticM in the joints and make them 
water-light. 

An enclosure wall, built of large burnt bncksj laid in mortar, 
siiiroTinda the tanks, ,the space between the walls and the tanks, as 
well as the passages between the tanks, being coTered with a 
wooden roof. The whole reservoir is thus completely covered and 
protected from the weather. 

The reservoir was designed by the late Mr. Iioslie Clark, 
Mem. lost. C, e. ; but iha plan was cousiderably modified by Mr, 
George Berkeley. It was constructed by Messrs. ^ Cosscr and 
Co., Contractors, of Karachi, under the supervision of Rai 
Bahadur Kanhia Lai, aided by Mesare. Wrench, Eloyd and 
Bull. The reservoir was opened for public use by the Honorable 
Sir Charles Aitchison, late Liouteuant-Govemor of the Panjdb, on 
30tb June. 1381 : and pumping has been carried on constantly 
fliiice that dates 

The scheme for the supply of pure water to Lahore was ini¬ 
tiated bv Major (now Colonel) Nisbel, then Deputy Commisioner 
of Xahore, while the crowning work, vis , the oeiv reservoir, was 
begun and completed in the time of Colonel Beadon, Deputj' Com¬ 
missioner. The total coat was Rs. 1,706,500. Tbo works are the 
first of llmir kind that have been undertaken in India, and are 
calculated to be carried down to posterity sa among the greatest 
works of Lahore. 

Th^, This bnikling is situate-l to the south of the Mayo llospitnl. 

ilmiiqal Cel- ims bocn constructed on the design of tlie Mayo Flospital, the 
architecture being in tlie '* Italiun ” sty-le. The building is one- 
sloreyed, oonsistiug of a. centre and two wings at right angles. It 
eompriscH eight priucipul rooms as follows j—Libniry and office* 
room, being the largo hall in the centre ■, leetiire-rconi for ana¬ 
tom v and instruction to Hindustani oliiis: medicid and surgical 
lecture-room 5 chemical Iccturo-rDOm, all in the ecutre ! anatomi¬ 
cal maseuiii ^ cheiiiical and materia modica museum i laboratory 
and room for metoorological instrumenta, in the east and west wings. 

Injecting and dissecting fooms aro provided in a separate 
buUding, at a distance from both school and the Hospital, The 
chief ciijinujteristies of tbo buildiug arc the Bno-dressed comicea, 
the omameutul work below the cornbeg, the oi>ca oraameotat 
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railings abovi 3 the rwf, ifn? ornamental pampetd of the veramlaJi 
roof, the courses of tha piUars^ the white painting of the 

woqd-work of the roof, the green paintings of the louvres imd the 
iron works of tho oninmautal ridging for the Uhmry and office. 

The btLililing was eonipktod in 1683, Ie the ^hort spoe of one ^ ^ 

year, tind cost Ils, 1;15;^000. 

The Moflical School was foonded in 18*10, wiili the object of Brhi 
instructing the natives of the Panjab in medicine, it ha\iog been 
found that the nativea of Bengnl, who were Bcnt to the Panjab m 
doctoE^ were not so acceptuble to the inhabitants of the Panjai? in 
the oapeity of [ueiIleal ineti us their ow^n iellow-eonntrymeii were, 
and also that the Bengalis were always ausious to return to their 
home. 

Dr. J. B. Scriveu was the first PrindpI of die School, and 
ho eomnipncwl the work in October I860, in oonjiuielioii with Ih, 

Mannenii Smith, Civil Surgeon, Ijahore, and Dr. T. E. Browne. 

The school was originally held In the Barnick?,* on the site of the 
present Govomment (’olloge, anti the Huspiml was fornied iti 
Baja Siichet Singii’a staliie, m the Tihhi Bazar near the TasniJi Gate 
of the city.

CtiitrdJail. of land, is built on the radiating principle. It consists of two 
circles, a hospital and godowns, placed in a qoadnmgnlar eudo- 
Bure, with a mud wad ami iitcfa round it, meosaring l,614 feat in 
length, 84 feet in breadth, and 12 feet in Height, The two circles, 
or rather octagons, Iwve iron milingB round them with pufea 
masonry pillars at intervals of 12 to 13 feet each, to which tho 
railings are firmly secured. 

The building consfeta of watch-towera, European and NatK'c 
wards, workshops, solitary cells, cook-houses, hospital ward, dead 
houses, guard-rooms, i?iirf sheds, press-rooms, jnveniJe wards, 
godowns, oeatry boies, bell tower, carpenter and blacksmith’s 
workshops, paper mannfactory, potter’s goiowns, and working 
place, besides quarters for Superintendent’s office and accommo¬ 
dation for the private residence of the Deputy Supermtendenl, 
ilailoT, and Native Doctor. 

The outer waU, ditch, first circb, hospital, gmlowns, &c., and 
buildings at tbo gate were commenced in 1050 and completed in 
1854 . The second circle was built in 1882. The Jail is capable 
of accommodating about 2,000 native and 10 European prisonen?, 
and has dost in round numbers Bs. 2,00,000. 

Jail IdJiib indnstries carried on by tbc prisonera consist of the weav- 

tii«. 5jf blankets and doths of various kinds, paper-uiEiking, pottery, 

tho making of mats and floor-cloth of cotton or gntss fibres, tent- 
makiug, the weaving of carpets simOar to those of Persia, writing 
and printing in lithography and typography. Pine carpets are 
made at this Jail, and have beeu exported in large numbers to 
England, France mid America. The Jail also tuma out excellent 
glazed pottery, and the died rMfoinj and dishes made there, find 
special favor with the people. 
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TIjo Race Coiirjses are close to the LohDrc Contra] Jail. A ^ 
laf^e space is encloscil for the purpose, and the place becomes full 
of life daring the races. Crowds of people dressed ia gay cosCuaies 
throng it from the city and the suburbs, some coitiiog on foot, 
some in vehicles, sviuk tbe ladiu of European visitors is great. 

The Lahore District Jail is a conversicm of Gola Wala Sercte^ TheI,**flT* 
and wai completed in 1875’76. It eon tains accommodatioa 
6!l4 prisoners, and receives male prisonera of the Lahore district 
only. The prisoners carry on the usual gaol indaitrie?, a consi¬ 
derable number of them being employed on eatramuml works, 
such as brick making, road-nietalluig, 4c. 

This building is situated close to the Lahore Central Jail, TheFemile 
The buildiogii are arranged on the radiating principle, between two 
circles, inside an enclosure, the outor-circle having a radius of 330 
test, and the inner oncot i5fect, and both being connectod by an 
opn passage, 18 feot inside. The building ia capable of holding 250 
native and four European convicts. The barracks for native prL 
soners are ranged round a smaller circle, where there are one large 
and one sinal] reservoir of water, with a well, 10 feet in diameter, 
tbe whole being encircled hy a large circle. To the north of the 
large circTo are godowns and workshops ; to the sonth-weat are 
cells for four European prisoners ; to the south are quarantine 
cells 5 Superintendent’s olfioe-room ; female warder’s rooms j gnard- 
room, matron’s house j native doctor’s house, nioharrir’s house 
and the gateway. The enclosure wall is of work, feet 
brood and 14 feet high, the csoraers of the square being rounded off 
to a ranliun of 40 

The building ie intended to acoominodato 393 prisoners, and 
wa'i constructed in 1670, at a cost of Ra, 1,21,361 under the super¬ 
vision of Kai Bahadur Kanhia Lai. It receives female, long term, 
and liie-term, prisoners from oU parts of the Pnnjfib, and all tho 
fpmalo prisoners from the Lahore district. The industries carried 
on by the convicts arc sewing, knitting, carding wool, 4c, 

The Goneral Post Office is in Anarkali, near the MuiBeuiu. it The G«q« 
was boiit in J349 ; but considemUc additions have been made to 
it since. There are three branch Post Offices, one at the Railway 
Station and two in the city, in Moti Baanr and Labori Mandi. 

Pilbr letter-boxes have been locateil at varions points, and they arc 
cleared three timea a day for the out-going moUs.

vfl ratty. Works, It ia uonetructod of pt^ea bricktj bid in iJme-niortar^ 
nibced wi<li 6 to lU per cent, of stono-lime for pilbrs. arches, 
tiiDoldUiig and comiee work/ The bricks used in the pilbre and 
archofl and the exposed parts of the walls are large ; those for the 
rest of the work are of the umial sixe* 

The buildiag is lime-plastered ant! whitewashed ioslde; the 
OutBido ia dressed and Tabbed smooth, of a light red stone color. 
The roofs of the Senate Hail, Library and RegiBtrfw'& room are 
slated and carried over tmasns of Deodar wood^ having alight 
and ornamental boarded ceiling, painted white^ with blue edgings. 
The window gla&ses arc all coloured. 

The Senate HaU measures 84^—0* X 62^—10% induding the 
corridor^ which is 9| feet broad, and is mrmounbed by a row of 
arches^ three at the north and souths and five at tho cast and west. 

The building waa constructed in 1876^ the cost being defray* 
ed from a donation of Us 2ij,000 made by His Highness the Kawab 
of Bnhawftlpur, and the interest accruing thereon, the donation 
having been veatiid in QaverEiment Socuritiea. The following inscrip¬

The Mayo inatifcution is situated in the Anarkali gardens^ betw een 

the Museum and tho Toiivn Hall liis haUt in tbe late Mogbal 
Arti. style. The institution is known liy its present designation, owing 

to its cost having beta met from subscriptions to the Mayo 
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Memorial in tte Panjilb. The centre pjirt of the building U two- 
storeyedj and the rest siugle'-itoreyod. The lower, or general, floor 
ctmtaiim a modelEng, or moulding, room, drawing and painting- 
room, room for the Principal, office-room, atore-room, and two 
bath-rooma. The upper floor contain* a large elementary and lec¬ 
ture room, 63' x 35^ 

The building ntiMurej 155 feet in length, and 43 feet in width 
in the middle- The height ol the lower floor ia 20 leet, and that 
of the upper floor 2SJ^ feet to the top of the parapet. 

In the ont-housc3 accommodation is proTided for—^(1), car¬ 
penters’ workshop, capable of accommodating 20 workmen, lathe 
benche*, tool-diMta, S=c.; 12), pottery and plaster kilns, &c. 

The lower fl&or ia made of fifst claas tiles, rcatin^ on a foiiada* 

of foor inchee of coaCrete. The upper floor abo coneiets of a 
layer of large, well-biirat square tiles, laid flat b mortar, bresiking 
joints with tiles set in lime, ov^r buryaks aad plate girders. 

The flat roof covering la terrsiccd^ and consists of four inchee 
of lime teirrace well beaten, plastered aod rubbed ismooth. 

The terrace rests on a layer of weU-bumt large set m 

lime mortar^ over the rafters of the roof* 

The roof covering of the upper room (Elementary School) con- 
eisU of slates, I S'" X 12^ x i*. Uid with an overlap of about six 
inches dear of nail holes. The slates were procured from the 
quarry at Dalhouflie and aie of a uniform size and colour. 

The outer comice of the upper storey is made entirely of red 
saud-atone obtained from Delhi. The doors and windows, which are 
very haudsomep. are two inches thidc, nud the frames are secured to 
the walls with iron hold fasts and bolU* 

The building was designed and constructed by Rai Bahadur 
Kanbia Lai, EsecutLve Engineer, Lahore. It was completed in 
\6S^r at a total cost of Bs. 43.000, 

. The school was founded in memory of the late Lord ^fayo 
with the object of reviving crafts now half forgotten and of deve. 
loping the Industrial Arts of the Province generally. The cstnb* 
Jishment of n Shcool of Arts for the Faujdb had been talked 
of as early as 1864> when the first Exhibition of Punjab pro- 
ductSi arts and manufacture %vas held at I^horc, imd Mr. E. H. 
Biideii-Pawell, in a Hand Book on the manufacture of the Pro- 
vincei publish^ by him in 1872^ referred to the cstabji^limeal of

the countrj', la March 1872, a public niceting was held in 
the Montgomery Boll, with the ol^cct of eatabliahing eoDie suit-* 
able memorial to oommemorate the memory of Lord Mayo, whose 
assossiimtiob had created an intenso eetisation throughout Hin- 
duaton, and Rs. G8,119 were aubBcribed. At a meeting of the 
Central Mayo Memorial Committee, held on 2-ttli March at the 
B^e pbee to consider the best form the Memorial should take, 
Sir Lepel Griffin, in an doqueat speeh made by him in Eng¬ 
lish imd Hindustani, proposed that the money should bo spent ou 
building a school of industry, indndLng appliances and fittiuga, and 
that Government should be asked for a grant-in-aid towards carry- 
ing out the ot^ects of the institution, The proposal was unani¬ 
mously adopted. Sir Richard Temple wrote a lengthy Minute on 
the principles on which a Bchool of Industrial Arts should be 
started, and it received the sanction of the Secretary of State on 
21th September 1874. 

The number of students on the rolls on the 31 at March 1S91 
was 117 and the average attendance fl4. The following are the 
three main divisions :— 

The &Bt is for Geucral Drawing and Decorative Design. The 
students in this class study %ure drawing: architectural drawing 
and fiec-band coloring; pen-tlrawing for lithography } modelling 
and casting. All have to pass through a course of practical 
Geometry and perspective. 

The second is for wood carving; architcctuml drawing &c. 
All the students of this class arc fairly skilled wood-carvers, and 
their time is .equally divided between carpentry and wood carv¬ 
ing, and architectural drawing, design in model and froe-hflud 
drawing. 

The third is for modellmg and casting in plaster. 

The youths who join the Mayo School, are of two classes 
first, the sons of artisans who have an hereditary aptitude for 
industrijil art, but have not learnt drawing and have received no 
general education whatever; and, secondly, students who h^TO 
received a fair general education, but who, for the most part, have 
no opportunity of making satisfactory progress in artistic btudios. 

The school is presided over by J. L. Kipling, Esq., cr. l. e.*

Access to the upper flixjir ia obtained by u maflonry atnircaae 
in mo of the rooms at tho back of the Deputy Couiuu&aigner'a 
Court-room. The luaib outer cornice la of red^Eind stone^ pro¬

The area oovered by the buildmg is 32,561-5 superficial feet, 
and the cost was Ra, 95,420-3-5p 

This picturesque btiildiag, with a Luge centre clock tower, T h • La- 
is situated on an eminence to tho east of the District A'wfcAci'i and 
north of the Public Gardens. ITie structure is in Gothic alyle, 
and contains accommodauon for a CuJlcgc, a large Examination 
and Lecture HaU. used also for Convocation purpo&cs. and two 
large Toonie, one for a Library, and the other for Models, &c. 

llie College consists of twelve large class rooms, and four 
small ones, or sixteen in all, of which eight are in the lower and 
eiglit in the upper storey. 

By the side of the above there arc again four large class 
poonia and four small ones, or eight in all, of which four are in the 
lower aiid four in the upper storey, He two rooms beyond, 
connected by a wide arch, are used as a libraiy' and Model rooms. 
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while the poonw abora tbcec are ueed as Principnl'e and Assist¬ 
ant Principal's rooms. The Examination and Lecture Hall is 
55 X 35, with a galleiy of 10 ieet wide all round, access to 
which, as well as to the upper rooms and the Library is gained by 
a masonry staircase. Access to the upper rooms of the College, 
is gained by a wide staircase, in an octogonol tower, at the north¬ 
west comer of the building. The conneetiog passages and the 
verandahs we 10 fnet wide. 

The outer walls, outer face of inner verandah walls and aU 
the exposed parts of the supers tructuT« are of large, well-shaped 
bricks, carefully dressed and laid in Flemish Loud, with straight 
and fine Joints. The outside brick-work is finely dressed, end the 
mouldings and ornamental portions are neatly executed. 

The roof of the class rooms is made of large slates, laid with 
an overlap of eight inches, over l>eedar planking, one inch thick 
resting on Dtodwr battens, one foot apart from centre to centra.

Tho Lahore College was founded in 1664, the large Haveli of 
of Raja Dhian Singh, in the ci^, having, with the permission of 
His Highness the Mah&rAja of Epshmir, been at first utilized for it. 
The first Principal of the College was Dr. G. W, Lcitner. 

The subjects of Instruction in the College, ate :— (1) English 
language and literature ; (2) Arabic, Sanskrit and Persian; (3) 
Hislorj* and Politicel Econoniy; (4) Mathematks: (H) Uentai 
and irorol S^^ienca; and (6) Physical Science*

In coatiecticn with tho College is a Librar 3 % cDntainbg about 
1,400 TolumeSj and a proTiialoa of Ea. 200 por annum has been 
made by the GoTcriiment for the pnrehase of books for it. There 
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is dao a well-st?jcked Jlwseitm of apparatus and a good collection 
of minerals, rocks and fossils, preseaced bj the Geological Depart¬ 
ment of the Government 

Two Boarding Honeca, one for Hindus and the other for Baatdin^' 
Mahomedans^ are maintained in connection with the College j HoeM. 
bnt a now Boarding House on n large scale deetined for the recep¬ 
tion of both Hindus and Mahomedans is now in conrse of con¬ 
struction. The old Presbyterian Church near the College haa 
been acquired nnd is to bs converted into a gymnasium for the 
College, The old Dawk Bangalow^ adjoining the College, is be* 
ing reconstructed as a residenco for the Principal or Tice-Principal 
and new out^bouaes for the College are being built. The unsight¬ 
ly waato land behind the College compound has been levelled and 
laid out as a cricket-ground- 

The College Union Club holds weekly meetings for debate*, 
at each of which one of the Profcaaora, or Aubtaot Profeesor*, Club, 
presides- Subjects of literary and practical interest are discussed at 
these mootings. The members of the Club support a Beading- 
ruom, on the tables of which the leading English and Indian Jour¬ 
nals ere always to be found. In conncctiou with the Beading- 
room, it is in contemplation to start Shokeaperian readings. The 
Union Club is maintained by private enbscriptiona, and,, with the 
amounts collected, the Ctub is able to bold its various athletic 
sports and play frequent matches. 

The buildings known as the " Lawrence and Montgomery The Law- 
Halls*’ lira situated ia the Lawrenee Hall garden*, the Lawrenco 
Hall fronting the Mali^ and the Montgomery Hall facing the cen- 
tral avenue of the gardens. 

The I^wrence Hall w'as built in 1361-62, obiedy from the 
contributions of the European community of the PanjAb, as a 
Memorial of Sir John (afterwards Lord) Lawrence, first Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Panjab, and subsequently Viceroy and Governor- 
General of India, from designs by Mr. G- Stone^ c, E. 

The Montgomery Hall was erected in ISGCj from subscriptions 
raised from the Native Chiefs of the PanjAb, in honour of Sir Robert 
ILontgomery, from designs by the late Mr, J* Cnrdon, c-E, The names 
of the donors are inscribed on n marble tablet in the building. 

The Lawrence and Montgomery Halls are joined by a covered 
corridor* Tbe original vaultedrnof of the Montgomery Hall having 
given mdications of failure, the Oovenuuent decided to take charge 
of its renewal* It was accordingly dismantled in 1875, and a new 
roofr of lighter construction and design^ substituted for it^ with a

vpbndid teak floor for liaking imd daacing* The new roof b of 
W‘Ood, overlaid with gidvanbed cortugi^ted iroa shceta^ with an 
ornaiaoniaL carved wooden ceilings beautifully painted and flttcd 
with glose wintlows. which have a moat deairabio effeet.

The style of both btuldings k frigidly classical^ but the gene¬ 
ral effect is not without dignity. The walls are throughout of 
j>itecu bricks, hud in mortar, and lime plastered inside and outside. 
The Interior and estorioT of the Lawrence Hall* and the exterior 
of the Montgomery Hall, are pollBbedr and joiDted in ImitatLon of 
stone- The floors are boarded with Deodar wood, e^Lcept those of 
the corridors and the sinali rooma attached to the Lawrence Hall| 
which ate of woU-burnt; hexagoiml tUcs, laid neatly hi ceineat. The 
doors and windows are of Deodar wood, glazed and painted. The 
roofs are trussed, with onmmentH] woodeiL cdlijig'a underneath; 
flat in the Lawrence Hall, mid coned in the Montgomery flalL 

Here are also the Station Library, the Tenob Club and the 
Lahore and Mian Mir Institute. A commodious Reading-rooiUi 
leading into the corridor beiiveen the two Halls, has been InKoly 
constructed. The Lawrence Hail b frequently used as an asseinbJy 
room for public meetings and theatrical eutertaininentsi Both 
buildings are under the charge of the ^lunicipal Committee, which 
holds them in trust for the Government.

the District Court. The biiilding ?s of brick, and the design of th^ 

District School has been followed. The cogt of its eonatruction was 
Es. 40*030, and k was completed in ISSG, Tho Training School 
was originally held in the bamcks of Mnasuri Bagh, but was trans¬ 
ferred to tho Govertimcnt CoUoge building in Julj^ 18S1. On the 
completion of tho present building, it was removed to that place* 

The Training College eBtahlished in December* 1880, 
with the object of training men for the practicol art of teaching 
and school managemeiit^ It diffm in its scope from the formal

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Schools of the Pfoviucie^ which prepare stiideDts for the charge of 
Veraicul&r Priaiary Schools only, while the Trailing College 
undertakes to train stadente^ both in English and Yernaculaji lor 
the Middle and High Schools of the Province. 

The Boarding House of the Col lege accommodates 66 students 
and is well suited for tho purpose^ being provided with out-hoiiseSp 
kitchene, separate quarters for htusulmna and Hindu students, 
a spacious compoundp with fine trees, and a well ofeiceUent water. 
There is a Reading Boonij well stocked with news-papers and pe* 
ricKlicals and books on Trainings Natural History, Sdenco^ 
from the College Library. Debates are held in the Reading Boom 
Once a week. 

Physical training receives due attention. A capital cricket field 
has been fornied in front of the College^ and students also play 
lawu-tenoia in the Boarding-House grounds to which a fine shady 
garden is attached. 

The Punjab University b the creation of the people of the 
Province* It is the result of their desire for a living and growing 
aysEein of education* in the control and direction of which they may 
have a fhare and which will blend with the ancient learning of tho 
conn try, and make use of its classical and vernacular languages as 
the media of inatructioTi. The institution was at firet started under 
the designation of the Lahore University Colleget^ but suhoe- 
qaentlynar in 166&, it came to be called tbe Punjab University 
College.” The special objeota of the Institution were declared by 
its Statulea to be to promote the dlflnsiou of European science^ 
as far as possible, through the medium of the Yemacular languages 
of the Panjfibp and the improvement end extension of vernacular 
literature generally; to afford eucouTogement to the enlightened 
study of the Eastern classical languages and literature, and to 
a^ociate the learned and influential classes of the Province with 
the officers of the Government in the promotion and supervision 
of popular education. At the same time it was provided that 
every eacouragement ahould bo mdorded to the study of the 
Engliab language and literature, and that English should bo 
regarded as the medium of instruction and examination in all 
subjects which could not bo completely taught in the vernacular. 

Proficiency in an Oriental College, combined with a thorough 
knowledge of Englishp was held to bo a necessary rendition for 
obtaining the highest honors; but provision waa at tho same time 
made for duly recognising and honoring proficiency in literature 
and science in the case of those unacquainted with English, pro¬ 
vided such attainments were combined with a fair acquaiutaace 
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with tKe more impoTtant subjects of EuTopean education, and for 
duly recognising and bonoring proticiency in Eiiglishj unaccompanied 
by a kno wledge of Arabic and Sanskrit. Under these Statutes tbe 
original University College held eiaminationa and granted certifi¬ 
cates in Arts, in Arabic. Sanskrit and Peraian, and in Law, Medi- 
cme aod Engineering. 

The institution called the Panjilb University College having 
been attended with marked success, His Eicelleney the Oover* 
nor General in Council w&s, in accordance with the wishes of a 1M2. 
large number of the chiefs, nobles and infiueatial classes of the 
Panjfih, pleased to confer on it the full status of a TJuiveisity, 
for the purpose of ascertaining, by means of examination or other¬ 
wise, tho persons who may have acquired proficiency in different 
branches of Literature, Sdeneft and Art. and for the putpoec of 
conferring upon thorn academical degrees, diplomas, oriental literary 
titles, licenses and marks of honor* The Uoiversity was iormally 
constituted on the 14tb of October, 1383, the Oovemor Gene* Patroa. 
ral, for the time being, being declared to ha the Patron of the 
InsticutioD, The Uciversity was to consist of a Chancollor (who view 

was always to be the Lieutenant Governor af the Panjib), a Vice- Cb*>w»Har. 
Cbancellor and a number of Fellows, to be appointed in the Fellow*, 
manner prescribed by the University Act (No. ilX of 1833}* 

The Honerablo Sir Charles Aitchison. then Lieutenant Governor 
of the Panjih, was appointed tbe first Chancellor; James Broad- 
wood (now Sir James B.) Lyall, Esq,, tbe first Vice-Chanceljpr, of 
the University, aud Dr. G, W. Leitner, the first Regialmr. 'fhe 
Chancellor, Vice-Chancel I or and Fellows of the University were 
constituted a Senate, who were empowered to constitute an xbaSanitik 
Oriental Faculty and Faculties of Arts, Law, Science, Medicine and 
Engineering; appoint, or provide fertile appoinment of a Syudi- rnvSyaJi- 
cate and appoint a Elcgistrar, Examiners, Prefossois, and Lecturers. 

The Syndicate was to he tbe Executive Cammittee of the Senate, 
with powers to discharge such functions of the Senate as might 
he entrusted to it by the Statutes, Rules and Regulations framed 
under the Act. 

All Oriental University baa been combined with an English Qbjicta of 
Uaiversity. due provision having been made for the encouragement 
and development of the classical nnd vernacular iauguages of the 
country, in fulfilment of the wishes of the founders and promoters 
of the iuetitution* 

On the right hand aide of the Malt, between Anarkali and the 
Lawrence and Montgomery Halls, are the Lawrence Gardens, r*ni;4 (ist-

Among the hot weather annuals may be mentioned the 
eamelia flowered balsams, which nsaally last to December notv 
cut off by frost, and the nehimenea, of which there are several 
good varieties, and which make a flue display during the rainy 
ficMon. 


Among this class may be mentioned the aathirhmuras, ein- 
nemrias, pansies, phlosics, petunias and - double stocks, also ranun¬ 
culus, tritoinss, and other winter-blooming bulbous plnnL«. The 
bloom of amaryllie is very baudsome, and the camelias flower well, 
and add greatly to the uttrairtioii ot the conservatory. The chry- chryBiniho- 
saathemums are Mrly good,and enliven the garden for several*—. 
weeks, at a time when other flowers are very scarce. There is a 
Tery good display of orchids of various kinds, chief among them Ov® . 
being several kinds of deadrobcum. 


The soil of Lahore is unsuited for the propagation of European 
sppic and peir trees, which properly belong to a hill climate; and 
M orchard having been established at Mahasu nonr Simla, over 
which tbo agricttltuml department of the Province has partial 
control, it is not intended to cultivate these any longer at Lahore,

The Methodist Episcopal Mission, established at Lahore in Mcthmiut^ 
1S&1, is aooaected with the "South India Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of America (United States). The 
Mission is solf-supportiog, and has for its object to push forw^J 
a vigorous evangelistic advance through an Etiglish-spoaliing 
Church.” The efforts of the Mission are at present confined to 
teaching, and there ate no schools attached to it. 
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The institution known as St John's Boatef^p or the Divinity 
School, is situated in the premises ealted 51aha Singh's garden, 
near the Uayn Hospital The garden was pnteha^d by the late 
Rev, T. V. French, a Missionary of the Church Missionary Society, 
and afterward^ 6rat BUhop of Lahore, from Bhai Sawaja Singh ^ 
ROD of Maha Singh, a Kardar of Mabdraja Eanjit Singh^ ia Eaival- 
pindi. The inatitntion was founded hy the }ato Buhap^ in 1870, 
with the object of training Christian Nativea of thia and the 
neighbouring Provinces m clergy and catechista," 


The buildinga consiat of the Principars houae^ chapel, library 
and dass-roou!, native clerical teacher'a hotiae and quartern for some 
S5 students, uiEUTied and unmaiTiedt grouped round thrte courts, 
1'he most conapicuoug and ornamental object among the college 
buildinga ia the Gordon Memorial Chapel, built in memory of the 
late Rev, Q. Gordon ^onog oa the teaching staff of the School), 
It is built of red brick, in a Sflracenio modification of the Korrhern 
Itafiaa Style, The late reverend gentleman left a legacy towards 
building a college chapel and ^his, with a teatiiDoniinI fundj raised by 
his friends to hi* memory, hea aufE<%d to cover the coat of building. 


The institution was primarily intended for Divinity students, 
but it now receives also other Christian youths who are studying 
in various schools or colleges in Lahore. The Hostel is the pro¬ 
perty of the Church MiBsionary Society. The Divinity students 
receive scholarahipa, which are provided out cf private ftinda. 


The Hostel is in charge of two Missionaries of the Church 
Missionary Society, the Rev. H, O, Grey, M.A., and the Rev. A. P* 
Shirreff, who also teach the Divinity students. It has a consider^ 
able theological library, containing several thousaud volumes. 

The coarse of instruction for the Divinity Btudents comprises 
Holy Scripture, Christian Doctrine, Church History, the English 
Prayer Book and the Principles of Divine Worship and Christian 
Evidences, with pmetical training in reading and preaching, and 
(in a few cases) Hebrew and Greek. 


aGSMaWii- At Nowlukha, on the road leading from the Railway Station 
^ Govemmesit Housoi is the Boarding School for the hotter class 
of Native girls. It was established in 1873 by the “ ladbo Female 
Normal School and Instruction Sooiet},'' an inatitution connected

Tiie arhoot ia under a Lady 
Sijpcrintendeut, with a staff of one Englisli lady asiiistaiit, a 
European Matron and a Munshi, and, being lu receipt of a grants 
inlaid, ia inspected by the officers of the Educattonal l>epartraent. - 
The school is supported by the parent society ia Englandt as irell 
as by subscriptions raised in this country and fees levied from the 
parents of the girls who attend it. 

Besides the Boys' High School and Middle Schools maintained Z ■ n n « 
tiy the Mias tun College, there are eighteen Priamry Schools for 
noo-Christiaa girls in the city, coadneted by Cbristiati ladies, in 
which Persian. Urdu, Hindi and Gurmukhi are taught, besides 
Deedle-work of various kinds acd knitting. The ladies also visit 
ibc Zananat. 

The new and commodious building of the Fanj4b Religioos Thv [‘>iDj£b 
Book Society is situated in the Anarkali Btwar. It was estab* l*X“y* 
liflhei in 1S03, in conoectiou with the London Religious Tract 
Society, with the object of supplying the public with religioiia 
tracts and books in the English and V^emacular tangnages. The 
demand for the Society’s books is on the increase. Several colpoi- 
teurs are engaged in J.rfihore and other stations of the Punjab, in 
the sale of tracts and books of this society, which U liberally 
supported by public subscriptions and donation a 

Opposite the Government College, to the west, and close to ihs L.ho« 
the District Court, are the premises of the Lahore District School. ‘ ® * 

The school was established on the I5th of April 1660 and located * 
in Raja Dhian Singh's i/«vefi, in tho city, the first Head Master 
being tho late Mr. J. C. Beddy, The school had two departnmots, 
the upper and the lower, lu the upper the sons of the ItmUea of 
Lahore and its neighbourhood were taught, while in the lower 
instnictiou was given to the sons of other people. Tho spacious 
IlaveU was most courteously placed at the disposal of Government 
by the owner, the late Mabfirdja of RaehmJr, and was vacated at 
His Highness's request, after 21 years' use. The school was then 
temporarily removed to another locality in the city until the 
present building was complete. The school ra divided into Primary, 

Middle and High Departments; and a Boarding House for 
students (rom the out'Statious Is attached to it. 
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The Lahore Normal School b held in a large inside 

the citj, known as the TcKsha Khana of Kajo Lai Singh, in Moti 
Bazar. The achool datca from the first eatahlishinent of the Educa¬ 
tional Dopartment Ln the Pnnj4b in 1356. Its original object 
was to train leachere for Vernacular schools of all gradest bat 
since the establishment of the Central Training College in 1881, its 
business has been confined to the twining of teachers lor the 
Vernac^ilar PrLmarj' Schools^ 

The subjects of examinati™ are the same as for the Middle 
School Examination in Vernacularp with the addition of the methods 
of teaching and school tnatiagemeni. The sebool is under the 
control of the Principal of the Central Training College. The- 
students contitine to reside in the chambers of tho Qszurt Bagh; 
which they have ocenpied for many years.* 

The Central Lunatic Asylam for the Panjab is situated in the 
premises known aa Lehna Singh’s CAaoniy on the north of the 
Amritsar road^ and out-fionked by the Railway Station and barrackf. 
The building weib originally used for flas experimenU:, then as a 
Thaggi Jail, and snbscq^ueatly as bairncks for a mounted police 
force. It comprises five large welled courtS;, with dwellings on the 
Bide of each. One of the enclasures is used for the general male 
ward, a second for a female ward and hospltaii a third for some 
male lunatics, workshops, and a Hospital. The fonrth servea as a 
place for the detention of criminal lunatics, and the fifth court is 
used as n garden. 

The Lunatic Asylum was founded in 134£l, under the Board of 
Administration, and placed in the ebarge of Dr. Hatbawny, the 
Besidency SurgeoHj who was succeeded by Dr» Smith in 1S52, and 
Dr^ Scriven in 1870- Before anuexationp or during the regency 
of Moh^tiija Dalip Singh^ an asylma for lunatics also existed 
at Lahore^ It was founded by order of Major MacGregor, the 
Director of Police at liahote, at the stiggcstion of Doctor Honig- 
berger, n German ad venturer and the State Physician.

The Lunatic Asylum is under the charge of the Civil Surgeon 
of Lahore, who acts as its Superio tondent. 

This School is attached to the Central Training CoUege and is 
situated in the smne locality with it. It was established in 1883, 
with the object of affording the means of practical troioing for 
students in the art of teaching. All the classes of a Primary 
and Middle Anglo-Vernacular School are comprised in it. Students 
of thfl Central Training College have to teach the Model School 
classes for a certain time each day, and they are also required to 
attend it once a week, simply to wntoh the masters teaching their 
classes.

IE90SI was 65. The reaulte of examinations during late y^ars 
seem to be satisfactory^ in view of the very high percentage of

The moo^us The beautiful mosque of Sirdar Khdn is eituated in Mosang, 
^ the environs of Lahore, where there are many houses of Euro¬ 
pean residents. Sirdar Kbdn was Lamburda* of this village, but 
died while tbo mosque was still in course of ooastruction. A great 
portion of the mosque is complete, and the architecture may be rec¬ 
koned an omamant worthy of Lahore, 
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This picturesque small gaxdcu, enclosed with walls of solid 
masornry, is situated south of tho road leading from Gevemment 
House to Miau Mir, O^or the gateway is a neat and imposing 
suEntaer-house^ the bitlconies of which are supported bj buttresses 
of stone- To the west of tbe garden is a chaste ^aradari^ the roof 
of which is supported by pillars of stone of much beauty and 
elegance. In frout of this Baradari is a reserToijfi full of water 
which gives it a most pleasing appearance. To the south is a 
house with glass windows and dporsj well furnished with cushions 
and decorative articles. The garden abounds in fragrant dowers, 
trecBf and luxuriant vegetatioDj and is a place of recreation unri^ 
vailed for attraction and beauty among modem places of a similar 
kind in Lahore. Over the top of the gateway is inscribed in large 
raised letters :

The Aitchisou Oanj is the conversion of the Akbari Gate, ThsAjicbl 
Lahore, and has been named after a late Ucutenont-Govemor of 
the Putijab. As in the time of Emperors, it Is the chief grain mar¬ 
ket in the dty. 

This is a very fine and imposing edifice, close to the North* xhs Tunk 
Western Railway Station. The whole building is of solid masonry, 

The tank is reached by a flight of stepSi and is supplied with water 
by a canal which runs along the northern wall. On the four sides 
of the tank are arched roomsj roofed with masonry work of great 
strength and solidity which are intended for tho Rccominodation of 
the travellers and visitors. Three large arched gateways on the 
norths east and west lead to tho tank* The gateways have upper 
storeys over them, each furnished with rooms and chambers. A 
place inclosed with walU is set apart for the use of the females. 

The building, being cIobo to the Railway Station, has proved of 
much puMic utility^ aa weary travellers by road and mi I way find 
shelter here from the rain and sun. It serves the purposes of both 
a tank and a and its beauty is enhanced by a small garden 

attached to it. The founder, Mela Ram, was a contractor of the 
Public Works Department, and was created 3 Bai and then Rai 
Bahadur in recognition of tho interest he took in the aftnrs of 
public utility and good. 

These arc situated outside the Shah *Almi Qate of the city. The THo Tmnk 
founder was Katun Chand, Darhi wala, or the bearded, a title given him 
by Mahd.rfija Ranjit Singh to distinguish him from another Sardar

Dnggal. Rattan Chand waa a man of public Bplrit and for bis 
good aemces to the city, as a municipal member, obtained from the 
British Government the title of Biwin and was created an honorary 
magistrate.

oil and other articles of daily use is also held hero. The 
place L3 full of interest and is frequented at all times of the day 
by pnople of every description, traders, workmen^ art bans and 
others. Ab it is situated mi cro$3 roads, vehicles of all $ort are 
available near it for use on hire, and the Eacn Lila fair is held every 
year ia its neighbourhood with great pomp, Tho tomb of Rattan

Th* Ei Yf The R&vf Railway Bridge is an elegant stractore, 3,300 feet 
^ supported by thirty-five piers of brick-work tunk into tbe 
bed of the river and encircled by tlurty-three girdles, the distance 
between each being one hundred feeL Boneath tbe bridge is a 
passage sii feet wide for foot passengetis. The roof over this b 
made of iron and is supported by railings or bare of the same metaL 
The lower bridge for foot passengerB admits of the posj^ge of 
bullocks and horses, but tho roof over it is too low for the pa.^sage 
of camels, or borees with a rider.

1889, in connixlioii with the North-Weatem Railway. The rew ^^ba***! 
building oE this Bchool ii conTcniently situated close to the North¬ 
western Railway Station, and was constmeted at a cost of about 
Ra. 4 5,000- The Bchool k intended for the sons and near relatiTea objKta 
of the artkaue employed in hi orth-Weatern Railway Workshops, 
and combines theoretical with practical inetmctloii. It has a 
and a ipedal aide. On the former, a plain ordinary school 
education is given, and, on the latter, the eye and hand are trained 
in Drawing and Handicraft, tip to the present only one Handicraft 
has been tried, namely, Carpentry, with elementary wood carv¬ 
ing ; but it is proposed to add gradually instruction in iron-work 
and other crofts. The boys learn the use of tools, and, ueable to 
^ draw and read drawings. They are thus enabled to pass into real 

workshops at the age of 16 or 17 with eye and hand trained, 
besides having n fair education in the Vcmacalar nnd practical 
English. 

The Railway Technical School and others established on the 
same modal are intended to cheek the growing tendency of boys in 
the ordinary schools of the country to desert their hereditary oocu* 
pation and help to swell the class of men who seek for Govern* 

IP ment service. 

The school is mamtained at a cost of Rs, 3,600 per annum,

Raja Harbmns Singh was bom in 1846+ Ho h brolherj and ^ \ 

adopted aoo of Raja Teja Smgh, the nephew of Jamoda]r Khoshal 
Singh, a BrahEoao of Ikri^ in the Bardbana Fargana of the Mirnt 
District, who came to Liihore, at the early age ofsevcoteen, to seek 
his fortune and took einploymeiat as a aoldior in the Dhonkmi 
Singh-wa!a Kegirnent on Ra^ 5 a month^ Ha was appointed 
to the office of ChomberffliD, or master of eeremoniei in 1811^ aii>l 
regulated processions and the Darbar io the Court of iJuh^rftja 
Ranjit Singh nod becanie an official of great importance. RUja 
Tcja Singh held different offices of trust under tho Sikh Goffem- 
ment; and when, after the lat Sikh War, a Council of Regency waa 
appointed at Lahoroi on J6th December, 184G, the Mja wai 
elected to be its Preiiideot and he also held the supreme Uilitary 
qonmiand. 

Raja Hurbans Singh boa aja^ir of Bs. 4T,677i in the Lahore 
and Amritsar Districts and oxerciaee the pewers of a kiagistrate of 
the Second class ia his jn^ir- villages in Shekhupuro^ in the Guj- 
ranwala District. 

Nawilb Sir Nawizisli AH Klidn was the eldest son of NawAb 
All Raza KhAn, Kazalba^b, of Cabulp who rendered valuable ^A3j K.ktm 
services to tbe BriEbh OoToromept io the- first Afghan War 
of 1839. For hb services in Cubul, he received n pension of 
Rs. 800 per mensem from the British Government In the Mutiny 
of 1857, he, at hia oivn expecse, raised a troop of horse which 
rendered excellent service in the siege of Delhi, forming part of 
the gallant Eodson's horse. In recognition of theae services, a 
rttiwM-irfc of 147 villages in the district of Baraich, Oudh, waa 
granted to him, while his nephewwho had been sent to the seat 
of wari wore bounLifully rewarded. On the death of Ali Roza 
Kh£n, in 1866, the title of NawAb was conferr^iJ On hb eldest 
son, NawSj^i^h "AH KhAnn The latter was appointed an Hnnoniry 
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AasUlant Commiasiener Ltt lS77,atid waa crsatedaOompaDian oftlia 
Order of tho Irdi&D Eoipira ia 1S55, and three j^cais later, a knight 
of the same order, 

In IS86, GsTemment granted hiia propnetarj rights io Bakh 
Hangu, rlllah Lahore, where he fouaded villagee. He woe nomi¬ 
nated an Additional Uember of the Legislative Council tn 188T, 
and for three years he held the ofBce of President of the Lahore 
Uunicipal Comtnittee, Deservedly popular and utii versa My es¬ 
teemed,Naw^b Sir Nawizish 'AM Khdn, died in lBEI0,at Aarhala,* 
in the Peraian dominions, sf^er making a voyage to England. 

Nawdb SirHawdzish 'Ati Khdii was a man of high principles, 
superior tact in conducting business and steady perseverance. 
His courtesy and amiable disposition won all hearts. Like his 
good old father, he lived in the true stylo of an Eastern nobleman, 
aod his hospitality to the people who resorted to him from dbtsnt 
countries, and his bounty to the poor generally, obtained for him 
anendu ring reputation. His death was asevereblowtothePanjfib 
and a great loss to the Empire. He left a minor son, Hidayat 'AU 
KhAu, born 1878. 

Ksw tb The present head of the family is !fawdb Nnsir'AM Kh£n, 
Khio ’ ^ younger brother of the deceased, and a retired Extra Assisi ant 
Commissioner. He obtained the title of NawJibon Ist Jannarv, 
1892, ai3d it is hoped that he wiU ptoTe himself a worthy successor 
to liis able brotb^n 

3 —Diw^ Diwfin Kam Mth is the $cnj of Diwia Aidor Nith and 

Rim NItb. grandson of the hUlja Dina Ndth. The Rlsja rose to power 
dnriojj the latter days of the Sikh monarchy and woe the most! 
remarkable mao of his time. His role ia the history of the 
couotry bears a stroag resemblaoce to that of tho famous Adina 
Beg Kh^n* who played a ocnspiciiQus part ia Panjib poIUica 
in the middle of the 18th coatury.t Like him, ho tired in a season, 
of unusual disorder, and difficulty^ when there was a struggle for 
dominion between parUea with cenhictiug interests^ aud the rilesb 
intrigues were going on among the cod tending faotiouSj each of 
whom aspired to political anpremney and independence. In the 
midst of rorolutions, bioodshed and anarchy, when conil^catioi] 
and judicial robbery were tho order of the day, EdjaDlna NAth

When the passions of the miUtary had been suffickntly excited 
a great council was convened in the Shallmir gardens, early in 
November 1846. and here Diwun Dina NAtb made the inflamma- 
toTj speech which led to the deolaration of war against the Bri> 
tish Foqir An^-ud-dio^ half hlind through age and in infirm 
healtbp. raised bis voice in deprecatiou of the suicidal policy of the 
aoldiera He said:—You are going to chose a deer, but you will 
be huoted yourself by a fcrocioua lion. It k madness to try arms 
with a power which annihilated an army of nine lakhs of Maharat- 
ta$ and eniihed the power of the celebrated Tippti SultAn/* But 
the advice of the aged Faqir was not heeded, and what followed 
is too wall known to need describing here.

Khalta, a biatory of tbe feiga of Wahirija Ran jit Singh, in the 
Penian iangiiage. Though the style of this work is hyperholica!, 
it is oooaidered a vaUmble contribution to tbc history of the reign 
of that moonreh* His ZHtt'dn, or book of poema, was published by 
bis elder son after hia death. He died io 1867, leaving two bobs. 
Diwlo Ram Nfith and Pandit HAn Ndth. 

Diwfin Ram Nfith was born in 1844, and entered the Govera- 
ment service in 1863, The whole of hia father'a peosion of Rs. 4,000 
has been continued to him. He was promoted to the post of 
Eitra Assistant Commissioner in ISflS'j, and was appointed an 
Eilra Judicial Assistant in 1882. On the re-organiiation of the 
Judicial Scheme in the Panjib, in 1884, he was selected by Sir 
Charles Aitchison for a DUlrict Judgeship, which post he baa siiice 
held. He ifl a Fellow of the Fan jab UoiTtraity, and eajop an Income 
of Ra. 16,000 per annum, including bis sulury and fsiniLy pension. 
As a District Judge, he is at preaent posted at Hoshiarpur. 

Sirdar Karaodar Singh (bom in 1860) is the son of Blja 
Teja Singh. He enjoys a jagir of Rs. 4,004, and is an Honorary 
Estni Assistant CommbsionCT at Lahore, with Civil and Criminal 
powers, with which he was invested in 1885- He Iws done good 
wort as an Honorary Jndickl officer imd enjoys the confidence 
and respect of the people. As Vioe-PresUent of the MnnicipaT 
Committee and Member of the District Board, Lahore, he has 
shown considerable aptitude. 

Konr NinrojEm NAth is younger brother of No. 3- Rija Din* 
Kith, not being on good terms with his elder son Amnr Kith, made 
a will leaving all his personal property in favor of Kiranjan Kith, 
hU favorite boo. He resides at Lahore. 

Sheikh Ghulim Mahbub Suhhiiii (bom in 1841) is the son of 
Nawab Imam-ud'din Khfln and grandson of Sheikh Ghnlim Mohy- 
ad-dfn. Tbe family Bottled is Lahore fratn Hoshiarpur, where it 
still possesses landed property, is the tiino of MnhiiAjD Bonjit 
Singh, when Sheikh Ghulim Mohy-nd-dih took employment 
under the oekbmted General Mohkam Cband. Ho was appointed 
Governor O'! the JnlJundnr Doab in 1869 and Govomor of Kash¬ 
mir, nnder the Mabiraja Sher Singh, in 1841. He died in 1845 
and was succeeded in his office by his son Sheikh Icnam-ad-dln 
Kh4n. The latter was Governor of Kashmir when the Lahore 
Darbar Burreadered that proTince to Maharaja Gntah Singh, in 
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piLTAu^ce of tbtj Treaty of IGtli Mnroh, IMG. Undor ii;i4l:ruction& 
froDi K^ja Lai Singli, tte Lahure Misltiter^ who waa- oJwaya jeaJDti!i 
of the power of the Dogm family of Janiiuu, the Sheikh opposed 
the occupation of the country by Gulab Singh ^ and it was not 
until Colonel Lawrence liad proceeded to the borders of Easbniir 
at the head of a body of troops that the Sheikh^ oonsideriug farther 
opposition of no avail, surrendered hmiselt'. He was pardoned and 
generoiLBly treated by the British Gove rumen 4 to whom over after 
he proved loyal. He dlsdngnlshed himself iii the Mulhin oiunpaign. 
of I848t under Sir Herbert Edwardes, and, in recognition of the 
services then rendered by him, the GoTemmont bestowed on him 
the title of NawAb, with a cash pensbn of Ks, 1I,600> while hli 
juffir of RSi 8*400 wsw confirmed to him. In the Alndny of 1857, 
he raised two troops of cavalry, for service at Delhij nuder the 
orders of Government. He died in filarehj 185!)^ aged 40, leaving 
one flOB, Sheikh GhuMni Mahbiib Subh&m, the present head of tho 
family. 


Nawib Imam-nd^in Kh^ combined the rare qualltiea of 
a consommate Genend and a sound administrator. Before his 
appointment as Governor of Kashmir, be held charge of the Kangrm 
hills and the JuUundur Dcab, which he managed well. A thorough 
Arabic and Persian scholar, he was a patron of learned men, and 
several scholars of high attaiumenta and poets were in his employ 
and received handsome salaries imd allowances froni him.* 

Naw£b Ghnldm Mahbub SubhAni is in receipt of his father’i 
of which Bs, 5,d00 b in perpetuity, and Rs* 2,800 for life.

and friends from Hinduftt^ and among these may be oientbned 
Pandii (sd terwaida Baja) Dina Nath and Pandit Hitrl Bain, father of 
Dxwin Shauker Niik (a late Honoraiy Magistrate of Lahore), 
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By tiui Ability And energy', Oanga Ram rose rapid Ij in the favour of 
tlio Lahore ruler, aud in 1831 he was appointed to the govemorsblp 
of Gajrat. He died in 1836. 

Ajndliia Parshnd was Farm aster of the Favj Khat, or special 
brigade. He rendered vatnablo services to tho Sikh Government 
and aniler the ministry of Jawahir Singh Rs. 3,OQO per mensem 
was added to bis stilary, and an addition was made to his jagin, 
“When, in pnrsnance of the Treaty of 16tli March, 1856, tlio 
hill country between the RAvi and the Indus wa<i made over to 
* Mahsrfija Gulab Singb, the Diwdn was appointed a eoinmissloner,

1,625 per annum, in addition to the income derived 
from the village Ajndhinpnr, fnnndod by his grandfather in S^kh 
HLnjerwal, in the Lahore IMstrlot, the proprietary right whereof 
bud been ceded to him by the LleutenanUGoveraor, Sir Robert 
Montgomery, in January 1864. Tho Diw4n obtained the degree of 
blaster of Arts In 1886 and was ap[iiointed an AssUtant Commb, 
sionor io the Paujdb, under the Statutory Givnl Service Rules, in 
1888. He IS a Fellow of the PanJAb University. As Assistant 
Commissioner, he is at present posted in the Feroapar District. The 
Diivdn is a man of high principles and possesses macb force of cha- 
i rncter. At an early age, he displayed v’eiy great tact nnd aptitude. 

An excellent English scholar, he has a thorough knowledge of Ara¬ 
bic, Persian and Sanscrit and a taste for poetry. As a Civil Judge, 
the justness of his decisions has given general satisfaction, and he 
deservedly enjoys the confidence of hts superiors and of the public. 
Anxions to do duty to Government, nffiiblo tq his own coontry- 
men, conrteoos and kind in demeanor, BiwIn Karendru Nath [s a 
perfect model of an educated Indian nobleman, and gives promise 
of a most useful and brilliant oireer.

He was horn in 
1813, and the family settled in Lahore after tho conquest of Mtillan 
by MahUrija Ran jit Singh in 1818. He was an excellent Atabic 
tmd Persian scholur, had a taste for history and poetry, and was 
well versed in medicine. He was of a genial and cheerful dispo^ 
aition, ”od his presonce enlivened society. He was gifted with 
an extraordinary memoiy and intellect, and, altliough he had 
never been to HindusUtn in his life, he knew by heart hundreds of 
the choicest versos of the great Urdn poets, Soudti, Mir, /iuA«, 
Ghdlii, Zwk un i Zafar, and would entertain his hearer, for hours 
together, by reciting poems and by hU witty and bumorous con- 
versadon. Ho was dignified in demeanour, yet affable and courte¬ 
ous. Throughout his long career, he showed himself u thorongbly 
loyal subject of the Crown aud the numerous testimonials he held 
from the highest ofScers of Govoiruneut, aSbidod indubitable testi¬ 
mony to his high character. As Honorary Magistrate and member 
of the Municipal Committee, he was highly popular, and Lis real for 
the good of tho people of Lahore, and the intrcidiictiOB of loeasures 
affecting the welfare of tho public, rendered him a most valued 
citizen. Tho Supreme Government, recognizing hie merits and 
icrvices, created him a NswAb in January 1865. Ho was made • 
FeUow of the Panjib tlnivcrsity in ISCS, and was fora long time 
Vice-President of the Lahore Municipal Committee. He was 
honored with tho title of Assistant Comraissionor in the Imperial 
Assemblage at Delhi in 1837, and made a Companion of tho Star 
of India in the same year. Ho enjoyed a pension cf Hs. 3,000 
per annimi, and died, without leaving issue, at Lahore, on 26ili 
February. 1390, at tho advanced age of 77 years.

and grandson of 8yad GhnlAm Mohy-ud-dm^ the son of Syad 
Ghnlim ShAh, Both the brothers enjoyed the MahArAju^s fuD con- 
hdence and wore highly lianored by him. Knr-ud-din was closely 
associated with his brother, Azk-ud-din^ in conJacting the friendly 
relations that existed between the Sikh Darbar and tho British 
Government The brothers were lovers of the British and earnestly 
desired that the two powers Ehould be on terms of cordial friend¬ 
ship with each other, Nnr-nd-din was one of the cldefs of tho 
Sikh Darbar who, with RAja Gulab Singh and DiwAn Dina NAtb, 
waited on the Governor-Genenil, Lord Hardioge,. at Hasnr after 
the first Sikh war,* to open peace negotiations. We next sea 
him eigniag the troaty of 9th Mnrch 1846 on the part of the Lahore 
State, and when, m December 1846^ RAja Lol Singh, the Minister, 
was deposed for treason, Nur-ud-dia wils appointed a Member of 
the Cooneil of Regency, to conduct the Administration of the 
country until the young MahArAja Dalip Singh should reach the 
age of majority. Faqir Syad Nur-nrl-dio died in 1852, leaving 
four sons, Syad Zahur-ud-diu, Syad Shatns-ud-diOj Svod Karm- 
nd-din and Syad Hnfiz-nd-dfn« Shams-qd^irn w^as u thorough 
Arabic scholar and a man of great energy and hbeniiitj" of seuti- 
ment, ever foremost in advancing enjightened idoa^ amoDg kU 
conntjjmen and anxious to promote the welfare of the country. 

He was appointed Honorary Magistrate of Lahore in 1862, and 
held that post with credit until hb death in 1872.

Gbnliim Mohy-iid-diii had three sons, Azis-ad-dEn, Imam-utl- 
Jinand Nur-ad-dEn. An acccant of FnqirNur-ad-din has already 
been given in Arlicla No. U- Lnam-ad-iHn was, in tbe time of 
Mah^fija lianjit Singh, in charge of the celebrated fort of Govind- 
garb, in Amritsar, and Governor of the copntry immediately aar- 
roatiding it. Ho fought against the Kanbias and was ono of tho 
officers, sent by tbe Mahfirfja to reduce the forces of his mothor-in- 
!aw, Sflda Kocr, Ho died in lb44, leaving a son Taj-ud-din. 

Azlj-ml-din, tho first son of Gbalam Mohy-ad-d£a, was quite 
an cstrtiordinnry man in bia time. His clinraeter has been graphi¬ 
cally portrayed by the Buropiiau travellers who visited tho Sikh 
court. 

The earliest mention of the Faqir we find, is in tho travels of 
Willbra Moorcrofr, who visited the Court of Ranjit Singh in 10'2O. 
Ho writes of biiii “ In tho evening came Hakim Aziz-ud-din, 
the Wazir of flutijit Singb, and engaged in converiiition with mo 
for some time. He is a nism of about thirty-five years of age and 
of remarkLibly pleasing manners.”t The Faqir was a fitaimcli ally 
of tho lirltisli, and from tho earliest times, when ho was fcikon into 
tho confidenoo of ids master, to the moment of his death, his friend¬ 
ship for tlie English remaincil iiachauged. This was due to bis 
fanrighlednei^s, not less than to hi* unfllucbiug honesty of ;)ur|K]Sc, 
tmthfulncss of action atid imsw’crviug loyalty to his own sovernigii, 
for, wliile others about the great AlabArAjn, out of vain fiiittery, 
or notions of mistuken zral, iidvociitcd, at n critical junctara, an 
appeal to the sword against the EnglU^^ the sagacious Faqir gave 
the MuhUriija jndicious and wholesome Bfivice and dissuaded him 
from trying arras with that power. Thus, when, in 1800, Mr. Slet- 
calfe was sent to Lahore with propositions from the British Gov¬ 
ernment, und tho MaharAja had almost decided on a war with that 
power, and tlie Britisli tri30[« had actually moved from tho Sutlej, 
Aziz-ud-diii strongly protested ngainst the war. “ AH his cour-

Sir Alexander BameSj who saw Aziz-udnlm in Januarj', 1832, 
writes of him in bis Trureh -—Among onr visitors in the camp, 
I inuat not qmifc to niontiqii tho saga Azii-tid-dm, the Physician 
and Miniiator of Eanjit Singh, who oocording to eastern notioas, is 
a very learned person^ deeply versed in tlieolog}*, metaphysics and 
physics which he professes to luLveacqnired from tlio Greek authors^ 
Ho displayed KU acquirements m many long tlisconrsesH”* 

The Hon^ble W, G. OsbomOj Military Secretary to the Earl of 
Auckland, who saw Aziz-ud-din in 1S3S, wTitcs “ Aziz-ud-din 

with Dhian Singh, eupposed to possess more infineneo over 
Eanjit Singh than any other of the Sikh chiefs. Ho is a fine 
looking man of aboui five and forty.” Bii manners,^" says the 
Honoumble gentteman, ** are so kind and unassuming that it is im* 
possible not to like bim.f 

Captain Leopold von Orlich, the German traveller, who visit¬ 
ed the Court of Lahore in January 1843, writes of him, " No less 
remarkable and important a person is the Faqir Aziz^ud-din, the 
chief physician uud political adviser of Eanjit Singh ; the host en* 
eoniitiui that can be prauDunced on hitn is that he has been able to 
maintain hi& high position for a period of thirty years* Every 
message to the British Government, was accompanied by Aziz-ud- 
din ; without him no relation is formed and every party seeka his 
counsel or assistanco.”! 

Tho ^lahrirftjn placet! implicit confidence in Faqir Aziz-ud^ 
din^ and when he went on his long military expeditions, ho placed 
the Faqir, with a few orderlies, in charge of his capital. He wm the 
most eloquent man of his timo and Avas an cmlaent Arabic and 
Persian scholar. As a poet, his performances rank high, and 
tho verses composed by him are distinguished for their simplicity 
and elegance. He established a college at Lahore, at bis owni

FaqLr Syad Jamal-nd-din, the only son left by Faqir Aab-ud- 
diii’a ail sons, entered the ecrvice of thoDritish Goverament as Tah- 
sijdar. He was appelated Mir Mmishi to the Paojfib Govotniaent 
Secretariat in ISGt and was promoted to the rank of an Extra 
Assialant Gomraissiooer in 1870. He resigned the servico, on 
account oi failing health, in I883j on a pension of Re. 100 a month, 
which ho receives in addition to his political allowance of Rs. 1,000 
per annum. He la Sub-Registrar of Lahore, and, as such, receives 
eiuolumeots amounting to Re. 2,000 per annum. In 1881 ho was 
appointed aa Honorary Extra Assistant ComimsBioner, and he 
exercises the full powers of a Magistrate. Ho is an excellent 
Arabic and Persian scholar, is well acquainted with English and is 
a Follow of the Panjdb University. He was honored with the tide 
^i'Shtin Bihadur on Ist January 1802.

Having then established a company at Delhi and purchased prints 
ing mAterialst he, ia 1819, came to Lahore at the head of a 
large establishment and established there the first EngliAh news¬ 
paper, known as the iaAore Ckronich In 1S5G, ho started at 
Lahore the PuTyafri English tri-weekly newspaptr which render¬ 
ed important serviee to the British community in those critical 
times, by publishing daily telegrams from the scats of war* The 
English after years of useful existence, coUapsedj but the 

vernacular Panjabi flourished until 1890^ when it was disconti* 
nued. Munshi Muhammad Azitn's career as fi joumalistj was long 
and prosperous. He was held in high esteem by Sir John {ufter^ 
wards Lord) Lawrence, Sir Richard Temple and other statesmen 
of the time,* and he started the Fanjdii at the suggestion of Sir Ro¬ 
bert Montgomerj', who took apecinl interest in his well-being. He 
was acknowledged us the father of the Press in PanjAb. As a citi- 
iea he w^as highly popular, and he took a keen interest in the 
welfare of tho city. He was a zealous supporter of all measures of 
reform, and in ISGt Sir Robert Montgomoiy conferred on him a 
khilat for his zeal in tho cause of female education. The whole life 
of this remarkable man was spent in tho servico of his govenuuent

Mnhamtniid Arif Kh&n, the father of Barkmt 
Ali KhAfi, at first held a reepeetable appointment oader the king 
of Oudh, but subseqocotlj took employ meat under Jti£waot Rao 
Holkar, the Mahratta chiofp who gave him the coa;mand of oOO 
cavalry. After the fall of Bbartpur, he was created a Resaldar of 
British Cavalr)' by Colonel Oardeaerj whom bo aegi^ted in enlisting 
mounted goldiora wben an eTcpodltlon was gent against Aim ora. 
He retired on pension in 1815, and received the grant of a piece of 
bnd, in recognition of his services to the British government. 

Barkat Ali Klitn conimenced his career in the Panjdb as a 
Police officer^ and was.appointed Thanedar of Mokeriant District 
Hoshiarpur, in 1847. In that capacity be gave proof of big iseal and 
courage and gained the approbation of hi a superiors. He aceom- 
panie^i the Brilish troops ivhen the Port of Sb^pur was attacked by 
Major FiBher, and the officers under whom he aerved testified tu his 
courage and coobess under fire. 

In the Sikh campaign of l&tB, while Thanednr of Hnjipur^ he 
accompanied and eondneted the troops on their attack on JasWAPt, 
Buja of Amb, and was wounded when gallantly aoeompnnying the 
advance. Jfr. (afterwards Ijord) John Lawreiice, CoinmissioneT and 
Superintendent, Cis^Sutlcj States, who was n witness to this In tier 
proof of his Kent and courage^ awarded him n present of Bs. 500, sa 
a mark of approbation for his gallant conduct. 

After the anneitationi Muhammad Barkat Ali Khfiu was pro^ 
moted to be a Resaldiir in the PanjAb Military Police Foreep and 
again did good service under Mr^ Saunders^ in bunting out and appre¬ 
hending dacoits and other notoriouBCtiminoIs, for which service he, 
on ssTcral oocosions, received large rewards. In 1857, he nsflisted 
Mr. Frederick Coopefp Deputy Commisaioner of Amritsarp in captur- 
iug the mutineers of the 26tb L. L, and conducted a batch of them 
in a boat to the main shore- 

After aerving as Risaldcir of Mounted Police at Amritsar for 
nine years, Barkat Ali Kbfin was, in Jatitmry 1860, appointed Tth* 
rildar of Chunian, in the Uhorc District. In his new capacity he 
creased bis former reputation and won the npprobatton of the District 
Officers under whom he served. Mr, (afterwards Sir Robert) Egnr- 
ton, Deputy Commissioner of JAborc, wrote of him In 1861 : '* He 
has a great faculty for manoging the people over whom he ii placed" 
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In 1868. Lord Lawrence, Viceroy and Goveroor-Oeneral of India, wa* 
pleased to confer oa Linn tbe title of Khan Bahadur “ in recognition 
of hi* long and valuable semca to the State, more particubrly of 
hb flcrvic^ in ISiS, and the energy he dispbyed in tb® arrtuige- 
went* for the despatch of mules and muleteers duriog the war in 
Abyssinia/' 

In 1872, ho was put on special duty with the Envoy of His 
Majesty the Sbdh of Bokhara, and the following year he was at¬ 
tached to the suite of the Yarkand Envoy. 

To him were almost entirely made over the task of seeing to 
the comfort end convanicnce of the Native Princes and Envoys 
from Foreign countries who came to Lahore, and the responsible du¬ 
ties of looking after the political refugees and pensioners from 
AfgUanistdn who wet® localed in Lahore. In 1873, he received the 
commendation of the Government for settling certain religious dis¬ 
putes in Lahore t and, when, in lS8l, some agitation was caused in 
Laiioro by the publicalioa and circulation of a pamphlet defamatory 
of the Uahotuedan tenets, Muhammad Baikal Ali Khin took n 
leading part in soothing the indignation of his co-religionists, and 
it was, in a great measure, due to his endeavours and iofluenee that 
harmony was restored. 

He WEIS put on various State and executive duties in his capa¬ 
city of Extra Assistant Coinmissioner of Lahore, and at various 
times received the coraniendatioTi of Government and his superiorx 
for the highly creditable manner in which be performed them. 

He retired from the Governoieot service in January, 1882. 

Muhammad Barkat Ali KbAn bos been always foremost ia 
every work for the pubHo advanlago, educational, social or sanitary, 
and the pnblic of Lahore are much indebted to him for the discreet 
and liberal manner in which ho has exercised his great induesce 
there. Few met have displayed more xeal in public affairs, and 
his persovemnee and energy in improvieg the eondition of 
his country toon, deserve their warmest acknowledgement. He is 

Secretary of the A lytiman't-Zefttmid of Lahore, and a Fellow of 

the Panjab University. 

His son, Muhammad Bashir All Khan, is Tahsildar of SibL 

The founder of the family was Maulana AzimuUah Khan, a 2.—Doctor 
native of Caudahar, About the year 1560 of the Christian ora, in 
the reign of Akbar, hiason Shamstfllah Khan, leaving his paternal 
roof, etnigratcdio India and fiettlcd In Lucknow. He was a profound 
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Arabic scholar, and at Lucknow, the place of his adoptlOd, he estab¬ 
lished a college for ins true tion jel that language. The io^titutioo 
became famous throughout the kud, andjn course of time, attracted! 
pupils from distant comitTiet, whoj on cotupleting thsir couxse of 
study^ recoised diplomas and the turban of honour. The governor of 
the Province allotted a for its maiutenance, which was con- 
tiimed up to 1763* wheo it was conBscntal owing to tlio troubled 
state of the country and the feehlcnees of the Moghal Oovernment. 
The coUcgCp which had remained in a flouriahing condition until 
thcDj collapsed I and the rrofessora^ being subjected to petHeeution, 
Wire compelled to lenvo the land of their adoption, lliey accord¬ 
ingly left Lucknow aud cutno and setded In Cawnpore, where 
Mohatned Dil&war KbaUr the grandfather of Dr. Rahim Kh^n, did 
not remain idlE j for here aLio he opened an Arabic Madrmm and 
dtlivered lectures on Arabic law and language. 

Diliwar Sh^ had a son, Hubammad Eusuf Kban^ the failior 
of Rahim Khdn, a lUEtn of great judgment and foresight. Being 
above the prejudices of his race, hodeterinined upon giving his son, 
{bom at Cawnpore in 1829)j. an Englkb education. Fearing, how- 
cvtTj the taunts of hii co-rdigioniata, he took EahLm Khin^ 
then a boy, to Dacca in BengaL aud got him admiUed into the 
College there. While the youthful Rahim Kh^n was still prote- 
cuiing hia English ■tudieSp his father died, in t84D. Ho wai left 
entirely under the care of hk mother a woman of great fortitude 
and energy^ for, under adverse circumstances^ she resolved that her 
eon should not only complete his education, but inter a noble pro^ 
fcasion. Having loft Dacca, she brought him to Calcutta, where 
Rahim Kh^tn enLeriHl the Hedical Goliego and studied Medicine for 
five years. He graduated in 1858. 

In April, ISGO, he was appointed Civil Surgeon at Shalhpur» 
in the PinjAb- A Medical College having, about the same time 
(October I860), been CHtahlkhed at Ijiliore, Rahim Khiiit joinsd it 
ai Superintendent of the Hindustimi Class^ which post ho holds 
up to the present date. 

Doctor Rahim Khdn has set a noble example to his country¬ 
men of the way in which a man can rise to a high position in life 
by means of Imncst perseverance, iadufitiy and energy. Sir Donald 
Mcljeod wrote of him in 1870:— 

" Sub Assistant Surgfioa nnhim Khan h fine of the most tleserviog 
.native gentlamEu and moat dfiaerving nitivc oUtctLiIs, that I have met 
Bj his suhiical skill and atfeenUon to his ratioDts, he has acquircfi, in a 
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very high d^grae, the good ttHI of the |>eopte of L*botei find hm dan* 
much to eatablish conhileace in the ^uperlontj ofEiiropeiLfi Atedioftl 
ekill fcnd sotfcuce. He hM, moreover, mode ^atimhle coatdbiiticiaa to 
tho YernaouUr litemture of tho Panj&b bj publishing sarerul ueefiil 
'Medidnt workv dei the Europaan »jeteni of Modioino in the Urdu langu¬ 
age.*' 

Doctor Rthim Khdn is one of the foundon of tho *4iyNJKaii-f- 
PmJM, of which the Paojftb UniTorsity ia nn oiTshoot. He is on* 
of first Fellows of tho Uaivoraity. By hie wriUcn aiwl oral lecturet 
to the llaMms and he hna disseminated the prindples of the 
WoBtem science of Medicme^ and for sixteea years he has held Uio 
post of Medic^d FtUow in the Panjfib University* He is a Hcinbcr 
of the Indian Iiutitute ; of the Panjab Text-Dook CoiuiuiUeet and 
of the Educational Congress. He received the title of Khan Bail a- 
dar in Fchruarji for ** his larrices to Governnieut and for 

meritorious e^xertions in the cause of )ledical Scicaoe.” The title 
of Honorary Surgeon was conferred on him at the Imperial As- 
sembbgc, Delhi, on the tst January. 1877. Lord Laivrence grant¬ 
ed him a khitiat at the Darbar held by His Ejccolfency in 1364, nnd, 
the following year, Sir Robert Montgomery honoured him with a 
khillftt, in recognition of the services rendered; by him in introduc¬ 
ing the English system of medteal treatment among the people of 
Lahore. 

Doctor Rahim Kh^n has written the following works on M&> 
dical subjects, and they nre used aa Text Books in all the Indian 
Medical Schools:—

Tho life of Doctor Biihim Khun js worthy of imitation by 
all those of ourcouutrynieu whoso aim it it to serve the Governiueiit 
honestly and ivell. and at the same time be oudeared to their own 
countrymen. Ho is a man of vast learning, and his literary at- 
tftinments are high* His whole life haa boon devoted to the scr* 
vice of his Government and the country. Affable in disposition

courteoiii in demcanoTiT^ devdterl to duty, he has jtifllly won the ro- 
gftrd and ettcem of ail who know hini. 

Oar notico of thii remarkable man would be incomplKta were 
we to omit one of tie great vlrtuoi of his life, and that waa hia 
great roverencc for hh mother^ It ha* been said of R4ja RAtn 
Mohan Roy that ^ his rovereiicc for hie mother was hie childisli 
faith,, hi* boyish religion and that nobie and holy feith he retained 
into manhood and old age-” As the great Bengali leader did his du¬ 
ty as a dutiful son to hi* mother, so did Dr. Rahim Khin. He 
had the profoundest esteem for his old motherj to whom solely he 
owed his education* and who had looked after him in the time of 
hji adversity. 


Dr* Rahim KhAn has five son a, of whom the eldest, Muham¬ 
mad Sadr-ud-din Khan (bom 1862], obtained his degreo of LX. D 
in Europe and ia a Barrister-at-Law. 


He la son of Yakub Khdn^ a Yusufeaio Pathan, and hi* 
pTOgenitor* wore nativea of Swiit, on the Haidra frontier^ l^nving 
' their home under ciroumatancEs whieh are not known, they came 
to Delhi in the time of the Moghal Emperors, and some time after 
migrated to Bengal and settled at Pntna^ commonly known as 
AKimabfid. At Hajipur, a small town on the Oanges, \'akub KhAn 
married the danglvter of a ^amindar of that place, and Muhammad 
Husaiu KhAll wna born there in 1830- Having been brought up 
at AzimabAd, he went to Cakulta and joined the Medical College 
there. Be entered the service of the East India Companyi as a 
Kative Doctor, ia April, IbiO, when he was posted to Lahore, In 
November of the same year, he was transferred to the Shah pur 
District, where be remained attached for a period of ten years. On 
the establishment of the Medical College, Lahore, in December, 
iSGOp Dr, Muhammad Husain KhAn was selected to act on ita ataffp 
and was appointed Dcmoimtmtor of Anatomy to the English class 


and Lecturer of Anatomy to the BindusEEmi dassn In August i860, 
he passed the prescribed test for an Assistant Surgeon shipp and 
from May 1868 to April 1870 he acted as Pri>fc3*or of Anatomy in 
the Medical College, 


Having served the Govemmenl faithfully for the long period 
of 36 yearly during which he, on various occasions, received iU 
thanks for his irficloiit discharge of onerous duties, he retired on 1st 
EebruarVi 1886. In Teoognition of his meritorious services, the Go* 
vernment of India was pleased to confer on hina the title of KhAn 
Bshadtir, in 1685 ; and be was created Bonorary Magii^Lratc of 
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Lahore m May, l8Sft Among^ hn published works is the 7<iMi I’A-

The Central Museum, better known amonp; the people undor D*t* of 
the designation of Aja^ab^har, or the " House of wonders,” is close tuioainK. 
to the General Post Office and the " I'anjab Public Library." The 
budding was constracted from local, provincial and imperial 
funds for the Punjab Bihibition of natnml products, arts and ma^ 
nufactures, which was opened on 20th January 1^04, and closed in 
the first week of April. The building was not iutonded to be per¬

In an upright glass case are arranged specimens of Pftnjib ^S^cina«M^ 
jewelry. Among these are: forehead omamenta from K^ngra^ "Jwfllry! ^ ^ 
flllror ear-rings, silver necklaces with imitatiion coins; Delhi silver 
bracelets, armletSp belts, platen; Bahawalpur enamel ankleta ; and 
Multdn enamel bracelets, necklacea, foot rings, &c. There are 
gold charms with the imago of Mdtd^ wora by Bagri Jat^ of 

; also ancieut jewelry found in the Ytiiaf^ai Yalley, belioved to 
be contempomry with tbo Buddhist actilpturea. Delhi U noted for 
its articles of jewelry^ the neatness of the execution and the fresh¬ 
ness and variety of the designs. Tha skill of the lilversmitfas lice in 
I ho delicacy and exactness with wbieh they combine the precious 
scones with metal and eoameL In K^ngra beantifuil artlclei of 
ail Ter, eoBraelled in green i blue and yollcw, are made ; Multan is 
noted for its silver oraamontfi, enamelled in red, black, dark and 
light blufl and an inferior yellow. 

Close to tlio southern gateway I* a beautiful collection of Anoisnt 
ancient Buddhist reinauis> among them being two ioscribed stones, Bmldhi it 
one belonging to the time ofGoudopbateSp traditionally identified 
with the King Godoforua, who put Sl Thomas to death. The 
Bculptures moat interesting in this group are the followiiLg:^—

the only difference beiug the greater projection of the filkt imme- 
diatolv below the upper torus. General Sir Cunniogham identic 
fies these ruins with a temple described by Appotionms, whose 
dimensions were nearly 100 feet^ built of porphyry, within which 
was a qhapeh small in proportion to tbo of the temple, 
which was large, spacious, and surrounded with pitlara.*^ 

Pillar from JheluiD, aupposed by General Cunningham bo Anci«ni

This sculpture IS remarkable for its alinast perfect condition, 
its elaborate execution and the siiiiiLiarity of its motive to that 
of many works of Christian art Buddha is seated on a. lotus 
rising from the watera. A wreath i» held over his head by winged 
cherubs, above this is an umbrella, a heave a [y boat surrounding 
the central figute. 

Entering, now, the art and manufacture dlvision to the loft, 
tbe visitor will fiud speciniena of Indian arms hung against the 
western wall of the central aisle. M eet interefiling among these 
lA a group of arms found when cleaning the Eaiilsar tank, Anirit- 
aar, presented by the Municipal Cuui[nittee, Amritsar, through the 
euergotic Seeretary^ Mr. E. [D^icholl. North aud south of the hall are 
hung between the arches portraits of princes and chiefs of the Pan- 
jAbduring the reign of MahirAja FUnjit Singh, by native artiats, 
and large sheets of printed cloth? from Kapurthab, Jammu and 
Kamalia. Tbe place last uatned is noted in the Pemjdb for excel¬ 
lent printed cloth work. The printing is done with wooden blocb, 
the dyes being indigenoiis in almost all coscs^ 

In a glass almirah^ close to the entreBce hall, arc arranged 
ipedmeus of copper ware^ engraved and tiuned, from Peshawar; 
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Kashmir copper utCDsilaj eoamelled and gilded ; Bahfiwalpur ena¬ 
mel work j copper tea wt. of Kangri paUcrn, Djanufaclured at 
Kashmir, but electro-plated in England, and a spherical brass 
lamp from Amritsar, The lamp is so contrived that the oil reser¬ 
voir iosido is always upright. There are also brass padlocks from 
Jbang, Ropar aod Amelia, and a brass Gaa^a. Sagar, in the shape 
of an elephant;, from Tanda in the Hushiarpur district ^

of arms. Host interesting among these la a quiver (larsxcsA), witn ^rmi, 
arm-guard, formerly in tise in iho Panjdb, presented by the PonjAb 
Goreromont; daggers of Siehposh Kafars, from tbe M eh tar of Chit- 
ral, presented by Colonel Walerfield, late CoromissLoner of PeshA- 
war ; ^oifcAra, used by the Sikhs to impede the advance of cavalry 
and identified with tbe “ Coltnip'' of mediBval warfare in Europe ; 
aud a Biehwa. The roost striking peculiarity of the weapon last 
named is that small pearls are set loosely in the blade. There are 
also sword sticks ; hunting belts with pouches, and shot and pow¬ 
der flasks ; flints and steel arms from Dera Ohisi Khdn ; the head¬ 
dress of Afciif or Mkatiy Sikhs, an!^a pistol found after the battle 
'ofTbal, presented by Mr. S. Lemmon. 

Thoro are specimens of different sorts of perforated, engraved Bmi-war*. 
and chased brass ware from Kashmir, Amritsar, PeshAnar, Bahi- 
vralpur, Karnal, Efingra and Delhi, 

Tbe case next to the above contains aAieles of old bra.*>s ware 
connected with Hindu worship, lent by J. L Kipling Esq ,C. I. B, 

In a round glass case are specimens of sham jeweliy; in a fiat Ivor; work. 
COSO samples of inlaid end carved ivory boxes and a very bandaomo 
ivory box from China. At Hoabiarpiir is practised the work of in¬ 
laying dark wood with ivory which is very similar to the Cer- 
tosena work of Italy. At Saharanpur aod Simla carving on white 
wood, copied generally from European patterns, is done. Good spe¬ 
cimens of ivory carving from Amritsar and Patiala also exbt. 

There is a beantiful collection of the pictures of tbe Delhi Mihlstatei 
Emperors and the Royal ladies on ivory, of historicnl portraits, 
views, &c. The miniature work of Delhi U a revival of the p,iiDt' 
ing in water-colors piartiscd by the PersiatiB. from whom the Delhi 
artists claim their descent. The Persian limning was encourag¬ 
ed by the Moghul sovereigns and has been frequently mentioned 
hv early European travellers. There are also pieces of embossed 
ornamental work in paper, produced by the finger-nail. 
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If! a four Bided case the lac tumery of Hoshiarptir, Sbitipuf, 
Dera Ismail kbAo, Pak Pattan, Kasur and Firoipur ia nicely ar¬ 
ranged ; with apecimeoa of wood carving from Saha ran puTr Patiala 
and Ainbalfft are aliso ahown in tbo same oftse.

In a Large glass case are samples of Jade ornaments, cups, &c. 
Peculiar among these is an article called Jew, sceptre of longevity 
(litorallyp as "" yon wish"), often given at Chinese marriages and to 
friendb for good Itickp frequently represented iu the hand of tbs 
god of longevity.

Towards the dose of some interestincF Briddhiat rniuB 

were discuvered by the AasisiUnt OnTnmiastouer^ at ^larddn^ at a 
place called Sikri, not far from the viJIage Sawaldhar, and at the foot 
of the hilt on the spur of which tbo Jamiilgarhi ruine si&iuh The 
mast intercating souiptiiro that has been scut to the Lalioro M.u- 
aeum is a pitting figriTe of Biid tha. reprceenting him after hie feast.

The moat valuable possessions of the Museum and ihi^A^ 
wbioh form the chief objects of mtercst to the autiejnariao, and of 
attraction to the curious visitor, are the SEpulchral moaumenta 
and retnains fr^mi Ensufzaie, in the PesliAwar DLstrIct, airartged 
10 the aislo to tbo left* In order to understand dearly the period 
of Indian history to which these relics of aotiquity presumKblj be* 
long, it is necessary to gi ve here a brief e^kttch of the early history

One of 
earliest setilemenU was BrahtiiDa Varta, or the bolj land, 
betwoec the aacred riveni Sarauti, in Thanesar, and Qhaggu ic the 
Ambala District. Their settleuieuts hy degrees eitendwi to the 
five, rivers of the Paitjab, and the Vedic hyoios arc loud in 
praise of the Indiis, ‘ the nxr^faoi.id hestower of wealthi' They com* 
posed the hymns in their colonics along the Indus and on their 
tuareh from the country of ihc five rivers to tho east. The period 
their great taigration i.'- not known - but European scbciars have 
inferred from astronomicat dita that it tnusi have been abotit 
2260 years before the birth of Christ. In the course of lime 
priestly families were formed and the four great Hindu castes du-

Suiirat (the servile classes, the retuuaats of the vanquished ubori- 
ginal racca). 

The ' Brail. A hard contest between the priestly and warrior castes thou 
niwiy OBttlt. followed, ending in the final establtohnient of Brahman aupremacy. 
liibsd. qijip Unibrtiane claimed for tbeniselvcs divinely inspired know¬ 
ledge, and their spociul donsuins were religion, theology and phDo- 
aopby. The outgrowth of ;heic literature is the calebrutcd code of 
Uanuu, inteuded as a maiuml of guidance fur the Rjj'as, 

ThearyiD* By the end ef siittli century, the Aryan tribes, had pushed on 
regiaiu uf tha bcyond the classical rivers of tne Panjab. An age of philosophers, 
commentators and gmmmariuas followed thitt of literature and 
poets; the worship of nature developed into the worship of new 
divinities, and. though the priestly and saerificiil offioo was strictly 
confinod to the Brahmans, they were not the exeturive inheritors 
of secular knowledge, Ascetics, invested with the odour of sancti¬ 
ty, had spmng up from other castes, and amotig these were travel¬ 
ling legicians, solitary hfirmiu, monk-s and anchorites, who, cadi 
iu his turn, sought to solve iha mystorios of life. It was about

The Jats nf Origta of 
iho present day. identified wUh the Gctne, wlio fonn one-fifth of ff**. '** ‘*'® 
rbo popubtioc of the Panjfib, are believed to be the descendanU of ^ 
the anefent Scytbajis. They foimded the famous city of Taxiln, 
identifieJ by Oeneral Cuimiugh.im with Shah Li li/ieri, east of tho 
iodus. 

When Alexander entered the ParjAb, early In S27 B, C., he 
louml Taxi la a rich and populous city, the largest between the 527 a a 
Indus and Uyilaspes (Jbelutu), The conqueror had reached the 
Uypliosis (Beas) whon he was compelled bjf tho clamour of his 
troop.a to retrace hia steps to Itis ccmutry. In tho partition of the 
empire which followed his death in 323 B. 0., Baetria and the Pun- 
jftb fell to tliu share of his tienenil Beteucus ^iikater. About thla 
time, A new'power arose in India. ChanJfaGnpta, an exile from chwulm 
tlie Giingetic vulley, who had Uticonipimicd Alexander’s camp in the Cspts. 
FunjuL) tu an udrenturer, but who had to fly from it, ihaving Imd 
the temerity to give the iilacedumnn monarch some personal oflenon 
for which he nearly paid with liia life, having gathered around 
him the tribes of the PuujLlb, usurped the ilitone of Magadha 
(BeMr), He expelled tho Greek garrison frotn the Panjtlbund 
compelled the Panjfib piincipalitics, Greek, nucl native alike, to ac¬ 
knowledge his away, Geleucns crossed the Sutlej and gained eevs- 
aol victories over his Indian sidversary, but, being suddenly recall¬ 
ed to dofead hi* own territories, he concluded peace with the In¬ 
dian monarch, to whom ho coded the Prinjdb as far as Peshdwar 

Neither Chandra Gupta nor his son Bindus&ra was a follower 
of Buddha ; but tho third of the race, Pindfisi, bettor known 
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Aaoki. i^ig name of AaoVop became a sei^loTia supporter of ttat Teligioa, 
He foaaded moai^tcrica and pigrxliijt, and provided monki with 
th# n4?ccjManes of life. Ho laid ont gardona for pablio recreation 
and entortnianient^ rstabli^bed liospitola for men and heasts^ and 
publifihoi] edictfl throughout IlU empire enjoining on all tuhjectf 
^lie great necesaity of leading a pions and neefid lire. His edicts, 
engraven m Prakrit dblotrC^^ are hmnd cm pLllars and rorksi fmia 
the confine of Peshdwar to Delhi, Allubfibad, Bohnr and OrUsa, 
^ and stand to iliia d&yt noble moimments of a lofty spirit of tole* 
ranocr and rigUtconsneaa. 

The Ifttbar Then followed an age of Indian heroes, who, in the first eentuiy 
tbe after Christ, drove back a torrent of Seythian iDvasiaii+ 

Fuijib. called by General Cunninghatn the Inter inva.<ioQ. Fore¬ 

most amoiig ihefle Was Vikrainadityn, the celebrated king of Ujjain^ 
who Successfully checked the progress of the northern hosts. Ho 
expelled the Scythian princes from the Fanjib^ and bis era ffl, C, 
5G) was founded in honor of s great victory gained by him over 
the borbiinons, which compleLed his conquest of the eutiro peninsu¬ 
la of Hindustdn^ On his death, however, the whole empire fell to 
piecoT?^ and a fresh horde of the Scythians overran the Panfdb 
about 20 B- 0+ founding a new dynnaty of kings, bearing the name 
of Kadphb ::^4 This dynasty^ alcer reigning throughout the first 
es'otury of the Christian era, waa overthrown by a fresh swarm 
of theSeydilans, under the Kanerkl kings. These were fwllowed in 
Tfea tjiird imd fuurtii centuries of tlio ChriatLim era, by tho Sassa- 

Dko Kin^* kings Hlaseminatod by the white Huns and little Uehb who 

successively held the Cai^ul valley. This period extended down to 
700 A. D. a short titne before the conquest of Sdndli and Muitdn 
by the MuhaiutnadJins in 711 A. D. The SEisaanian dynasty in Ca¬ 
bal was fiuccccdcd by the Hindu kings^ who w'ere subverted by Sa* 
-Hw Chi-huktagiu, the TartafK When the Chinese tmveSler, Faliian, vbiUd 
it^weU tijjg p^nijib early in the filth century, ho found Buddhism prevalent 
in that country, and when, latterly (CM —&tO A, D.), the country 
was visited by anotbor Chineso pilgrim, Hknen Tsang, Buddhiflm 
was the State reUgion, though Bnibrnans aboundpd,

The fir^t h aI»D called hy aome schokra tbfi Otmco-B^cimn 
period, for it endeJ witli tbe e^Ublishmeat of on indepoiidenl 
Greek tmJQureliy in tbe Cabal valley. It was at thia jjerlod that 
the rnde workman of luiia were first broqght into <^ntEct with tho 
ard$ts of Greece* 

To the second period is dao the Groek infineDce on the sculp- 
tofal art of North-westera India, which gave the first iropnl^ to ar¬ 
chitectural exigencies. To this period belong the lion pilbr?, with 
their bauds of honey^suckle and beaded moiddingSp able Lmitadom 
of Greek design and fine specimens of Indian art. 

the third, or Indo-Scythiun periodi uccordipg to General 
Cunningham^ belong most of the Buddhist and Jain sculptures nnd 
pillars which have been eahumed from the rained cities in the Yu- 
■nfxaie SQb-di\dsion of the Peshnwar District, These are the mo* 
nnenents which at present eorich the Lnbore Mtiseum. The faces 
and profiles carved in goft micacaoui satidstono^ tliough not the 
work of Greek artists themselves, are alh in their detail and cha¬ 
racter, Greek- They almost all refer to Btiddba^ representiug him 
ss asage, a king, a hermit, a raoloso, a teacher, a mendicant, or des¬ 
cribing some inoident of his Ufop The simplicity and faiihfalness 
with which the human form is dclineatedt nnd the spirit, freedom 
and vmric ty displayed in the design^ present a strong con trust to 
the normal style of Hindu ^ulptnre. The essential difference to 
be observed is in the purity and vitality of the slyle and the accu¬ 
racy and truth with which the dotoile are rendered. The ecenes of 
actual life and living moremeuts are portrayed with fidelity to 
nature, and exhibit no mean dramatic power on the part of the ar¬ 
tists. 

The Greek type, which is mast strongly marked in the anci>ut 
itatnary of the Panjdb and CabnJ, where the Greeks settled in ihc 
greateit force, begins to fade as we prodeed eastward, and it gradu¬ 
ally gave way before the infiueuce of Sassanbu models. 

The fourth, or Indo-Sassaniau, period is marked by great poli¬ 
tical changes in Northern Indim At the close of the game period 
iho Brahman dynasty of Cabul supplanted the last of the Indo- 
Scythian sotereigns- 

The fifth division belongs to a time w'hen Brahiiianic^l poiver 
wa^ revived in IndiEi, towards the bo^ianmg of the eighth cciitTiry. 
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Qurenl Cimniagliiain [irefore to raitl it tlie for, 

although tha religiOTt of Buddha still continued to fiouriih in »to- 
ral parts of India at this time, yat it had already shown iodicstiona 
of decay. \\>li the change of time is to be observed a corres¬ 
ponding change iu the coinage, which under the Bralinma princei 
assumed a special form, its difftinguishing features being a humped 
bull and four-armed goddess. The temples, eculpEurei and arebi- 
tectcral monuuieiits of this [period are ebiody ill q strative of Breh- 
uian mythology. 

The sisth, or modern IJrahmanic period marks the collapse of 
the Hindu power through the iatroduction of the Islamitic fiith. 
Some very fine temples, not unworthy of couipartMU with the 
ffiatoly structures of the more fortunate Hindu period preceding 
the Muhammadan conciuest, were erected at this time, but they 
were dll destroyed or desecrated by the Mubammadans, 

A note by GeuenJ Cunningham, givting a detailed dwerip- 
tioa of the sculptures, is placed in a couspicuons position iu the 
gallery to the left.

THE HISTORT of the KOH-I-JfUR. DIAMOND. 

In the hall contaitiirg the specimens cf Aria and Muntifae- 
tures flf the ProTtneo, tu the left nf the Museum, is a glass iii<jdftl 
of the matchless dianfLoni, the /Lofft-Aur, or Mountnia ofliight , 
vlilcb once graced the sceptre ol the Moghuls nud the Sihhs, 
It it the well koowu jewel that adorned the erm of .\f.ibdrdj* 
Baojit Singh, and was cihiblled hy Messrs. Osier in the Grcab 
Hyde Pitrk Exhibition ef 1351. The model was subsequently 
presented by the meltcra to the Paujab Eshibitioo. 

The hislory of this fuicouB diamond, is lost in fiction. 
A^erding to Hindu legends, it belonged to Kama, king of Anga, 
one of the beroea of the Uahabhsiiat wbo fiouiisbed .about 3000 
jsate B. C. According to the Persians, it, willi tho sister diamond, 
the DflT 3 /a-i-A*!ir, or " ocean of light,” was worn by their king 
AfrMtat. The Dan/a-i-A'ui*, a flat stone, weighing 18S carats. U 
now in Teheran, in the treasury of tho Slidh of Per.*ia, which coo- 
tains the finest Rems in the world.* Tho Keh-i-.Vttr. after a, long 
period cfohscurky. is re parted to have become the property of 
B^k^a^lBji^ a Hindu Rija of Gwalior, who, luaving been calLd to 
(0Tioe by Saltan IbrahiEQ, ioJi, in the batllc of Tatilpat, faught

which had been acquirnd by Sultdn Ala-ucMin/’ It is so valu¬ 
able/* adds the Emperorp ** that n judge r>f dlainoDds valued it at 
half of the daily oacpc-Tise of the world. It weighs about eight 
iniVibaf# (or MO ru£th). On my arrival hero, lluinayiio preaeutud 
it lo me oa a F^shk^sh, and. I gav^ it back to him aa u preaont/'* 

It would thiifl appear that, vFhmi the dUmoiid was made over 
by the family of Raja Bikrumujit W Humiiyua, it ha^J atrondy a 
recorded history^ having, in that year, 130^. been acquired by Sul- 
tAn AlA-ud-dtOp KftUjoff from, the RAja ot ^latwA. JJow it passed 
again from its Muharnurrolau posaesiOrs to the Biisdsi kmg$ of 
Gwalior, is not clear ; hut we have the authority of Bdbar, an 
iicuLe observer,, to establbb the identity of the diamond acquired 
by hb son wuh that which, nearly two eenrunes before, bad bcon 
won by the Khiljai novereigiii from iU Hindu wwiitrs* 

A diamond, called " inatabb^<i ^ by Beraierj had bean present¬ 
ed la SKAh Jjbsin by Mir Jiimla, the uiitiist^r of AbiluHA Kutb 
ShAh, of Gulkonda, originally a dlamuad rnerebant, who had been 
won over by SbAh Jabaci. The HIr made the pr^^scut on ro-^ 
ceiving the conmnand of an army for the conqiieit of Golkguda, in 
1G50 or IG^Trt

baring been blinded anddeposed^ the diamond came into the poiace- 
aion of bia anecesaor^ Shdh Rnkh Ui^a, grandeon of Klulit Eihih, who 
retired to hU castle at Meshed. There he wai made prisoner by Agha 
^Eubatnmaiip wbo^ in vsln^ tortured him to indace him to eurrender 
the Invaluable diamond. Shih Rukhp in 1751, bestowed h on Ahmad 
Shih Durrinlj ne e reward for hiseerncee. On Alimad ShihV deatbp 
It was inheriEod by hia eon and successor^ Tyuihr EhSh^ who dy^ 
ing in 1793, it passed, with the crown jewels, to his eldest son, Shih 
Zamiin. The latter was subsequently blmded and deposed by hii 
brother, ShAh Mahtniid ; but be contrived to retain the diamond in 
his custody until hnally it canje into the possession of his third bro¬ 
ther* Shiih Shuja. According to Elpbinatone, it bad been found 
concealed, with other jewels, in a wall of the cell which Sh&h Za- 
mAn had occupied in hie confinement. When Mr. Elphinitone met 
ShnK Bhuja at PeshAwar, he saw It In a bracelet worn by tbe gh£h 
on bia arm^ and he alludes to it as a diamond %ured by TaTeraier. 

In March, IS 13* Sh&h Shuja camo to Lahore 4vith his principal 
wife, Wafa Bcgam. Hidf-guefit and hdf^priBaDer of Ra njit Singlsj 
that greedy mouarch, with whoBn, in odvanc^years, the hoarding of 
treasuree had become almost a passion,* compelled him to surrender 
the on a promise to pay three laths of rupees in caeh 

and grant of a jcfjir of Re* 50,000 per_anniUQi^with a promise of njd 
in recovering Cabul. The touching incident which led to the sur¬ 
render of the diamond by Shlh^hiqa to tho Slhh wnT^tf is thus des* 
ciibed by persons who were eye-witii^es toThc scene :■— 

On the Ist of June* 1513, the MahArdja sent Faqii Azif-ud-din 
Bhai Gut Bakhsh Singh and Jamadar Kbosliil Singh to ShAh Shu- 
ja, to demand the diamond. The Shdh returned for answer that 
the MahfirAja should come to take the dlimond himself. Eanjit 
Singh, on hcM-ing this^ cheerfully mounted hb horse, and, escorted 
by troops on the right and left* and taking with him a sum of i 
Rs. 1,000 in cash* repaired io Mublrak Haveli, thcShAh*8 residoiice, 1 
Bift Afghan Majesty received the MahAr^ja with great dignity* Both 
being then seated, a solemn pause ensued, which lasted nearly an

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JiCrtiT. At knglh, the patience of Ranjit Singh being exhausted, he 
'whispered in the ear of one of hii attcndiitits, who reminded theSh^h 
of the object of the meeting. The ShAh returned no answer, but made 
a signal with bia eye to one of hia sertants, who letired, end, after a 
while, brought in a smell roll which he placed on the carpet at an 
equal distance between the two chiefs. Slotua] friendship was de¬ 
clared, and an exchange of torbaue look place, as a token of perpe¬ 
tual amity between the two * ** The roll being then unlblded, Ran- 
jit recognised the diainond and asked the ShAh its price, The rex* 
cd SMb replied, '* its price is {heavy stick). My forefathers 

obtained it by this means ; you have obtained it from me by many 
bloifi ; after you a stronger power will appear and deprive you of it 
' using sitniJnr means.*' The ilahilrfija was not upset by these re¬ 
marks, but quietly put the diamond into Ltis pi»ckct and forthwith 
retired with his prise. 

On returning to hts pnlaeo, the Mahfiraja held a grand Darbar, 
and the city was illuminated in honor of the occasion ; but nut a 
lamp was lit in Hubirnk Havcli, the gloomy residence of tiie ex¬ 
iled and unfortunate ShAh Shuja. Tho promise made by Ranjit 
Singh to the ShAh, it need hardly be said, was never fulfilled, 

Raujit Singh bad the diamond set between two large diamonds 
about half its sim. He wore it on Btaln oeeasiona. and it is referred 
to by many Europcaq visitors to L.uhoTC as the most brilliant 
and hftndsociie in the w4>rlJ.t 

Two hours before his death, Ranjit Singh sent for all kis 
jewels, and among other bequests, he, with a view to actairiag peace 
in tho next world, directed that the Koh-i-^ar be sent to the tem¬ 
ple of Jflg^oath;' in the south of Bengal, to adorn the idol of thnt 
name, and expressed his readiness to throw water on it with hia 
Own bunds as a aign of bequest, but Missar Hell Ram, who was in 
charge of the rosAoifiOJK*, or Royal W ardrobn, refused to deliver up 
the on tha ground that It was the property of the Crown , 

and must dcseeud with U to the rightful heir.

On the conquest of the Panjiib by the I^ritiebj ^nd the abdi¬ 
cation of Mahurjiju Dnlip Singh in 184^, the dimuond was formally 
made over to the Board of Adniinistration fur the affaiiB of the 
PafijAbp at one of its earliest meetings, and by it committed to the 
personal c^ro of Sir (aftcm^nrds Lord) John Lawrence. A sttaoge 
incident now occurreil iti the hUtory of the diamonds which has 
been graphically de&cribed by Bysworth Smith, in his Lt/c of 
JjOrti /rfiiortvicc. IndiR'erent to the convcntiooulitles of life, and 
one who never cared to wear the jewels (the orders and clasps) 
that he had w^on* and, when pressed m this p&rticuhirp put them 
in the wrong place. Sir John was not a likely man to take any 
very great care of the jewel that had been entrusted to him by 
his colleagues of the Board, Anyhow, half-uneonJtcknialyjhe thrust 
the small tin-bos wbioh contained iho diamond into his waist¬ 
coat pockei, imd than foTgot alt aboitt it. He changed his clothes 
and threw the waiflt-coat aside^ quite forgetful of the inestiniable 
treasure it contaiiieiip About sue weeks later, a iimssage came from 
I^rd DalhouBie, saying that the diamood was to he aent to Her Ma-^ 
jesty the Qiicen. Hecalling the cireumstance io hJs mind. Sir John 
hurried home, and^ witli his heart In hia meuthj sent for his old 
bearer, and said to him : * Have you got a stoall box which was 
in my waist-ctiat pocket some time ago^f * Yes, Stikib 1/ the mao 
replied: * DiMti (the native word for it), 1 found it and put it in one 
of your boxes.' Upon this, the old native went to a broken 
down iia-bojc and produced the little one from it. ^Open it,’ said 
John LawrcncCg * and sec what ifi inside/ He watched the man 
anxiously enough, fold afler fold of the small rags was taken 
off* md great was his relief when the predoua gem appeared. 
The beater ficemed perfectly uunonscious of the treasure which he 
had had in Iiis keeping. ■* There is nothlDg here^ Sahib,* he said : 
^ but a bit of glass/ 

Mr. Bosworth Smith waa told on good authority that the 
jewel hud passed through one Or two other striking vicissitudes be*- 
fore it was safely lodged la the British Crown.

gem, ^ already noted, Wfij exhibited at the drst tireat Exhibition 
in London^ in 18SL In 1852* it was re-cut m London^ at a cost 
of £3*000, by Mossra. Oarrad, who employed Voorsangerj, a dia- 
inond-cutter, from Coster^s at Amsterdam. The actual* 

cutting lasted thirty-eight days and redqped tbo diamond to 10^ 
carats. 

From the account previously given* it is manifaHt that the 
diamond was ignominiously act|iured by Hanjit Singhs Sh^h 
Shuja, a vanquished king of a foreign neighbouring country, had 
repaired to the Sikh Courtp as a refugee^ and was rectiived as a 
guest. According to the custom of Eastern couniriesi establUhed 
from time immetuoiiaL, be was entitled to protection and ouistaiice, 
and the rendering of such assistance would have been an honor 
to the king whoso support had been implored. But it was re¬ 
served for Hanjit Singh to violate intematioicial law^ and set aside 
time-honored custom. He robbed and ill-treated, he starved and 
insulted, his innocent guest, who had put faith in him, and, by 
depriving him of the diamond, tomished his name as a guest- 
robber. 

But Providence had reserved the great diamond for the ul¬ 
timate possession of the British Crown. Kothing could^ therefore, 
be more than appropriate that it should be taken from ita plunderer^ 
and his successors, and os thepropertry of the Grown {having formed 
the most shining gem of the crown of the Great Moghal), should 
be restored to the rightful Ruler of the Land. ItA possession 
by the Crown of Great Britain in no way adds to the lustre of the 
British Empire in Hindustin, wbose glories, Edoat important by 
far, are the triumphs of peace, of bw and settleil order, nor does 
it detract any thing from that lustre ; but tbc chief glory of the 
imperial diamond lies in the fact that it is worn by the Lady Queen 
whose equal in virtue, piety and generotity, the world has not seeik 
and whose ear ia open to the complaint of the humblest of her 
iubjeetd. N either in the magnificent Peacock Throne of the 
Great Moghal, nor ia the glittering uplifted sword of the Afgh&n,. 
or the Bashing armlet of the Durrfiai or the Sikhp did the aucieni

gcmebine more fittingly than it does b the Crown of the Or«t 
Queep, Empress of India. 

The ZAU2AMA Gun. 

Oa a raised platforso, opposite the eatropoe to the Mureum 
and facing the Anwkali Sadr Ibzar, is placed the famoua Zamama* 
gun, called also the Jikanfi<m Watu Top. It was placed in this 
position on the occasion of the visit of His Royal Highness the 
Duke of Edinburgh to Lahore, in Fehrnaiy, 1870, The ancient 
piece of ordiianoo, one of the largest spediuens of cwting in India* 
was cast at Lahore, with rtfiother gan of the same size, in 1757 A.D* 
by Sbdh Nasfr, under the directions of Shfih Wali Khfin, Pfima 
Minister of the Ahdali king Ahmad Sbafi, DurranL It is made 
of a mixture of copper and brass, obtained by (capitation 

tax levied by the Jluhamoiadans from the infidels), a metal Teasel 
having been taken from each Hindu house in Lahore. Ahmad 
hh£b used it in tho famous battle of Panipst. in 1761, After the 
battl^ on his way back to Cabul, ho left it at Lahore, with hisgover- 
oor. Khwfij4 Ubed, as the carriage for it to Cabul was not ready 
The other gun he took with him ; but it was lost iu hie passage of 
the Chenab. In 1762. Hari Siogb. Bhangi. made war on EhwiM 
Ubed and altaekcd the village of Khwijfi Said, two miles from 
Labor**, where the Hoghal Governor had his arsenal, and seized hie 
artillery, arms and ammunition. Among the guns captured on 
this occasion was the Zaiiitima gun. which thence forward came 
to be called, after the captor’s name, the BAaii^ Top It Uv 
unmounted in the SMh Su,j at Lahore until 1764, when Lahna 
Singh and Gujar Singh, Bhaugis, obuintd [loaaessioB of it on cap- 

tunng Lahore. T«o days after. Charet Singh, Sukeroha ki’a, came 
to congratulate the Hhangi Sardare on iheir pozeesabn of Lahore, 
and made a demand for their share of the spoiL The Bhangi 
Sardais, unwilling to pari with any portion of the conquered terri- 
toTy, tried lo outwit him by offering him the inzama gun hon- 
ing that Its unwieldy character would prevent him from ciJrvin- 
It away. But the Sukerchakia chief, calling hb men together 
earned it first to hie camp and then to hU fort nt Oijjranwala It 
was subsequently captured by the Cbattas, who carried it to Ahmai 
Nagar. Ahmad Khfia and Pir Muhamin*d Kbio, brothers, the rival 
Chatta chiefs, quarrelled for its poasesajon. and. in a fight which 
ensued two sons of the former and one of the latter were killed 
l^njar Singh, Bhangi, coming to the aid of Pir Muhammad Khin* 
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put Ahiucd Khan to great stwita. ketpiug him without water for 
otc day aud aighL At length the Ckatta chief restored the gua 
to Oujar tiiogh, who, cheating hifl ally, kept it for htmaelf and- 
carried it to hie hBad-quartera at GujriL It leuiflined with the 
fibangis for two years, uatil.ip aa engageia cut between them and 
the Sukerebakias, ir wat wrested by Charet Singh, Sukorchakia. 
The Cbatlos, who were always fighting with the Snkerehakina, 
recovered it b 1772, and retnoTi*d it to Hosul Nagor, eince known 
as Bam Ifagnr, Sardar Jhmida Singii, Bhangi. having captured it 
tbo following year, alter hia return from Mnh An, carried it to 
Amritsar, where it remftiued b the Bhaogi h'rt, till 1802, when 
Ranjil Singh, espeUing the Bhatgis from Amritsar, took posses^ 
tioQ of it. It cuiuo to be legardod as a talisman of supremacyi 
and Banjit Singh einpfoyed it in hia campaigoa of Daska. Kawr, 
SnjAnpur, WajsirAbad and hlultAn. It was aerimisly iiyiireJ at 
the siege of the last snentioned place En ISIS, when it wa? re moved 
to Lahore, as unfit for further service, and placed at the Delhi 
Gate of the city uutil 1S70. wheu, m previously ngte-J, it was re¬ 
moved to the present locality, Many r-^gard it is m iiicomatioti

INSCHII»TI0NS OKT SlKTf CUNS. 

At the elo3« of tbe first Sikh war, a sqb^fdiarj treaty was 
signed at Lahore, on 6tlx Harch i846, between the British Gov¬ 
ernment and the Bikh St^te, by w'bjcli^ at the earnest Eolioitatioo of 
tbo Sikh DarbaTi^ His Eioellenoy the Govemor^General ednsented 
to lenve a British foroe in garrison at !Lihore imtii time s hoo id 
have been afforded for the reorganization of the Sikh urmy^ the 
force on no account to remain in garrison for a longer period than 
the end of tho year. Major, aftemarda Sir Henry, fjawrenee was 
left in charge of affairs. At this time 250 saperb guns, which bad 
been captured by the British troops in the late wara, were despatch- 
od to Calcutta. They werCp dining their oiarch through Bribsli ter¬ 
ritories, aaliibed by tbe troops at every stsition whare they halted, 
anda OQ arrival at their destination, they were pablicy received, with 
all boaors. Tk^ irictories had been gained in so incredibly short a 
time, and such was the jwpnbr belief in the stfcngtii of the Kluilsa 
wmy, that, to convince tlic informed people of the reality of 
the victories it was eonaiderodt adrisable to nmko thcfic demons¬ 
trations- Of tlio captarf.vl guns, 38 hail on them iuscriptfons in 
Persian and Hindi. We copy some of these hem from the Tuhfat- 
vl-AhbaK or Persiim Memoir of Mirza Abdul Karim.

The KASHI WORK. 

The art of decorating bnlldiogs with enamelled or glased 
tiles, known in the PanjAb ns Kashi^ or OUni work. Is of 
Arabic origin, haTing been imported boto Europe by the Arabs 
At the end of the ninth centnrjv It wna adopted by the Italiant 
under the name of MaJ^Uect^ in the manufoctiLre of ejuthen-ware 
in the fourteentb century, HaTing been tlius introduced into 
Europe, it made rapid atridee in improvement, and, in time^ gavo 
birth to the prooelain wares of limogee, Dresden, Sevres and 
PlaisHy, 

It Wei introduced into India from China, through Persia, by 
the Moghuls, at the end of the thirteenth ceiitur)% and, according 
to tradition, the influence of Tamerlane'e Chinoso wife had much 
to do with its introduction into Eastern countries. It had ex¬ 
isted in others forms among Semitic nations from the fourteenth 
century. 

Major Cole, R. E., finds that the employment of glazed tiles for 
agricultural purpofics, dates from Bhamsca II (B. C. 1452). The 
Chinese used coloured porcelain in their buildings from an early 
period ; “ but so far ” wrlles Major Cole, “ as I have been able to 
ascertain, tlie first Unhammadan building in which glazed tiles 
were used, m the villa Viciosa Mogquc of Cordova, in 8pmnr 
which, according to Prisse, dates from A. D. 965, and, according 
to Fergufison, from A. D. 1200/' 

PerguBSon gives the celebrated mosque of Tabroz, built about 
the end of the thirteenth century, as the earliest instance in Pcriia 
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of glazed tilES. That was built ji«t after tbc conquest of Persia 
by the Moghals. The next is described aa the tomb of Aluhaiamad 
fpiuds Bandah in Stiltauiah, boilt by the successor of Ghazao 
Khtln, the founder of the Mosque at Tabrez.* 

The earliest mstanoe of the employment of glazed tiles for es- 
ternal decoration at Lahore is the tomb of Shah Musa, built in the 
time of Ibrahim Lodi, (i 519 A. D.)t or a little time before India was 
invaded by Babor. But the art did not come into general nse until 
the time of the Moghals, and in the time of Shhb Jahfin it took a 
new form. The use of encaustic tiles was, at this time, to a great 
eateat, disoontinuedp and the decorations were executed on a hard 
kind of cement. ‘I’hia process being probably cheaper, the A'aM 
designs were univetsidly adopted in the period of Sh£h Jahda, and 
we hardly meet with a mosque, a tomb, or a gateway of this period 
which ia not decorated with Kashi work. Strangely, writes Mr. 
Thornton, the AussAi design, as an architectural ommnent. became 
almost entirely disused after the time of Shlii Jahan, and the art 
was almost lost to tho PanjAb.t But the art haa almost died out 
in both India and Persia, which employed it so largely on ardu* 
tectured ornamentation : and, whilo it has thus djsappeai4d fmm the 
countries of the East, its honiB and place of birth, those of the West 
which appUed it to articles of every day use, have made great 
progress in it* 

With regard to the iTosAi work at Lahore, it may be men^ 
tioued that there lived, in 1876, in that town, an artist in the work, 
named Muhammad Bakhsh. He was then 97 years of age, and 
with him the Secret of Ktuld work probably died, for he steely 
refused to take pupils. ^

The GOINS IN THE LAHORE MUSEUM. 

The dOit valuable treasure of antiquarian iDtereat, poceetiod 
hj the Lahore Muiertm, is the stock of auctent coin* of Tarioui 
ages from the period of the Greek invasion to the present timee. 

The numismatic studios and reis&rehee of Wilson^ Frinscpi Ed¬ 
ward Thomas* General Cunningham* and other scholars * have don* 
much towards ftlUng up the gape in the history of India between 
the period of the Gre*k setilementa and that of the Muhanunodan 
invasioDs; and to their labdurs we msdnlj owe our knowledge* 
however imperfect ns yet* of the Eeveral dynasties of Greek, Indo- 
Scythian, Brahman and Hindu kings whose sway eitended from 
Cabuh Jahilabid and the defiles of the Khyber to the ancient 
Hesudra. Kingdoms and dynasties, rose* Idurisbed, imd fell during 
the interval of ceatiirios that preceded the nnhammadan invaaion of 
the country, of which not even the full names have been preserved. 
Towns and cities in turn flourished and decayed, of which nothing 
ii on record* while their exact looalides are even disputed^ 
Th* evidence afforded by coins, furnishes a starting point for the 
history of kingdoms and dyuasties long since forgotten. They 
enable the antiquaty to recover m any a landmark in ancient his¬ 
tory that has faded away* or bwn lost m the gtdf of tradition and 
myth. They are, indeed, like dissected maps of which the details 
may be filled in by subsequent patient and careful research. 

The credit of ooUecliug io valuable a treasure is due to the 
PanjAb Govern ment, which has recently published a catalogue of 
these coma, compiled by ilr. C. J, Rodgers. The coins are of tho 
greatest interest, and are caloidatad to afford invaluabLo hdp t« 
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future biitorians in tha conipaatticiii of their works^ although 
much rein aiBi to bq done in'the wny of acquisition of^ specimens 
to connect the BtiU-miMmg linki of post hifiloryn 

Among the Qncco-Bactriau coins obtamed by means of grant 
made by the Panjab Government^ the first to be mentioned is a 
silver coin of Alexander the Great, The obverse of this coin hoi 
a head to tho right wiili a lion^a bead skin for a head'dress. Tht 
reverie bears tho impression of Jupiter on a throno, with hawk in 
the right hand-
